HISTORY  AND  EQUIPMENT 


ORIGIN 


Buffalo  Seminary,  the  fore-runner  of  Bethany  College, 
was  inaugurated  at  Bethany,  W.  Va.,  in  the  year  1818  in 
the  home  of  Alexander  Campbell,  commonly  known  as  the 
Mansion.  Here  Mr.  Campbell  offered  educational  advan- 
tages for  the  youth  of  the  community  as  well  as  training 
for  young  men  in  the  work  of  the  Christian  ministry. 

In  1840  Bethany  College  was  chartered  by  the  State 
of  Virginia,  through  the  afforts  of  John  C.  Campbell  of 
Wheeling,  W.  Va.  Its  first  donation  was  a  $1,000  legacy 
made  by  Philip  B.  Pendleton  of  Virginia.  The  campus 
was  donated  by  the  first  President  of  the  College,  Alexan- 
der Campbell,  who  on  his  own  responsibility  began  at 
once  the  erection  of  a  commodious  brick  building  for  the 
use  of  the  College.  The  first  session  opened  in  October, 
1841. 

LOCATION 

Bethany  College  is  situated  in  the  Pan  Handle  of  "West 
Virginia,  seven  miles  southeast  of  Wellsburg,  fifteen  miles 
north  of  Wheeling  and  forty  miles  south  of  Pittsburgh. 
Being  as  it  is,  almost  one  thousand  feet  above  sea  level  and 
surrounded  by  picturesque  and  inspiring  scenery,  the  loca- 
tion is  considered  very  attractive  and  healthful.  The 
village  in  which  the  college  is  located  is  easily  accessible, 
being  connected  with  Wellsburg  by  an  interurban  line.  At 
Wellsburg  connection  is  made  with  traction  lines  for  Steu- 
benville,  Wheeling  and  other  Ohio  River  points  and  also 
with  the  Pennsylvania  Lines  R.  R.  Brilliant,  Ohio,  just 
across  the  Ohio  River  from  Wellsburg,  is  situated  on  the 
Cleveland   and   Pittsburgh   Railroad. 
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BUILDINGS    AND    GROUNDS 

The  College  Campus — The  college  campus,  containing 
about  fifty  acres,  overlooks  the  beautiful  Buffalo  Creek.  A 
well  kept  lawn,  concrete  walks,  tennis  courts,  attractive 
entrance  gates  and  hundreds  of  trees  and  shrubs  give  the 
campus  a  park-like  appearance.  These  beautiful  surround- 
ings have  a  cultural  advantage  for  students  which  should 
not  be  overlooked. 

The  Main  College  Building — The  main  college  building 
stands  on  an  elevation  in  the  center  of  an  attractive 
campus.  It  is  an  imposing  structure  of  Gothic  architect- 
ure and  is  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
used.  It  contains  twenty-eight  rooms,  most  of  which  are 
used  as  class  rooms.  Along  the  west  side  and  running  the 
entire  length  of  the  building  is  the  Corridor,  an  open 
promenade  310  feet  in  length. 

The  E.  W.  Oglebay  Hall  of  Agriculture — This  hall  was 
donated  to  the  college  by  Earl  W  Oglebay,  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  June  7,  1911.  The  build- 
ing is  used  for  the  teaching  of  science  and  agriculture.  It 
contains  chemical,  biological  and  agricultural  laboratories, 
c  chemical  supply  room,  several  class  rooms  and  the  col- 
lege administration  offices.  The  class  rooms  and  labora- 
tories of  the  Home  Economics  Department  occupy  all  the 
third  floor.  The  style  of  architecture  is  Tudor  Gothic  and 
harmonizes  with  the  Main  College  building. 

Carnegie  Library  Building — This  building  is  95  feet  wide 
and  is  constructed  of  brown  pressed  brick  with  Berea 
sand  stone  trimmings.  The  interior  is  finished  with  pol- 
ished oak  and  presents  a  very  attractive  appearance.  On 
the  first  floor  is  a  large  social  and  banquet  room  which 
has  been  made  very  attractive  through  the  generosity  of 
the  late  Mrs.  E  W.  Oglebay.  The  second  floor  is  given 
over  to  the  library  proper  and  contains  reading  rooms  and 
the  book  stack  room  which  is  furnished  with  steel  shelving. 
On  the  third  floor  are  four  large  rooms  well  adapted  for 
class  and  lecture  rooms. 
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The  Percy  B.  Cochran  Hall — This  new  dormitory  was 
donated  to  the  college  by  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Union- 
town,  Pa.,  in  1910,  as  a  memorial  to  his  son,  Percy  B.  Coch- 
ran. The  building  is  four  stories  high.  A  large  dining  „ 
loom,  together  with  kitchen  and  storage  rooms,  occupies 
most  of  the  first  floor.  The  other  floors  are  used  as  room- 
ing places  for  young  men.  The  building  is  of  fireproof  con- 
struction and  built  on  the  latest  improved  plan.  The  second 
and  third  floors  are  arranged  in  suites.  In  each  suite  there 
is  a  study  room,  and  adjoining  this  study  room  there  are 
two  bedrooms.  Two  young  men  are  supposed  to  occupy  a 
suite  of  rooms.  The  building  throughout  is  heated  with 
steam  and  supplied  with  shower  baths,  sewerage,  electric 
lights  and  all  modern  conveniences. 

The  Irvin  Gymnasium — This  strictly  modern  gymna- 
sium was  donated  by  the  Irvin  family  of  Big  Run,  Pa.  The 
building,  being  of  Gothic  architecture,  is  in  harmony  with 
the  main  college  building.  It  is  100  feet  in  length  and  52 
feet  in  width  and  is  equipped  with  swimming  pool  20x40 
feet,  shower  baths,  team  rooms,  trophy  room,  lecture  room, 
janitor's  living  room,  locker,  running  track  and  some  rooitis 
used  as  offices,  in  addition  to  the  main  gymnasium  floor. 

Phillips  Hall — This  dormitory,  donated  by  the  late  Hon. 
Thomas  W.  Phillips,  St.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  is  stately  and 
commodious,  heated  with  steam  and  altogether  adapted  to 
the  needs  and  conveniences  of  young  ladies.  Very  recently 
several  thousand  dollars  have  been  expended  on  improve- 
ments in  this  building.  It  has  a  capacity  for  sixty  roomers. 
There  is  a  large  dining  room  on  the  first  floor  for  the  use 
of  lady  students  and  teachers.  In  this  hall  are  also  the 
looms  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  who  has  direct  supervision 
over  all  the  lady  students  of  the  college.  An  earnest  effort 
is  made  to  make  this  hall  a  pleasant  and  attractive  home 
for  young  ladies. 

The  Cochran  Central  Heating  Plant — The  college  came 
into  possession  of  this  building  and  its  equipment  througn 
the  generosity  of  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa. 
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Eight  college  buildings,  the  Bethany  Memorial  Church  and 
several  dwelling  houses  which  belong  to  the  college  are 
adequately  heated  from  this  source.  Coal,  taken  from 
grounds  owned  by  the  college,  is  delivered  by  miners 
direct  to  the  storage  room  of  the  plant  without  the  labor 
of  rehandling. 

Pendleton  Heights — A  short  distance  to  the  north  of 
the  Main  Building  on  the  campus  is  the  home  of  the  Presi- 
dent, known  as  Pendleton  Heights. This  building  was 
erected  b}r  W.  K.  Pendleton,  second  President  of  Bethany 
College,  and  is  admirably  suited  to  its  intended  purpose. 

Commencement  Hall — This  building  was  dedicated  June 
1st,  1924.  It  contains,  in  adition  to  the  chapel  and  com- 
mencement hall  proper,  five  class  rooms  and  the  physics 
laboratory.  The  building  is  very  attractive  and  service- 
able. 

Apartment  Houses  and  Other  Dwellings — The  college 
owns  two  apartment  houses  and  eight  other  dwellings  for 
the  use  of  married  students  and  people  connected  with  the 
college.  One  of  these  dwellings  is  situated  on  the  campus 
and  was  formerly  owned  and  occupied  by  the  late  Pro- 
fessor A.  C.  Pendleton.  One  is  used  by  one  of  the  sorori- 
ties of  the  college.  The  suites  of  the  apartment  houses 
furnish  very  satisfactory  homes  for  married  students  and 
rent  for  $180  a  year  with  heat  furnished. 

The  College  Farm  and  Farm  Buildings — Through  the 
generosity  of  E.  W.  Oglebay  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Bethany 
College  now  owns  the  Alexander  Campbell  farm  of  205 
acres.  At  Mr.  Oglebay's  expense  many  improvements  have 
been  made  on  this  farm,  including  a  large,  round  dairy 
barn  eighty-six  feet  in  diameter,  and  a  creamery  building 
By  a  deed  bearing  date  of  April  7th,  1914,  Miss  Margaretta 
E.  Parkinson  has  given  to  the  college  the  farm  of  261  acres 
adjoining  the  college  grounds  on  the  north.  Two  other 
tracts  of  land  are  OAvned  by  the  college,  making  a  total  of 
535  acres  that  are  available  for  use  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture. 
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LIBRARY   AND    READING    ROOMS 

The  Library  and  Reading  Rooms  Equipment — Besides 
the  bound  magazines  and  pamphlets,  the  library  now  con- 
tains more  than  16,000  volumes.  Many  volumes  are  added 
yearly.  These  are  catalogued  as  promptly  as  possible  and 
are  classified  by  subjects  according  to  the  Dewey  Decimal 
System  of  Classification.  Members  of  the  faculty  and 
advanced  students  from  the  upper  classes  are  admitted  to 
the  shelves.  For  all  others,  books  are  brought  from  the 
stack    when    required. 

General  Regulations — The  college  library  is  open 
throughout  the  college  year  every  week  day  except  on 
special  occasions  as  may  be  determined  by  the  faculty. 
During  a  semester  the  hours  are  8:00  A.M  to  9:00  P.  M., 
lunch,  dinner,  and  chapel  hours  and  Saturday  and  Monday 
evenings  excepted.  Students  in  every  department  are  en- 
titled to  the  free  use  of  the  library.  Each  student  may 
take  books  out  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  unless  they  are 
on  "reserve"  Books  reserved  by  instructors  for  class 
use  cannot  be  taken  from  the  building  until  9:00  P.  M. 
and  must  be  returned  by  9:00  A.  M.  the  following  day. 

Special  Collections — The  library  has  been  the  recipient 
of  several  valuable  collections,  among  which  may  be  men- 
tioned the  following:  the  libraries  of  Alexander  Campbell, 
Dr.  Robert  Richardson,  Miss  A.  C.  Pendleton  and  Archi- 
bald McLean.  The  last  named  collection,  given  in  Novem- 
ber, 1922,  consists  of  1081  volumes  especially  strong  in 
missions   and   theology. 

Reading  Rooms — The  best  periodicals,  including  some 
of  the  leading  dailies  and  weeklies,  as  well  as  monthly  and 
quarterly  magazines  and  journals,  come  regularly  to  the 
Reading  Room  tables. 

LABORATORIES 

Chemical  Laboratories — All  the  second  floor  of  Oglebay 
Hall  is  used  by  the  Department  of  Chemistry  for  labora- 
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tories,  balance  rooms,  class  rooms  and  storage.  The  equip 
ment  is  modern  and  adequate  for  the  usual  college  under- 
graduate    courses     in    General,     Analytical    and     Organic 
Chemistry. 

Physics  Laboratories — The  rooms  used  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physics  are  on  the  first  floor  of  Commencement 
Hall.  Modern  equipment  sufficient  for  at  least  two  years 
of  college  physics  is  in  possession  of  the  college. 

Biological  Laboratories — The  biological  laboratories  are 
situated  in  Oglebay  Hall.  These  laboratories  are  equipped 
with  compound  microscopes  and  other  apparatus  needed 
for  work  in  general  biology,  plant  morphology,  plant  physi- 
ology, plant  pathology,  general  zoology,  embryology,  his- 
tology,  anatomy  and   physiology. 

Agricultural  Laboratories — The  Oglebay  Hall  of  Agri- 
culture contains  laboratories  for  various  kinds  of  Agricul- 
tural work. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

ENDOWMENTS 

The  M.  M.  Cochran  General  Endowment — On  January 
25,  1921,  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa.,  gave 
Bethany  $500,000  to  be  known  as  the  M.  M.  Cochran 
General  Endowment  Fund.  This  amount  was  paid  at  once 
and  has  made  possible  the  attainment  of  high  aims  in  the 
academic  work  of  the  college.  On  February  19,  1923,  Mr. 
Cochran  gave  an  additional  $300,000  to  be  known  as  the 
M.  M.  Cochran  Endowment  of  1923. 

Endowment  of  Office  and  Chair  of  President  of  Bethany 
College — Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa.,  has 
donated  to  the  college  $100,000  as  an  endowment  of  the 
office  and  chair  of  the  President  of  the  college. 

Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Cochran  of  Dawson,  Pa.,  has  generously 
contributed  $25,000  toward  the  endowment  of  a  chair  to 
be  known  as  the  Sarah  B.  Cochran  Chair  of  Philosophy. 

Hon.  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Sr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  has 
given  $30,000  to  endow  a  chair  in  Bethany  College  to  u^ 
known  as  the  Thomas  W.  Phillips  Bible  Chair. 

Herbert  Moninger  Memorial  Chair  of  Bible  School 
Pedagogy — Through  the  interest  and  generosity  of  many 
Bible  Schools,  churches,  and  individuals,  a  fund  of  $25,000 
has  been  given  to  the  college  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Moninger  Memorial  Chair  of  Bible   School  Pedagogy. 

George  T.  Oliver  Endowment — The  late  Senator  George 
T.  Oliver  of  Pennsylvania,  an  alumnus  of  the  college,  gave 
$50,000  to  the  Permanent  Endowment  Fund  to  be  used 
for  the  endowment  of  the  Chair  of  History. 
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The  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Jr.,  Endowment — T.  W. 
Phillips,  Jr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  has  generously  donated 
to  the  college  $45,000  for  endowment  purposes. 

R.  A.  Long  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  gave  $50,000  to  the 
endowment  fund  of  the  college.  This  amount  was  used 
to  endow  the  Chair  of  Mathematics. 

Other  Endowment  Moneys  have  been  received  during 
the  last  twelve  months.  Numerous  friends  of  the  college 
contributed  $1.00,000  to  the  permanent  Endowment  Fund. 
The  General  Education  Board  of  New  York  has  paid  into 
the  Endowment  Funds  the  sum  of  $200,000  to  be  used  in 
increasing  and  maintaining  teachers  salaries.  The  total 
endowment  of  the  college  is  now  $1,710,000. 

STUDENT  AID  AND  SELF  HELP 

Scholarships — A  few  friends  of  Bethany  have  endowed 
scholarships  in  the  college.  These  range  in  value  from 
$20  per  semester  to  $75  per  semester;  they  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  donors  or  their  heirs  for  assignment. 

Thirty  scholarships  have  been  created  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  are  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  adminis- 
tration for  assignment  to  young  men  and  women  of  real 
promise  and  good  secondary  school  records.  The  benefit 
of  these  scholarships  will  not  be  given  to  students  doing 
poor  and  indifferent  college  work.  Grades  of  D  or  lower 
will  be  adequate  cause  for  withdrawing  scholarships  from 
students  using  the  same.  Blanks  to  be  used  in  applying 
for  these  scholarships  can  be  had  by  applying  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  College. 

Phillips  Loan  Fund — Some  years  ago  the  Hon.  Thomas 
VV.  Phillips  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  generously  donated  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  College  a  total  of  $10,000  to  be  loaned  to 
students  who  are  preparing  for  the  ministry.  Other  gifts 
and  accrued  interest  have  increased  this  fund  until  it 
amounts  to  more  than  $12,000.  Loans  from  this  fund  may 
be  obtained  by  ministerial  students  on  complying  with  the 
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conditions  governing  the  same.  Approved  security  is  re- 
quired of  all  those  borrowing  from  the  fund.  No  student, 
is  loaned  more  than  $100  per  year.  All  notes  bear  interest 
from  date  of  maturity. 

Student  Employment — Work  on  the  college  farms  and 
other  work  about  the  college  affords  opportunities  to  a 
number  of  young  people  to  earn  money  to  meet  a  part  of 
college  expenses.  No  student  can  depend,  however,  on 
earning  more  than  enough  to  pay  board.  Work  is  not 
promised  to  all  who  apply,  and  such  as  show  a  disposition 
to  shirk  in  the  performance  of  duties  are  not  considered. 

Student  Preaching — Ministerial  students  are  frequently 
called  to  fill  pulpits  within  easy  reach  of  Bethany.  A  num- 
ber of  our  students  preach  regularly  for  near-by  churches, 
and  thus,  in  addition  to  the  good  they  do  for  others,  earn 
funds  to  meet  their  college  expenses.  We  recommend, 
however,  that  no  student  below  the  junior  year  preach 
oftener  than  alternate  Sundays. 

STUDENT    ACTIVITIES 

Athletics — It  is  the  purpose  of  the  work  in  Physical 
Education  at  Bethany  College  to  assist  the  students  in 
keeping  their  bodies  in  the  best  possible  physical  condition. 
Physical  training  for  both  men  and  women  is  provided. 
Regularly  organized  classes  in  gymnasium  and  open  air 
training  are  maintained.  A  minimum  of  two  hours  per 
week  in  gymnasium  or  field  is  required  of  those  who  are 
found  by  examination  to  be  physically  able.  In  connection 
with  the  work  for  men,  intercollegiate  teams  are  developed 
and  maintained  in  football,  baseball,  basketball,  tennis  and 
track  and  field  athletics.  Freshmen  teams  are  also  main- 
tained in  the  major  sports.  The  student  fee  of  $10.00  per 
semester  that  is  charged  each  student  admits  the  student 
to  athletic  contests  excepting  the  Commencement  week 
games. 

The  athletics  of  the  college  is  under  the  supervision  of 
a  Board   of  Athletic   Cortrol  made   up   of  the  Director  of 
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Athletics,  three  other  members  of  the  faculty  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  College,  four  members  of  the 
alumni  elected  by  the  alumni  and  four  members  of  tht 
student  body  chosen  by  the  Student  Council.  One  of  me 
four  must  be  a  member  of  the  senior  class,  one  of  the 
junior  class,  one  of  the  sophomore  class  and  one  of  the 
Women's  Athletic  Association.  The  President  of  the  col- 
lege is  ex-officio  member  of  the  Board.  The  captains  of 
the  various  teams  are  chosen  by  the  members  of  the 
teams.  Student  managers  of  athletics  are  chosen  by  the 
Board.  The  Athletic  Board  reserves  the  right  to  remove 
any  captain  or  manager  for  cause,  at  any  time. 

Bethany  College  is  a  member  of  the  Tri-State  Intt. 
collegiate    Conference. 

Student  Council — The  students  of  Bethany  College  have 
organized  a  Student  Council  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
student  interests  and  helping  with  the  various  phases  of 
the  life  of  the  college.  Matters  pertaining  to  debating, 
athletics,  student  behavior  and  other  general  college  mat- 
ters are  given  attention.  This  council  co-operates  with 
the  administration  in  every  way. 

Student  Publications — The  students  publish  the  Bethany 
Collegian,  a  bi-weekly,  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the 
college.  The  Bethany  Harbinger  is  issued  as  a  quarterly. 
It  is  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Alumni,  the  more  gen- 
eral interests  of  the  college  and  those  many  factors  in  the 
life  of  the  Disciples  that  center  in  Bethany.  Annually  a 
publication  called  The  Bethanian  is  issued  under  the  more 
direct  supervision  of  the  Senior  Class.  The  student  fee  of 
$10.00  a  semester  that  is  charged  each  student  entitles  the 
student  to  free  copies  of  all  publications. 

Literary  Societies — There  are  in  connection  with  the 
college  three  societies  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  literary 
composition  and  oratory — the  Neotrophian,  the  Adelphian 
and  the  American  Literary  Institute.  Every  student  of  tne 
college  is  urged  to  become  a  member  of  one  of  these 
societies. 
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Oratorical  Association — Bethany  College  holds  member- 
ship in  the  West  Virginia  Intercollegiate  Forensic  Asso- 
ciation. Tue  Oratorical  Association  of  the  college,  with 
(he  approval  of  the  faculty,  conducts  its  own  contests  for 
the  selection  of  its  representatives  in  intercollegiate  con- 
tests. 

Debating  Contests — Each  year  teams  from  Bethany 
College  meet  teams  from  nearby  colleges.  This  intercol- 
legiate debating  affords  the  best  of  opportunities  for  stu- 
dent development. 

Christian   Associations— The   Y.   M.   C.  A.  and   Y.  W.   C. 

A.  both  have  a  large  and  active  membership  among  the 
students  and  are  doing  good  work.  Students  are  urged  to 
1  ecome  affiliated  with  one  of  these  associations. 

Volunteer  Mission  Band — There  is  in  the  college  a 
flourishing  Volunteer  Missionary  Band,  which  is  a  strong 
factor  in  developing  missionary  work.  , 

Ministerial  Association — This  association  is  made  up 
of  the  young  men  of  the  student  body  who  are  preparing 
for  the  work  of  the  Christian  Ministry.  This  group  of 
students  holds  a  prominent  place  in  the  life  of  the  college. 
Fortnightly  meetings  are  held,  at  which  meetings  the  vital 
problems  relating  to  the  ministry  are  discussed.  Promi- 
nent pastors,  editors,  Bible  School  workers  and  mission- 
ary leaders  are  frequent  visitors,  bringing  vital  messages 
concerning  the  present  day  tasks  of  the  church  to  the 
young  men.  A  number  of  the  members  of  the  faculty 
attend  these  meetings. 

Fraternities — The  following  fraternities  are  represented 
at  Bethany:  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Kappa  Alpha,  Sigma  Nu, 
Alpha  Phi  Epsilan,  Tau  Kappa  Alpha,  Phi  Kappa  Tau,  Alpha 
Xi  Delta,  Zeta  Tau  Alpha  and  Kappa  Delta. 

Bethany  College  Glee  Club — This  musical  organization 
is  under  the  direction  of  Pofessor  Moos.  During  the  year 
this  club  furnishes  music  for  many  college  functions  and 
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with  the  aid  of  a  reader  and  pianist  provides  enterta*- 
ments  for  many  churches  of  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  otn^. 
near-by   states. 

College  Band — The  present  College  Band  has  a  mem- 
bership of  thirty-two.  This  organization  furnishes  music 
for  all  outdoor  functions  of  the  college  and  gives  a 
series  of  concerts  during  the  year.  A  number  of  instru- 
ments are  available  for  the  use  of  band  members.  Mem- 
bership in  this  organization  is  open  to  all  possessing  the 
necessary  qualifications. 

The  Merry  Masquers — The  "Merry  Masquers"  is  the 
dramatic  club  under  the  auspices  of  the  English  depart- 
ment. It  gives  opportunity,  not  only  for  the  exercise  of 
ingenuity  in  working  out  stage  settings.,  lighting,  screen- 
ing, etc.,  but  for  self  expression  in  the  artistic  interpreta- 
tion of  the  great  characters  in  dramatic  literature.  The 
members  of  the  club  have  staged  parts  of  the  old  Miracle 
plays,  the  'Morality  of  Everyman",  a  sixteenth  century 
'  Grand  Chistmas"  in  the  presence  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and 
her  court.  They  give  the  Commencement  play  each  year 
on  the  college  campus.  Such  plays  as  "Mid-Summer 
Night's  Dream".  "The  Tempest",  Milton's  "Comus",  and 
other  plays  have  been  successfully  staged  in  the  open  air. 

French  Club — A  French  Club,  organized  with  student 
officers,  is  connected  with  the  French  department  to  give 
practice  in  conversation  and  the  opportunity  to  learn  folk 
t:origs  and  game?  of  France.

College  Lecture  Course — Provision  is  made  by  the  col- 
lege for  a  course  of  high  class  lectures  and  entertainments 
each  year,  thus  giving  students  the  privilege  of  hearing 
some  of  the  very  best  platform  talent.. 

College  Orchestra — This  musical  organization  at  present 
numbers  twenty-eight  pieces.  The  orchestra  furnishes 
music  for  most  of  the  indoor  college  functions  and  for  the 
Bible  School  of  the  Bethany  Memorial  Church.  A  number 
of  concerts  are  given  each  year  in  nearby  towns  and  cities. 
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Membership  is  open  to  anyone  possessing  some  degree  of 
proficiency  on  orchestral  instruments. 

Current  History  Club — The  Current  History  Club  is  an 
organisation  composed  of  students  and  members  of  the 
faculty,  meet'ng  bi-weekly  to  discuss  and  interpret  cur- 
rent trends  in  national  and  international  affairs.  The  dis 
cussions  are  informal  and  entirely  voluntary,  being  in- 
tended for  assembling  facts  and  points  of  view  to  promote 
wider  appreciation  of  world  events  rather  than  the  pre- 
sentation of  set  papers.  The  meetings  of  the  Club  are 
limited  to  one  hour's  time,  and  are  open  to  members  of 
the  college  community.     The  Club  has  no  dues  nor  fees. 

GENERAL    REGULATIONS 

Classification  of  Students — The  classification  of  students 
is  determined  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  according  to 
the  following  plan: — For  full  sophomore  rank  a  student 
must  have  at  least  30  hours  of  academic  credit  and  20 
quality  points,  for  full  junior  rank  at  least  60  hours  of 
academic  credit  and  50  quality  points  and  full  senior  rank 
at  least  90  hours  of  academic  credit  and  90  quality  points. 

To  obtain  conditional  enrollment  in  any  class  a  student 
must  have  within  two  credit  hours  and  two  quality  points 
of  the  number  required  for  full  standing. 

No  student  is  considered  as  a  candidate  for  the  bacca- 
laureate degree  until  granted  senior  classification. 

Class  Attendance — Class  absenses  are  classified  as  ap- 
proved or  unapproved.  Four  absenses  in  a  five  hour 
course,  three  in  a  four  hour  course,  two  in  a  three  hour 
course  and  one  in  a  two  hour  course  are  allowed  each 
semester  without  penalty  in  order  to  provide  for  occasions 
when  the  student  finds  it  impossible  to  attend  class  because 
of  circumstances  over  which  he  or  she  has  no  control. 
Other  absenses  may  or  may  not  be  approved  by  the  Dean. 
If  approved,  the  student  is  granted  the  privilege  to  make 
up  for  credit  the  work  that  was  missed.  The  method  of 
making  it  up  is  ilecided  by  the  instructor  in  charge  of  the 
course.     Two  weeks  after  the  student  returns  to  class  is 
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the  limit  of  time  allowed  to  arrange  for  making  up  work. 
If  such  arrangement  is  not  made  within  this  time  the 
absence  is  considered  unapproved  and  the  work  missed 
is  graded  F. 

Few  reasons  are  considered  sufficiently  potent  to  justify 
the  approval  of  class  absences.  Usually  only  those  absences 
caused  by  severe  illness,  intercollegiate  contests  and  ap- 
proved  collegiate  activities   are   given   consideration. 

If  a  student's  unapproved  absences  together  with  the 
cuts  allowed  amount  to  one-sixth  of  the  number  of  meet- 
ings of  the  class  during  the  semester,  and  the  student 
succeeds  in  making  a  passing  grade,  one  hour  less  credit 
is  given  than  the  number  usually  allowed.  If  these 
absences  amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  meetings  of  the 
class,  a  grade  of  F  is  recorded  for  the  course. 

When  a  student's  absences  exceed  the  number  of  cuts 
allowed  in  any  course  teachers  must  report  the  case  at 
once  to  the  Dean's  office.  It  is  to  be  understood  that 
absences  for  any  cause,  whether  approved  or  not,  are  to 
be  counted  when  considering  the  number  of  cuts  allowed. 

Final  Examinations — All  students  are  required  to  take 
the  examinations  that  come  during  the  last  week  of  each 
semester.  Those  who  show  by  class  work  and  examina- 
tion that  they  are  entitled  to  a  grade  of  D  or  above  are 
passed. 

Special  Examinations — A  student  who  has  been  marked 
incomplete  in  hi?  course  at  the  end  of  a  semester  may, 
with  the  consent  of  the  instructor,  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  take  a  second  examination  on  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$1.00.  Whon  a  student  is  absent  from  a  final  examination 
he  may  have  a.  special  test  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$2.00.  Fee?  for  special  examination  must  be  paid  at  the 
o:'fice  of  the  college  bursar  before  the  examinations  are 
taken. 

College  Entrance  Examinations — Students  desiring 
examinations  for  college  entrance  will  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  them  without  charge  on  the  day  designated 
in  the  college  calendar  for  such  examinations. 
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The  Grading  System — The  class  standing  of  a  student 
in  any  course  pursued  is  reported  by  the  use  of  letters. 
The  meaning  of  letters  used  may  be  given  as  follows: 

A — Excellent  or  92  to  100  per  cent.  The  letter  A  is 
used  to  denote  work  of  unusual  merit. 

B — Good  or  83  to  91  per  cent.  This  letter  is  used  to 
show  an  appreciation  and  grasp  of  the  subject  that  is 
distinctly  above  the  average  and  very  satisfactory. 

C — Average  or  74  to  82  per  cent.  This  letter  signifies 
the  grade  of  work  done  by  an  average  student.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  about  fifty  per  cent,  of  grades  given  will  be  C. 

D — Inferior  or  65  to  73  per  cent.  This  letter  denotes 
work  below  the  average.  It  shows  a  lack  of  application  or 
of  ability  to  grasp  ihe  subject. 

Inc. — Incomplete  or  conditioned.  The  abbreviation  Inc. 
denotes  incomplete  or  conditioned  work  as  a  result  of  sick- 
ness or  some  other  legitimate  cause,  and  where  an  oppor- 
tunity will  be  given  for  the  work  to  be  made  up.  To 
remove  an  Inc.  the  student  must,  not  later  than  the  first 
week  of  the  next  regular  college  semester,  consult  the 
instructor  concerned  and  find  out  the  manner  in  which 
the  Inc.  may  be  removed.  The  instructor  has  the  follow- 
ing alternatives — (1)  To  require  unfinished  work  to  be 
completed  not  later  than  the  end  of  the  fourth  week  of 
said  semester;  (2)  To  grant  a  special  examination  not 
later  than  the  end  of  the  fourth  week  of  said  semester: 
(3)  In  case  of  a  continuous  course,  to  grant  the  student 
the  privilege  of  continuing  the  course  during  the  semester 
with  the  understanding  that,  if  it  is  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted with  a  grade  of  C  or  above,  the  Inc.  will  thereby 
be  changed  to  a  grade  of  D,  and  that,  if  the  student  fails 
to  make  a  grnde  of  C  or  better,  the  grade  will  be  recorded 
as  F  for  both  semesters.  Seniors  are  not  granted  the 
privilege  of  thei  last  alternative.  Failure  to  remove  an 
inc.  as  above  specified  will  result  in  the  grade  being  finally 
recorded  as  F. 
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F — Failure  or  below  65  per  cent.  The  letter  F  denotes 
work  is  definitely  unsatisfactory.  A  course  in  whcih 
a  student  has  bailed  should  be  taken  over  at  the  first 
opportunity. 

Penalty  for  Failures — A  report  of  the  scholastic  standing 
of  students  is  received  at  the  office  of  the  Dean  every 
three  weeks.  "When  examination  of  any  student's  record 
shows  that  he  or  she  is  not  doing  passing  work  in  courses 
representing  at  least  ten  hours  of  academic  credit,  said 
student  is  placeo  on  probation  for  a  period  of  one  week. 
If,  at  the  end  of  the  probation  period,  the  probationer  is 
still  not  passing  in  ten  hours  of  academic  work,  he  or  she 
is  prevented  from  representing  the  college  in  any  intercol- 
legiate or  interscholastic  contest  and  also  from  participat- 
ing in  any  college  activities  that  necessitate  the  missing  of 
classes  until  such  time  as  the  tri-weekly  check  up  of 
grades  reveals  that  said  student  is  doing  passing  work  in 
at  least  ten  academic  hours  and  C  quality  work  in  at  least 
six  hours. 

A  student  who  fails  'luring  any  semester  to  pass  in  at. 
least  ten  hours  of  academic  work  and  to  earn  at  least  six 
quality  points  muy  secure  only  provisional  enrollment  for 
his  or  her  following  semester.  If  no  more  than  four  hours 
of  credu  are  earned  by  a  student  during  any  semester  said 
student  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  college  except  on 
recommendation  of  an  executive  committee  of  the  faculty 
made  tip  oH  the  President,  the  Dean  and  the  Registrar.  If 
a  student  provisionally  enrolled  fails  to  pass  in  ten  hours 
of  academic  work  and  to  earn  at  least  six  quality  points 
during  a  semester,  said  student  automatically  ceases  to  be 
a  member  of  the  college. 

No  student  provisionally  enrolled  in  the  college  as  a 
result  of  unsatis'actory  class  work  during  a  previous  sem- 
ester in  this  or  any  other  educational  institution,  is 
alloAved  to  represent  the  college  in  any  intercollegiate  or 
interscholastic  contest  or  to  participate  in  college  activities 
that  necessitate  the  missing  of  classes.  These  restrictions 
may  be  removed,  if  mid-semester  grades  indicate  that  the 
student  is  doing  average  work  in  all  courses  being  carried. 
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Engaging  Rooms  in  Advance — A  room  in  either  college 
dormitory  will  not  be  reserved  in  advance  for  a  student 
unless  the  application  is  accompanied  by  a  deposit  of  ten 
dollars.  This  deposit  will  be  used  by  the  college  to  pay  for 
pi'j-  damage  that  may  be  done  to  the  room!  or  its  equip- 
ment. In  ».ase  the  student  retains  the  room  for  a  full  year 
and  no  damage  is  done  the  amount  deposited  will  be  re- 
turned at  the  end  of  the  college  year.  If  for  any  reason 
\he  applicant  fails  to  matriculate  as  a  student  after  the 
reservation  has  been  made,  the  ten  dollar  deposit  will 
net  be  returned  except  on  recommendation  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Number  of  Hours  Allowed — A  student  must  carry  at 
least  15  credit  hours  of  academic  work  each  semester,  un- 
lei  s  for  some  good  reason  the  Dean  of  the  college  allows 
a  less  number.  No  student  is  allowed  more  than  15  hours 
v.  :;hout  consent  of  the  Dean  unless  he  or  she  has  passed 
in  all  work  and  earned  at  least  25  quality  points  during 
the  preceding  semester.  In  no  case  will  a  student  be 
allowed  to  carry  over  15  hours  of  academic  work. 

Dropping  or  Changing  Courses — Students  are  not 
allowed  to  drop  or  change  courses  for  which  they  have 
enrolled  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of 
i be  Dean.  Application  to  change  or  drop  a  course  will 
rot  be  considered  later  than  one  week  after  registration 
day  without  the  action  having  been  recommended  by  the 
teachers  concerned.  If  the  student  concerned  is  a  minor, 
or  if  the  proposed  change  of  courses  reduces  the  number 
of  credit  hours  being  carried  to  less  than  fifteen,  written 
consent  of  a  parent  or  guardian  may  be  required.  Any 
student  who  drops  a  course  without  first  having  obtained 
permission  to  do  so  will  forfeit  the  right  to  membership 
in  the  college. 

If  a  student's  application  to  change  or  drop  a  course 
is  granted,  the  Registrar  of  the  college  must  be  informed 
by  the  student  before  the  change  becomes  effective. 

Penalty  for  Late  Registration — Students  in  attendance 
(taring  any  semester  must  register  on  the  opening  day  of 
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the  following  semester,  if  they  desire  to  continue  their 
vork.  Two  dollars  is  charged  for  each  day  of  delay  in 
registering  and  class  absences  will  be  counted  against  the 
student.  This  rule  does  not  relate  to  students  entering 
for  their  first  semester. 

Student  Conduct  and  Discipline — It  is  the  aim  to  have 
the  discipline  of  the  college  ^irm  and  reasonable,  appealing 
to  the  purest  motives  and  i»wst  sentiments  of  the  student. 
No  rules  for  conduct  are  s-ia.de  save  those  believed  to  be 
dictated  by  wisdom.  In  all  matters  pertaining  to  personal 
conduct  the  Faculty  believes  in  the  American  principle  of 
self-government,  and  confidently  relies  upon  the  manly  and 
womanly  student  for  support.  When  any  student  cannot 
be  controlled  by  the  application  of  such  principles,  or  when 
he  becomes  so  indifferent  to  his  opportunity  as  to  fail  to 
accomplish  the  object  for  which  he  is  sent  to  college,  his 
parents  or  guardian  will  be>  informed  of  the  fact  and  re- 
quested to  withdraw  the  student  from  the  college. 

Chapel  Attendance — Chapel  exercises  are  held  four  days 
a  we  etc  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning.  Attendance  is  ob- 
ligatory on  all  students. 

Religious  Life  of  the  College — It  is  the  aim  of  the  man- 
agement to  cultivate  and  develop  the  religious  nature  of 
students;  to  create  and  maintain  a  religious  sentiment  that 
shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  best  thought  of  our  Chris- 
tian civilization.  The  Bible  is  a  recognized  text-book  in 
the  college  and  the  constant  aim  is  to  surround  the 
students  with  an  atmosphere  which  is  genuinely  Christian 
without  being  sectarian. 

Rules   governing    Fraternities   and    Sororities — 

I.  Students  shall  not  be  initiated  into  any  fraternity  or 
sorority  until  they  have  presented  fifteen  high  school  units 
for  entrance,  have  fifteen  semester  hours  of  resident  colle- 
giate work  credited  on  the  registrar's  books,  and  have 
earned  at  least  fifteen  quality  points. 
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II.  No  student  shall  room  in  a  sorority,  fraternity  or  club 
house  until  he  or  she  has  been  in  residence  at  the  college 
one  full  year  and  earned  at  least  thirty  semester  hours 
of  college  credit,  unless  by  special  permission  of  the 
faculty. 

Reports  of  Student  Standing — At  the  end  of  each  sem- 
ester (or  oftener,  if  requested),  a  report  is  sent  to  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  each  student,  stating  grades  and 
absences  from  recitations  and  examinations,  together  with 
such  other  information  respecting  the  student's  progress 
and  conduct  as  may  be  deemed  proper  to  communicate,  or 
as  the  parent  or  guardian  may  especially  request. 

Changes  in  Regulations  Covering  Courses  of  Study, 
Degrees,  Discipline,  Etc. — The  college  reserves  the  right 
to  amend  the  regulations  covering  the  granting  of  degrees, 
the  course  of  study,  and  the  conduct  of  students.  Mem- 
bership in  Bethany  College  and  the  receiving  of  a  degree 
are  privileges,  not  rights. 

STUDENT    HONORS 

Class  Honors — Class  honors  are  awarded  at  the  end  of 
each  college  year  on  the  basis  of  quality  points  earned. 
The  names  of  first  and  second  honor  students  are  pub- 
lished at  Commencement  time.  Freshmen  must  earn  60 
quality  points,  sophomores  70,  juniors  75,  and  seniors  80 
during  a  year  in  order  to  be  classed  as  first  honor  students. 
In  order  to  be  classed  as  second  honor  students,  freshmen 
must  earn  50  quality  points,  sophomores  60,  juniors  65, 
and  seniors  75.  The  quality  points  are  determined  on  the 
basis  of  15  hours  of  academic  work. 

Graduation  Honors — Students  who  earn  320  quality 
points  in  four  years  or  170  during  junior  and  senior  years, 
with  no  grade  under  B,  are  graduated  with  the  honor 
Summa  Cum  Laude.  Those  who  earn  300  quality  points 
in  four  years  or  160  during  junior  and  senior  years  with 
no  grade  under  C  are  graduated  with  the  honor  Magna 
Cum  Laude.  Those  who  earn  260  quality  points  in  four 
years  or  140  during  junior  and  senior  years  with  no  grade 
under  C  are  graduated  with  the  honor  Cum  Laude. 
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It  is  understood  that  a  student  must  have  been  enrolled 
in  this  college  during  his  or  her  junior  and  senior  years 
and  must  have  satisfied  the  faculty  as  to  general  merits 
as  a  participant  in  college  life  in  order  to  be  eligible  for 
graduation   honors. 

In  counting  quality  points  for  graduation  honors  the 
points  for  the  best  120  hours  in  four  years  or  the  best  60 
hours  in  two  years  are  the  ones  considered. 

EXPENSES 

Tuition — Each  student  in  the  college  is  required  to  pay 
a  tuition  fee  of  five  dollars  a  semester  hour  of  academic 
work.  In  the  payment  of  tuition,  scholarships  will  be 
accepted  to  cover  the  amount  of  their  face  value. 

Room  Rent  in  Phillips  Hall — Rooms  for  young  ladies 
in  Phillips  Hall  rent  for  $2.00  a  week  for  each  student. 
This  rate  is  on  the  supposition  that  each  room  has  two 
occupants.  For  those  choosing  to  room  alone  the  room 
rent  will  be  double  this  price.  Each  student  is  expected 
to  furnish  comforts,  blankets,  sheets,  pillow  cases,  towels, 
napkins  and  napkin  rings. 

Young  ladies  intending  to  enter  the  college  and  desiring 
rooms  in  this  hall  should  make  application  for  same  early 
in  the  summer.  There  are  rooms  for  only  sixty  young 
ladies  and  all  are  usually  rented  before  college  opens  in 
September. 

Room  Rent  in  Cochran  Hall — Rooms  in  this  hall  for 
young  men  rent  for  $2.00  a  week  for  each  student.  There 
are  some  single  rooms  for  those  who  desire  to  room  alone. 

Young  men  rooming  in  this  hall  are  expected  to  furnish 
their  own  sheets,  pillow  cases,  pillows,  bed-spreads,  blank- 
ets and  towels,  and  to  care  for  their  rooms.  Those  desir- 
ing to  live  in  this  dormitory  should  engage  their  rooms  in 
advance,  information  concerning  the  engaging  of  rooms 
in  advance  may  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  catalogue. 

Board  in  Phillips  Hall — Board  in  this  hall  is  for  ladies 
only  and  the  charge  for  meals  is  $5.50  per  week.  All 
young  lady  students  are  expected  to  board  here. 
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Board  in  Cochran  Hall — Board  in  this  hall  is  for  young 
men   and   costs   $5.50   per  week. 

Board  in  Clubs — A  number  of  clubs  are  conducted  in 
the  village  by  young  men  and  in  these  board  ranges  from 
$5.00  to  $6.50  a  week.

DEPOSIT    FOR    BREAKAGE 

Besides  the  fees  named  above  each  student  enrolled  for 
work  in  Chemistry  must  make  a  deposit  each  semester  of 
$3.00  for  Course  11,  12,  13,  14  or  31;  $5.00  for  Course  33, 
34,  41  or  42  and  $10.00  for  Course  53  or  54.  This  deposit, 
less  any  charges  that  may  be  made  for  breakage,  is  re- 
turned to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  semester. 


Each  student  rooming  in  a  college  dormitory  must 
deposit  $10.00  a  year  with  the  Bursar  of  the  college  to  pay 
for  any  damage  that  may  be  done  to  the  room  or  room 
furnishings.  This  deposit,  less  any  charge  that  may  be 
made  for  breakage,  is  returned  to  the  student  at  the  end 
of  the  college  year.

TIME    OF    PAYMENT    OF   ACCOUNTS 

Tuition,  room  rent,  student  fee,  and  special  fees  for 
laboratory  courses  are  to  be  paid  in  advance.  Board  bills 
are  to  be  settled  at  the  end  of  each  two  weeks.  Every 
student  using  a  scholarship  must  present  it  or  a  copy 
of  it  to  the  Bursar  at  the  time  of  registration. 

When  tuition,  room  rent  and  fees  are  not  paid  on  regis- 
tration day  the  same  are  charged  with  10%  added.  In 
case  this  account  is  paid  by  the  end  of  the  two  weeks 
following  registration  day  the  10%  is  deducted. 

All  accounts  with  the  college  must  be  provided  for  by 
the  middle  of  each  semester  and  paid  in  full  before  stu- 
dents are  admitted  to  the  final  examinations  held  at  the 
close  of  each  semester. 

Board  bills  are  due  at  the  end  of  each  two  weeks;  when 
not  so  paid  10%  will  be  added. 

No   portion   of  a   student's   fee   is   returned   on   account 
of  withdrawal  from  college  unless  the  withdrawal  be  ren- 
dered necessary  by  ill  health.     No  allowance  is  made  on 
this  account  for  less  than  four  weeks. 


AIMS  AND  PURPOSES 


GENERAL  PURPOSE 

Bethany  College  is  content  to  be  no  more  than  a  college 
doing  a  high  grade  of  work  of  standard  type.  The  charter 
of  Bethany  College  issued  in  1840  provides  that  it  shall 
be  an  institutition  "of  learning  for  the  instruction  of  youth 
in  the  various  branches  of  science  and  literature,  the  useful 
?rts,  agriculture,  and  the  learned  and  foreign  languages". 
Hence  the  course  of  study  is  planned  in  such  a  way  as  to 
provide  thorough  discipline  and  develop  those  powers  that 
enable  one  to  observe  and  think.  About  one-half  of  the 
college  course  is  prescribed. 

The  faculty  is  ready  to  make  suggestions  for  the  benefit 
of  students  that  expect  to  pursue  training  in  professional 
schools.  Provisions  are  made  for  such  choice  through  a 
liberal  offering  of  majors  and  minors  as  well  as  related, 
elective  courses.  The  following  statements  will  indicate 
the  range  of  work  available  for  those  who  may  have  a 
special  interest  in  the  particular  fields  named. 

TRAINING    FOR    MINISTERIAL    AND 
MISSIONARY    STUDENTS 

The  founders  of  Bethany  College  had  in  mind  the 
education  of  young  ministers.  In  recent  years  it  has  been 
the  expressed  wish  of  a  number  of  the  most  generous 
donors  to  Bethany  College  that  courses  of  study  for  minis- 
terial and  missionary  students  should  be  given  a  promi- 
nent place  in  the  curriculum  of  the  college.  It  is  believed 
that  those  students  who  wish  to  work  for  and  among  the 
Disciples  of  Christ  can  be  best  trained  in  colleges  founded 
and  directed  by  this  group  of  people.  It  is  the  purpose  of 
the  institution  to  offer  such  students  training  that  is  equal

in  thoroughness  and  comprehensiveness  to  that  offered 
in  the  best  seminaries. 

For  ministerial  students  taking  the  A.B.  course  and 
desiring  to  major  in  Old  Testament,  New  Testament  or 
religious  education  regular  standard  courses  of  study  are 
provided.  The  same  is  true  of  students  desirous  of  pre- 
paring themselves  for  work  on  the  mission  field,  pastoral 
helpers,  or  directors  of  religious  education.  Such  courses 
are  not  detailed  in  the  catalogue  but  have  been  worked 
out  carefully  and  are  available. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  aims,  wishes  and 
beliefs,  it  is  recommended  that  all  who  plan  to  pursue 
a  course  leading  to  the  B.D.  degree,  be  most  careful  in 
the  selection  of  the  courses  for  their  A.B.  degree.  The 
regular  required  work  plus  added  work  in  English,  the 
Social  Sciences  and  Religious  Education  are  recommended. 
Greek  and  a  Modern  Language  are  urged. 

During  the  years  following  the  baccalaureate  degree 
three  things  are  recommended:  first,  there  needs  to  be 
ample  time  to  thoroughly  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
English  text;  every  effort  is  made  to  help  him  know  his 
Bible — its  spirit,  message  and  its  purpose;  second,  the 
student  must  know  about  the  Bible;  thorough  training  as 
to  its  original  languages,  its  text,  canon,  authors,  dates 
and  inspiration;  third,  the  student  needs  to  know  the 
church,  its  history,  program,  missions,  and  social  life;  the 
technique  of  preaching  must  bulk  large.  Bethany  College 
gives  a  large  part  of  its  energy  to  the  careful  training  of 
an  adequate  ministry. 

TRAINING    IN    AGRICULTURE 

Extract  from  an  article  by  Alexander  Campbell  on  the 
"New  Institution",  a  prospectus  of  Bethany  College.  Prom 
the  Millenial  Harbinger  of  1840— p.  132. 

''Agriculture,  both  theory  and  practice,  is  but  beginning 
to  command  the  respect  and  attention  due  to  this  most 
useful,  honorable  and  princely  of  all  human  callings  and 
pursuits.  This,  next  to  religion  and  morality,  and  the  art 
of    reading    and    writing,    ought    to    be    taught    in    all    its 
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branches,  from  the  infant  school  and  upwards,  to  the  last 
lecture  in  the  course." 

The  liberality  and  wise  foresight  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Oglebay 
has  enabled  Bethany  College  to  carry  out  the  earnest  wish 
of  its  prophetic  founder  as  expressed  in  the  above  quota- 
tion. 

No  attempt  is  made  to  duplicate  the  work  of  the 
agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations,  but  the  aim 
is  to  give  to  the  limited  number  of  students  admitted  to 
the  agricultural  department  of  Bethany  a  practical  train- 
ing in  agriculture  such  as  makes  rural  life  satisfying  and 
profitable. 

The  college  is  well  equipped  to  offer  work  along 
agricultural  lines.  The  college  owns  farms  comprising 
over  500  acres  of  land  and  the  useful  farm  crops  are 
grown. 

An  excellent  herd  of  registered  Guernsey  cattle  and  also 
some  pure  bred  animals  of  other  types  are  owned  by  the 
college,  making  it  possible  to  offer  students  practical  train- 
ing in  Stock  Judging,  Dairying  and  Animal  Husbandry. 

There  are  some  ideal  locations  for  orchards  on  the 
college  farms.  Fifteen  acres  have  already  been  planted 
by  the  agricultural  department  in  co-operation  with  the. 
State  Experiment  Station.  This  orchard  contains  three 
hundred  selected  varieties  and  should  be  of  great  educa- 
tional value. 

TRAINING    IN    HOME    ECONOMICS 

Bethany  College  is  meeting  the  demand  for  Kome 
Economics  training  by  providing  the  young  ladies  with  a 
sewing  laboratory,  a  cooking  laboratory,  a  small  dining 
room  for  practice  in  the  correct  serving  of  meals  and  a 
recitation  room  in  Oglebay  Hall. 

The  courses  in  Home  Economics  are  designed  to  train 
young  won. en  in  the  proper  care  and  management  of  the 
home  and  to  prepare  them  for  their  full  responsibility  as 
intelligent,  efficient  and  helpful  factors  in  social  and 
industrial  progress. 

The  work  is  outlined  to  meet  the  needs  of  two  types 
of  students      (1)   Those  who  major  in  other  subjects  and

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TRAINING   FOR  TEACHERS 

The  primary  aim  of  the  Department  of  Education  is  to 
send  forth  graduates  with  professional  enthusiasm,  knowl- 
edge of  the  basic  principles  of  educational  theory  and  prac- 
tice, and  with  special  preparation  to  teach  certain  chosen 
subjects  embraced  in  the  secondary  school  curriculum. 

Candidates  for  high  school  teaching  certificates  are 
privileged  to  observe  and  do  directed  teaching  in  the  local 
high  school.  One-third  of  the  work  in  observation  must 
be  done  in  other  high  schools.  The  excellent  high  schools 
of  Wellsburg,  Warwood,  Wheeling  and  Steubenville  are 
easily  accessible  by  trolley. 

State  Recognition — The  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion in  Ohio,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Illinois, 
West  Virginia  and  some  other  states  have  placed  Bethany 
College  on  the  approved  list  for  the  training  of  teachers. 
This  means  that  graduates  of  Bethany  College  may  teach 
in  the  public  schools  of  these  states  without  taking  the 
usual  teachers'  examinations,  if  they  pursue  proper  sub- 
jects in  education. 

Requirements  for  a  High  School  Teacher's  Certificate — 
As  a  part  of  the  hours  required  for  graduation,  students 
desiring  a  High  School  certificate  must  complete  the  fol- 
lowing work  along  educational  lines: 

To  be  taken  during  Sophomore  and  Junior  years. 

Psychology  and  Applied  Psychology 6  hours 

History  and  Principles  of  Education 6  hours 

To  be  taken  during  Junior  and  Senior  years : 

Principles  of  Teaching 4  hours 

High  School  Management 2  hours 

School  Administration  and  Hygiene 3  hours 

High  School  Methods 2  hours 

To  be  taken  during  Senior  year: 

Observation  and  Directed  Teaching 3  hours 
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TRAINING    IN    MUSIC 

A  liberal  all-embracing  education  having  been  the  aim 
of  Bethany  College  from  its  very  inception,  music  has  for 
years  been  given  its  proper  place  in  the  curriculum. 

Recognizing  the  cultural  and  educative  value  of  a  course 
in  Music,  the  college  makes  the  study  of  Musical  Theory 
one  of  the  elective  courses  of  the  college,  and  allows  the 
same  to  be  used  for  credit  toward  the  baccalaureate  degree. 
A  minimum  of  twelve  semester  hours  will  be  allowed. 

Students  of  the  Music  Department  are  required  to 
pursue  at  least  one  study  in  some  other  department  of  the 
college. 

A  Glee  Club,  College  Band,  College  Orchestra  and 
Choral  Performances  offer  the  student  body  a  varied  field 
of  musical  activity.  A  modern,  well  appointed  pipe  organ 
is  available  for  practice  purposes.  For  terms  of  organ 
rental,  piano  rental  and  tuition  fees  consult  the  general 
table  of  expenses. 

Requirements  for  Graduation  in  Music — No  degree  is 
given  in  Music,  but  a  Diploma  of  Graduation  is  conferred 
upon  the  completion  of  the  Collegiate  Course  in  Piano,  the 
course  in  Organ  and  the  course  in  Voice,  together  with  a 
prescribed  course  in  Theory  as  follows: 

Piano  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51.-52,  53-54,  33-34,  55-56. 

Organ  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52,  53-54. 

Voice  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52. 

A  teacher's  Certificate  is  conferred  upon  the  completion 
of  the  third  year  of  the  Collegiate  Piano  Course  and  the 
courses  in  Theory  required  for  graduation  in  Piano. 

PRE-MEDICAL   TRAINING 

For  those  intending  to  take  up  the  study  of  medicine, 
the  college  offers  courses  which  satisfy  the  entrance  re- 
quirements  of   the   best   medical   schools   of   the   country. 
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These  schools  require  as  a  minimum  eight  semester  hours 
in  each  of  the  sciences,  biology  and  physics,  and  sixteen 
semester  hours  of  chemistry,  of  which  eight  must  be 
organic  chemistry,  six  semester  hours  of  English  and 
eight  semester  hours  of  foreign  language,  preferably  Ger- 
man or  French.  In  addition,  students  are  urged  to  elect 
further  work  in  biology,  chemistry  and  the  social  sciences. 
Ma  ay  medical  schools  now  require  three  years  of 
college  work  preparatory  to  entrance  while  the  best  insti- 
tutions are  open  only  to  those  students  having  a  collegiate 
degree.  Students  preparing  for  medicine  are  urged  to 
spend  at  least  three  years  in  preparatory  work  and  avail 
themselves  of  the  courses  offered  in  qualitative  and  quan- 
titative chemical  analysis,  physical  chemistry,  vertebrate 
zoology,  histology,  embryology,  social  science  and  psy- 
chology. 

PRE-LEGAL   TRAINING 

-Applicants  for  admission  to  a  law  school  should  have 
completed  the  regular  college  course  and  obtained  the 
A.B.  degree;  however,  practically  all  universities  permit 
students  to  begin  the  work  in  law  when  sixty-four  hours, 
or  two  years,  of  regular  college  work  have  been  done, 
provided  that  the  sixty-four  hours  include  certain  required 
pre-legal  courses.  The  requisites  are:  English,  ten  to 
twelve  hours,  including  rhetoric  and  practical  composition; 
Latin,  two  years,  at  least  to  include  Tacitus;  History,  six 
hours,  which  must  include  American  and  English  consti- 
tutional history.  Courses  strongly  recommended  are 
Psychology,  three  hours;  Logic,  three  hours;  Sociology, 
three  hours;  Economics,  six  hours;  Mathematics,  six 
hours  elementary  and  three  hours  of  Surveying;  Medieval 
History,  three  to  six  hours;  Political  Science,  six  to  twelve 
hours;  applied  Economics,  applied  Psychology,  Crimin- 
ology, and   School  Law. 

TRAINING   FOR   ENGINEERING  STUDENTS 

Bethany  College  does  not  claim  to  train  students  in  any 
phase   of   engineering,   but  those   who   plan   to   specialize 
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elsewhere  in  work  of  this  character  will  find  it  possible 
to  do  one  or  two  years  of  work  in  this  college  for  which 
credit  will  be  given  in  engineering  schools.  Courses  in 
Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry,  English,  Foreign  Lan- 
guages and  a  few  other  lines  of  work  may  be  advanta- 
geously pursued  and  the  expense  of  doing  the  work  here 
is  much  less  than  it  would  be  in  a  technical  institution. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
ADMISSION 


Applicants  for  admission  to  Bethany  College  must  fur- 
nish evidence  of  good  character  and  be  not  less  than 
sixteen  years  of  age.  Those  coming  from  other  colleges 
must  present  evidence  of  honorable  dismissal  from  the 
school  last  attended. 

Admission  by  Certificate—Graduates  from  first  grade 
High  Schools  accredited  by  various  states  are  admitted  to 
the  college  upon  presentation  of  evidence  that  they  have 
completed  a  four  year  course  of  study.  They  must  offer 
not  less  than  fifteen  units 

Definition  of  a  Unit — In  evaluating  the  work  offered  by 
applicants  for  admission,  the  following  definition  of  a  unit 
made  by  the  National  Conference  Committee  on  standards 
of  colleges  and  secondary  schools  is  used: 

"A  unit}  represents  a  year's  study  in  any  subject  in  a 
secondary  school  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of 
a  full  year's  work." 

This  definition  of  a  unit  takes  the  four-year  high  school 
course  as  a  basis  and  assumes  that  the  length  of  the  school 
year  is  from  thirty-six  to  forty  weeks,  that  a  period  is  from 
forty  to  sixty  minutes  in  length  and  that  the  study  is  pur- 
sued for  four  or  five  periods  a  week;  but  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  a  satisfactory  year's  work  cannot  be  ac- 
complished in  less  than  120  sixty-minute  hours  or  their 
equivalent.  Schools  organized  on  a  different  basis  can, 
nevertheless,  estimate  their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit. 
Two  hours  of  laboratory  work  are  assumed  to  be  equiva- 
lent to  one  hour  of  classroom  work.

college  hours.

Admission  by  Examination — Students  who  for  a  good 
reason  have  not  been  permitted  to  complete  a  high  school 
course  of  study,  but  furnish  evidence  of  an  equivalent 
training  may  be  admitted  to  Freshman  standing  upon 
examination  at  the  college. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing — Students  from  other 
standard  colleges  may  be  admitted  upon  presentation  of 
evidence  that  they  have  satisfied  the  entrance  require- 
ments of  this  college  and  were  in  good  and  regular  stand- 
ing in  the  institution  last  attended.  All  applications  for 
advanced  standing  must  be  accompanied  by  certificates 
stating  the  nature  and  extent  of  college  courses  completed 
and  signed  by  the  President  or  other  official  of  the  college 
where  the  work  was  done. 

In  no  case  will  a  student  be  granted  a  degree  who  has 
not  been  in  attendance  at  this  college  at  least  during  the 
senior  year. 

Admission  of  Special  Students — Mature  men  and  women 
not  under  21  years  of  age,  who  are  not  able  to  present  15 
entrance  units,  are  admitted  to  this  college  as  special  stu- 
dents in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  of  the  Southern  States. 
Such  students  are  not  regularly  classified,  are  not  given 
college  credit  for  work  done  and  are  not  accepted  as  can- 
didates for  degrees.  If  at  any  time  they  satisfy  their 
entrance  deficiencies,  they  may  be  admitted  to  Freshman 
standing.  In  no  case  will  college  credit  be  given  for  col- 
lege courses  taken  before  entrance  requirements  are  com- 
pleted. 
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Method  of  Enrollment — Students  who  plan  to  enter  the 
college  for  the  first  time  must  furnish  the  Registrar  with 
certificates  indicating  the  nature  and  extent  of  their  prep- 
aration. These  certificates  must  be  signed  by  the  Princi- 
pal or  Superintendent  of  the  High  School  attended  and 
should  be  mailed  to  the  Registrar,  if  possible,  before  Sep- 
tember 1st.  Blank  certificates  for  this  purpose  will  be 
furnished  by  the  college,  if  desired.  On  registration  day 
these  students  are  apprized  of  their  standing  and,  if  per- 
mitted too  enroll,  fill  out,  with  the  aid  of  advisers,  enroll- 
ment cards. 

During  the  month  of  May  all  students  of  the  college  are 
obliged  to  fill  out  advance  enrollment  blanks  indicating 
the  courses  of  study  planned  for  the  coming  year.  These 
courses  must  be  approved  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  and 
any  changes  that  are  subsequently  made  in  the  plans 
must  be  sanctioned  by  him.  On  registration  day  at  the 
opening  of  each  semester  these  students  fill  out  enroll- 
ment cards  in  accordance  with  their  approved  plans. 
They  are  directed  in  this  work  by  the  Registration  Com- 
mittee for  upper  classmen. 

To  complete  enrollment  all  enrollment  cards  must  be 
presented  by  the  students  to  the  college  Bursar  with  whom 
settlement  is  made  of  semester  bills. 

The  names  of  students  in  the  various  courses  are  fur- 
nished to  the  instructors  by  the  Registrar.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 


In  numbering  of  courses  first  semester  courses  have 
odd  numbers  and  second  semester  courses  even  numbers. 
A  course  having  both  an  odd  and  even  number,  as  11-12, 
runs  continuously  throughout  the  year.  In  registering  for 
the  course,  the  odd  number  is  used  the  first  semester,  and 
the  even  the  second.  Courses  numbered  from  11  to  30  are 
for  Freshmen,  from  31  to  50  for  Sophomores  and  from  51 
upwards  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

Courses  marked  with  an  asterisk  count  for  one  hour 
less  than  the  usual  credit  when  elected  by  students  in 
their  senior  year. 

The  number  in  parenthesis  after  the  name  of  the  course 
indicates  the  credit  given  for  it  each  semester.

HISTORY  AND  EQUIPMENT 


ORIGIN 


Buffalo  Seminary,  the  tore-runner  of  Bethany  College, 
was  inaugurated  at  Bethany,  W.  Va.,  in  the  year  1818  in 
the  home  of  Alexander  Campbell,  commonly  known  as  the 
Mansion.  Here  Mr.  Campbell  offered  educational  advan- 
tages for  the  youth  of  the  community  as  well  as  training 
for  young  men  in  the  work  of  the  Christian  ministry. 

In  1840  Bethany  College  was  chartered  by  the  State 
of  Virginia,  through  the  efforts  of  John  C.  Campbell  of 
Wheeling,  W.  Va.  Its  first  donation  was  a  $1,000  legacy 
made  by  Philip  B.  Pendleton  of  Virginia.  The  campus 
was  donated  by  the  first  President  of  the  College,  Alexan- 
der Campbell,  who  on  his  own  responsibility  began  at 
once  the  erection  of  a  commodious  brick  building  for  the 
use  of  the  College.  The  first  session  opened  in  October, 
1841. 

LOCATION 

Bethany  College  is  situated  in  the  Pan  Handle  of  West 
Virginia,  seven  miles  southeast  of  Wellsburg,  fifteen  miles 
north  of  Wheeling,  and  forty  miles  south  of  Pittsburgh. 
Being  as  it  is,  almost  one  thousand  feet  above  sea  level 
and  surrounded  by  picturesque  and  inspiring  scenery,  the 
location  is  considered  very  attractive  and  healthful.  The 
village  in  which  the  college  is  located  is  easily  accessible, 
being  connected  with  Wellsburg  by  a  bus  line.  At  Wells- 
burg connection  is  made  with  traction  lines  for  Steuben- 
ville,  Wheeling  and  other  Ohio  River  points  and  also  with 
the  Pennsylvania  Lines  R.  R.  Brilliant,  Ohio,  just  across 
the  Ohio  River  from  Wellsburg,  is  situated  on  the  Cleve- 
land   and    Pittsburgh    Railroad. 
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BUILDINGS  AND   GROUNDS 

The  College  Campus — The  college  campus,  containing 
about  fifty  acres,  overlooks  the  beautiful  Buffalo  Creek.  A 
well  kept  lawn,  concrete  walks,  tennis  courts,  attractive 
entrance  gates  and  hundreds  of  trees  and  shrubs  give  the 
campus  a  park-like  appearance.  These  beautiful  surround- 
ings have  a  cultural  advantage  for  students  which  should 
not  be  overlooked. 

The  Main  College  Building — The  main  college  building 
stands  on  an  elevation  in  the  center  of  an  attractive 
campus.  It  is  an  imposing  structure  of  Gothic  architect- 
ure and  is  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
used.  It  contains  twenty-eight  rooms,  most  of  which  are 
used  as  class  rooms.  Along  the  west  side  and  running  the 
entire  length  of  the  building  is  the  Corridor,  an  open 
promenade   310  feet  in  length. 

The  E.  W.  Oglebay  Hall  of  Agriculture — This  hall  was 
donated  to  the  college  by  Earl  W.  Oglebay,  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  June  7,  1911.  The  build 
ing  is  used  for  the  teaching  of  science  and  agriculture.  It 
contains  chemical,  biological  and  agricultural  laboratories, 
a  chemical  supply  room,  several  class  rooms  and  the  col 
lege  administration  offices.  The  class  rooms  and  labora- 
tories of  the  Home  Economics  Department  occupy  all  the 
third  floor.  The  style  of  architecture  is  Tudor  Gothic  and 
harmonizes  with   the  Main  College  building. 

Carnegie  Library  Building — This  building  is  95  feet  wide 
and  is  constructed  of  brown  pressed  brick  with  Berea 
sandstone  trimmings.  The  interior  is  finished  with  pol- 
ished oak  and  presents  a  very  attractive  appearance.  On 
the  first  floor  is  a  large  social  and  banquet  room  which 
has  been  made  very  attractive  through  the  generosity  of 
the  late  Mrs.  E.  W.  Oglebay.  The  second  floor  is  given 
over  to  the  library  proper  and  contains  reading  rooms  and 
the  book  stack  room  which  is  furnished  with  steel  shelving. 
On  the  third  floor  are  four  large  rooms  well  adapted  for 
class  and  lecture  rooms. 
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The  Percy  B.  Cochran  Hall — This  new  domitory  was 
donated  to  the  college  by  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Union- 
town,  Pa.,  in  1910,  as  a  memorial  to  his  son,  Percy  B.  Coch 
ran.  The  building  is  four  stories  high.  A  large  dining 
room,  together  with  kitchen  and  storage  rooms,  occupies 
most  of  the  first  floor.  The  other  floors  are  used  as  room- 
ing places  for  young  men.  The  building  is  of  fireproof  con- 
struction and  built  on  the  latest  improved  plan.  The  second 
and  third  floors  are  arranged  in  suites.  In  each  suite  there 
is  a  study  room,  and  adjoining  this  study  room  there  are 
two  bedrooms.  Two  young  men  are  supposed  to  occupy  a 
suite  of  rooms.  The  building  throughout  is  heated  with 
steam  and  supplied  with  all  modern  conveniences. 

The  Irvin  Gymnasium — This  strictly  modern  gymnasium 
was  donated  by  the  Irvin  family  of  Big  Run,  Pa.  The 
building,  being  of  Gothic  architecture,  is  in  harmony  with 
the  main  college  building.  It  is  100  feet  in  length  and  52 
feet  in  width  and  is  equipped  with  swimming  pool  20x40 
feet,  shower  baths,  team  rooms,  trophy  room,  lecture  room, 
janitor's  living  room,  locker,  running  track  and  some  rooms 
used  as  offices,  in  addition  to  the  main  gymnasium  floor. 

Phillips  Hall — This  dormitory,  donated  by  the  late  Hon. 
Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Sr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  is  stately  and 
commodious,  heated  with  steam  and  altogether  adapted  to 
the  needs  and  conveniences  of  young  ladies.  Very  recently 
several  thousand  dollars  have  been  expended  on  improve- 
ments in  this  building.  It  has  a  capacity  for  sixty  roomers. 
There  is  a  large  dining  room  on  the  first  floor  for  the  use 
of  lady  students  and  teachers.  In  this  hall  are  also  the 
rooms  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  who  has  direct  supervision 
over  all  the  lady  students  of  the  college.  An  earnest  effort 
is  made  to  make  this  hall  a  pleasant  and  attractive  home 
for   young   ladies. 

The  Cochran  Central  Heating  Plant — The  college  came 
into  possession  of  this  building  and  its  equipment  through 
the  generosity  of  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa. 
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Eight  college  buildings,  the  Bethany  Memorial  Church  and 
several  dwelling  houses  which  belong  to  the  college  are 
adequately  heated  from  this  source.  Coal,  taken  from 
grounds  owned  by  the  college,  is  delivered  by  miners 
direct  to  the  storage  room  of  the  plant  without  the  labor 
of  rehandling. 

Pendleton  Heights — A  short  distance  to  the  north  of  the 
Main  Building  on  the  campus  is  the  home  of  the  President, 
known  as  Pendleton  Heights.  This  building  was  erected 
by  W.  K.  Pendleton,  second  President  of  Bethany  College, 
and  is  admirably  suited  to  its  intended  purpose. 

Commencement  Hall — This  building  was  dedicated  June 
1st,  1924.  It  contains,  in  addition  to  the  chapel  and  com- 
mencement hall  proper,  five  class  rooms  and  the  physics 
laboratory.  The  building  is  very  attractive  and  service- 
able. 

Apartment  Houses  and  Other  Dwellings — The  college 
owns  two  apartment  houses  and  eight  other  dwellings  for 
the  use  of  married  students  and  people  connected  with  the 
college.  One  of  these  dwellings  is  situated  on  the  campus 
and  was  formerly  owned  and  occupied  by  the  late  Pro- 
fessor A.  C.  Pendleton.  One  is  used  by  one  of  the  sorori- 
ties of  the  college.  The  suites  of  the  apartment  houses 
furnish  very  satisfactory  homes  for  married  students  and 
rent  for  $180  a  year  with  heat  furnished. 

The  College  Farm  and  Farm  Buildings — Through  the 
generosity  of  E.  W.  Oglebay  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Bethany 
College  now  owns  the  Alexander  Campbell  farm  of  205 
acres.  At  Mr.  Oglebay's  expense  many  improvements  have 
been  made  on  this  farm,  including  a  large,  round  dairy 
barn  eighty-six  feet  in  diameter,  and  a  creamery  building. 
By  a  deed  bearing  date  of  April  7th,  1914,  Miss  Margaretta 
E.  Parkinson  has  given  to  the  college  the  farm  of  261  acres 
adjoining  the  college  grounds  on  the  north.  Two  other 
tracts  of  land  are  owned  by  the  college,  making  a  total  of 
535  acres  that  are  available  for  use  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture. 
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LIBRARY    AND    READING    ROOMS 

The  Library  and  Reading  Rooms  Equipment — Besides 
the  bound  magazines  and  pamphlets  ,the  library  now  con- 
tains 17,800  volumes.  Many  volumes  are  added  yearly. 
These  are  catalogued  as  promptly  as  possible  and  are 
classified  by  subjects  according  to  the  Dewey  Decimal 
System  of  Classification.  Members  of  the  faculty  and 
advanced  students  from  the  upper  classes  are  admitted 
to  the  shelves.  For  all  others,  books  are  brought  from  the 
stack  when  required. 

General  Regulations — The  college  library  is  open 
throughout  the  college  year  every  week  day  except  on 
special  occasions  as  may  be  determined  by  the  faculty. 
During  a  semester  the  hours  are  8:00  A.  M.  to  9:00  P.  M., 
lunch,  dinner,  and  chapel  hours  and  Saturday  and  Monday 
evenings  excepted.  Students  in  every  department  are 
entitled  to  the  free  use  of  the  library.  Each  student  may 
take  books  out  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  unless  they  are 
on  "reserve."  Books  reserved  by  instructors  for  class  use 
cannot  be  taken  from  the  building  until  9:00  P.  M.  and 
must  be  returned  by  9:00  A.  M.  the  following  day. 

Special   Collections — The  library  has  been  the  recipient 
of  several  valuable  collections,  among  which  may  be  men 
tioned  the  following:   the  libraries  of  Alexander  Campbell, 
Dr.   Robert  Richardson,   Miss  A.   C.   Pendleton  and  Archi- 
bald  McLean. 

Reao'fng  Rooms — The  best  periodicals,  including  some 
of  the  leading  dailies  and  weeklies,  as  well  as  monthly  and 
quarterly  magazines  and  journals,  come  regularly  to  the 
Reading  Room  tables. 

LABORATORIES 

Chemical  Laboratories — Ali  the  second  floor  of  Oglebay 
Hall  is  used  by  the  Department  of  Chemistry  for  laboro- 
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tories,  balance  rooms,  class  rooms  and  storage.  The 
equipment  is  modern  and  adequate  for  the  usual  college 
undergraduate  courses  in  General,  Analytical  and  Organic 
Chemistry. 

Physics  Laboratories — The  rooms  used  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physics  are  on  the  first  floor  of  Commencement 
Hall.  Modern  equipment  sufficient  for  at  least  three 
years  of  college  physics  is  in  possession  of  the  college. 

Biological  Laboratories — The  biological  laboratories  are 
situated  in  Oglebay  Hall.  These  laboratories  are  equipped 
with  compound  microscopes  and  other  apparatus  needed 
for  work  in  general  biology,  plant  morphology,  plant  physi- 
ology, plant  pathology,  general  zoology,  embryology,  his- 
tology, anatomy  and  physiology. 

Agricultural  Laboratories — The  Oglebay  Hall  of  Agri- 
culture contains  laboratories  for  various  kinds  of  Agricul- 
tural work. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


ENDOWMENTS 

'I 
The  M.  M.  Cochran  General  Endowment — On  January 
25,  1921,  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa.,  gave 
Bethany  $500,000  to  be  known  as  the  M.  M.  Cochran 
General  Endowment  Fund..  This  amount  was  paid  at  once 
and  has  made  possible  the  attainment  of  high  aims  in  the 
academic  work  of  the  college.  On  February  19,  1923,  Mr. 
Cochran  gave  an  additional  $300,000  to  be  known  as  the 
M.  M.  Cochran  Endowment  of  1923. 

Endowment  of  Office  and  Chair  of  President  of  Bethany 
College — Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa.,  has 
donated  to  the  college  $100,000  as  an  endowment  of  the 
office  and  chair  of  the  President  of  the  college. 

Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Cochran  of  Dawson,  Pa.,  has  generously 
contributed  $25,000  toward  the  endowment  of  a  chair  to 
be  known  as  the  Sarah  B.  Cochran  Chair  of  Philosophy. 

Hon.  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Sr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  has 
given  $30,000  to  endow  a  chair  in  Bethany  College  to  be 
known  as  the  Thomas  W.  Phillips  Bible  Chair. 

Herbert  Moninger  Memorial  Chair  of  Bible  School 
Pedagogy — Through  the  interest  and  generosity  of  many 
Bible  Schools,  churches,  and  individuals,  a  fund  of  $25,000 
has  been  given  to  the  college  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Moninger  Memorial  Chair  of  Bible  School  Pedagogy. 

George  T.  Oliver  Endowment — The  late  Senator  George 
T.  Oliver  of  Pennsylvania,  an  alumnus  of  the  college,  gave 
$50,000  to  the  Permanent  Endowment  Fund  to  be  used 
for  the  endowment  of  the  Chair  of  History. 
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The  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Jr.,  Endowment — T.  W.  Phillips, 
Jr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  has  generously  donated  to  the 
college  $45,000  for  endowment  purposes. 

R.  A.  Long  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  gave  $50,000  to  the 
endowment  fund  of  the  college.  This  amount  was  used 
to  endow  the  Chair  of  Mathematics. 

Other  Endowment  Moneys  have  been  received  during 
the  last  twelve  months.  Numerous  friends  of  the  college 
contributed  $100,000  to  the  permanent  Endowment  Fund. 
The  General  Education  Boad  of  New  York  has  paid  into 
the  Endowment  Funds  the  sum  of  $200,000  to  be  used  in 
increasing  and  maintaining  teachers  salaries.  The  total 
endowment  of  the  college  is  now  $1,743,600.00. 

STUDENT   AID   AND   SELF    HELP 

Scholarships — A  few  friends  of  Bethany  have  endowed 
scholarships  in  the  college.  These  range  in  value  from 
$20  per  semester  to  $75  per  semester;  they  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  donors  or  their  heirs  for  assignment. 

Thirty  scholarships  have  been  created  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  are  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  adminis- 
tration for  assignment  to  young  men  and  women  of  real 
promise  and  good  secondary  school  records.  The  benefit 
of  these  scholarships  will  not  be  given  to  students  doing 
poor  and  indifferent  college  work.  Grades  of  D  or  lower 
will  be  adequate  cause  for  withdrawing  scholarships  from 
students  using  the  same.  Blanks  to  be  used  in  applying 
for  these  scholarships  can  be  had  by  applying  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  college. 

Phillips  Loan  Fund — Some  years  ago  the  Hon.  Thomas 
W.  Phillips  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  generously  donated  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  College  a  total  of  $10,000  to  be  loaned  to 
students  who  are  preparing  for  the  ministry.  Other  gifts 
and  accrued  interest  have  increased  this  fund  until  it 
amounts  to  more  than  $12,000.  Loans  from  this  fund  may 
be  obtained  by  ministerial  students  on  complying  with  the 
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conditions  governing  the  same.  Approved  security  is  re- 
quired of  all  those  borrowing  from  the  fund.  No  student 
is  loaned  more  than  $100  per  year.  All  notes  bear  interest 
from  date  of  maturity. 

Student  Employment — Work  on  the  college  farms  and 
ether  work  about  the  college  affords  opportunities  to  a 
number  of  young  people  to  earn  money  to  meet  a  part  of 
college  expenses.  No  student  can  depend,  however,  on 
earning  more  than  enough  to  pay  board.  Work  is  not 
promised  to  all  who  apply,  and  such  as  show  a  disposition 
to  shirk  in  the  performance  of  duties  are  not  considered. 

Student  Preaching — Ministerial  students  are  frequently 
called  to  fill  pulpits  within  easy  reach  of  Bethany.  A  num- 
er  of  our  students  preach  regularly  for  near-by  churches, 
and  thus,  in  addition  to  the  good  they  do  for  others,  earn 
funds  to  meet  their  college  expenses.  It  is  recommended 
that  no  student  below  the  junior  year  preach  oftener  than 
alternate    Sundays. 

STUDENT    ACTIVITIES 

Athletics — It  is  the  purpose  of  the  work  in  Physical 
Education  at  Bethany  College  to  assist  the  students  in 
keeping  their  bodies  in  the  best  possible  physical  condition. 
Physical  training  for  both  men  and  women  is  provided. 
Regularly  organized  classes  in  gymnasium  and  open  air 
training  are  maintained.  A  minimum  of  two  hours  per 
week  in  gymnasium  or  field  is  required  of  those  who  are 
found  by  examination  to  be  physically  able.  In  connection 
with  the  work  for  men,  intercollegiate  teams  are  developed 
and  maintained  in  football,  baseball,  basketball,  tennis  and 
track  and  field  athletics.  The  student  fee  of  $10.00  per 
semester  that  is  charged  each  student  admits  the  student 
to  athletic  contests  excepting  the  Commencement  week 
games. 

The  athletics  of  the  college  are  under  the  supervision  o| 
a  Board   of  Athletic   Control  made   up   of  the  Director  of 
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Athletics,  three  other  members  of  the  faculty  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  College,  four  members  of  the 
alumni  elected  by  the  alumni  and  four  members  of  the 
student  body  chosen  by  the  Student  Council.  One  of  the 
four  must  be  a  member  of  the  senior  class,  one  of  the 
junior  class,  one  of  the  sophomore  class  and  one  of  the 
Women's  Athletic  Association.  The  President  of  the  col- 
lege is  ex-officio  member  of  the  Board.  The  captains  of 
the  various  teams  are  chosen  by  the  members  of  the 
teams.  Student  managers  of  athletics  are  chosen  by  the 
Board.  The  Athletic  Board  reserves  the  right  to  remove 
any  captain  or  manager  for  cause,  at  any  time. 

Bethany  College  is  a  member  of  the  Tri-State  Inter- 
collegiate Conference. 

Student  Council — The  students  of  Bethany  College  have 
organized  a  Student  Council  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
student  interests  and  helping  with  the  various  phases  of 
the  life  of  the  college.  Matters  pertaining  to  debating, 
athletics,  student  behavior  and  other  general  college  mat- 
ters are  given  attention.  This  council  co-operates  with 
the  administration  in  every  way. 

Student  Publications — The  students  publish  the  Bethany 
Collegian,  a  bi-weekly,  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the 
college.  The  Bethany  Harbinger  is  issued  as  a  quarterly. 
It  is  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Alumni,  the  more 
general  interests  of  the  college  and  those  many  factors 
in  the  life  of  the  Disciples  that  center  in  Bethany.  Annually 
a  publication  called  The  Pethanian  is  issued  under  the 
more  direct  supervision  of  the  Senior  Class.  The  student 
fee  of  $10.00  a  semester  that  is  charged  each  student 
entitles  the  student  to  free  copies  of  all  publications. 

Literary  Societies — There  are  in  connection  with  the 
college  three  societies  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  literary 
composition  and  oratory — the  Neotrophian,  the  Adelphian 
and  the  American  Literary  Institute.  Every  student  of  the 
college  is  urged  to  become  a  member  of  one  of  these 
societies.

Oratorical  Association — Bethany  College  holds  member- 
ship in  the  West  Virginia  Intercollegiate  Forensic  Asso- 
ciation. The  Oratorical  Association  of  the  college,  with 
the  approval  of  the  faculty,  conducts  its  own  contests  for 
the  selection  of  its  representatives  in  intercollegiate  con- 
tests. 

Debating  Contests — Each  year  teams  from  Bethany  Col- 
lege meet  teams  from  nearby  colleges.  This  intercollegiate 
debating  affords  the  best  of  opportunities  for  student 
development. 

Christian  Association — The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  has  a  large  and 
active  membership  and  is  doing  good  work.  Lady  stu- 
dents are  urged  to  become  affiliated  with  this  organization. 

Volunteer  Mission  Band — There  is  in  the  college  a 
flourishing  Volunteer  Missionary  Band,  which  is  a  strong 
factor  in  developing  missionary  work. 

Ministerial  Association — This  association  is  made  up  of 
the  young  men  of  the  student  body  who  are  preparing 
for  the  work  of  the  Christian  Ministry.  This  group  of 
students  holds  a  prominent  place  in  the  life  of  the  college. 
Fortnightly  meetings  are  held,  at  which  meetings  the  vital 
problems  relating  to  the  ministry  are  discussed.  Promi- 
nent pastors,  editors,  Bible  School  workers  and  mission- 
ary leaders  are  frequent  visitors,  bringing  vital  messages 
concerning  the  present  day  tasks  of  the  church  to  the 
young  men. 

Fraternities — The  following  fraternities  are  represented 
at  Bethany:  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Kappa  Alpha,  Sigma  Nu,  Alpha 
Phi  Epsilon,  Tau  Kappa  Alpha,  Phi  Kappa  Tau,  Alpha  Xi 
Delta,  Zeta  Tau  Alpha,  Kappa  Delta,  Gamma  Chi  and 
Alpha  Pi  Alpha. 

Bethany  College  Glee  Club — This  musical  organization 
is  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Moos.  During  the  year 
this  club  furnishes  music  for  many  college  functions  and 
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with  the  aid  of  a  reader  and  pianist  provides  entertain- 
ments for  many  churches  of  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  other 
near-by  states. 

College  Band — The  present  College  Band  has  a  member- 
ship of  thirty-two.  This  organization  furnishes  music  for 
all  outdoor  functions  of  the  college  and  gives  a  series  of 
concerts  during  the  year.  A  number  of  instruments  are 
available  for  the  use  of  band  members.  Membership  in 
this  organization  is  open  to  all  possessing  the  necessary 
qualifications. 

The  Merry  Masquers — The  "Merry  Masquers"  is  the 
dramatic  club  under  the  auspices  of  the  English  depart- 
ment. It  gives  opportunity,  not  only  for  the  exercise  of 
ingenuity  in  working  out  stage  settings,  lighting,  screen- 
ing, etc.,  but  for  self  expression  in  the  artistic  interpreta- 
tion of  the  great  characters  in  dramatic  literature.  The 
members  of  the  club  have  staged  parts  of  the  old  Miracle 
plays,  the  "Morality  of  Everyman",  a  sixteenth  century 
"Grand  Christmas"  in  the  presence  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and 
her  court.  They  give  the  Commencement  play  each  year 
on  the  college  campus.  Such  plays  as  "Mid-Summer 
Night's  Dream",  "The  Tempest",  Milton's  "Comus",  and 
other  plays  have  been  successfully  staged  in  the  open  air. 

French  Club — A  French  Club,  organized  with  student 
officers,  is  connected  with  the  French  department  to  give 
practice  in  conversation  and  the  opportunity  to  learn  folk 
songs  and  games  of  France. 

College  Lecture  Course — Provision  is  made  by  the  col- 
lege for  a  course  of  high  class  lectures  and  entertainments 
each  year,  thus  giving  students  the  privilege  of  hearing 
some  of  the  very  best  platform  talent. 

College  Orchestra — This  musical  organization  at  present 
numbers  twenty-eight  pieces.  The  orchestra  furnishes 
music  for  most  of  the  indoor  college  functions  and  for  the 
Bible  School  of  the  Bethany  Memorial  Church.  A  number 
of  concerts  are  given  each  year  in  nearby  towns  and  cities. 
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Membership  is  open  to  anyone  possessing  some  degree  of 
proficiency   on   orchestral   instruments. 

Current  History  Club — The  Current  History  Club  is  an 
organization  composed  of  students  and  members  of  the 
faculty,  meeting  bi-weekly  to  discuss  and  interpret  cur- 
rent trends  in  national  and  international  affairs.  The  dis- 
cussions are  informal  and  entirely  voluntary,  being  in- 
tended for  assembling  facts  and  points  of  view  to  promote 
wider  appreciation  of  world  events  rather  than  the  pre- 
sentation of  set  papers.  The  meetings  of  the  club  are 
limited  to  one  hours  time,  and  are  open  to  members  of 
the  college  community.     The  club  has  no  dues  nor  fees. 

Home  Economics  Club — The  Home  Economics  Club  is  an 
organization  of  students  in  the  Department  of  Home  Eco- 
nomics, meeting  monthly  for  a  program  of  home  economics 
talks,  playlets,  demonstrations,  etc.  After  the  program 
there   is  a  spread  and   social  hour. 

GENERAL   REGULATIONS 

Classification  of  Students — The  classification  of  students 
is  determined  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  according  to 
the  following  plan: — For  full  sophomore  rank  a  student 
must  have  at  least  30  hours  of  academic  credit  and  20 
quality  points,  for  full  junior  rank  at  least  60  hours  of 
academic  credit  and  50  quality  points,  and  full  senior  rank 
at  least  90  hours  of  academic  credit  and  90  quality  points. 

To  obtain  conditional  enrollment  in  any  class  a  student 
must  have  within  two  credit  hours  and  two  quality  points 
of  the  number  required  for  full  standing. 

No  student  is  considered  as  a  candidate  for  the  bacca- 
laureate degree  until  granted  senior  classification. 

Class  Attendance — Class  absences  are  classified  as  ap- 
proved or  unapproved.  Four  absences  in  a  five  hour 
course,  three  in  a  four  hour  course,  two  in  a  three  hour 
course  and  one  in  a  two  hour  course  are  allowed  each 
semester  without  penalty  in  order  to  provide  for  occasions 
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when  the  student  finds  it  impossible  to  attend  class  be- 
cause of  circumstances  over  which  he  or  she  has  no  con- 
trol. Other  absences  may  or  may  not  be  approved  by  the 
Dean.  If  approved,  the  student  is  granted  the  privilege 
to  make  up  for  credit  the  work  that  was  missed.  The 
method  of  making  it  up  is  decided  by  the  instructor  in 
charge  of  the  course.  Application  for  a  permit  to  make 
up  work  will  not  be  considered  later  than  one  week  after 
the  student  returns  to  class.  Work  missed  must  be  made 
up  within  two  weeks  after  the  absence  occurs  and  failure 
to  do  so  will  result  in  a  grade  of  F  for  each  day  missed. 
In  case  of  long  illness  an  extension  of  time  may  be  granted. 

Few  reasons  are  considered  sufficiently  potent  to  justify 
the  approval  of  class  absences.  Usually  only  those 
absences  caused  by  severe  illness,  intercollegiate  contests 
and  approved  collegiate  activities  are  given  consideration. 

If  a  student's  unapproved  absences  together  with  the 
cuts  allowed  amount  to  one-sixth  of  the  number  of  meet- 
ings of  the  class  during  the  semester,  and  the  student 
succeeds  in  making  a  passing  grade,  one  hour  less  credit 
is  given  than  the  number  usually  allowed.  If  these 
absences  amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  meetings  of  the 
class  a  grade  of  F  is  recorded  for  the  course. 

When  a  student's  absences  exceed  the  number  of  cuts 
allowed  in  any  course  teachers  must  report  the  case  at 
once  to  the  Dean's  office.  It  is  to  be  understood  that 
absences  for  any  cause,  whether  approved  or  not,  are  to 
be  counted  when  considering  the  number  of  cuts  allowed. 

Final  Examinations — All  students  are  required  to  take 
the  examinations  that  come  during  the  last  week  of  each 
semester.  Those  who  show  by  class  work  and  examina- 
tion that  they  are  entitled  to  a  grade  of  D  or  above  are 
passed. 

Special  Examinations — A  student  who  has  been  marked 
Conditioned  in  his  course  at  the  end  of  a  semester  may, 
with  the  consent  of  the  instructor,  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  take  a  second  examination  on  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$1.00.     When  a  student  is  justifiably  absent  from  a  final 
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examination  he  may  have  a  special  test  upon  the  payment 
of  a  fee  of  $2.00.  Fees  for  special  examination  must  be 
paid  at  the  office  of  the  college  bursar  before  the  examina- 
tions are  taken.  The  bursar's  receipt  must  be  presented 
to  the  instructor  at  the  time  of  the  examination  and  de- 
livered by  the  instructor  to  the  Registrar  together  with  the 
grade  given  the  student. 

College  Entrance  Examinations — Students  desiring  ex- 
aminations for  college  entrance  will  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  them  without  charge  on  the  day  designated 
in  the  college  calendar  for  such  examinations. 

The  Grading  System — The  class  standing  of  a  student 
in  any  course  pursued  is  reported  by  the  use  of  letters. 
The  meaning  of  letters  used  may  be  given  as  follows: 

A — Excellent  or  92  to  100  per  cent.  The  letter  A  is 
used  to  denote  work  of  unusual  merit. 

B — Good  or  83  to  91  per  cent.  This  letter  is  used  to 
show  an  appreciation  and  grasp  of  the  subject  that  is 
distinctly  above   the   average   and   very   satisfactory. 

C — Average  or  74  to  82  per  cent.  This  letter  signifies 
the  grade  of  work  done  by  an  average  student.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  about  fifty  per  cent,  of  grades  given  will  be  C. 

D — Inferior  or  65  to  73  per  cent.  This  letter  denotes 
work  below  the  average.  It  shows  a  lack  of  application  or 
of  ability  to  grasp  the  subject. 

Con. — This  abbreviation  denotes  conditioned  failure. 
The  student  may  be  granted  the  privilege  of  taking  an 
examination  to  remove  the  condition  or,  in  case  of  a  con- 
tinuous course,  it  may  be  automatically  removed  by  the 
student  making  a  grade  of  C  or  better  the  following  senv 
ester.  A  condition  must  be  removed  by  the  end  of  the 
following  semester.  Failure  to  do  so  will  result  in  the 
grade  being  changed  to  F.     Regardless  of  the  manner  of 
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removing   the    condition   no   higher   grade   than  D   will  be 

allowed. 

Inc. — The  abbreviation  Inc.  denotes  incompleted  work 
as  a  result  of  sickness  or  some  other  justifiable  reason. 
An  incomplete  must  be  removed  by  the  end  of  the  fourth 
week  of  the  following  semester,  unless  an  extension  of 
time  is  granted  by  the  Dean. 

F — Failure  or  below  65  per  cent.  The  letter  F  denotes 
work  that  is  definitely  unsatisfactory.  A  course  in  which  a 
student  has  failed  should  be  taken  over  at  the  first  oppor- 
tunity. 

Penalty  for  Failures — A  report  of  the  scholastic  standing 
of  students  is  received  at  the  office  of  the  Dean  every 
three  weeks.  When  examination  of  any  student's  record 
shows  that  he  or  she  is  not  doing  passing  work  in  courses 
representing  at  least  ten  hours  of  academic  credit,  said 
student  is  placed  on  probation  for  a  period  of  one  week. 
If,  at  the  end  of  the  probation  period,  the  probationer  is 
still  not  passing  in  ten  hours  of  academic  work,  he  or  she 
is  prevented  from  representing  the  college  in  any  intercol- 
legiate or  interscholastic  contest  and  also  from  participat- 
ing in  any  college  activities  that  necessitate  the  missing  of 
classes  until  such  time  as  the  tri-weekly  check  up  of  grades 
reveals  that  said  student  is  doing  passing  work  in  at  least 
ten  academic  hours  and  C  quality  work  in  at  least  six 
hours. 

A  student  who  fails  during  any  semester  to  pass  in  at 
least  ten  hours  of  academic  work  and  to  earn  at  least  six 
quality  points  may  secure  only  provisional  enrollment  for 
his  or  her  following  semester.  If  no  more  than  four  hours 
of  credit  are  earned  by  a  student  during  any  semester  said 
student  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  college  except  on 
recommendation  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  faculty. 
If  a  student  provisionally  enrolled  fails  to  pass  in  ten 
hours  of  academic  work  and  to  earn  at  least  six  quality 
points  during  a  semester,  said  student  automatically 
ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  college. 
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No  student  provisionally  enrolled  in  the  college  as  a 
result  of  unsatisfactory  class  work  during  a  previous  sem- 
ester in  this  or  any  other  educational  institution  is 
allowed  to  represent  the  college  in  any  intercollegiate  or 
interscholastic  contest  or  to  participate  in  college  activities 
that  necessitate  the  missing  of  classes.  These  restrictions 
may  be  removed,  if  mid-semester  grades  indicate  that  the 
student  is  doing  average  work  in  all  courses  being  carried. 

Engaging  Rooms  in  Advance — A  room  in  either  college 
dormitory  will  not  be  reserved  in  advance  for  a  student 
unless  the  application  is  accompanied  by  a  deposit  of  ten 
dollars.  This  deposit  will  be  used  by  the  college  to  pay  for 
any  damage  that  may  be  done  to  the  room  or  its  equip- 
ment. In  case  the  student  retains  the  room  for  a  full  year 
and  no  damage  is  done  the  amount  deposited  will  be  re- 
turned at  the  end  of  the  college  year.  If  for  any  reason 
the  applicant  fails  to  marticulate  as  a  student  after  the 
reservation  has  been  made,  the  ten  dollar  deposit  will  not 
not  be  returned  except  on  recommendation  of  the  Execu- 
tive  Committee. 

Number  of  Hours  Allowed — A  student  must  carry  at 
least  15  credit  hours  of  academic  work  each  semester, 
unless  for  some  good  reason  the  Dean  of  the  college  allows 
a  less  number.  No  student  is  allowed  more  than  16  hours 
without  consent  of  the  Dean  unless  he  or  she  has  passed 
in  all  work  and  earned  at  least  25  quality  points  during 
the  preceding  semester.  In  no  case  will  a  student  be 
allowed  to  carry  over  18  hours  of  academic  work. 

Dropping  or  Changing  Courses — Students  are  not 
allowed  to  drop  or  change  courses  for  which  they  have 
enrolled  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  the 
Dean.  Application  to  change  or  drop  a  course  will  not 
be  considered  later  than  one  week  after  registration  day 
v/ithout  the  action  having  been  recommended  by  the 
teachers  concerned.  If  the  student  concerned  is  a  minor, 
or  if  the  proposed  change  of  courses  reduces  the  number 
of  credit  hours  being  carried  to  less  than  fifteen,  written 
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consent  of  a  parent  or  guardian  may  be  required.  Any 
student  who  drops  a  course  without  first  having  obtained 
permission  to  do  so  will  forfeit  the  right  to  membership 
in  the  college. 

Penalty  for  Late  Registration — Students  in  attendance 
during  any  semester  must  register  on  the  opening  day  of 
the  following  semester,  if  they  desire  to  continue  their 
work.  Two  dollars  is  charged  for  each  day  of  delay  in 
registering  and  class  absences  will  be  counted  against  the 
student.  This  rule  does  not  relate  to  students  entering 
tor  their  first  semester. 

Student  Conduct  and  Discipline — It  is  the  aim  to  have 
the  discipline  of  the  college  firm  and  reasonable,  appealing 
to  the  purest  motives  and  best  sentiments  of  the  student. 
No  rules  for  conduct  are  made  save  those  believed  to  be 
dictated  by  wisdom.  In  all  matters  pertaining  to  personal 
conduct  the  Faculty  believes  in  the  American  principle  of 
self-government,  and  confidently  relies  upon  the  manly  and 
womanly  student  for  support.  When  any  student  cannot 
be  controlled  by  the  application  of  such  principles,  or  when 
he  becomes  so  indifferent  to  his  opportunity  as  to  fail  to 
accomplish  the  object  for  which  he  is  sent  to  college,  his 
parents  or  guardian  will  be  informed  of  the  fact  and  re- 
quested  to  withdraw  the   student  from   the   college. 

Chapel  Attendance — Chapel  exercises  are  held  four  days 
a  week  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning.  Attendance  is  oblig- 
atory on  all  students. 

Religious  Life  of  the  College — It  is  the  aim  of  the  man- 
agement to  cultivate  and  develop  the  religious  nature  of 
students;  to  create  and  maintain  a  religious  sentiment  that 
shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  best  thought  of  our  Christian 
civilization.  The  Bible  is  a  recognized  text-book  in  the 
college  and  the  constant  aim  is  to  surround  the  students 
with  an  atmosphere  which  is  genuinely  Christian  without 
being   sectarian. 
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Rules  governing   Fraternities  and   Sororities — 

I.  Students  shall  not  be  initiated  into  any  fraternity  or 
sorority  until  they  have  presented  fifteen  high  school  units 
for  entrance,  have  fifteen  semester  hours  of  resident  colle- 
giate work  credited  on  the  registrar's  books,  and  have 
earned  at  least  fourteen  resident  quality  points. 

II.  No  student  shall  room  in  a  sorority,  fraternity  or 
club  house  until  he  or  she  has  been  in  residence  at  the 
college  one  full  year  and  earned  at  least  thirty  semester 
hours  of  college  credit,  unless  by  special  permission  of  the 
faculty. 

Reports  of  Student  Standing — At  the  end  of  each  sem- 
ester (or  oftener,  if  requested),  a  report  is  sent  to  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  each  student,  stating  grades  and 
absences  from  recitations  and  examinations,  together  with 
such  other  information  respecting  the  student's  progress 
and  conduct  as  may  be  deemed  proper  to  communicate,  or 
as  the  parent  or  guardian  may  especially  request. 

Changes  in  Regulations  Covering  Courses  of  Study, 
Degrees,  Discipline,  Etc. — The  college  reserves  the  right 
to  amend  the  regulations  covering  the  granting  of  degrees, 
the  course  of  study,  and  the  conduct  of  students.  Mem- 
bership in  Bethany  College  and  the  receiving  of  a  degree 
are  privileges,  not  rights. 

STUDENT    HONORS 

Class  Honors — Class  honors  are  awarded  at  the  end  of 
each  college  year  on  the  basis  of  quality  points  earned. 
The  names  of  first  and  second  honor  students  are  pub- 
lished at  Commencement  time.  Freshmen  must  earn  60 
quality  points,  sophomores  70,  juniors  75,  and  seniors  80 
during  a  year  in  order  to  be  classed  as  first  honor  students. 
In  order  to  be  classed  as  second  honor  students,  freshmen 
must  earn  50  quality  points,  sophomores  60,  juniors  65, 
and  seniors  75.  The  quality  points  are  determined  on  the 
basis   of  15  hours  academic  work. 
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Graduation  Honors — Students  who  earn  320  quality 
points  in  four  years  or  170  during  junior  and  senior  years, 
with  no  grade  under  B,  are  graduated  with  the  honor 
Summa  Cum  Laude.  Those  who  earn  300  quality  points 
in  four  years  or  160  during  junior  and  senior  years  with 
no  grade  under  C  are  graduated  with  the  honor  Magna 
Cum  Laude.  Those  who  earn  260  quality  points  in  four 
years  or  140  during  junior  and  senior  years  with  no  grade 
under  C  are  graduated  with  the  honor  Cum  Laude.. 

It  is  understood  that  a  student  must  have  been  enrolled 
in  this  college  during  his  or  her  junior  and  senior  years 
and  must  have  satisfied  the  faculty  as  to  general  merits 
as  a  participant  in  college  life  in  order  to  be  eligible  for 
graduation  honors. 

In  counting  quality  points  for  graduation  honors  the 
points  for  the  best  120  hours  in  four  years  or  the  best  60 
hours  in  two  years  are  the  ones  considered. 

EXPENSES 

Tuition — The  tuition  each  semester  is  seventy-five  dollars 
for  fifteen  acedemic  hours  or  less.  For  each  academic 
hour  in  excess  of  fifteen  an  additional  five  dollars  is 
charged. 

Room  Rent  in  Phillips  Hall — Rooms  for  young  ladies 
in  Phillips  Hall  rent  for  $2.00  a  week  for  each  student. 
This  rate  is  on  the  supposition  that  each  room  has  two 
occupants.  For  those  choosing  to  room  alone  the  room 
rent  will  be  double  this  price.  Each  student  is  expected  to 
furnish  comforts,  blankets,  sheets,  pillow  cases  and  towels. 

Young  ladies  intending  to  enter  college  and  desiring 
rooms  in  this  hall  should  make  application  for  same  early 
in  the  summer.  There  are  rooms  for  only  sixty  young 
ladies  and  all  are  usually  rented  before  college  opens  in 
September. 

Room  Rent  in  Cochran  Hall — Rooms  in  this  hall  for 
young  men  rent  for  $2.00  a  week  for  each  student.  There 
are  some  single  rooms  for  those  who  desire  to  room  alone. 

Young  men  rooming  in  this  hall  are  expected  to  furnish 
their  own  sheets,  pillow  cases,  pillows,  bed-spreads,  blank- 
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ets  and  towels,  and  to  care  for  their  rooms.  Those  desir- 
ing to  live  in  this  dormitory  should  engage  their  rooms  in 
advance.  Information  concerning  the  engaging  of  rooms 
in  advance  may  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  catalogue. 

Board  in  Phillips  Hall — Board  in  this  hall  is  for  ladies 
only  and  the  charge  for  meals  is  $5.50  per  week.  All 
young  lady  students  are  expected  to  board  here. 

Board  in  Cochran  Hall — Board  in  this  hall  is  for  young 
men  and  costs   $5.50  per  week

Besides  the  fees  named  above  each  student  enrolled  for 
work  in  Chemistry  must  make  a  deposit  each  semester  of 
$3.00  for  Course  11,  12,  13,  or  14;  $5.00  for  Course  33, 
34,  41  or  42,  and  $10.00  for  Course  53  or  54.  This  deposit, 
less  any  charges  that  may  be  made  for  breakage,  is  re- 
turned to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  semester. 

TIME    OF    PAYMENT    OF    ACCOUNTS 

Tuition,  room  rent,  student  fee,  and  special  fees  for 
laboratory  courses  are  to  be  paid  in  advance.  Board  bills 
are  to  be  settled  at  the  end  of  each  two  weeks.  Every 
student  using  a  scholarship  must  present  it  or  a  copy  of  it 
to  the  Bursar  at  the  time  of  registration. 
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When  tuition,  room  rent  and  fees  are  not  paid  on  regis- 
tration day  the  same  are  charged  with  10%  added.  In  case 
this  account  is  paid  by  the  end  of  the  two  weeks  following 
registration  day  the  10%  is  deducted. 

All  accounts  with  the  college  must  be  provided  for  by 
the  middle  of  each  semester  and  paid  in  full  before  stu- 
dents are  admitted  to  the  final  examinations  held  at  the 
close  of  each  semester. 

Board  bills  are  due  at  the  end  of  each  two  weeks;  when 
not  so  paid  10%  will  be  added. 

No  portion  of  a  student's  fee  is  returned  on  account  of 
withdrawal  from  college  unless  the  withdrawal  be  rendered 
necessary  by  ill  health.  No  allowance  is  made  on  this 
account  for  less  than  four  weeks. 


AIMS  AND  PURPOSES 


GENERAL    PURPOSE 

Bethany  College  is  content  to  be  no  more  than  a  college 
doing  a  high  grade  of  work  of  standard  type.  The  charter 
of  Bethany  College  issued  in  1840  provides  that  it  shall 
be  an  institution  "of  learning  for  the  instruction  of  youth 
in  the  various  branches  of  science  and  literature,  the  useful 
arts,  agriculture,  and  the  learned  and  foreign  languages". 
Hence  the  course  of  study  is  planned  in  such  a  way  as  to 
provide  thorough  discipline  and  develop  those  powers  that 
enable  one  to  observe  and  think.  About  one-half  of  the 
college  course  is  prescribed. 

The  faculty  is  ready  to  make  suggestions  for  the  benefit 
of  students  that  expect  to  pursue  training  in  professional 
schools.  Provisions  are  made  for  such  choice  through  a 
liberal  offering  of  majors  and  minors  as  well  as  related, 
elective  courses.  The  following  statements  will  indicate 
the  range  of  work  available  for  those  who  may  have  a 
special  interest  in   the   particular  fields  named. 


TRAINING    FOR    MINISTERIAL    AND 
MISSIONARY    STUDENTS 

For  ministerial  students  taking  the  A.  B.  courses  and 
desiring  to  major  in  New  Testament  or  Religious  Educa- 
tion the  usual  standard  courses  of  study  are  provided.  This 
is  likewise  true  of  students  who  desire  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  work  on  the  mission  field,  pastoral  helpers, 
or  directors  of  Religious  Education.  Such  courses  are 
not  detailed  in  outline  in  the  catalog  but  are  available  as 
shown  in  the  regular  announcements  of  the  departments. 
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In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  aims  it  is  urged  that 
all  who  plan  to  pursue  the  course  leading  to  the  B.D. 
degree  be  most  careful  in  the  selection  of  their  work  for 
the  A.B.  degree.  Survey  courses  in  both  Old  and  New 
Testament   are    offered    to   undergraduates. 

For  those  who  have  received  their  A.  B.  degree  from 
Bethany  College  or  another  institution  of  similar  standing 
Bethany  College  offers  additional  work  leading  to  the  B.D. 
degree;  for  this  degree  only  the  New  Testament  depart- 
ment is  able  to  offer  a  major  which  must  total  twentv- 
four  hours.  Eighteen  hours  will  be  required  for  a  minor 
Ninety  semester  hours  of  credit  will  be  required  for  this 
degree,  sixty  of  which  must  be  in  excess  of  any  Bible 
courses  offered  toward  the  A.  B.  degree.

TRAINING    IN    AGRICULTURE 

Extract  from  an  article  by  Alexander  Campbell  on  the 
"New  Institution",  a  prospectus  of  Bethany  College.  From 
the   Millenial  Harbinger  of  1840 — page  132: 

"Agriculture,  both  theory  and  practice,  is  but  beginning 
to  command  the  respect  and  attention  due  to  this  most 
useful,  honorable  and  princely  of  all  human  callings  and 
pursuits.  This,  next  to  religion  and  morality,  and  the  art 
of  reading  and  writing,  ought  to  be  taught  in  all  its 
branches,  from  the  infant  school  and  upwards,  to  the  last 
lecture  in  the  course." 

The  liberality  and  wise  forethought  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Oglebay 
has  enabled  Bethany  College  to  carry  out  the  earnest  wish 
of  its  prophetic  founder  as  expressed  in  the  above  quota- 
tion. 

No  attempt  is  made  to  duplicate  the  work  of  the  agri- 
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cultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations,  but  the  aim  is 
to  give  to  the  limited  number  of  students  admitted  to  the 
agriculturp1  department  of  Bethany  a  practical  training  in 
agriculture  such  as  makes  rural  life  satisfying  and  profit- 
able. 

The  college  is  well  equipped  to  offer  work  along  agricul- 
tural lines.  The  college  owns  farms  comprising  over  500 
acres  of  land  and  the  useful  farm  crops  are  grown. 

An  excellent  herd  of  registered  Guernsey  cattle  and  also 
some  pure  bred  animals  of  other  types  are  owned  by  the 
college,  making  it  possible  to  offer  students  practical 
training  in  Stock  Judging,  Dairying  and  Animal  Husbandry. 

There  are  some  ideal  locations  for  orchards  on  the 
college  farms.  Fifteen  acres  have  already  been  planted 
by  the  agricultural  department  in  co-operation  with  the 
State  Experiment  Station.  This  orchard  contains  three 
hundred  selected  varieties  and  should  be  of  great  educa- 
tional value. 

TRAINING    IN    HOME    ECONOMICS 

The  work  in  Home  Economics  is  outlined  to  meet  the 
needs  of  two  types  of  students:  (1)  Those  who  major  in 
other  subjects  and  desire  a  knowledge  of  the  fundamental 
principles  underlying  selection  and  preparation  of  foods 
and  the  cutting  and  making  of  garments.  (2)  Those  who 
wish  to  use  Home  Economics  as  a  major  in  a  four-year 
college   course.

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TRAINING  OF  TEACHERS 

The  primary  aim  of  the  Department  of  Education  is  to 
send  forth  graduates  with  professional  enthusiasm,  know- 
ledge of  basic  principles  of  educational  theory  and  practice, 
and  with  special  preparation  to  teach  certain  chosen  sub- 
jects  embraced  in  the   secondary  school  curricula. 

Candidates  for  state  high  school  teaching  certificates 
are  privileged  to  observe  and  to  do  practice  teaching  in 
the  local  high  school.  The  excellent  high  schools  of 
Wellsburg,  Warwood,  Wheeling,  and  Steubenville  are  easily 
accessible  and  are   also  available  for  observation. 

State  Recognition — The  Departments  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion of  Ohio,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Illinois, 
West  Virginia  and  of  some  other  states  have  placed  Beth- 
any College  on  the  approved  list  for  the  training  of  teach- 
ers. This  means  that  graduates  of  Bethany  College  may 
teach  in  the  public  schools  of  these  states  without  taking 
the  usual  teacher's  examinations,  if  they  pursue  certain 
required   subjects   in  education. 

Requirements  for  a  High  School  Teacher's  Certificate — 
As  a  part  of  the  required  hours  for  graduation,  students  o". 
any  department  desiring  a  High  School  certificate  must 
include  the  following  worK  along  educational  lines:

The  additional  credits  may  also  accumulate  from  courses 
from  list  1.  No  one  state  requires  all  of  list  1,  but  students 
who  complete  this  list  will  have  the  requirements  of  any 
state. 

TRAINING     IN     MUSIC 

A  liberal  all-embracing  education  having  been  the  aim 
of  Bethany  College  from  its  very  inception,  music  has  for 
years  been  given  its  proper  place  in  the  curriculum. 

Recognizing  the  cultural  and  educative  value  of  a  course 
in  Music,  the  college  makes  the  study  of  Musical  Theory 
one  of  the  elective  courses  of  the  college  and  allows  the 
same  to  be  used  for  credit  toward  the  baccalaureate  degree. 
A  minimum  of  twelve   semester  hours   will  be   allowed. 

Students  of  the  Music  Department  are  required  to  pursue 
at  least  one  study  in  some  other  department  of  the  college. 

A  Glee  Club,  College  Band,  College  Orchestra  and  Choral 
Performances  offer  the  student  body  a  varied  field  of  musi- 
cal activity.  A  modern,  well  appointed  pipe  organ  is  avail- 
able for  practice  purposes.  For  terms  of  organ  rental, 
piano  rental  and  tuition  fees  consult  the  general  table  of 
expenses. 

Requirements  for  Graduation  in  Music — No  degree  is 
given  in  Music,  but  a  Diploma  of  Graduation  is  conferred 
upon  the  completion  of  the  Collegiate  Course  in  Piano,  the 
course  in  Organ  and  the  course  in  Voice,  together  with  a 
prescribed  course  in  Theory  as  follows: 

Piano  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52,  53-54,  33-34,  55-56. 
Organ  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52,  53-54. 
Voice  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52. 

A  teacher's  certificate  is  conferred  upon  the  completion 
of  the  third  year  of  the  Collegiate  Piano  Course  and  the 
courses  in  Theory  required  for  graduation  in  Piano. 
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PRE-MEDICAL    TRAINING 

For  those  intending  to  take  up  the  study  of  medicine, 
the  college  offers  courses  which  satisfy  the  entrance  re- 
quirements of  the  best  medical  schools  of  the  country. 
These  schools  require  as  a  minimum  eight  semester  hours 
in  each  of  the  sciences,  biology  and  physics,  and  sixteen 
semester  hours  of  chemistry,  of  which  eight  must  be 
organic  chemistry,  six  semester  hours  of  English  and 
eight  semester  hours  of  foreign  language,  preferably  Ger- 
man or  French.  In  addition,  students  are  urged  to  elect 
further  work  in  biology,  chemistry  and  the  social  sciences. 

Many  medical  schools  now  require  three  years  of  college 
work  preparatory  to  entrance  while  the  best  institutions 
are  open  only  to  those  students  having  a  collegiate  degree. 
Students  preparing  for  medicine  are  urged  to  spend  at 
least  three  years  in  preparatory  work  and  avail  them- 
selves of  the  courses  offered  in  qualitative  and  quantita- 
tive chemical  analysis,  physical  chemistry,  vertebrate 
zoology,  histology,  embryology,  social  science  and  psy- 
chology. 

PRE-LEGAL  TRAINING 

Applicants  for  admission  to  a  law  school  should  have 
completed  the  rugular  college  course  and  obtained  the 
A.  B.  degree;  however,  practically  all  universities  permit 
students  to  begin  the  work  in  law  when  sixty-four  hours, 
or  two  years,  of  regular  college  work  have  been  done, 
provided  that  the  sixty-four  hours  include  certain  required 
pre-legal  courses. The  requisites  are:  English,  ten  to  twelve 
hours,  including  rhetoric  and  practical  composition;  Latin, 
two  years,  at  least  to  include  Tacitus;  History,  six  hours, 
which  must  include  American  and  English  constitutional 
history.  Courses  strongly  recommended  are  Psychology, 
three  hours;  Logic,  three  hours;  Sociology,  three  hours; 
Economics,  six  hours;  Mathematics,  six  hours  elementary 
and  three  hours  of  Surveying;  Medieval  History,  three  to 
six  hours;  Political  Science,  six  to  twelve  hours;  applied 
Economics,  applied  Psychology,  Criminology,  and  School 
Law. 
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TRAINING    FOR     ENGINEERING    STUDENTS 

Bethany  College  does  not  claim  to  train  students  in  any 
phase  of  engineering,  but  those  who  plan  to  specialize 
elsewhere  in  work  of  this  character  will  find  it  possible 
to  do  one  or  two  years  of  work  in  this  college  for  which 
credit  will  be  given  in  engineering  schools.  Courses  in 
Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry,  English,  Foreign  Lan- 
guages and  a  few  other  lines  of  work  may  be  advanta- 
geously pursued  and  the  expense  of  doing  the  work  here 
is  much  less  than  ijt  would  be  in  a  technical  institution. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
ADMISSION 


Applicants  for  admission  to  Bethany  College  must  fur- 
nish evidence  of  good  character  and  be  no  less  than  sixteen 
years  of  age.  Those  coming  from  other  colleges  must 
present  evidence  of  honorable  dismissal  from  the  school 
last  attended. 

Admission  by  Certificate — Graduates  from  first  ?;rade 
High  Schools  accredited  by  various  states  are  admitted  to 
the  college  upon  presentation  of  evidence  that  they  have 
completed  a  four  year  course  of  study.  They  must  offer 
not  less  than  fifteen  units. 

Definition  of  a  Unit — In  evaluating  the  work  offered  by 
applicants  for  admission,  the  following  definition  of  a  unit 
made  by  the  National  Conference  Committee  on  standards 
of  colleges  and  secondary  schools  is  used: 

"A  unit  represents  a  year's  study  in  any  subject  in  a 
secondary  school  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of 
a  full  year's  work." 

This  definition  of  a  unit  takes  the  four-year  high  school 
course  as  a  basis  and  assumes  that  the  length  of  the  school 
year  is  from  thirty-six  to  forty  weeks,  that  a  period  is  from' 
forty  to  sixty  minutes  in  length  and  that  the  study  is  pur- 
sued for  four  or  five  periods  a  week;  but  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  a  satisfactory  year's  work  cannot  be  ac- 
complished in  less  than  120  sixty-minute  hours  or  their 
equivalent.  Schools  organized  on  a  different  basis  can, 
nevertheless,  estimate  their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit. 
Two  hours  of  laboratory  work  are  assumed  to  be  equiva- 
lent to  one  hour  of  class  room  work.

A  student  coming  from  an  accredited  first  grade  High 
School  and  offering  at  least  15  units  for  entrance,  but  lack- 
ing one  or  more  of  the  prescribed  ones,  may  be  enrolled  as 
a  Freshman  but  said  student  will  be  required  to  elect  in 
the  college,  for  each  unit  lacking,  four  hours  of  work  in 
the  same  department,  in  addition  to  the  number  of  pre- 
scribed college  hours. 

Distribution  of  Units — The  following  subjects  are  regu- 
larly accepted  for  admission.  The  maximum  number  of 
units  allowed  in  each  is  also  indicated.  With  the  approval 
of  the  Dean  of  the  College  subjects  not  listed  but  included 
in  the  curriculum  of  a  first  grade  High  School  may  be 
accepted  for  credit.

Admission  by  Examination — Students  who  for  a  good 
reason  have  not  been  permitted  to  complete  a  high  school 
course  of  study,  but  furnish  evidence  of  an  equivalent 
training  may  be  admitted  to  Freshman  standing  upon 
examination  at  the  college. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing — Students  from  other 
standard  colleges  may  be  admitted  upon  presentation  of 
evidence  that  they  have  satisfied  the  entrance  require- 
ments of  this  college  and  were  in  good  and  regular  stand- 
ing in  the  institution  last  attended.  All  applications  for 
advanced  standing  must  be  accompanied  by  certificates 
stating  the  nature  and  extent  of  college  courses  completed 
and  signed  by  the  President  or  other  official  of  the  college 
where  the  work  was  done. 

In  no  case  will  a  student  be  granted  a  degree  who  has 
not  been  in  attendance  at  this  college  at  least  during  the 
senior  year. 

Admission  of  Special  Students — Mature  men  and  women 
not  under  21  years  of  age,  who  are  not  able  to  present  15 
entrance  units,  are  admitted  to  this  college  as  special  stu- 
dents in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  of  the  Southern  States. 
Such  students  are  not  regularly  classified,  are  not  given 
college  credit  for  work  done  and  are  not  accepted  as  can- 
didates for  degrees.  If  at  any  time  they  satisfy  their 
entrance  deficiencies,  they  may  be  admitted  to  Freshman 
standing.  In  no  case  will  college  credit  be  given  for  col- 
lege courses  taken  before  entrance  requirements  are  com- 
pleted. 
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Method  of  Enrollment — Students  who  plan  to  enter  the 
college  for  the  first  time  must  furnish  the  Registrar  with 
certificates  indicating  the  nature  and  extent  of  their  prep- 
aration.  These  certificates  must  be  signed  by  the  Princi- 
pal or  Superintendent  of  the  High  School  attended  and 
should  be  mailed  to  the  Registrar,  if  possible,  before  Sep- 
tember 1st.  Blank  certificates  for  this  purpose  will  be 
furnished  by  the  college,  if  desired.  On  registration  day 
these  students  are  apprised  of  their  standing  and,  if  per- 
mitted to  enroll,  fill  out,  with  the  aid  of  advisers,  enroll- 
ment cards. 

During  the  month  of  May  all  students  of  the  college  are 
obliged  to  fill  out  advance  enrollment  blanks  indicating 
the  courses  of  study  planned  for  the  coming  year.  These 
courses  must  be  approved  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  and 
any  changes  that  are  subsequently  made  in  the  plans 
must  be  sanctioned  by  him.  On  registration  day  at  the 
opening  of  each  semester  these  students  fill  out  enroll- 
ment cards  in  accordance  with  their  approved  plans.  They 
are  directed  in  this  work  by  the  Registration  Committee 
for   upper   classmen. 

To  complete  enrollment  all  enrollment  cards  must  be 
presented  by  the  students  to  the  college  Bursar  with  whom 
settlement  is  made  of  semester  bills. 

The  names  of  students  in  the  various  courses  are  fur- 
nished to  the  instructors  by  the  Registrar.

Requirement  of  Quality  Points  for  Graduation — In  addi- 
tion to  the  number  of  hours  required,  candidates  for  a 
degree  must  earn  at  least  120  quality  points  which  are 
awarded  as  follows: 

For  a  grade  of  A,  three  quality  points  for  each  hour  o£ 
academic  credit. 

For  a  grade  of  B,  two  quality  points  for  each  hour  of 
academic  credit.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 


In  numbering  of  courses  first  semester  courses  have  odd 
numbers  and  second  semester  courses  even  numbers.  A 
course  having  both  an  odd  and  even  number,  as  11-12,  runs 
continuously  throughout  the  year.  In  registering  for  the 
course,  the  odd  number  is  used  the  first  semester,  and  the 
even  the  second.  Courses  numbered  from  11  to  30  are  for 
Freshmen,  from  31  to  50  for  Sophomores  and  from  51 
upwards  for  Juniors  and   Seniors. 

Courses  marked  with  an  asterisk  count  for  one  hour 
less  than  the  usual  credit  when  elected  by  students  in 
their  senior  year. 

The  number  in  parenthesis  after  the  name  of  the  course 
indicates  the  credit  given  for  it  each  semester.  The  hours 
and  the  name  of  the  instructor  follow  the  description  of 
the  course. 

A  course  may  not  be  offered,  if  called  for  by  less  than 
five   students. 

Students  entering  college  with  only  one  unit  credit  in 
any  language  and  desiring  to  continue  a  study  of  the  same 
language  will  be  asked  to  attend  all  sessions  of  the  first 
year  college  course  as  a  visitor  during  the  first  semester 
in  order  to  carry  the  work  the  second  semester  for  credit.

HISTORY  AND  EQUIPMENT 


ORIGIN 


Buffalo  Seminary,  the  fore-runner  of  Bethany  College, 
was  inaugurated  at  Bethany,  W.  Va.,  in  the  year  1818  in 
the  home  of  Alexander  Campbell,  commonly  known  as  the 
Mansion.  Here  Mr.  Campbell  offered  educational  advan- 
tages for  the  youth  of  the  community  as  well  as  training 
for  young  men  in  the  work  of  the  Christian  ministry. 

In  1840  Bethany  College  was  chartered  by  the  State 
of  Virginia,  through  the  efforts  of  John  C.  Campbell  of 
Wheeling,  W.  Va.  Its  first  donation  was  a  $1,000  legacy 
made  by  Philip  B.  Pendleton  of  Virginia.  The  campus 
was  donated  by  the  first  President  of  the  College,  Alexan- 
der Campbell,  who  on  his  own  responsibility  began  at 
once  the  erection  of  a  commodious  brick  building  for  the 
use  of  the  College.  The  first  session  opened  in  October, 
1841. 

LOCATION 

Bethany  College  is  situated  in  the  Pan  Handle  of  "West 
Virginia,  seven  miles  southeast  of  Wellsburg,  fifteen  miles 
north  of  Wheeling,  and  forty  miles  south  of  Pittsburgh. 
Being  as  it  is,  almost  one  thousand  feet  above  sea  level 
and  surrounded  by  picturesque  and  inspiring  scenery,  the 
location  is  considered  very  attractive  and  healthful.  The 
village  in  which  the  college  is  located  is  easily  accessible, 
being  connected  with  Wellsburg  by  a  bus  line.  At  Wells- 
burg connection  is  made  with  traction  lines  for  Steuben- 
ville,  Wheeling  and  other  Ohio  River  points  and  also  with 
the  Pennsylvania  Lines  R.  R.  Brilliant,  Ohio,  just  across 
the  Ohio  River  from  Wellsburg,  is  situated  on  the  Cleve- 
land and  Pittsburgh  Railroad. 
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BUILDINGS    AND    GROUNDS 

The  College  Campus — The  college  campus,  containing 
about  fifty  acres,  overlooks  the  beautiful  Buffalo  Creek.  A 
well  kept  lawn,  concrete  walks,  tennis  courts,  attractive 
entrance  gates  and  hundreds  of  trees  and  shrubs  give  the 
campus  a  park-like  appearance.  These  beautiful  surround- 
ings have  a  cultural  advantage  for  students  which  should 
not  be  overlooked. 

The  Main  College  Building — The  main  college  building 
stands  on  an  elevation  in  the  center  of  an  attractive 
campus.  It  is  an  imposing  structure  of  Gothic  architect- 
ure and  is  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
used.  It  contains  twenty-eight  rooms,  most  of  which  are 
used  as  class  rooms.  Along  the  west  side  and  running  the 
entire  length  of  the  building  is  the  Corridor,  an  open 
promenade  310   feet   in   length. 

The  E.  W.  Oglebay  Hall  of  Agriculture — This  hall  was 
donated  to  the  college  by  the  late  Earl  W.  Oglebay,  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  June  7,  1911. 
The  building  is  used  for  the  teaching  of  science  and  agri- 
culture. It  contains  chemical,  biological  and  home 
economics  laboratories,  a  chemical  supply  room,  several 
class  rooms  and  the  college  administration  offices.  The 
class  rooms  and  laboratories  of  the  Home  Economics 
Department  occupy  all  the  third  floor.  The  style  of  archi- 
tecture is  Tudor  Gothic  and  harmonizes  with  the  Main 
College  building. 

Carnegie  Library  Building — This  building  is  95  feet  wide 
and  is  constructed  of  brown  pressed  brick  with  Berea 
sandstone  trimmings.  The  interior  is  finished  with  pol- 
ished oak  and  presents  a  very  attractive  appearance.  On 
the  first  floor  is  a  large  social  and  banquet  room  which 
has  been  made  very  attractive  through  the  generosity  of 
the  late  Mrs.  E.  W.  Oglebay.  The  second  floor  is  given 
over  to  the  library  proper  and  contains  reading  rooms  and 
the  book  stack  room  which  is  furnished  with  steel  shelving. 
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On  the  third  floor  are  four  large  rooms  well  adapted  for 
class  and  lecture  rooms. 

The  Percy  B.  Cochran  Hall — This  new  dormitory  was 
donated  to  the  college  by  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Union- 
town,  Pa.,  in  1910,  as  a  memorial  to  his  son,  Percy  B.  Coch- 
ran. The  building  is  four  stories  high.  A  large  dining 
room,  together  with  kitchen  and  storage  rooms,  occupies 
most  of  the  first  floor.  The  other  floors  are  used  as  room- 
ing places  for  young  men.  The  building  is  of  fireproof  con- 
struction and  built  on  the  latest  improved  plan.  The  second 
and  third  floors  are  arranged  in  suites.  In  each  suite  there 
is  a  study  room,  and  adjoining  this  study  room  there  are 
two  bedrooms.  Two  young  men  are  supposed  to  occupy  a 
suite  of  rooms.  The  building  throughout  is  heated  with 
steam  and  supplied  with  all  modern  conveniences. 

The  Irvin  Gymnasium — This  strictly  modern  gymnasium 
was  donated  by  the  Irvin  family  of  Big  Run,  Pa.  The 
building,  being  of  Gothic  architecture,  is  in  harmony  with 
the  main  college  building.  It  is  100  feet  in  length  and  52 
feet  in  width  and  is  equipped  with  swimming  pool  20x40 
feet,  shower  baths,  team  rooms,  trophy  room,  lecture  room, 
janitor's  living  room,  locker,  running  track  and  some  rooms 
used  as  offices,  in  addition  to  the  main  gymnasium  floor. 

Phillips  Hall — This  dormitory,  donated  by  the  late  Hon. 
Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Sr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  is  stately  and 
commodius,  heated  with  steam  and  altogether  adapted  to 
the  needs  and  conveniences  of  young  ladies.  Very  recently 
several  thousand  dollars  have  been  expended  on  improve- 
ments in  this  building.  It  has  a  capacity  for  sixty  roomers. 
There  is  a  large  dining  room  on  the  first  floor  for  the  use 
of  lady  students  and  teachers.  In  this  hall  are  also  the 
rooms  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  who  has  direct  supervision 
over  all  the  lady  students  of  the  college.  An  earnest  effort 
is  made  to  make  this  hall  a  pleasant  and  attractive  home 
for  young  ladies. 

The   Cochran    Central    Heating    Plant — The   college  came 
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into  possession  of  this  building  and  its  equipment  through 
the  generosity  of  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa. 
Eight  college  buildings,  the  Bethany  Memorial  Church  and 
several  dwelling  houses  which  belong  to  the  college  are 
adequately  heated  from  this  source.  Coal,  taken  from 
grounds  owned  by  the  college,  is  delivered  by  miners 
direct  to  the  storage  room  of  the  plant  without  the  labor 
of  rehandling. 

Pendleton  Heights — A  short  distance  to  the  north  of  the 
Main  Building  on  the  campus  is  the  home  of  the  President, 
known  as  Pendleton  Heights.  This  building  was  erected 
by  W.  K.  Pendleton,  second  President  of  Bethany  College, 
and  is  admirably  suited  to  its  intended  purpose. 

Commencement  Hal! — This  building  was  dedicated  June 
1st,  1924.  It  contains,  in  addition  to  the  chapel  and  com- 
mencement hall  proper,  five  class  rooms  and  the  physics 
laboratory.  The  building  is  very  attractive  and  service- 
able. 

Apartment  Houses  and  Other  Dwellings — The  college 
owns  three  apartment  houses  and  eight  other  dwellings  for 
the  use  of  married  students  and  people  connected  with  the 
college.  One  of  these  dwellings  is  situated  on  the  campus 
and  was  formerly  owned  and  occupied  by  the  late  Pro- 
fessor A.  C.  Pendleton.  One  is  used  by  one  of  the  sorori- 
ties of  the  college.  The  suites  of  the  apartment  houses 
furnish  very  satisfactory  homes  for  married  students  and 
rent  for  $180  a  year  with  heat  furnished. 

The  College  Farm  and  Farm  Buildings — Through  the 
generosity  of  E.  W.  Oglebay  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Bethany 
College  now  owns  the  Alexander  Campbell  farm  of  205 
acres.  At  Mr.  Oglebay's  expense  many  improvements 
have  been  made  on  this  farm,  including  a  large,  round 
dairy  barn  eighty-six  feet  in  diameter,  and  a  creamery 
building.  By  a  deed  bearing  date  of  April  7th,  1914,  Miss 
Margaretta  E.  Parkinson  has  given  to  the  college  the 
farm   of   261   acres   adjoining   the   college   grounds   on   the 
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north.     Two  other  tracts  of  land  are  owned  by  the  college, 
making  a  total  of  535  acres. 


LIBRARY    AND    READING    ROOMS 

The  Library  and  Reading  Room  Equipment — Besides  the 
bound  magazines  and  pamphlets,  the  library  now  contains 
18,600  volumes.  Many  volumes  are  added  yearly.  These 
are  cataloged  as  promptly  as  possible  and  are  classified 
by  subjects  according  to  the  Dewey  Decimal  System  of 
Classification.  Members  of  the  faculty  and  juniors  and 
seniors  who  hold  stack  cards  are  admitted  to  the  stacks. 
For  all  others,  books  are  brought  from  the  stacks  when 
needed. 

General  Regulations — The  college  library  is  open 
throughout  the  college  year  every  week  day  except  on 
special  occasions  as  may  be  determined  by  the  librarian. 
The  hours  are  7:30  A.  M.  to  9:00  P.  M.,  lunch,  dinner  and 
chapel  hours  and  Saturday  evenings  excepted.  Students 
in  every  department  are  entitled  to  the  free  use  of  the 
library.  Books  may  be  taken  out  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks  unless  they  are  on  "reserve".  Books  reserved  by 
instructors  for  class  work  cannot  be  taken  from  the 
building  until  9:00  P.  M.  and  must  be  returned  by  8:00 
A.  M.  the  following  day. 

Special  Collections — The  library  has  been  the  recipient 
of  several  valuable  collections,  among  which  may  be  men- 
tioned the  following:  the  libraries  of  Alexander  Campbell, 
Dr.  Robert  Richardson,  Miss  A.  C.  Pendleton  and  Archibald 
McLean. 

Reading  Rooms— The  best  periodicals,  including  some  of 
the  leading  dailies  and  weeklies,  as  well  as  monthly  and 
quarterly  magazines  and  journals,  come  regularly  to  the 
reading  room   tables. 
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LABORATORIES 

Chemical  Laboratories — All  the  second  floor  of  Oglebay 
Hall  is  used  by  the  Department  of  Chemistry  for  labora- 
tories, balance  rooms,  class  rooms  and  storage.  The 
equipment  is  modern  and  adequate  for  the  usual  college 
undergraduate  courses  in  General,  Analytical  and  Organic 
Chemistry. 

Physics  Laboratories — The  rooms  used  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physics  are  on  the  first  floor  of  Commencement 
Hall.  Modern  equipment  sufficient  for  at  least  three 
years  of  college  physics  is  in  possession  of  the  college. 

Biological  Laboratories — The  biological  laboratories  are 
situated  in  Oglebay  Hall.  These  laboratories  are  equipped 
with  compound  microscopes  and  other  apparatus  needed 
for  work  in  general  biology,  plant  morphology,  plant  physi- 
ology, plant  pathology,  general  zoology,  embryology,  his- 
tology, anatomy  and  physiology. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


ENDOWMENTS 

The  M.  M.  Cochran  General  Endowment — On  January 
25,  1921,  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa.,  gave 
Bethany  $500,000  to  be  known  as  the  M.  M.  Cochran 
General  Endowment  Fund.  This  amount  was  paid  at  once 
and  has  made  possible  the  attainment  of  high  aims  in  the 
academic  work  of  the  college.  On  February  19,  1923,  Mr. 
Cochran  gave  an  additional  $300,000  to  be  known  as  the 
M.   M.   Cochran  Endowment  of  1923. 

Endowment  of  Office  and  Chair  of  President  of  Bethany 
College — Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa.,  has 
donated  to  the  college  $100,000  as  an  endowment  of  the 
office  and  chair  of  the  President  of  the  college. 

Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Cochran  of  Dawson,  Pa.,  has  generously 
contributed  $25,000  toward  the  endowment  of  a  chair  to 
be  known  as  the  Sarah  B.  Cochran  Chair  of  Philosophy. 

Hon.  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Sr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  has 
given  $30,000  to  endow  a  chair  in  Bethany  College  to  be 
known  as  the  Thomas  W.  Phillips  Bible  Chair. 

Herbert  Moninger  Memorial  Chair  of  Bible  School 
Pedagogy — Through  the  interest  and  generosity  of  many 
Bible  Schools,  churches,  and  individuals,  a  fund  of  $25,000 
has  been  given  to  the  college  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Moninger  Memorial  Chair  of  Bible  School  Pedagogy. 

George  T.  Oliver  Endowment — The  late  Senator  George 
T.  Oliver  of  Pennsylvania,  an  alumnus  of  the  college,  gave 
$50,000  to  the  Permanent  Endowment  Fund  to  be  used 
for  the  endowment  of  the  Chair  of  History.

The  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Jr.,  Endowment — T.  W.  Phillips, 
Jr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  has  generously  donated  to  the 
college  $45,000  for  endowment  purposes. 

R.  A„  Long  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  gave  $50,000  to  the 
endowment  fund  of  the  college.  This  amount  was  used 
to  endow  the  Chair  of  Mathematics. 

Other  Endowment  Monies — Other  endowment  monies 
have  been  received  during  the  past  year.  One  bequest 
totaling  more  than  $30,000  has  been  added  to  the  perma- 
nent funds  of  the  college.  The  total  endowment  of  the  in- 
stitution is  $1,777,000. 


STUDENT    AID    AND    SELF    HELP 

Scholarships — A  few  friends  of  Bethany  have  endowed 
scholarships  in  the  college.  These  range  in  value  from 
$20  per  semester  to  $75  per  semester;  they  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  donors  or  their  heirs  for  assignment. 

Thirty  scholarships  have  been  created  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  are  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  adminis- 
tration for  assignment  to  young  men  and  women  of  real 
promise  and  good  secondary  school  records.  The  benefit 
of  these  scholarships  will  not  be  given  to  students  doing 
poor  and  indifferent  college  work.  Grades  of  D  or  lower 
will  be  adequate  cause  for  withdrawing  scholarships  from 
students  using  the  same.  Blanks  to  be  used  in  applying 
for  these  scholarships  can  be  had  by  applying  to  the 
President   of   the   college'. 

Phillips  Loan  Fund — Some  years  ago  the  Hon.  Thomas 
W,  Phillips  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  generously  donated  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  College  a  total  of  $10,000  to  be  loaned  to 
students.  Other  gifts  and  accrued  interest  have  increased 
this  fund  until  it  amounts  to  more  than  $12,000.  Loans 
from  this  fund  may  be  obtained  by  students  on  complying 
with  the  conditions  governing  the  same.  Approved  secu- 
rity is  required  of  all  those  borrowing  from  the  fund.     No 
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student   is    loaned    more    than    $100    per   year.      All    notes 
bear  interest  from  date  of  maturity. 

Student  Employment — Work  on  the  college  farms  and 
other  work  about  the  college  affords  opportunities  to  a 
number  of  young  people  to  earn  money  to  meet  a  part  of 
college  expenses.  No  student  can  depend,  however,  on 
earning  more  than  enough  to  pay  board.  Work  is  not 
promised  to  all  who  apply,  and  such  as  show  a  disposition 
to  shirk  in  the  performance  of  duties  are  not  considered. 
An  application  for  work  must  be  accompanied  by  a  de- 
posit of  $5.00  as  a  guarantee  of  faithful  performance.  In 
case  work  is  not  obtained  the  deposit  will  be  refunded. 

Student  Preaching — Ministerial  students  are  frequently 
called  to  fill  pulpits  within  easy  reach  of  Bethany.  A  num- 
ber of  our  students  preach  regularly  for  near-by  churches, 
and  thus,  in  addition  to  the  good  they  do  for  others,  earn 
funds  to  meet  their  college  expenses.  It  is  recommended 
that  no  student  below  the  junior  year  preach  oftener  than 
alternate  Sundays. 


STUDENT    ACTIVITIES 

Athletics — It  is  the  purpose  of  the  work  in  Physical 
Education  at  Bethany  College  to  assist  the  students  in 
keeping  their  bodies  in  the  best  possible  physical  condition. 
Physical  training  for  both  men  and  women  is  provided. 
Regularly  organized  classes  in  gymnasium  and  open  air 
training  are  maintained.  A  minimum  of  two  hours  per 
week  in  gymnasium  or  field  is  required  of  those  who  are 
found  by  examination  to  be  physically  able.  In  connection 
with  the  work  for  men,  intercollegiate  teams  are  developed 
and  maintained  in  football,  baseball,  basketball,  tennis  and 
track  and  field  athletics.  The  student  fee  of  $10.00  per 
semester  that  is  charged  each  student  admits  the  student 
to  athletic  contests  excepting  the  Commencement  week 
games. 

The  athletics  of  the  college  are  under  the  supervision  of 
a  Board   of  Athletic   Control  made   up  of  the  Director   of 
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Athletics,  three  other  members  of  the  faculty  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  College,  four  members  of  the 
alumni  elected  by  the  alumni  and  four  members  of  the 
student  body.  One  of  the  four  must  be  a  member  of  the 
senior  class,  one  of  the  junior  class,  one  of  the  sophomore 
class  and  one  of  the  Women's  Athletic  Association.  The 
President  of  the  college  is  ex-officio  member  of  the  Board. 
The  captains  of  the  various  teams  are  chosen  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  teams.  Student  managers  of  athletics  are 
chosen  by  the  Board.  The  Athletic  Board  reserves  the 
right  to  remove  any  captain  or  manager  for  cause,  at  any 
time. 

Bethany  College  is  a  member  of  the  Tri-State  Inter- 
collegiate Conference. 

Student  Board  of  Governors — As  a  means  of  governing 
and  directing  student  interests  and  student  activities,  the 
Student  Board  of  Governors  is  maintained  by  the  student 
body  as  a  legislative  and  executive  body.  Matters  per- 
taining to  athletics,  debating,  student  publications,  social 
affairs  and  other  general  student  interests  are  given  atten- 
tion. The  Board  co-operates  with  the  college  administra- 
tion in  every  way. 

Student  Publications — The  students  publish  the  Bethany 
Collegian,  a  bi-weekly,  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the 
college.  Annually  a  publication  called  The  Bethanian  is 
issued  under  the  more  direct  supervision  of  the  Senior 
Class.  The  student  fee  of  $10.00  a  semester  that  is 
charged  each  student  entitles  the  student  to  free  copies 
of  all  publications. 

Literary  Society — There  is  in  connection  with  the  col- 
lege a  society  known  as  the  Adelphian  which  is  devoted 
to  the  cultivation  of  literary  composition  and  oratory. 
Students  of  the  College  are  urged  to  become  members  of 
ihis  organization. 

Debating  Contests — Each  year  teams  from  Bethany  Col- 
lege meet  teams  from  nearby  colleges.   This  intercollegiate 
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debating    affords    the    best    of    opportunities    for    student 
development. 

Christian  Association — The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  has  a  large  and 
active  membership  and  is  doing  good  work.  Lady  stu- 
dents are  urged  to  become  affiliated  with  this  organization. 

Volunteer  Mission  Band — There  is  in  the  college  a 
flourishing  Volunteer  Missionary  Band,  which  is  a  strong 
factor   in   developing   missionary   work. 

Ministerial  Association — This  association  is  made  up  of 
the  young  men  of  the  student  body  who  are  preparing 
for  the  work  of  the  Christian  Ministry.  This  group  of 
students  holds  a  prominent  place  in  the  life  of  the  college. 
Fortnightly  meetings  are  held,  at  which  meetings  the  vital 
problems  relating  to  the  ministry  are  discussed.  Promi- 
nent pastors,  editors,  Bible  School  workers  and  mission- 
ary leaders  are  frequent  visitors,  bringing  vital  messages 
concerning  the  present  day  tasks  of  the  church  to  the 
young  men. 

Fraternities — The  following  fraternities  are  represented 
at  Bethany:  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Kappa  Alpha,  Sigma  Nu,  Alpha 
Phi  Epsilon,  Tau  Kappa  Alpha,  Phi  Kappa  Tau,  Alpha  Xi 
Delta,  Zeta  Tau  Alpha,  Kappa  Delta,  Gamma  Chi  and 
Alpha  Pi  Alpha. 

College  Band — The  present  College  Band  has  a  member- 
ship of  thirty-two.  This  organization  furnishes  music  for 
all  outdoor  functions  of  the  college  and  gives  a  series  of 
concerts  during  the  year.  A  number  of  instruments  are 
available  for  the  use  of  band  members.  Membership  in 
this  organization  is  open  to  all  possessing  the  necessary 
qualifications. 

The  Merry  Masquers — The  "Merry  Masquers"  is  the 
dramatic  club  under  the  auspices  of  the  "English  depart- 
ment. It  gives  opportunity,  not  only  for  the  exercise  of 
ingenuity  in  working  out  stage  settings,  lighting,  screen- 
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ing,  etc.,  but  for  self  expression  in  the  artistic  interpreta- 
tion of  the  great  characters  in  dramatic  literature.  The 
members  of  the  club  have  staged  parts  of  the  old  Miracle 
plays,  the  "Morality  of  Everyman",  a  sixteenth  century 
"Grand  Christmas"  in  the  presence  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and 
her  court.  They  give  the  Commencement  play  each  year 
on  the  college  campus.  Such  plays  as  "Mid-Summer 
Night's  Dream",  "The  Tempest",  Milton's  "Comus",  and 
other  plays  have  been  successfully  staged  in  the  open  air. 

French  Club — A  French  Club,  organized  with  student 
officers,  is  connected  with  the  French  department  to  give 
practice  in  conversation  and  the  opportunity  to  learn  folk 
songs   and   games   of  France. 

College  Lecture  Course — Provision  is  made  by  the  col- 
lege for  a  course  of  high  class  lectures  and  entertain- 
ments each  year,  thus  giving  students  the  privilege  of 
hearing  some  of  the  very  best  platform  talent. 

College  Orchestra — This  musical  organization  at  present 
numbers  twenty-eight  pieces.  The  orchestra  furnishes 
music  for  most  of  the  indoor  college  functions  and  for  the 
Bible  School  of  the  Bethany  Memorial  Church.  A  number 
of  concerts  are  given  each  year  in  nearby  towns  and  cities. 
Membership  is  open  to  anyone  possessing  some  degree  of 
proficiency  on  orchestral  instruments. 

Current  History  Club — The  Current  History  Club  is  an 
organization  composed  of  students  and  members  of  the 
faculty,  meeting  bi-weekly  to  discuss  and  interpret  cur- 
rent trends  in  national  and  international  affairs.  The  dis- 
cussions are  informal  and  entirely  voluntary,  being  in- 
tended for  assembling  facts  and  points  of  view  to  promote 
wider  appreciation  of  world  events  rather  than  the  pre- 
sentation of  set  papers.  The  meetings  of  the  club  are 
limited  to  one  hour's  time,  and  are  open  to  members  of 
the  college  community.     The  club  has  no  dues  nor  fees. 

Home  Economics  Club — The  Home  Economics  Club  is 
an   organization  of   students   taking  work  in  the  Depart-

ment  of  Home  Economics.  Talks,  playlets  and  subjects 
of  interest  to  Home  Economics  students  are  given  at  the 
monthly  meetings,  after  which  a  social  hour  is  held. 

GENERAL     REGULATIONS 

Classification  of  Students — The  classification  of  students 
is  determined  at  the  beginning  of  each  vear  according  to 
the  following  plan: — For  full  sophomore  rank  a  student 
must  have  at  least  30  hours  of  academic  credit  and  20 
quality  points,  for  full  junior  rank  at  least  60  hours  of 
academic  credit  and  50  quality  points,  and  full  senior  rank 
at  least  90  hours  of  academic  credit  and  90  quality  points. 

To  obtain  conditional  enrollment  in  any  class  a  student 
must  have  within  two  credit  hours  and  two  quality  points 
of  the  number  required  for  full  standing 

No  student  is  considered  as  a  candidate  for  the  bacca- 
laureate degree  until  granted  senior  classification. 

Class  Attendance — Class  absences  are  classified  as  ap- 
proved or  unapproved.  Four  absences  in  a  five  hour 
course,  three  in  a  four  hour  course,  two  in  a  three  hour 
course  and  one  in  a  two  hour  course  are  allowed  each 
semester  without  penalty  in  order  to  provide  for  occasions 
when  the  student  finds  it  impossible  to  attend  class  be- 
cause of  circumstances  over  which  he  or  she  has  no  con- 
trol. Other  absences  may  or  may  not  be  approved  by  the 
Dean.  If  approved,  the  student  is  granted  the  privilege 
to  make  up  for  credit  the  work  that  was  missed.  The 
method  of  making  it  up  is  decided  by  the  instructor  in 
charge  of  the  course.  Application  for  a  permit  to  make 
up  work  will  not  be  considered  later  than  one  week  after 
the  student  returns  to  class.  Work  missed  must  be  made 
up  within  two  weeks  after  the  absence  occurs  and  failure 
to  do  so'  will  result  in  a  grade  of  F  for  each  day  missed. 
In  case  of  long  illness  an  extension  of  time  may  be  granted. 

Until  absences  in  a  class  exceed  the  number  of  cuts 
allowed  permits  to  make  up  work  are  not  needed  and 
will  not  be  issued. 

Few  reasons  are  considered  sufficiently  potent  to  justify 
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the  approval  of  class  absences.     The  following  ones  will 
be  given  consideration: 

1.  Severe  illness. 

2.  Intercollegiate   contests. 

3.  Death   in   the   immediate   family. 

4.  Absences  caused  by  circumstances  over  which  the 
student  has  no  control. 

If  a  student's  unapproved  absences  in  any  class  together 
with  cuts  allowed  amount  to  double  the  number  of  allowed 
cuts,  said  student  is  liable  to  suspension  from  the  class 
and  can  only  continue  the  work  with  the  consent  of  the 
Dean. 

If  a  student's  total  number  of  absences  in  all  classes 
together  with  cuts  allowed  amount  to  double  the  total 
number  of  allowed  cuts,  said  student  shall  be  put  on 
provisional  enrollment  for  the  remainder  of  the  semester. 

If  a  student's  unapproved  absences  together  with  the 
cuts  allowed  amount  to  one-sixth  of  the  number  of  meet- 
ings of  the  class  during  the  semester,  and  the  student 
succeeds  in  making  a  passing  grade,  one  hour  less  credit 
is  given  than  the  number  usually  allowed.  If  these 
absences  amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  meetings  of  the 
class,  a  grade  of  F  is  recorded  for  the  course. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  absences  for  any  cause, 
whether  approved  or  not,  are  to  be  counted  when  con- 
sidering the  number  of  cuts  allowed. 

Final  Examinations — All  students  are  required  to  take 
the  examinations  that  come  during  the  last  week  of  each 
semester.  Those  who  show  by  class  work  and  examina- 
tion that  they  are  entitled  to  a  grade  of  D  or  above  are 
passed. 

Special  Examinations — A  student  who  has  been  marked 
Conditioned  in  his  course  at  the  end  of  a  semester  may, 
with  the  consent  of  the  instructor,  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  take  a  second  examination  on  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$1.00.     When  a  student  is  justifiably  absent  from  a  final 
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examination  he  may  have  a  special  test  upon  the  payment 
of  a  fee  of  $2.00.  Fees  for  special  examinations  must  be 
paid  at  the  office  of  the  college  bursar  before  the  examina- 
tions are  taken.  The  bursar's  receipt  must  be  presented 
to  the  instructor  at  the  time  of  the  examination  and  de- 
livered by  the  instructor  to  the  Registrar  together  with  the 
grade  given  the  student. 

College  Entrance  Examinations — Students  desiring  ex- 
aminations for  college  entrance  will  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  them  without  charge  on  the  day  designated 
in  the  college  calendar  for  such  examinations. 

The  Grading  System — The  class  standing  of  a  student 
in  any  course  pursued  is  reported  by  the  use  of  letters. 
The  meaning  of  letters  used  may  be  given  as  follows: 

A — Excellent  or  92  to  100  per  cent.  The  letter  A  is 
used  to  denote  work  of  unusual  merit. 

B — Good  or  S3  to  91  per  cent.  This  letter  is  used  to 
show  an  appreciation  and  grasp  of  the  subject  that  is 
distinctly  above  the  average  and  very  satisfactory. 

C — Average  or  74  to  82  per  cent.  This  letter  signifies 
the  grade  of  work  done  by  an  average  student.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  about  fifty  per  cent,  of  grades  given  will  be  C. 

D — Inferior  or  65  to  73  per  cent.  This  letter  denotes 
work  below  the  average.  It  shows  a  lack  of  application  or 
of  ability  to  grasp  the  subject. 

Con. — This  abbreviation  denotes  conditioned  failure. 
The  student  may  be  granted  the  privilege  of  taking  an 
examination  to  remove  the  condition  or,  in  case  of  a  con- 
tinuous course,  it  may  be  automatically  removed  by  the 
student  making  a  grade  of  C  or  better  the  following  semes- 
ter. A  condition  must  be  removed  by  the  end  of  the 
following  semester.  Failure  to  do  so  will  result  in  the 
grade  being  changed  to  F.     Regardless  of  the  manner  of 
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removing  the  condition  no  higher  grade   than  D  will  be 
allowed. 

Inc. — The  abbreviation  Inc.  denotes  incompleted  work 
as  a  result  of  sickness  or  some  other  justifiable  reason. 
An  incomplete  must  be  removed  by  the  end  of  the  fourth 
week  of  the  following  semester,  unless  an  extension  of 
time  is  granted  by  the  Dean. 

F — Failure  or  below  65  per  cent.  The  letter  F  denotes 
work  that  is  definitely  unsatisfactory.  A  course  in  which 
a  student  has  failed  should  be  taken  over  at  the  first  oppor- 
tunity. 

Penalty  for  Failures — A  report  of  the  scholastic  stand- 
ing of  students  is  received  at  the  office  of  the  Dean  twice 
each  semester  besides  the  midsemester  and  final  semester 
reports.  For  the  year  1927-28  the  dates  of  these  reports 
will  be  Oct.  22,  Dec.  17,  March  10  and  May  12.  When  the 
examination  of  any  student's  record  shows  that  he  or 
she  is  not  doing  passing  work  in  courses  representing 
at  least  ten  hours  of  academic  credit,  said  student  is 
placed  on  probation  for  a  period  of  one  week.  If,  at  the 
end  of  the  probation  period,  the  probationer  is  still  not 
passing  in  ten  hours  of  academic  work,  he  or  she  is  pre- 
vented from  representing  the  college  in  any  intercol- 
legiate or  interscholastic  contest  and  also  from  partici- 
pating in  any  college  activities  that  necessitate  the  miss- 
ing of  classes  until  such  time  as  a  check  up  of  grades 
reveals  that  said  student  is  doing  passing  work  in  at 
least  ten  academic  hours  and  C  quality  work  in  at  least 
six  hours. 

A  student  who  fails  during  any  semester  to  pass  in  at 
least  ten  hours  of  academic  work  and  to  earn  at  least  six 
quality  points  may  secure  only  provisional  enrollment  for 
his  or  her  following  semester.  If  no  more  than  four  hours 
of  credit  are  earned  by  a  student  during  any  semester  said 
student  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  college  except  on 
recommendation  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  faculty. 
If  a  student  provisionally  enrolled  fails  to  pass  in  ten 
hours  of  academic  work  and  to  earn  at  least  six  quality 
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points     during    a     semester,     said     student     automatically 
ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  college. 

No  student  provisionally  enrolled  in  the  college  as  a 
result  of  unsatisfactory  class  work  during  a  previous 
semester  in  this  or  any  other  educational  institution  is 
allowed  to  represent  the  college  in  any  intercollegiate  or 
interscholastic  contest  or  to  participate  in  college  activities 
that  necessitate  the  missing  of  classes.  These  restrictions 
may  be  removed,  if  mid-semester  grades  indicate  that  the 
student  is  doing  average  work  in  all  courses  being  carried. 

Engaging  Rooms  in  Advance — A  room  in  either  college 
dormitory  will  not  be  reserved  in  advance  for  a  student 
unless  the  application  is  accompanied  by  a  deposit  of  ten 
dollars.  This  deposit  will  be  used  by  the  college  to  pay  for 
any  damage  that  may  be  done  to  the  room  or  its  equip- 
ment. In  case  the  student  retains  the  room  for  a  full  year 
and  no  damage  is  done  the  amount  deposited  will  be  re- 
turned at  the  end  of  the  college  year.  If  for  any  reason 
the  applicant  fails  to  matriculate  as  a  student  after  the 
reservation  has  been  made,  the  ten  dollar  deposit  will  not 
be  returned  except  on  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Number  of  Hours  Allowed — A  student  must  carry  at 
least  15  credit  hours  of  academic  work  each  semester, 
unless  for  some  good  reason  the  Dean  of  the  college  allows 
a  less  number.  No  student  is  allowed  more  than  16  hours 
without  consent  of  the  Dean  unless  he  or  she  has  passed 
in  all  work  and  earned  at  least  25  quality  points  during 
the  preceding  semester.  In  no  case  will  a  student  be 
allowed  to  carry  over  18  hours  of  academic  work. 

Dropping  or  Changing  Courses — Students  are  not 
allowed  to  drop  or  change  courses  for  which  they  have 
enrolled  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  the 
Dean.  Application  to  change  or  drop  a  course  will  not 
be  considered  later  than  one  week  after  registration  day 
without  the  action  having  been  recommended  by  the 
teachers  concerned.  If  the  student  concerned  is  a  minor, 
or  if  the  proposed  change  of  courses  reduces  the  number 
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of  credit  hours  being  carried  to  less  than  fifteen,  written 
consent  of  a  parent  or  guardian  may  be  required.  Any 
student  who  drops  a  course  without  first  having  obtained 
permission  to  do  so  will  forfeit  the  right  to  membership 
in  the  college. 

Penalty  for  Late  Registration — Students  in  attendance 
during  any  semester  must  register  on  the  opening  day  of 
the  following  semester,  if  they  desire  to  continue  their 
work.  Two  dollars  is  charged  for  each  day  of  delay  in 
registering  and  class  absences  will  be  counted  against  the 
student.  This  rule  does  not  relate  to  students  entering 
for  their  first  semester. 

Student  Conduct  and  Discipline — It  is  the  aim  to  have 
the  discipline  of  the  college  firm  and  reasonable,  appealing 
to  the  purest  motives  and  best  sentiments  of  the  student. 
No  rules  for  conduct  are  made  save  those  believed  to  be 
dictated  by  wisdom.  In  all  matters  pertaining  to  personal 
conduct  the  Faculty  believes  in  the  American  principle  of 
self-government,  and  confidently  relies  upon  the  manly  and 
womanly  student  for  support.  When  any  student  cannot 
be  controlled  by  the  application  of  such  principles,  or  when 
he  becomes  so  indifferent  to  his  opportunity  as  to  fail  to 
accomplish  the  object  for  which  he  is  sent  to  college,  his 
parents  or  guardian  will  be  informed  of  the  fact  and  re- 
quested to  withdraw  the  student  from  the  college. 

Chapel  Attendance — Chapel  exercises  are  held  four  days 
a  week  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning.  Attendance  is  oblig- 
atory on  all  students. 

Religious  Life  of  the  College — It  is  the  aim  of  the  man- 
agement to  cultivate  and  develop  the  religious  nature  of 
students;  to  create  and  maintain  a  religious  sentiment  that 
shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  best  thought  of  our  Christian 
civilization.  The  Bible  is  a  recognized  text-book  in  the 
college  and  the  constant  aim  is  to  surround  the  students 
with  an  atmosphere  which  is  genuinely  Christian  without 
being  sectarian. 
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Rules    Governing    Fraternities    and    Sororities — 

I.  Students  shall  not  be  initiated  into  any  fraternity  or 
sorority  until  they  have  presented  fifteen  high  school  units 
for  entrance,  have  fifteen  semester  hours  of  resident  colle- 
giate work  credited  on  the  registrar's  books,  and  have 
earned  at  least  fourteen  resident  quality  points. 

II.  No  student  shall  room  in  a  sorority,  fraternity  or 
club  house  until  he  or  she  has  been  in  residence  at  the 
college  one  full  year  and  earned  at  least  thirty  semester 
hours  of  college  credit,  unless  by  special  permission  of 
the  faculty. 

Reports  of  Student  Standing — At  the  end  of  each  semes- 
ter (or  oftener,  if  requested,)  a  report  is  sent  to  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  each  student,  stating  grades  and 
absences  from  recitations  and  examinations,  together  with 
such  other  information  respecting  the  student's  progress 
and  conduct  as  may  be  deemed  proper  to  communicate, 
or  as  the  parent  or  guardian  may  especially  request. 

Changes  in  Regulations  Covering  Courses  of  Study, 
Degrees,  Discipline,  Etc. — The  college  reserves  the  right 
to  amend  the  regulations  covering  the  granting  of  degrees, 
the  course  of  study,  and  the  conduct  of  students.  Mem- 
bership in  Bethany  College  and  the  receiving  of  a  degree 
are  privileges,  not  rights. 

STUDENT    HONORS 

Class  Honors — Class  honors  are  awarded  at  the  end  of 
each  college  year  on  the  basis  of  quality  points  earned. 
The  names  of  first  and  second  honor  students  are  pub- 
lished at  Commencement  time.  Freshmen  must  earn  60 
quality  points,  sophomores  70,  juniors  75,  and  seniors  80 
during  a  year  in  order  to  be  classed  as  first  honor  students. 
In  order  to  be  classed  as  second  honor  students,  freshmen 
must  earn  50  quality  points,  sophomores  60,  juniors  65, 
and  seniors  75.  The  quality  points  are  determined  on  the 
basis  of  15  hours  academic  work. 
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Graduation  Honors — Students  who  earn  320  quality- 
points  in  four  years  or  170  during  junior  and  senior  years, 
with  no  grade  under  B,  are  graduated  with  the  honor 
Summa  Cum  Laude.  Those  who  earn  300  quality  points 
in  four  years  or  160  during  junior  and  senior  years  with 
no  grade  under  C  are  graduated  with  the  honor  Magna 
Cum  Laude.  Those  who  earn  260  quality  points  in  four 
years  or  140  during  junior  and  senior  years  with  no  grade 
under  C  are  graduated  with  the  honor  Cum  Laude. 

It  is  understood  that  a  student  must  have  been  enrolled 
in  this  college  during  his  or  her  junior  and  senior  years 
and  must  have  satisfied  the  faculty  as  to  general  merits 
as  a  participant  in  college  life  in  order  to  be  eligible  for 
graduation  honors. 

In  counting  quality  points  for  graduation  honors  the 
points  for  the  best  120  hours  in  four  years  or  the  best  60 
hours  in  two  years  are  the  ones  considered. 


EXPENSES 

Tuition — The  tuition  each  semester  is  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  fifteen  academic  hours  or  less.  For  each  academic 
hour  in  excess  of  fifteen  an  additional  six  dollars  is 
charged  . 

Room  Rent  in  Phillips  Hall — Rooms  for  young  ladies 
in  Phillips  Hall  rent  for  $2.00  a  week  for  each  student. 
This  rate  is  on  the  supposition  that  each  room  has  two 
occupants.  For  those  choosing  to  room  alone  the  room 
rent  will  be  double  this  price.  Each  student  is  expected  to 
furnish  comforts,  blankets,  sheets,  pillow  cases  and  towels. 

Young  ladies  intending  to  enter  college  and  desiring 
rooms  in  this  hall  should  make  application  for  same  early 
in  the  summer.  There  are  rooms  for  only  sixty  young 
ladies  and  all  are  usually  rented  before  college  opens  in 
September. 

Room  Rent  in  Cochran  Hall — Rooms  in  this  hall  for 
young  men  rent  for  $2.00  a  week  for  each  student.  There 
are  some  single  rooms  for  those  who  desire  to  room  alone. 
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Young  men  rooming  in  this  hall  are  expected  to  furnish 
their  own  sheets,  pillow  cases,  pillows,  bed-spreads,  blank- 
ets and  towels,  and  to  care  for  their  rooms.  Those  desir- 
ing to  live  in  this  dormitory  should  engage  their  rooms  in 
advance.  Information  concerning  the  engaging  of  rooms 
in  advance  may  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  catalogue. 

Board  in  Phillips  Hall — Board  in  this  hall  is  for  ladies 
only  and  the  charge  for  meals  is  $5.50  per  week.  All 
young  lady  students  are  expected  to  board  here. 

Board  in  Cochran  Hall — Board  in  this  hall  is  for  young 
men  and  costs  $5.50  per  week.

DEPOSIT    FOR    BREAKAGE    IN    CHEMICAL 
LABORATORIES 

Besides  the  fees  named  above  each  student  enrolled  for 
work  in  Chemistry  must  make  a  deposit  each  semester  of 
$3.00  for  Course  11  or  12;  $5.00  for  Course  41  or  42,  and 
$10.00  for  Course  53  or  54.  This  deposit,  less  any  charges 
that  may  be  made  for  breakage,  is  returned  to  the  student 
at  the  end  of  the  semester. 

TIME    OF    PAYMENT    OF    ACCOUNTS 

Tuition,  room  rent,  student  fee,  and  special  fees  for 
laboratory   courses   are   to   be   paid   each   semester   in   ad- 
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vance.  Board  bills  are  to  be  settled  at  least  each  two 
weeks  in  advance.  Every  student  using  a  scholarship 
must  present  it  or  a  copy  of  it  to  the  Bursar  at  the  time 
of  registration. 

When  tuition,  room  rent  and  fees  are  not  paid  on  regis- 
tration day  the  same  are  charged  with  10%  added.  In  case 
this  account  is  paid  by  the  end  of  the  two  weeks  following 
registration  day  the  10%  is  deducted. 

All  accounts  with  the  college  must  be  provided  for  by 
the  middle  of  each  semester  and  paid  in  full  before*  stu- 
dents are  admitted  to  the  final  examinations  held  at  the 
close  of  each  semester. 

No  portion  of  a  student's  fee  is  returned  on  account  of 
withdrawal  from  college  unless  the  withdrawal  be  rendered 
necessary  by  ill  health.  No  allowance  is  made  on  this 
account  for  less  than  four  weeks. 


AIMS  AND  PURPOSES 


GENERAL    PURPOSE 

Bethany  College  is  content  to  be  no  more  than  a  college 
doing  a  high  grade  of  work  of  standard  type.  The  charter 
of  Bethany  College  issued  in  1840  provides  that  it  shall 
be  an  institution  "of  learning  for  the  instruction  of  youth 
in  the  various  branches  of  science  and  literature,  the  useful 
arts,  agriculture,  and  the  learned  and  foreign  languages". 
Hence  the  course  of  study  is  planned  in  such  a  way  as  to 
provide  thorough  discipline  and  develop  those  powers  that 
enable  one  to  observe  and  think.  About  one-half  of  the 
college  course  is  prescribed. 

The  faculty  is  ready  to  make  suggestions  for  the  benefit 
of  students  that  expect  to  pursue  training  in  professional 
schools.  Provisions  are  made  for  such  choice  through  a 
liberal  offering  of  majors  and  minors  as  well  as  related, 
elective  courses.  The  following  statements  will  indicate 
the  range  of  work  available  for  those  who  may  have  a 
special  interest  in  the  particular  fields  named. 

TRAINING     FOR     MINISTERIAL    AND 
MISSIONARY    STUDENTS 

For  ministerial  students  taking  the  A.  B.  courses  and 
desiring  to  major  in  New  Testament  or  Religious  Educa- 
tion the  usual  standard  courses  of  study  are  provided.  This 
is  likewise  true  of  students  who  desire  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  work  on  the  mission  field,  pastoral  helpers, 
or  directors  of  Religious  Education.  Such  courses  are 
not  detailed  in  outline  in  the  catalog  but  are  available  as 
shown  in  the  regular  announcements  of  the  departments. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  aims  it  is  urged  that 
all  who  plan  to  pursue  a  course  elsewhere  leading  to  the 
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B.D.  degree  be  most  careful  in  the  selection  of  their  work 
for  the  A.B.  degree.  Survey  courses  in  both  Old  and  New 
Testament  are  offered  to  undergraduates. 


TRAINING  OF  TEACHERS 

The  primary  aim  of  the  Department  of  Education  is  to 
send  forth  graduates  with  professional  enthusiasm,  knowl- 
edge of  basic  principles  of  educational  theory  and  prac- 
tice, and  with  special  preparation  to  teach  certain  chosen 
subjects  embraced  in  the  secondary  school  curricula. 

Candidates  for  state  high  school  teaching  certificates 
are  privileged  to  observe  and  to  do  practice  teaching  in 
the  local  high  school.  The  excellent  high  schools  of 
Wellsburg,  Warwood,  Wheeling,  and  Steubenville  are 
accessible  and  are  available  for  additional  observation  in 
special  subjects. 

State  Recognition.  The  Departments  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion of  Ohio,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Illinois, 
West  Virginia  and  of  some  other  states  have  placed 
Bethany  College  on  the  approved  list  of  schools  for  the 
training  of  teachers.  This  means  that  graduates  of 
Bethany  College  may  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  these 
states  without  taking  the  usual  teachers'  examination, 
provided  they  pursue  certain  required  subjects  in  edu- 
cation. 

Requirements  for  a  High  School  Teacher's  Certificate. 

As  a  part  of  the  required  hours  for  graduation,  students 
of  any  department  desiring  a  high  school  certificate  upon 
graduation  must  include  the  following  work  along  educa- 
tional lines: 

I — Courses  required  by  the  laws  of  certain  states-, — 
Psychology  3  hours   (Satisfied  by  Psyc.  31  or  32)

All  the  courses  offered  in  this  catalog  as  Education  may 
be  counted  towards  certificate  requirements  but  it  is 
important  always  to  include  Educational  Psychology,  Prin- 
ciples of  Education  and  Practice  Teaching  for  any  state 
and  such  courses  in  addition  as  the  particular  law  indi- 
cates. 

TRAINING    IN    MUSIC 

A  liberal  all-embracing  education  having  been  the  aim 
of  Bethany  College  from  its  very  inception,  music  has  for 
year  been  given  its  proper  place  in  the  curriculum. 

Recognizing  the  cultural  and  educative  value  of  a  course 
in  Music,  the  college  makes  the  study  of  Musical  Theory 
one  of  the  elective  courses  of  the  college  and  allows  the 
same  to  be  used  for  credit  toward  the  baccalaureate  degree. 
A  maximum  of  twelve  semester  hours  will  be  allowed. 

Students  of  the  Music  Department  are  required  to  pursue 
at  least  one  study  in  some  other  department  of  the  college. 

A  College  Band,  College  Orchestra  and  Choral  Perform- 
ances offer  the  student  body  a  varied  field  of  musical 
activity.  A  modern,  well  appointed  pipe  organ  is  avail- 
able for  practice  purposes.  For  terms  of  organ  rental, 
piano  rental  and  tuition  fees  consult  the  general  table  of 
expenses. 

Requirements    for    Graduation    in    Music — No    degree    is 
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given  in  Music,  but  a  Diploma  of  Graduation  is  conferred 
upon  the  completion  of  the  Collegiate  Course  in  Piano,  the 
course  in  Organ  and  the  course  in  Voice,  together  with 
a  prescribed  course  in  Theory  as  follows: 

Piano  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52,  53-54,  33-34,  55-56. 

Organ  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52,  53-54. 

Voice  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52. 

A  teacher's  certificate  is  conferred  upon  the  completion 
of  the  third  year  of  the  Collegiate  Piano  Course  and  the 
courses  in  Theory  required  for  graduation  in  Piano. 

PRE-MEDICAL   TRAINING 

For  those  intending  to  take  up  the  study  of  medicine, 
the  college  offers  courses  which  satisfy  the  entrance  re- 
quirements of  the  best  medical  schools  of  the  country. 
These  schools  require  as  a  minimum  eight  semester  hours 
in  each  of  the  sciences,  biology  and  physics,  and  sixteen 
semester  hours  of  chemistry,  of  which  eight  must  be 
organic  chemistry,  six  semester  hours  of  English  and 
eight  semester  hours  of  foreign  language,  preferably 
German  or  French. 

Some  of  the  best  medical  colleges  are  now  open  only 
to  students  who  have  obtained  a  baccalaureate  degree 
from  some  standard  college  or  university.  If  at  all  pos- 
sible, students  are  advised  therefore  to  obtain  such  a 
preparation  and  thus  avail  themselves  of  more  courses 
along  scientific  lines  than  the  minimum  pre-medical  re- 
quirements. Advanced  courses  in  zoology,  histology, 
embryology,  psychology,  chemistry  and  the  languages  are 
urged.  A  majority  of  good  medical  schools  now  prefer 
that  students  applying  for  admission  offer  a  major  in 
chemistry. 

PRE-LEGAL   TRAINING 

Applicants  for  admission  to  a  law  school  should  have 
completed  the  regular  college  course  and  obtained  the 
A.  B.  degree;   however,  practically  all  universities  permit 
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students  to  begin  the  work  in  law  when  sixty-four  hours, 
or  two  years,  of  regular  college  work  have  been  done, 
provided  that  the  sixty-four  hours  include  certain  required 
pre-legal  courses.  The  requisites  are:  English,  ten  to 
twelve  hours,  including  rhetoric  and  practical  composi- 
tion; Latin,  two  years,  at  least  to  include  Tacitus;  His- 
tory, six  hours,  which  must  include  American  and  English 
constitutional  history.  Courses  strongly  recommended  are 
Psychology,  three  hours;  Logic,  three  hours;  Sociology, 
three  hours;  Economics,  six  hours;  Mathematics,  six 
hours  elementary  and  three  hours  of  Surveying;  Medieval 
History,  three  to  six  hours;  Political  Science,  six  to  twelve 
hours;  applied  Economics,  applied  Psychology,  Crimin- 
ology, and  School  Law. 

TRAINING    FOR    ENGINEERING    STUDENTS 

Bethany  College  does  not  claim  to  train  students  in  any 
phase  of  engineering,  but  those  who  plan  to  specilize 
elsewhere  in  work  of  this  character  will  find  it  possible 
to  do  one  or  two  years  of  work  in  this  college  for  which 
credit  will  be  given  in  engineering  schools.  Courses  in 
Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry,  English,  Foreign  Lan- 
guages and  a  few  other  lines  of  work  may  be  advanta- 
geously pursued  and  the  expense  of  doing  the  work  here 
is  much  less  than  it  would  be  in  a  technical  institution. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
ADMISSION 


Applicants  for  admission  to  Bethany  College  must  fur- 
nish evidence  of  good  character  and  be  no  less  than  sixteen 
years  of  age.  Those  coming  from  other  colleges  must 
present  evidence  of  honorable  dismissal  from  the  school 
last  attended. 

Admission  by  Certificate — Graduates  from  first  grade 
High  Schools  accredited  by  various  states  are  admitted  to 
the  college  upon  presentation  of  evidence  that  they  have 
completed  a  four  year  course  of  study.  They  must  offer 
not  less  than  fifteen  units. 

Definition  of  a  Unit — In  evaluating  the  work  offered  by 
applicants  for  admission,  the  following  definition  of  a  unit 
made  by  the  National  Conference  Committee  on  standards 
of  colleges  and  secondary  schools  is  used: 

A  unit  represents  a  year's  study  in  any  subject  in  a 
secondary  school  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of 
a  full  year's  work." 

This  definition  of  a  unit  takes  the  four-year  high  school 
course  as  a  basis  and  assumes  that  the  length  of  the  school 
year  is  from  thirty-six  to  forty  weeks,  that  a  period  is  from 
forty  to  sixty  minutes  in  length  and  that  the  study  is  pur- 
sued for  four  or  five  periods  a  week;  but  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  a  satisfactory  year's  work  cannot  be  ac- 
complished in  less  than  120  sixty-minute  hours  or  their 
equivalent.  Schools  organized  on  a  different  basis  can, 
nevertheless,  estimate  their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit. 
Two  hours  of  laboratory  work  are  assumed  to  be  equiva- 
lent to  one  hour  of  class  room  work.

freshman  mathematics  in  the  college. 

±One  unit  of  any  foreign  language  will  not  be  accepted 
for  entrance  unless  the  student  continues  a  study  of  the 
same  language  in  college. 

A  student  coming  from  an  accredited  first  grade  High 
School  and  offering  at  least  15  units  for  entrance,  but  lack- 
ing one  or  more  of  the  prescribed  ones,  may  be  enrolled 
as  a  Freshman  but  said  student  will  be  required  to  elect 
in  the  college,  for  each  unit  lacking,  four  hours  of  work  in 
the  same  department,  in  addition  to  the  number  of  pre- 
scribed college  hours. 

Distribution  of  Units — The  following  subjects  are  regu- 
larly accepted  for  admission.  The  maximum  number  of 
units  allowed  in  each  is  also  indicated.  With  the  approval 
of  the  Dean  of  the  College  subjects  not  listed  but  included 
in  the  curriculum  of  a  first  grade  High  School  may  be 
accepted  for  credit.

Admission  by  Examination — Students  who  for  a  good 
reason  have  not  been  permitted  to  complete  a  high  school 
course  of  study,  but  furnish  evidence  of  an  equivalent 
training,  may  be  admitted  to  Freshman  standing  upon 
examination  at  the  college. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing — Students  from  other 
standard  colleges  may  be  admitted  upon  presentation  of 
evidence  that  they  have  satisfied  the  entrance  require- 
ments of  this  college  and  were  in  good  and  regular  stand- 
ing in  the  institution  last  attended.  All  applications  for 
advanced  standing  must  be  accompanied  by  certificates 
stating  the  nature  and  extent  of  college  courses  completed 
and  signed  by  the  President  or  other  official  of  the  college 
where  the  work  was  done. 

In  no  case  will  a  student  be  granted  a  degree  who  has 
not  been  in  attendance  at  this  college  at  least  during  the 
senior  year. 

Admission  of  Special  Students — Mature  men  and  women 
not  under  21  years  of  age,  who  are  not  able  to  present  15 
entrance  units,  are  admitted  to  this  college  as  special 
students  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  of  the  Southern 
States.      Such    students   are   not   regularly    classified,    are 
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not  given  college  credit  for  work  done  and  are  not 
accepted  as  candidates  for  degrees.  If  at  any  time  they 
satisfy  their  entrance  deficiencies,  they  may  be  admitted 
to  Freshman  standing.  In  no  case  will  college  credit  be 
given  for  college  courses  taken  before  entrance  require- 
ments are  completed. 

Method  of  Enrollment — Students  who  plan  to  enter  the 
college  for  the  first  time  must  furnish  the  Registrar  with 
certificates  indicating  the  nature  and  extent  of  their  prepa- 
ration. These  certificates  must  be  signed  by  the  Princi- 
pal or  Superintendent  of  the  High  School  attended  and 
should  be  mailed  to  the  Registrar,  if  possible,  before  Sep- 
tember 1st.  Blank  certificates  for  this  purpose  will  be 
furnished  by  the  college,  if  desired.  On  registration  day 
these  students  are  apprised  of  their  standing  and,  if  per- 
mitted to  enroll,  fill  out,  with  the  aid  of  advisers,  enroll- 
ment cards. 

During  the  month  of  May  all  students  of  the  college  are 
obliged  to  fill  out  advance  enrollment  blanks  indicating 
the  courses  of  study  planned  for  the  coming  year.  These 
courses  must  be  approved  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  and 
any  changes  that  are  subsequently  made  in  the  plans 
must  be  sanctioned  by  him.  On  registration  day  at  the 
opening  of  each  semester  these  students  fill  out  enroll- 
ment cards  in  accordance  with  their  approved  plans.  They 
are  directed  in  this  work  by  the  Registration  Committee 
for  upper  classmen. 

To  complete  enrollment  all  enrollment  cards  must  be 
presented  by  the  students  to  the  college  Bursar  with  whom 
settlement  is  made  of  semester  bills. 

The  names  of  students  in  the  various  courses  are  fur- 
nished to  the  instructors  by  the  Registrar. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
GRADUATION 


Degrees — Courses  are  offered  in  Bethany  College  leading 
to  the  degrees  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science. 

Requirement  of  Hours  for  Graduation — Candidates  for  a 
baccalaureate  degree  are  required  to  complete  124  semes- 
ter hours  of  college  work  of  which  not  to  exceed  four 
hours  may  be  offered  in  Physical  Education.  Of  the  124 
hours  required,  the  following  are  prescribed:

Requirement  of  Quality  Points  for  Graduation — In  addi- 
tion to  the- number  of  hours  required,  candidates  for  a 
degree  must  earn  at  least  120  quality  points  which  are 
awarded  as  follows: 

For  a  grade  of  A,  three  quality  points  for  each  hour 

of  academic  credit. 
For  a   grade   of  B,   two   quality   points   for   each   hour 

of  academic  credit. 
For   a    grade   of   C,    one    quality   point   for   each    hour 

of  academic  credit. 
For  a  grade  of  D,  no  quality  points. 
A  grade  of  F  standing  on  the  records  at  the  time  the 
student  asks  for  a  degree  or  applies  for  a  transfer  of 
credit  will  lessen  the  number  of  the  applicant's  quality 
points  one  for  each  hour  represented  by  the  course  in 
which  failure   is   recorded. 
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RULES    GOVERNING    MAJORS    AND    MINORS 

1.  Students  are  required  to  choose  major  and  minor 
subjects  not  later  than  the  beginning  of  the  junior  year 
and  these  subjects  cannot  be  changed  after  this  time 
without  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Faculty. 

2.  Twenty-four  semester  hours  are  required  as  the 
minimum  for  a  major  and  eighteen  semester  hours  as 
the  minimum  for  a  minor.  Thirty-six  hours  of  the  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  required  for  graduation  is  the 
maximum  number  that  is  allowed  in  any  one  department. 

3.  Not  to  exceed  six  hours  of  the  twenty-four  required 
for  a  major  can  be  counted  from  another  department,  and 
this  can  be  done  only  when  the  departments  are  very 
closely  related  and  after  the  heads  of  the  departments 
concerned  as  well  as  the  President  and  the  Dean  of  the 
College  have  agreed  to  the  arrangement. 

4.  In  the  fulfillment  of  major  requirements  freshman 
courses  are  excluded  in  departments  where  it  is  possible 
to  do  so.  In  no  case  is  more  than  eight  hours  of  work 
of  freshman  rank  allowed  to  count  toward  the  major 
requirement  and  at  least  eight  hours  must  be  above 
sophomore  rank.  Heads  of  departments  are  urged  to 
so  direct  the  work  of  their  major  students  as  to  cause 
as  much  as  possible  of  the  work  to.be  done  during  the 
junior  and  senior  years.  A  large  part  should  be  taken 
during  the  senior  year. 

5.  The  major  and  minor  subjects  should  be  closely 
related  unless  the  occupation  for  which  the  student  is 
preparing  demands  another  combination.  In  any  case, 
before  selecting  a  minor,  the  head  of  the  department  in 
which  the  major  is  being  taken  should  be  consulted  and 
the  selection  must  meet  the  approval  of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  major  and  also  of  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

6.  Not  to  exceed  eight  hours  of  work  of  freshman  rank 
is  counted  in  satisfying  the  eighteen  hour  requirement 
for  a  minor. 

7.  At  least  thirty-six  quality  points  are  required  for 
work  in  the  major  subject  and  at  least  eighteen  for  work 
in  the  minor  subject. 
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COURSES    SPECIFIED    FOR    MAJORS 

Biology 

Students  majoring  in  biology  will  be  required  to  select 
either  one  or  the  other  of  the  following  sequence  of 
courses  in  the  department: 

I.     Biology  11-12,  35-36,  51-52,  and  71-72;   or 
II.     Biology  11-12,  35-36,  65,  68,  and  71-72. 
The  following  courses  are  recommended  as  electives: 
For  sequence  I,  Biology  34  and  68; 
For  sequence  II,  Biology  46. 
A  minimum  of  16  semester  hours  of  chemistry,  at  least 
four   of   which    are    organic    chemistry,   will   be    required. 
It  is  further  recommended  that  a  minor  be  selected  in  a 
laboratory  science  and  that  either  German  or  French  be 
selected  to  meet  language  requirements. 

Chemistry 

Students  majoring  in  chemistry  will  be  required  to  take 
courses  11-12,  41-42,  53-54,  and  73-74.  Courses  71-72  are 
strongly  recommended  as  electives.  It  is  also  recom- 
mended that  calculus  and  physics  31-32  be  taken  and 
that  a  laboratory  science  be  selected  as  a  minor.  For 
those  who  expect  to  do  graduate  work  in  chemistry  a 
knowledge  of  German  and  French  is  very  essential. 

Economics 

The  courses  required  for  a  major  in  economics  are 
53-54,  71-72,  and  73-74.  The  following  may  be  used  to 
complete  the  twen>ty-four  hours  required,  not  to  exceed 
six  being  transferred  from  any  other  department:  history 
11-12  and  mathematics  37-38.  Students  are  strongly  urged 
to  elect  psychology  53-54. 

Education 

Of  the  twenty-four  hours  constituting  the  minimum  for 
a  major  in  education,  the  following  courses  must  be  a 
part : 
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Education  41  or  42,  51-52,  71  or  72,  75-76,  and  81  or  82. 

Note:  Students  who  expect  to  teach  in  high  school 
upon  graduation  from  college  are  advised  that  it  is  im- 
portant to  have  two  fields  like  English  and  History  in 
which  they  have  sufficient  hours  to  teach.  Since  the 
subjects  to  be  taught  must  appear  on  the  face  of  the 
certificate,  it  is  better  to  take  the  major  in  such  fields 
rather  than  in  education. 

English 

The  requirements  for  a  major  in  English  are: 
Twenty-four    hours    beyond    English     11-12    to    include 

English    31-32;    33-34;    either    59-60    or    73-74;    and    either 

57-58  or  79-80. 

French 

French  11-12  will  not  be  counted  toward  a  major  in- 
French.  All  other  courses  offered  by  the  department 
will  be  .  Two  hours  of  Comparative  Literature  will  be 
required  of  students  majoring  in  French. 

German 

In  satisfying  the  twenty-four  hour  requirement  for  a 
major  in  German  any  courses  offered  by  the  department 
may  be  counted  excepting  11-12,  21-22,  and  41-42.  At  least 
two  hours  m.  Comparative  Literature  must  be  taken.  Stu- 
dents intending  to  teach  German  should  be  sure  to  include 
course  4344. 

Greek 

In  satisfying  the  twenty-four  hour  requirement  for  a 
major  in  Greek,  courses  41-42,  51-52,  and  53-54  must  be 
taken.     Courses  11-12  cannot  be  counted  toward  a  major. 

History 
For    a    major    in    History,    courses    33-34    and    51-52    are 
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required.  If  History  11-12  is  applied  on  a  History  major, 
the  minimum  number  of  hours  for  the  major  will  be 
thirty  instead  of  twenty-four.  Those  who  desire  the 
recommendation  of  the  department  for  teachers'  positions 
must  take  courses  101-102.  Courses  in  Political  Science 
apply  on  both  major  and  minor  in  History. 

Latin 

In  satisfying  the  requirements  for  a  major  any  course 
offered  by  the  department  may  be  counted  excepting 
courses    11-12    and    13-14. 

Mathematics 

To  satisfy  the  requirements  for  a  major  in  Mathematics 
all  courses  offered  by  the  department  may  be  counted 
excepting  37-38. 

New  Testament 

For  those  who  are  majoring  in  New  Testament  courses 
numbers  31-32  are  required.  The  other  eighteen  hours 
may  be  elected  from  New  Testament  courses  numbers 
71-86.  It  is  recommended  that  students  take  at  least 
one  year  of  Old  Testament,  one  year  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion, and  Church  History  80.  Students  are  requested  to 
take  only  six  hours  of  New  Testament  before  their  junior 
year. 

Psychology 

Students  majoring  in  Psychology  must  offer,  in  addition 
to  twenty-four  hours'  credit  in  this  department,  Biology 
11-12  which  should  be  taken  during  the  freshman  or 
sophomore  year. 

Physics 

Students  majoring  in  Physics  may  satisfy  the  twenty- 
four  hours  required  by  taking  any  of  the  courses  offered 
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by  the  department.  All  students  majoring  in  this  subject 
should  take  at  least  courses  11-12  and  31-32  in  the  De- 
partment of  Mathematics. 

Religious    Education 

Any  course  offered  by  the  department  may  be  counted 
toward  a  major.  Additional  hours  to  complete  the  twenty- 
four  required  for  a  major  may  include  Old  Testament 
35-36  or  New  Testament  31-32. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 


In  numbering  of  courses  first  semester  courses  have  odd 
numbers  and  second  semester  courses  even  numbers.  A 
course  having  both  an  odd  and  even  number,  as  11-12,  runs 
continuously  throughout  the  year.  In  registering  for  the 
course,  the  odd  number  is  used  the  first  semester,  and  the 
even  the  second.  Courses  numbered  from  11  to  30  are  for 
Freshmen,  from  31  to  50  for  Sophomores  and  from  51 
upwards  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

Courses  marked  with  an  asterisk  count  for  one  hour 
less  than  the  usual  credit  when  elected  by  students  in 
their  senior  year. 

The  number  in  parenthesis  after  the  name  of  the  course 
indicates  the  credit  given  for  it  each  semester.  The  hours 
and  the  name  of  the  instructor  follow  the  description  of 
the  course. 

A  course  may  not  be  offered,  if  called  for  by  less  than 
five  students. 

One  unit  of  any  language  is  not  accepted  in  meeting 
the  requirements  for  entrance  to  this  college  unless  the 
student  continues  a  study  of  the  same  language  in  the 
college.

HISTORY  AND  EQUIPMENT 


ORIGIN 


Buffalo  Seminary,  the  fore-runner  of  Bethany  College, 
was  inaugurated  at  Bethany,  W.  Va.,  in  the  year  1818  in 
the  home  of  Alexander  Campbell,  commonly  known  as  the 
Mansion.  Here  Mr.  Campbell  offered  educational  advan- 
tages for  the  youth  of  the  community  as  well  as  training 
for  young  men  in  the  work  of  the  Christian  ministry. 

In  1840  Bethany  College  was  chartered  by  the  State 
of  Virginia,  through  the  efforts  of  John  C.  Campbell  of 
Wheeling,  W.  Va.  Its  first  donation  was  a  $1,000  legacy 
made  by  Philip  B.  Pendleton  of  Virginia.  The  campus 
was  donated  by  the  first  President  of  the  College,  Alexan- 
der Campbell,  who  on  his  own  responsibility  began  at 
once  the  erection  of  a  commodious  brick  building  for  the 
use  of  the  College.  The  first  session  opened  in  October, 
1841. 

LOCATION 

Bethany  College  is  situated  in  the  Pan  Handle  of  West 
Virginia,  seven  miles  southeast  of  Wellsburg,  fifteen  miles 
north  of  Wheeling,  and  forty  miles  south  of  Pittsburgh. 
Being  as  it  is,  almost  one  thousand  feet  above  sea  level 
and  surrounded  by  picturesque  and  inspiring  scenery,  the 
location  is  considered  very  attractive  and  healthful.  The 
village  in  which  the  college  is  located  is  easily  accessible, 
being  connected  with  Wellsburg  by  a  bus  line.  At  Wells- 
burg connection  is  made  with  traction  lines  for  Steuben- 
ville,  Wheeling  and  other  Ohio  River  points  and  also  with 
the  Pennsylvania  Lines  R.  R.  Brilliant,  Ohio,  just  across 
the  Ohio  River  from  Wellsburg,  is  situated  on  the  Cleve- 
land and  Pittsburgh  Railroad. 
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BUILDINGS    AND    GROUNDS 

The  College  Campus — The  college  campus,  containing 
about  fifty  acres,  overlooks  the  beautiful  Buffalo  Creek.  A 
well  kept  lawn,  concrete  walks,  tennis  courts,  attractive 
entrance  gates  and  hundreds  of  trees  and  shrubs  give  the 
campus  a  park-like  appearance.  These  beautiful  surround- 
ings have  a  cultural  advantage  for  students  which  should 
not  be  overlooked. 

The  Main  College  Building — The  main  college  building 
stands  on  an  elevation  in  the  center  of  an  attractive 
campus.  It  is  an  imposing  structure  of  Gothic  architect- 
ure and  is  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
used.  It  contains  twenty-eight  rooms,  most  of  which  are 
used  as  class  rooms.  Along  the  west  side  and  running  the 
entire  length  of  the  building  is  the  Corridor,  an  open 
promenade  310  feet  in  length. 

The  E.  W.  Oglebay  Hall  of  Agriculture — This  hall  was 
donated  to  the  college  by  the  late  Earl  W.  Oglebay,  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  June  7,  1911. 
The  building  is  used  mainly  for  the  teaching  of  the 
sciences.  It  contains  chemical,  biological  and  home 
economics  laboratories,  a  chemical  supply  room,  several 
class  rooms  and  the  college  administration  offices.  The 
style  of  architecture  is  Tudor  Gothic  and  harmonizes  with 
the  Main  College  building. 

Carnegie  Library  Building — This  building  is  95  feet  wide 
and  is  constructed  of  brown  pressed  brick  with  Berea 
sandstone  trimmings.  The  interior  is  finished  with  pol- 
ished oak  and  presents  a  very  attractive  appearance.  On 
the  first  floor  is  a  large  social  and  banquet  room  which 
has  been  made  very  attractive  through  the  generosity  of 
the  late  Mrs.  E.  W.  Oglebay.  The  second  floor  is  given 
over  to  the  library  proper  and  contains  reading  rooms  and 
the  book  stack  room  which  is  furnished  with  steel  shelving. 
On  the  third  floor  is  a  large  reading  room  equipped  with 
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shelves  for  bound  copies  of  magazines  and  journals. 
There  are  also  two  large  class  rooms  and  a  museum  on 
this  floor. 

The  Percy  B.  Cochran  Hall. — This  modern  dormitory 
was  donated  to  the  college  by  Hon  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Un- 
iontown,  Pa.  in  1910,  as  a  memorial  to  his  son  Percy  B. 
Cochran.  The  building  is  four  stories  high.  A  large  din- 
ing-room, together  with  kitchen  and  storage  rooms,  and 
a  reception  room  occupy  the  first  floor.  The  other  floors 
are  used  as  rooming  places  for  young  men.  The  building 
is  of  fireproof  construction  and  built  on  the  latest  im- 
proved plan.  The  second  and  third  floors  are  arranged  in 
suites.  In  each  suite  tttfere  is  a  study  room  and  adjoining 
this  study  there  are  two  bedrooms.  The  building  through- 
out is  heated  with  steam  and  supplied  with  all  of  the 
modern  conveniences.  In  this  building  are  also  rooms  for 
a  faculty  resident  who  has  direct  supervision  over  the 
building  and   the   student   residents. 

The  Irvin  Gymnasium — This  strictly  modern  gymnasium 
was  donated  by  the  Irvin  family  of  Big  Run,  Pa.  The 
building,  being  of  Gothic  architecture,  is  in  harmony  with 
the  main  college  building.  It  is  100  feet  in  length  and  52 
feet  in  width  and  is  equipped  with  swimming  pool  20x40 
feet,  shower  baths,  team  rooms,  trophy  room,  lecture  room, 
janitor's  living  room,  locker,  running  track  and  some  rooms 
used  as  offices,  in  addition  to  the  main  gymnasium  floor. 

Phillips  Hall — This  dormitory,  donated  by  the  late  Hon. 
Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Sr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  is  stately  and 
commodius,  heated  with  steam  and  altogether  adapted  to 
the  needs  and  conveniences  of  young  ladies.  Very  recently 
several  thousand  dollars  have  been  expended  on  improve- 
ments in  this  building.  It  has  a  capacity  for  sixty  roomers. 
There  is  a  large  dining  room  on  the  first  floor  for  the  use 
of  lady  students  and  teachers.  In  this  hall  are  also  the 
rooms  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  who  has  direct  supervision 
over  all  the  lady  students  of  the  college.    An  earnest  effort 
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is  made  to  make  this  hall  a  pleasant  and  attractive  home 
for  young  ladies 

The  Cochran  Central  Heating  Plant — The  college  came 
into  possession  of  this  building  and  its  equipment  through 
the  generosity  of  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa. 
Eight  college  buildings,  the  Bethany  Memorial  Church  and 
several  dwelling  houses  which  belong  to  the  college  are 
adequately  heated  from  this  source.  Coal,  taken  from 
grounds  owned  by  the  college,  is  delivered  by  miners 
direct  to  the  storage  room  of  the  plant  without  the  labor 
of  rehandling. 

Pendleton  Heights — A  short  distance  to  the  north  of  the 
Main  Building  on  the  campus  is  the  home  of  the  President, 
known  as  Pendleton  Heights.  This  building  was  erected 
by  W.  K.  Pendleton,  second  President  of  Bethany  College, 
and  is  admirably  suited  to  its  intended  purpose. 

Commencement  Hall — This  building  was  dedicated  June 
1st,  1924.  It  contains,  in  addition  to  the  chapel  and  com- 
mencement hall  proper,  five  class  rooms  and  the  physics 
laboratory.  The  building  is  very  attractive  and  service- 
able. 

Apartment  Houses  and  Other  Dwellings — The  college 
owns  three  apartment  houses  and  eight  other  dwellings  for 
the  use  of  married  students  and  people  connected  with  the 
college.  One  of  these  dwellings  is  situated  on  the  campus 
and  was  formerly  owned  and  occupied  by  the  late  Pro- 
fessor A.  C.  Pendleton.  One  is  used  by  one  of  the  sorori- 
ties of  the  college.  The  suites  of  the  apartment  houses 
furnish  very  satisfactory  homes  for  married  students  and 
rent  for  $180  a  year  with  heat  furnished. 

The  College  Farm  and  Farm  Buildings — Through  the 
generosity  of  E.  W.  Oglebay  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Bethany 
College  now  owns  the  Alexander  Campbell  farm  of  205 
acres.  At  Mr.  Oglebay's  expense  many  improvements 
have  been  made  on  this  farm,  including  a  large,  round 
dairy   barn    eighty-six   feet   in   diameter,   and    a   creamery 
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building.  By  a  deed  bearing  date  of  April  7th,  1914,  Miss 
Margaretta  E.  Parkinson  has  given  to  the  college  the 
farm  of  261  acres  adjoining  the  college  grounds  on  the 
north.  Two  other  tracts  of  land  are  owned  by  the  college, 
making  a  total  of  535  acres. 


LIBRARY    AND    READING    ROOMS 

The  Library  and  Reading  Room  Equipment — Besides  the 
bound  magazines  and  pamphlets,  the  library  now  contains 
19,600  volumes.  Many  volumes  are  added  yearly.  These 
are  cataloged  as  promptly  as  possible  and  are  classified 
by  subjects  according  to  the  Dewey  Decimal  System  of 
Classification.  Members  of  the  faculty  and  juniors  and 
seniors  who  hold  stack  cards  are  admitted  to  the  stacks. 
For  all  others,  books  are  brought  from  the  stacks  when 
needed. 

General  Regulations — The  college  library  is  open 
throughout  the  college  year  every  week  day  except  on 
special  occasions  as  may  be  determined  by  the  librarian. 
The  hours  are  7:30  A.  M.  to  9:00  P.  M.,  lunch,  dinner  and 
chapel  hours  and  Saturday  evenings  excepted.  Students 
in  every  department  are  entitled  to  the  free  use  of  the 
library.  Books  may  be  taken  out  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks  unless  they  are  on  "reserve".  Books  reserved  by 
instructors  for  class  work  cannot  be  taken  from  the 
building  until  9:00  P.  M.  and  must  be  returned  by  8:00 
A.  M.  the  following  day. 

Special  Collections — The  library  has  been  the  recipient 
of  several  valuable  collections,  among  which  may  be  men- 
tioned the  following:  the  libraries  of  Alexander  Campbell, 
Dr.  Robert  Richardson,  Miss  A.  C.  Pendleton  and  Archibald 
McLean. 

Reading  Rooms — The  best  periodicals,  including  some  of 
the  leading  dailies  and  weeklies,  as  well  as  monthly  and 
quarterly  magazines  and  journals,  come  regularly  to  the 
reading  room  tables. 
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LABORATORIES 

Chemical  Laboratories — All  the  second  floor  of  Oglebay 
Hall  is  used  by  the  Department  of  Chemistry  for  labora- 
tories, balance  rooms,  class  rooms  and  storage.  The 
equipment  is  modern  and  adequate  for  the  usual  college 
undergraduate  courses  in  General,  Analytical  and  Organic 
Chemistry. 

Physics  Laboratories — The  rooms  used  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physics  are  on  the  first  floor  of  Commencement 
Hall.  Modern  equipment  sufficient  for  at  least  three 
years  of  college  physics  is  in  possession  of  the  college. 

Biological  Laboratories — The  biological  laboratories  are 
situated  in  Oglebay  Hall.  These  laboratories  are  equipped 
with  compound  microscopes  and  other  apparatus  needed 
for  work  in  general  biology,  plant  morphology,  plant  physi- 
ology, plant  pathology,  general  zoology,  embryology,  his- 
tology, anatomy  and  physiology. 

Psychological  Laboratory. — The  Psychological  laboratory 
is  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  main  college  building 
in  connection  with  the  Psychology  lecture  room.  This 
laboratory  was  inaugurated  two  years  ago,  and  is  being 
built  up  rapidly  in  order  to  put  all  the  courses  of  the  de- 
partment on  a  laboratory  basis.  The  present  equipment 
is  sufficient  for  the  work  in  General  Psychology,  Elemen- 
tary Experimental  Psychology,  and  Tests  and  Measure- 
ments. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


ENDOWMENTS 

The  M.  M.  Cochran  General  Endowment — On  January 
25,  1921,  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa.,  gave 
Bethany  $500,000  to  be  known  as  the  M.  M.  Cochran 
General  Endowment  Fund.  This  amount  was  paid  at  once 
and  has  made  possible  the  attainment  of  high  aims  in  the 
academic  work  of  the  college.  On  February  19,  1923,  Mr. 
Cochran  gave  an  additional  $300,000  to  be  known  as  the 
M.  M.  Cochran  Endowment  of  1923. 

Endowment  of  Office  and  Chair  of  President  of  Bethany 
College — Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa.,  has 
donated  to  the  college  $100,000  as  an  endowment  of  the 
office  and  chair  of  the  President  of  the  college. 

Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Cochran  of  Dawson,  Pa.,  has  generously 
contributed  $25,000  toward  the  endowment  of  a  chair  to 
be  known  as  the  Sarah  B.  Cochran  Chair  of  Philosophy. 

Hon.  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Sr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  has 
given  $30,000  to  endow  a  chair  in  Bethany  College  to  be 
known  as  the  Thomas  W.  Phillips  Bible  Chair. 

Herbert  Moninger  Memorial  Chair  of  Bible  School 
Pedagogy — Through  the  interest  and  generosity  of  many 
Bible  Schools,  churches,  and  individuals,  a  fund  of  $25,000 
has  been  given  to  the  college  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Moninger  Memorial  Chair  of  Bible  School  Pedagogy. 

George  T.  Oliver  Endowment — The  late  Senator  George 
T.  Oliver  of  Pennsylvania,  an  alumnus  of  the  college,  gave 
$50,000  to  the  Permanent  Endowment  Fund  to  be  used 
for  the  endowment  of  the  Chair  of  History. 
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The  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Jr.,  Endowment — T.  W.  Phillips, 
Jr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  has  generously  donated  to  the 
college  $45,000  for  endowment  purposes. 

R.  A.  Long  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  gave  $50,000  to  the 
endowment  fund  of  the  college.  This  amount  was  used 
to  endow  the  Chair  of  Mathematics. 

Other  Endowment  Monies — Other  endowment  monies 
have  been  received  recently.  One  bequest  totaling  more 
than  $30,000  has  been  added  to  the  permanent  funds  of 
the   college.     The   total   endowment   of   the   institution   is 

$1,777,000. 

STUDENT    AID    AND    SELF    HELP 

Scholarships. — A  few  friends  of  Bethany  have  endowed 
scholarships  in  the  college.  These  range  in  value  from 
$20  per  semester  to  $75  per  semester.  They  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  donors  or  their  heirs  for  assignment. 

Other  scholarships  have  been  created  by  the  Trustees 
and  are  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  administration  for 
assignment  to  worthy  young  men  and  women  of  real 
promise  and  good  secondary  school  records.  Students 
with  poor  records  will  not  receive  consideration  in  award- 
ing these  scholarships.  Any  student  doing  indifferent 
college  work,  earning  grades  of  D  or  lower,  or-  those  found 
guilty  of  misconduct  may,  at  the  close  of  any  semester, 
be  deprived  of  the  use  of  a  scholarship.  Blanks  to  be 
used  in  applying  for  hese  scholarships  can  be  had  by 
applying  to  the  president  of  the  college. 

Phillips  Loan  Fund — Some  years  ago  the  Hon.  Thomas 
W.  Phillips  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  generously  donated  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  College  a  total  of  $10,000  to  be  loaned  to 
students.  Other  gifts  and  accrued  interest  have  increased 
this  fund  until  it  amounts  to  more  than  $12,000.  Loans 
from  this  fund  may  be  obtained  by  students  on  complying 
with  the  conditions  governing  the  same.     Approved  secu- 
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rity  is  required  of  all  those  borrowing  from  the  fund.  No 
student  is  loaned  more  than  $100  per  year.  All  notes 
bear  interest  from  date  of  maturity. 

Student  Employment — Work  on  the  college  farms  and 
other  work  about  the  college  affords  opportunities  to  a 
number  of  young  people  to  earn  money  to  meet  a  part  of 
college  expenses.  No  student  can  depend,  however,  on 
earning  more  than  enough  to  pay  board.  Work  is  not 
promised  to  all  who  apply,  and  such  as  show  a  disposition 
to  shirk  in  the  performance  of  duties  are  not  considered. 
An  application  for  work  must  be  accompanied  by  a  de- 
posit of  $5.00  as  a  guarantee  of  faithful  performance.  In 
case  work  is  not  obtained  the  deposit  will  be  refunded. 

Student  Preaching — Ministerial  students  are  frequently 
called  to  fill  pulpits  within  easy  reach  of  Bethany.  A  num- 
ber of  our  students  preach  regularly  for  near-by  churches, 
and  thus,  in  addition  to  the  good  they  do  for  others,  earn 
funds  to  meet  their  college  expenses.  It  is  recommended 
that  no  student  below  the  junior  year  preach  oftener  than 
alternate  Sundays. 

STUDENT    ACTIVITIES 

Athletics. — Besides  the  courses  in  Physical  Education, 
which  are  required  of  all  freshmen  and  sophomores  who 
are  found  on  examination  by  a  physician  to  be  physically 
able  to  do  the  work,  Bethany  College  maintains  intramural 
athletics  and  intercollegiate  teams  in  football,  basketball, 
baseball,  tennis  and  track.  This  phase  of  physical  train- 
ing is  under  the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  Athletic  Control 
made  up  of  the  faculty  committee  on  athletics  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  college,  four  members  of  the 
alumni  and  four  members  of  the  student  body.  One  of 
the  four  students  must  be  a  member  of  the  senior  class, 
one  of  the  junior  class,  one  of  the  sophomore  class  and 
one  of  the  Woman's  Athletic  Association.  The  President 
of  the  college  is  ex-officio  member  of  this  Board.  The 
captains  of  the  various  teams  are  chosen  by  the  members 
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of  the  teams.  Student  managers  of  teams  are  chosen 
by  the  Board.  The  Board  reserves  the  right  to  remove 
any  captain  or  manager  for  cause,  at  any  time. 

Bethany  College  is  a  member  of  the  Tri-State  Intercol- 
legiate  Conference. 

Student  Board  of  Governors. — As  a  means  of  governing 
and  directing  student  interests  and  student  acivities,  the 
Student  Board  of  Governors  is  maintained  by  the  student 
body  as  a  legislative  and  executive  body.  Matters  pertain- 
ing to  athletics,  debating,  student  publications,  social 
affairs,  and  general  student  interests  are  given  attention. 
The  student  fee  of  $10.00  a  semester  is  used  by  this  Board 
for  the  various  student  activities  and  organizations.  The 
Board  co-operates  with  the  college  administration  in  every 
way. 

Student  Publications. — Under  the  management  of  the 
Student  Board  of  Publication  the  students  publish  the 
Bethany  Collegian,  a  bi-weekly  newspaper,  devoted  to  the 
interests  of  the  college.  Annually  a  publication  called 
The  Bethanian  is  issued  under  the  more  direct  supervision 
of  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class.  The  student  fee  cov- 
ers the  cost  of  these  publications  and  so  every  student  is 
entitled  to  a  free  copy  of  each  issue. 

Literary  Society — There  is  in  connection  with  the  col- 
lege a  society  known  as  the  Adelphian  which  is  devoted 
to  the  cultivation  of  literary  composition  and  oratory. 
Students  of  the  College  are  urged  to  become  members  of 
this  organization. 

Debating  Contests — Each  year  teams  from  Bethany  Col- 
lege meet  teams  from  nearby  colleges.  This  intercollegiate 
debating  affords  the  best  of  opportunities  for  student 
development. 

Christian  Association — The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  has  a  large  and 
active  membership  and  is  doing  good  work.  Lady  stu- 
dents are  urged  to  become  affiliated  with  this  organization. 
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Volunteer  Mission  Band — There  is  in  the  college  a 
flourishing  Volunteer  Missionary  Band,  which  is  a  strong 
factor   in   developing   missionary   work. 

Ministerial  Association — This  association  is  made  up  of 
the  young  men  of  the  student  body  who  are  preparing 
for  the  work  of  the  Christian  Ministry.  This  group  of 
students  holds  a  prominent  place  in  the  life  of  the  college. 
Fortnightly  meetings  are  held,  at  which  meetings  the  vital 
problems  relating  to  the  ministry  are  discussed.  Promi- 
nent pastors,  editors,  Bible  School  workers  and  mission- 
ary leaders  are  frequent  visitors,  bringing  vital  messages 
concerning  the  present  day  tasks  of  the  church  to  the 
young  men. 

Fraternities — The  following  fraternities  are  represented 
at  Bethany:  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Kappa  Alpha,  Sigma  Nu,  Alpha 
Phi  Epsilon,  Tau  Kappa  Alpha,  Phi  Kappa  Tau,  Alpha  Xi 
Delta,  Zeta  Tau  Alpha,  Kappa  Delta,  Gamma  Chi  and 
Alpha  Pi  Alpha. 

College  Band — The  present  College  Band  has  a  member- 
ship of  thirty-two.  This  organization  furnishes  music  for 
all  outdoor  functions  of  the  college  and  gives  a  series  of 
concerts  during  the  year.  A  number  of  instruments  are 
available  for  the  use  of  band  members.  Membership  in 
this  organization  is  open  to  all  possessing  the  necessary 
qualifications. 

The  Merry  Masquers — The  "Merry  Masquers"  is  the 
dramatic  club  under  the  auspices  of  the  English  depart- 
ment. It  gives  opportunity,  not  only  for  the  exercise  of 
ingenuity  in  working  out  stage  settings,  lighting,  screen- 
ing, etc.,  but  for  self  expression  in  the  artistic  interpreta- 
tion of  the  great  characters  in  dramatic  literature.  The 
members  of  the  club  have  staged  parts  of  the  old  Miracle 
plays,  the  "Morality  of  Everyman",  a  sixteenth  century 
"Grand  Christmas"  in  the  presence  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and 
her  court.  They  give  the  Commencement  play  each  year 
on    the    college    campus.      Such    plays    as    "Mid-Summer 
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Night's   Dream",   "The   Tempest",   Milton's   "Comus",   and 
other  plays  have  been  successfully  staged  in  the  open  air. 

French  Club — A  French  Club,  organized  with  student 
officers,  is  connected  with  the  French  department  to  give 
practice  in  conversation  and  the  opportunity  to  learn  folk 
songs  and  games  of  France. 

College  Lecture  Course — Provision  is  made  by  the  col- 
lege for  a  course  of  high  class  lectures  and  entertain- 
ments each  year,  thus  giving  students  the  privilege  of 
hearing  some  of  the  very  best  platform  talent. 

College  Orchestra — This  musical  organization  at  present 
numbers  twenty-eight  pieces.  The  orchestra  furnishes 
music  for  most  of  the  indoor  college  functions  and  for  the 
Bible  School  of  the  Bethany  Memorial  Church.  A  number 
of  concerts  are  given  each  year  in  nearby  towns  and  cities. 
Membership  is  open  to  anyone  possessing  some  degree  of 
proficiency  on  orchestral  instruments. 

Current  History  Club — The  Current  History  Club  is  an 
organization  composed  of  students  and  members  of  the 
faculty,  meeting  bi-weekly  to  discuss  and  interpret  cur- 
rent trends  in  national  and  international  affairs.  The  dis- 
cussions are  informal  and  entirely  voluntary,  being  in- 
tended for  assembling  facts  and  points  of  view  to  promote 
wider  appreciation  of  world  events  rather  than  the  pre- 
sentation of  set  papers.  The  meetings  of  the  club  are 
limited  to  one  hour's  time,  and  are  open  to  members  of 
the  college  community.    The  club  has  no  dues  nor  fees. 

Home  Economics  Club — The  Home  Economics  Club  is 
an  organization  of  students  taking  work  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Home  Economics.  Talks,  playlets  and  subjects 
of  interest  to  Home  Economics  students  are  given  at  the 
monthly  meetings,  after  which  a  social  hour  is  held. 

GENERAL    REGULATIONS 

Classification  of  Students — The  classification  of  students 
is  determined  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  according  to 
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the  following  plan: — For  full  sophomore  rank  a  student 
must  have  at  least  30  hours  of  academic  credit  and  20 
quality  points,  for  full  junior  rank  at  least  60  hours  of 
academic  credit  and  50  quality  points,  and  full  senior  rank 
at  least  90  hours  of  academic  credit  and  90  quality  points. 

To  obtain  conditional  enrollment  in  any  class  a  student 
must  have  within  two  credit  hours  and  two  quality  points 
of  the  number  required  for  full  standing,  except  in  the  case 
of  a  conditioned  sophomore  who  may  have  as  few  as  26 
hours   of  credit. 

No  student  is  considered  as  a  candidate  for  the  bacca- 
laureate degree  until  granted  senior  classification. 

Class  Attendance — Class  absences  are  classified  as  ap- 
proved or  unapproved.  Four  absences  in  a  five  hour 
course,  three  in  a  four  hour  course,  two  in  a  three  hour 
course  and  one  in  a  two  hour  course  are  allowed  each 
semester  without  penalty  in  order  to  provide  for  occasions 
when  the  student  finds  it  impossible  to  attend  class  be- 
cause of  circumstances  over  which  he  or  she  has  no  con- 
trol. Other  absences  may  or  may  not  be  approved  by  the 
Dean.  If  approved,  the  student  is  granted  the  privilege 
to  make  up  for  credit  the  work  that  was  missed.  The 
method  of  making  it  up  is  decided  by  the  instructor  in 
charge  of  the  course.  Application  for  a  permit  to  make 
up  work  will  not  be  considered  later  than  one  week  after 
the  student  returns  to  class.  Work  missed  must  be  made 
up  within  two  weeks  after  the  absence  occurs  and  failure 
to  do  so  will  result  in  a  grade  of  F  for  each  day  missed. 
In  case  of  long  illness  an  extension  of  time  may  be  granted. 

Until  absences  in  a  class  exceed  the  number  of  cuts 
allowed  permits  to  make  up  work  are  not  needed  and 
will  not  be  issued. 

Few  reasons  are  considered  sufficiently  potent  to  justify 
the  approval  of  class  absences.  The  following  ones  will 
be  given  consideration: 

1.  Severe  illness. 

2.  Intercollegiate  contests. 

3.  Death  in  the  immediate  family. 
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4.     Absences  caused  by  circumstances  over  which  the 
student  has  no  control. 

If  a  student's  unapproved  absences  in  any  class  together 
with  cuts  allowed  amount  to  double  the  number  of  allowed 
cuts,  said  student  is  liable  to  suspension  from  the  class 
and  can  only  continue  the  work  with  the  consent  of  the 
Dean. 

If  a  student's  total  number  of  unapproved  absences  in  all 
classes  together  with  cuts  allowed  amount  to  double  the 
total  number  of  allowed  cuts,  said  student  shall  be  put  on 
provisional  enrollment  for  the  remainder  of  the  semester. 

If  a  student's  unapproved  absences  together  with  the 
cuts  allowed  amount  to  one-sixth  of  the  number  of  meet- 
ings of  the  class  during  the  semester,  and  the  student 
succeeds  in  making  a  passing  grade,  one  hour  less  credit 
is  given  than  the  number  usually  allowed.  If  these 
absences  amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  meetings  of  the 
class,  a  grade  of  F  is  recorded  for  the  course. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  absences  for  any  cause, 
whether  approved  or  not,  are  to  be  counted  when  con- 
sidering the  number  of  cuts  allowed. 

Final  Examinations — All  students  are  required  to  take 
the  examinations  that  come  during  the  last  week  of  each 
semester.  Those  who  show  by  class  work  and  examina- 
tion that  they  are  entitled  to  a  grade  of  D  or  above  are 
passed. 

Special  Examinations— A  student  who  has  been  marked 
Conditioned  in  his  course  at  the  end  of  a  semester  may, 
with  the  consent  of  the  instructor,  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  take  a  second  examination  on  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$1.00.  When  a  student  is  justifiably  absent  from  a  final 
examination  he  may  have  a  special  test  upon  the  payment 
of  a  fee  of  $2.00.  Fees  for  special  examinations  must  be 
paid  at  the  office  of  the  college  bursar  before  the  examina- 
tions are  taken.  The  bursar's  receipt  must  be  presented 
to  the  instructor  at  the  time  of  the  examination  and  de- 
livered by  the  instructor  to  the  Registrar  together  with  the 
grade  given  the  student. 
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College  Entrance  Examinations — Students  desiring  ex- 
aminations for  college  entrance  will  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  them  without  charge  on  the  day  designated 
in  the  college  calendar  for  such  examinations. 

The  Grading  System — The  class  standing  of  a  student 
in  any  course  pursued  is  reported  by  the  use  of  letters. 
The  meaning  of  letters  used  may  be  given  as  follows: 

A — Excellent  or  92  to  100  per  cent.  The  letter  A  is 
used  to  denote  work  of  unusual  merit. 

B — Good  or  83  to  91  per  cent.  This  letter  is  used  to 
show  an  appreciation  and  grasp  of  the  subject  that  is 
distinctly  above  the  average  and  very  satisfactory. 

C — Average  or  74  to  82  per  cent.  This  letter  signifies 
the  grade  of  work  done  by  an  average  student.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  about  fifty  per  cent,  of  grades  given  will  be  C. 

D — Inferior  or  65  to  73  per  cent.  This  letter  denotes 
work  below  the  average.  It  shows  a  lack  of  application  or 
of  ability  to  grasp  the  subject. 

Con. — This  abbreviation  denotes  conditioned  failure. 
The  student  may  be  granted  the  privilege  of  taking  an 
examination  to  remove  the  condition  or,  in  case  of  a  con- 
tinuous course,  it  may  be  automatically  removed  by  the 
student  making  a  grade  of  C  or  better  the  following  semes- 
ter. A  condition  must  be  removed  by  the  end  of  the 
following  semester.  Failure  to  do  so  will  result  in  the 
grade  being  changed  to  F.  Regardless  of  the  manner  of 
removing  the  condition  no  higher  grade  than  D  will  be 
allowed. 

Inc. — The  abbreviation  Inc.  denotes  incompleted  work 
as  a  result  of  sickness  or  some  other  justifiable  reason. 
An  incomplete  must  be  removed  by  the  end  of  the  fourth 
week  of  the  following  semester,  unless  an  extension  of 
time  is  granted  by  the  Dean. 
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F — Failure  or  below  65  per  cent.  The  letter  F  denotes 
work  that  is  definitely  unsatisfactory.  A  course  in  which 
a  student  has  failed  should  be  taken  over  at  the  first  oppor- 
tunity. 

Penalty  for  Failures — A  report  of  the  scholastic  stand- 
ing of  students  is  received  at  the  office  of  the  Dean  twice 
each  semester  besides  the  midsemester  and  final  semester 
reports.  For  the  year  1928-29  the  dates  of  these  reports 
will  be  Oct.  20,  Dec.  18,  March  9  and  May  11.  When  the 
examination  of  any  student's  record  shows  that  he  or 
she  is  not  doing  passing  work  in  courses  representing 
at  least  ten  hours  of  academic  credit,  said  student  is 
placed  on  probation  for  a  period  of  one  week.  If,  at  the 
end  of  the  probation  period,  the  probationer  is  still  not 
passing  in  ten  hours  of  academic  work,  he  or  she  is  pre- 
vented from  representing  the  college  in  any  intercol- 
legiate or  interscholastic  contest  and  also  from  partici- 
pating in  any  college  activities  that  necessitate  the  miss- 
ing of  classes  until  such  time  as  a  check  up  of  grades 
reveals  that  said  student  is  doing  passing  work  in  at 
least  ten  academic  hours  and  C  quality  work  in  at  least 
six  hours. 

A  student  who  fails  during  any  semester  to  pass  in  at 
least  ten  hours  of  academic  work  and  to  earn  at  least  six 
quality  points  may  secure  only  provisional  enrollment  for 
his  or  her  following  semester.  If  no  more  than  four  hours 
of  credit  are  earned  by  a  student  during  any  semester,  said 
student  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  college  except  on 
recommendation  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  faculty. 
If  a  student  provisionally  enrolled  fails  to  pass  in  ten 
hours  of  academic  work  and  to  earn  at  least  six  quality 
points  during  a  semester,  said  student  automatically 
ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  college. 

No  student  provisionally  enrolled  in  the  college  as  a 
result  of  unsatisfactory  class  work  during  a  previous 
semester  in  this  or  any  other  educational  institution  is 
allowed  to  represent  the  college  in  any  intercollegiate  or 
interscholastic  contest  or  to  participate  in  college  activities 
that  necessitate  the  missing  of  classes.    These  restrictions 
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may  be  removed,  if  mid-semester  grades  indicate  that  the 
student  is  doing  average  work  in  all  courses  being  carried. 

Engaging  Rooms  in  Advance — A  room  in  either  college 
dormitory  will  not  be  reserved  in  advance  for  a  student 
unless  the  application  is  accompanied  by  a  deposit  of  ten 
dollars.  This  deposit  will  be  used  by  the  college  to  pay  for 
any  damage  that  may  be  done  to  the  room  or  its  equip- 
ment. In  case  the  student  retains  the  room  for  a  full  year 
and  no  damage  is  done  the  amount  deposited  will  be  re- 
turned at  the  end  of  the  college  year.  If  for  any  reason 
the  applicant  fails  to  matriculate  as  a  student  after  the 
reservation  has  been  made  or  leaves  school  during  the 
semester,  the  ten  dollar  deposit  will  not  be  returned  except 
on  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
faculty. 

Number  of  Hours  Allowed — A  student  must  carry  at 
least  15  credit  hours  of  academic  work  each  semester, 
unless  for  some  good  reason  the  Dean  of  the  college  allows 
a  less  number.  No  student  is  allowed  more  than  16  hours 
without  consent  of  the  Dean  unless  he  or  she  has  passed 
in  all  work  and  earned  at  least  25  quality  points  during 
the  preceding  semester.  In  no  case  will  a  student  be 
allowed  to  carry  over  18  hours  of  academic  work. 


Dropping  or  Changing  Courses — Students  are  not 
allowed  to  drop  or  change  courses  for  which  they  have 
enrolled  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  the 
Dean.  Application  to  change  or  drop  a  course  will  not 
be  considered  later  than  one  week  after  registration  day 
without  the  action  having  been  recommended  by  the 
teachers  concerned.  If  the  student  concerned  is  a  minor, 
or  if  the  proposed  change  of  courses  reduces  the  number 
of  credit  hours  being  carried  to  less  than  fifteen,  written 
consent  of  a  parent  or  guardian  may  be  required.  Any 
student  who  drops  a  course  without  first  having  obtained 
permission  to  do  so  will  forfeit  the  right  to  membership 
in  the  college. 
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Penalty  for  Late  Registration — Students  in  attendance 
during  any  semester  must  register  on  the  opening  day  of 
the  following  semester,  if  they  desire  to  continue  their 
work.  Two  dollars  is  charged  for  each  day  of  delay  in 
registering  and  class  absences  will  be  counted  against  the 
student.  This  rule  does  not  relate  to  students  entering 
for  their  first  semester. 

Student  Conduct  and  Discipline — It  is  the  aim  to  have 
the  discipline  of  the  college  firm  and  reasonable,  appealing 
to  the  purest  motives  and  best  sentiments  of  the  student. 
No  rules  for  conduct  are  made  save  those  believed  to  be 
dictated  by  wisdom.  In  all  matters  pertaining  to  personal 
conduct  the  Faculty  believes  in  the  American  principle  of 
self-government,  and  confidently  relies  upon  the  manly  and 
womanly  student  for  support.  When  any  student  cannot 
be  controlled  by  the  application  of  such  principles,  or  when 
he  becomes  so  indifferent  to  his  opportunity  as  to  fail  to 
accomplish  the  object  for  which  he  is  sent  to  college,  his 
parents  or  guardian  will  be  informed  of  the  fact  and  re- 
quested to  withdraw  the  student  from  the  college. 

Chapel  Attendance — Chapel  exercises  are  held  four  days 
a  week  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning.  Attendance  is  oblig- 
atory on  all  students. 

Religious  Life  of  the  College — It  is  the  aim  of  the  man- 
agement to  cultivate  and  develop  the  religious  nature  of 
students;  to  create  and  maintain  a  religious  sentiment  that 
shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  best  thought  of  our  Christian 
civilization.  The  Bible  is  a  recognized  text-book  in  the 
college  and  the  constant  aim  is  to  surround  the  students 
with  an  atmosphere  which  is  genuinely  Christian  without 
being  sectarian. 

• 
Freshmen     Residence. — All    freshmen    are    required    to 
room    in    the    college    dormitories    unless    permission    is 
granted  by  the  Executive    Committee   of  the   faculty  for 
them  to  room  elsewhere. 
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Rules   Governing    Fraternities  and    Sororities — 

I.  Students  shall  not  be  initiated  into  any  fraternity  or 
sorority  until  they  have  presented  fifteen  high  school  units 
for  entrance,  have  fifteen  semester  hours  of  resident  colle- 
giate work  credited  on  the  registrar's  books,  and  have 
earned  at  least  fourteen  resident  quality  points. 

II.  No  student  shall  room  in  a  sorority,  fraternity  or 
club  house  until  he  or  she  has  been  in  residence  at  the 
college  one  full  year,  unless  by  special  permission  of  the 
faculty. 

Reports  of  Student  Standing — At  the  end  of  each  semes- 
ter (or  oftener,  if  requested,)  a  report  is  sent  to  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  each  student,  stating  grades  and 
absences  from  recitations  and  examinations,  together  with 
such  other  information  respecting  the  student's  progress 
and  conduct  as  may  be  deemed  proper  to  communicate, 
or  as  the  parent  or  guardian  may  especially  request. 

Changes  in  Regulations  Covering  Courses  of  Study, 
Degrees,  Discipline,  Etc. — The  college  reserves  the  right 
to  amend  the  regulations  covering  the  granting  of  degrees, 
the  course  of  study,  and  the  conduct  of  students.  Mem- 
bership in  Bethany  College  and  the  receiving  of  a  degree 
are  privileges,  not  rights. 

STUDENT   HONORS 

Class  Honors — Class  honors  are  awarded  at  the  end  of 
each  college  year  on  the  basis  of  quality  points  earned. 
The  names  of  first  and  second  honor  students  are  pub- 
lished at  Commencement  time.  Freshmen  must  earn  60 
quality  points,  sophomores  70,  juniors  75,  and  seniors  80 
during  a  year  in  order  to  be  classed  as  first  honor  students. 
In  order  to  be  classed  as  second  honor  students,  freshmen 
must  earn  50  quality  points,  sophomores  60,  juniors  65, 
and  seniors  75.  The  quality  points  are  determined  on  the 
basis  of  15  hours  academic  work. 
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Graduation  Honors — Students  who  earn  320  quality- 
points  in  four  years  or  170  during  junior  and  senior  years, 
with  no  grade  under  B,  are  graduated  with  the  honor 
Summa  Cum  Laude.  Those  who  earn  300  quality  points 
in  four  years  or  160  during  junior  and  senior  years  with 
no  grade  under  C  are  graduated  with  the  honor  Magna 
Cum  Laude.  Those  who  earn  260  quality  points  in  four 
years  or  140  during  junior  and  senior  years  with  no  grade 
under  C  are  graduated  with  the  honor  Cum  Laude. 

It  is  understood  that  a  student  must  have  been  enrolled 
in  this  college  during  his  or  her  junior  and  senior  years 
and  must  have  satisfied  the  faculty  as  to  general  merits 
as  a  participant  in  college  life  in  order  to  be  eligible  for 
graduation  honors. 

In  counting  quality  points  for  graduation  honors  the 
points  for  the  best  120  hours  in  four  years  or  the  best  60 
hours  in  two  years  are  the  ones  considered. 

EXPENSES 

Tuition — The  tuition  each  semester  is  one  hundred  dol 
lars  for  fifteen  academic  hours  or  less.    For  each  academic 
hour    in    excess    of    fifteen    an    additional    six    dollars    is 
charged  . 

Room  Rent  in  Phillips  Hall — Rooms  for  young  ladies 
in  Phillips  Hall  rent  for  $2.00  a  week  for  each  student. 
This  rate  is  on  the  supposition  that  each  room  has  two 
occupants.  For  those  choosing  to  room  alone  the  room 
rent  will  be  double  this  price.  Each  student  is  expected  to 
furnish  comforts,  blankets,  sheets,  pillow  cases  and  towels. 

Young  ladies  intending  to  enter  college  and  desiring 
rooms  in  this  hall  should  make  application  for  same  early 
in  the  summer.  There  are  rooms  for  only  sixty  young 
ladies  and  all  are  usually  rented  before  college  opens  in 
September. 

Room  Rent  in  Cochran  Hall. — Rooms  in  this  hall  for 
young  men  rent  for  $2.00  a  week  for  each  student.  An 
additional  charge  of  $.50   is  made   for  use  of  bed   linen, 
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care   of   room,   and   other   service.     The   charges   are   the 
same  for  all  rooms. 

Bed  linen  and  bed  spreads  are  furnished  and  laundered 
for  all  residents.  Janitor  service  is  provided  for  the  en- 
tire building.  Young  men  rooming  in  this  hall  are  ex- 
pected to  furnish  their  own  blankets,  and  towels.  Rooms 
must  be  engaged  in  advance. 

Board  in  Phillips  Hall — Board  in  this  hall  is  for  ladies 
only  and  the  charge  for  meals  is  $5.50  per  week.  All 
young  lady  students  are  expected  to  board  here. 

Board  in  Cochran  Hall — Board  in  this  hall  is  for  young 
men  and  costs   $5.50  per  week.

DEPOSIT    FOR    BREAKAGE    IN    CHEMICAL

Besides  the  fees  named  above  each  student  enrolled  for 
work  in  Chemistry  must  make  a  deposit  each  semester  of 
$3.00  for  Course  11  or  12;  $5.00  for  Course  41  or  42,  and 
$10.00  for  Course  53  or  54.  This  deposit,  less  any  charges 
that  may  be  made  for  breakage,  is  returned  to  the  student 
at  the  end  of  the  semester. 

TIME    OF    PAYMENT    OF    ACCOUNTS 

Tuition,  room  rent,  student  fee,  and  special  fees  for 
laboratory  courses   are  to  be  paid   each   semester  in   ad- 
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vance.  Board  bills  are  to  be  settled  at  least  each  two 
weeks  in  advance.  Every  student  using  a  scholarship 
must  present  it  or  a  copy  of  it  to  the  Bursar  at  the  time 
of  registration. 

When  tuition,  room  rent  and  fees  are  not  paid  on  regis- 
tration day  the  same  are  charged  with  10%  added.  In  case 
this  account  is  paid  by  the  end  of  the  two  weeks  following 
registration  day  the  10%  is  deducted. 

All  accounts  with  the  college  must  be  provided  for  by 
the  middle  of  each  semester  and  paid  in  full  before  stu- 
dents are  admitted  to  the  final  examinations  held  at  the 
close  of  each  semester. 

No  portion  of  a  student's  fee  is  returned  on  account  of 
withdrawal  from  college  unless  the  withdrawal  be  rendered 
necessary  by  ill  health.  No  allowance  is  made  on  this 
account  for  less  than  four  weefcs. 


AIMS  AND  PURPOSES 


GENERAL    PURPOSE 

Bethany  College  is  content  to  be  no  more  than  a  college 
doing  a  high  grade  of  work  of  standard  type.  The  charter 
of  Bethany  College  issued  in  1840  provides  that  it  shall 
be  an  institution  "of  learning  for  the  instruction  of  youth 
in  the  various  branches  of  science  and  literature,  the  useful 
arts,  agriculture,  and  the  learned  and  foreign  languages". 
Hence  the  course  of  study  is  planned  in  such  a  way  as  to 
provide  thorough  discipline  and  develop  those  powers  that 
enables  one  to  observe  and  think.  About  one-half  of  the 
college  course  is  prescribed. 

The  faculty  is  ready  to  make  suggestions  for  the  benefit 
of  students  that  expect  to  pursue  training  in  professional 
schools.  Provisions  are  made  for  such  choice  through  a 
liberal  offering  of  majors  and  minors  as  well  as  related, 
elective  courses.  The  following  statements  will  indicate 
the  range  of  work  available  for  those  who  may  have  a 
special  interest  in  the  particular  fields  named. 

TRAINING    FOR    MINISTERIAL    AND 
MISSIONARY    STUDENTS 

For  ministerial  students  taking  the  A.B.  courses  and 
desiring  to  major  in  New  Testament  or  Religious  Educa- 
tion the  usual  standard  courses  of  study  are  provided.  This 
is  likewise  true  of  students  who  desire  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  work  on  the  mission  field,  pastoral  helpers, 
or  directors  of  Religious  Education.  Such  courses  are 
not  detailed  in  outline  in  the  catalog  but  are  available  as 
shown  in  the  regular  announcements  of  the  departments. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  aims  it  is  urged  that 
all  who  plan  to  pursue  a  course  elsewhere  leading  to  the 
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B.D.  degree  be  most  careful  in  the  selection  of  their  work 
for  the  A.B.  degree.  Survey  courses  in  both  Old  and  New 
Testament  are  offered  to  undergraduates. 

TRAINING     OF    TEACHERS 

The  primary  aim  of  the  Department  of  Education  is  to 
send  forth  graduates  with  professional  enthusiasm,  knowl- 
edge of  basic  principles  of  educational  theory  and  practice, 
and  with  special  preparation  to  teach  certain  chosen  sub- 
jects embraced  in  the  secondary  school  curricula. 

Candidates  for  state  high  school  teaching  certificates 
are  privileged  to  observe  and  to  do  practice  teaching  in 
the  local  high  school.  The  excellent  high  schools  of 
Wellsburg,  Warwood,  Wheeling,  and  Steubenville  are 
accessible  and  are  available  for  additional  observation  in 
special  subjects. 

State  Recognition.  The  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion of  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Illinois, 
West  Virginia  and  of  some  other  states  have  placed 
Bethany  College  on  the  approved  list  of  schools  for  the 
training  of  teachers.  This  means  that  graduates  of 
Bethany  College  may  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  these 
states  without  taking  the  usual  teachers'  examination, 
provided  they  pursue  certain  required  subjects  in  edu- 
cation. 

Requirements  for  a  High  School  Teacher's  Certificate. 

As  a  part  of  the  required  hours  for  graduation,  students 
of  any  department  desiring  a  high  school  certificate  upon 
graduation  must  include  the  following  work  along  educa- 
tional lines: 

I — Courses  required  by  the  laws  of  certain  states, — 
Psychology  3  hours  (Satisfied  by  Psyc.  31,  32  and  41) 
Educational  Psychology  3  hours  (Psyc.  51  or  42.) 
Principles  of  Teaching  3  hours  (Edu.  51  or  Edu.  52). 
Educational  Measurements  3  hours  (Psychology  52) 
Observation  and  Directed  Teaching  7  hours    (One  hour 
daily  in  local  high  school  and  two  conferences   each 
week. 
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High  School  Management  3  hours   (Edu.  76) 
History  of  Education  3  hours  (Edu.  41  or  Edu.  42) 
Special  Methods  of  Teaching  2  hours  (Edu.  71) 

II — Other  courses  that  may  be  counted  towards  24  hours 
professional  work  required  in  certain  states: 
Educational  Measurements  3  hours  (Psyc.  52) 
Educational  Sociology  3  hours   (Sociol.  39-40) 

Additional  Credits  may  also  accumulate  by  taking  the 
additional  courses  indicated  in  List  I  and,  as  far  as  they 
apply  to  education,  Ethics  and  Economics  are  some 
times  given  credit  towards  this  requirement. 

All  the  courses  offered  in  this  catalog  as  Education  may 
be  counted  towards  certificate  requirements  but  it  is 
important  always  to  include  Educational  Psychology,  Prin- 
ciples of  Education  and  Practice  Teaching  for  any  state, 
and  such  courses  in  addition  as  the  particular  law  indi- 
cates. 

TRAINING    IN    MUSIC 

A  liberal  all-embracing  education  having  been  the  aim 
of  Bethany  College  from  its  very  inception,  music  has  for 
years  been  given  its  proper  place  in  the  curriculum. 

Recognizing  the  cultural  and  educative  value  of  a  course 
in  Music,  the  college  makes  the  study  of  Musical  Theory 
one  of  the  elective  courses  of  the  college  and  allows  the 
sameto  be  used  for  credit  toward  the  baccalaureate  degree. 
A  maximum  of  twelve  semester  hours  will  be  allowed. 

Students  of  the  Music  Department  are  required  to  pursue 
at  least  one  study  in  some  other  department  of  the  college. 

A  College  Band,  College  Orchestra  and  Choral  Perform- 
ances offer  the  student  body  a  varied  field  of  musical 
activity.  A  modern,  well  appointed  pipe  organ  is  avail- 
able for  practice  purposes.  For  terms  of  organ  rental, 
piano  rental  and  tuition  fees  consult  the  general  table  of 
expenses. 

Requirements  fop  Graduation  in  Music — No  degree  is 
given  in  Music,  but  a  Diploma  of  Graduation  is  conferred 
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upon  the  completion  of  the  Collegiate  Course  in  Piano,  the 
course  in  Organ  and  the  course  in  Voice,  together  with 
a  prescribed  course  in  Theory  as  follows: 

Piano  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52,  53-54,  33-34,  55-56. 
Organ  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52,  53-54. 
Voice  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52. 

A  teacher's  certificate  is  conferred  upon  the  completion 
of  the  third  year  of  the  Collegiate  Piano  Course  and  the 
courses  in  Theory  required  for  graduation  in  Piano. 

PRE-MEDICAL  TRAINING 

For  those  intending  to  take  up  the  study  of  medicine, 
the  college  offers  courses  which  satisfy  the  entrance  re- 
quirements of  the  best  medical  schools  of  the  country. 
These  schools  require  as  a  minimum  eight  semester  hours 
in  each  of  the  sciences,  biology  and  physics,  and  sixteen 
semester  hours  of  chemistry,  of  which  eight  must  be 
organic  chemistry,  six  semester  hours  of  English  and 
eight  semester  hours  of  foreign  language,  preferably 
German  or  French. 

Some  of  the  best  medical  colleges  are  now  open  only 
to  students  who  have  obtained  a  baccalaureate  degree 
from  some  standard  college  or  university.  If  at  all  pos- 
sible, students  are  advised  therefore  to  obtain  such  a 
preparation  and  thus  avail  themselves  of  more  courses 
along  scientific  lines  than  the  minimum  pre-medical  re- 
quirements. Advanced  courses  in  zoology,  histology, 
embryology,  psychology,  chemistry  and  the  languages  are 
urged.  A  majority  of  good  medical  schools  now  prefer 
that  students  applying  for  admission  offer  a  major  in 
chemistry. 

PRE-LEGAL   TRAINING 

Applicants  for  admission  to  a  law  school  should  have 
completed  the  regular  college  course  and  obtained  the 
A.  B.  degree;  however,  practically  all  universities  permit 
students  to  begin  the  work  in  law  when  sixty-four  hours, 
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or  two  years,  of  regular  college  work  have  been  done, 
provided  that  the  sixty-four  hours  include  certain  required 
pre-legal  courses.  The  requisites  are:  English,  ten  to 
twelve  hours,  including  rhetoric  and  practical  composi- 
tion; Latin,  two  years,  at  least  to  include  Tacitus;  His- 
tory, six  hours,  which  must  include  American  and  English 
constitutional  history.  Courses  strongly  recommended  are 
Psychology,  three  hours;  Logic,  three  hours;  Sociology, 
three  hours;  Economics,  six  hours;  Mathematics,  six 
hours  elementary  and  three  hours  of  Surveying;  Medieval 
History,  three  to  six  hours;  Political  Science,  six  to 
twelve  hours;  applied  Economics,  applied  Psychology, 
Criminology,  and   School  Law. 

TRAINING    FOR    ENGINEERING    STUDENTS 

Bethany  College  does  not  claim  to  train  students  in  any 
phase  of  engineering,  but  those  who  plan  to  specialize 
elsewhere  in  work  of  this  character  will  find  it  possible 
to  do  one  or  two  years  of  work  in  this  college  for  which 
credit  will  be  given  in  engineering  schools.  Courses  in 
Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry,  English,  Foreign  Lan- 
guages and  a  few  other  lines  of  work  may  be  advanta- 
geously pursued  and  the  expense  of  doing  the  work  here 
is  much  less  than  it  would  be  in  a  technical  institution. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
ADMISSION 


Applicants  for  admission  to  Bethany  College  must  fur- 
nish evidence  of  good  character  and  be  no  less  than  sixteen 
years  of  age.  Those  coming  from  other  colleges  must 
present  evidence  of  honorable  dismissal  from  the  school 
last  attended. 

Admission  by  Certificate — Graduates  from  first  grade 
High  Schools  accredited  by  various  states  are  admitted  to 
the  college  upon  presentation  of  evidence  that  they  have 
completed  a  four  year  course  of  study  and  have  a  schol- 
astic record  that  indicates  they  are  competent  to  do  cred- 
itable college  work.  The  must  offer  not  less  than  fifteen 
units. 

Definition  of  a  Unit — In  evaluating  the  work  offered  by 
applicants  for  admission,  the  following  definition  of  a  unit 
made  by  the  National  Conference  Committee  on  standards 
of  colleges  and  secondary  schools  is  used: 

"A  unit  represents  a  year's  study  in  any  subject  in  a 
secondary  school  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of 
a  full  year's  work." 

This  definition  of  a  unit  takes  the  four-year  high  school 
course  as  a  basis  and  assumes  that  the  length  of  the  school 
year  is  from  thirty-six  to  forty  weeks,  that  a  period  is  from 
forty  to  sixty  minutes  in  length  and  that  the  study  is  pur- 
sued for  four  or  five  periods  a  week;  but  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  a  satisfactory  year's  work  cannot  be  ac- 
complished in  less  than  120  sixty-minutes  hours  or  their 
equivalent.  Schools  organized  on  a  different  basis  can, 
nevertheless,  estimate  their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit. 
Two  hours  of  laboratory  are  assumed  to  be  equiva- 
lent to  one  hour  of  class  room  work.

beginning  of  the  sophomore  year  or  the  student  must  take 
freshman  mathematics  in  the  college. 

$One  unit  of  any  foreign  language  will  not  be  accepted 
for  entrance  unless  the  student  continues  a  study  of  the 
same  language  in  college. 

A  student  coming  from  an  accredited  first  grade  High 
School  and  offering  at  least  15  units  for  entrance,  but  lack- 
ing one  or  more  of  the  prescribed  ones,  may  be  enrolled 
as  a  Freshman  but  said  student  will  be  required  to  elect 
in  the  college,  for  each  unit  lacking,  four  hours  of  work  in 
the  same  department,  in  addition  to  the  number  of  pre- 
scribed college  hours. 

Distribution  of  Units — The  following  subjects  are  regu- 
larly accepted  for  admission.  The  maximum  number  of 
units  allowed  in  each  is  also  indicated.  With  the  approval 
of  the  Dean  of  the  College  subjects  not  listed  but  included 
in  the  curriculum  of  a  first  grade  High  School  may  be 
accepted  for  credit.

Admission  by  Examination — Students  who  for  a  good 
reason  have  not  been  permitted  to  complete  a  high  school 
course  of  study,  but  furnish  evidence  of  an  equivalent 
training,  may  be  admitted  to  Freshman  standing  upon 
examination  at  the  college. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing — Students  from  other 
standard  colleges  may  be  admitted  upon  presentation  of 
evidence  that  they  have  satisfied  the  entrance  require- 
ments of  this  college  and  were  in  good  and  regular  stand- 
ing in  the  institution  last  attended.  All  applications  for 
advanced  standing  must  be  accompanied  by  certificates 
stating  the  nature  and  extent  of  college  courses  completed 
and  signed  by  the  President  or  other  official  of  the  college 
where  the  work  was  done. 

In  no  case  will  a  student  be  granted  a  degree  who  has 
not  been  in  attendance  at  this  college  at  least  during  the 
senior  year. 

Admission  of  Special  Students — Mature  men  and  women 
not  under  21  years  of  age,  who  are  not  able  to  present  15 
entrance  units,  are  admitted  to  this  college  as  special 
students  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  of  the  Southern 
States.     Such   students   are   not  regularly   classified,   are 
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not  given  college  credit  for  work  done  and  are  not 
accepted  as  candidates  for  degrees.  If  at  any  time  they 
satisfy  their  entrance  deficiencies,  they  may  be  admitted 
to  Freshman  standing.  In  no  case  will  college  credit  be 
given  for  college  courses  taken  before  entrance  require- 
ments are  completed. 

Method  of  Enrollment — Students  who  plan  to  enter  the 
college  for  the  first  time  must  furnish  the  Registrar  with 
certificates  indicating  the  nature  and  extent  of  their  prepa- 
ration. These  certificates  must  be  signed  by  the  Princi- 
pal or  Superintendent  of  the  High  School  attended  and 
should  be  mailed  to  the  Registrar,  if  possible,  before  Sep- 
tember 1st.  Blank  certificates  for  this  purpose  will  be 
furnished  by  the  college,  if  desired.  Students  who  are 
granted  the  privilege  of  entering  the  college  will  be  fur- 
nished a  statement  during  the  summer  by  the  Registrar 
indicating  the  credit  given  for  previous  work.  This 
statement  is  to  be  presented  to  the  registration  committee 
on  registration  day.  This  committee  will  aid  the  stu- 
dents in  choosing  courses  of  study  and  making  out 
Enrollment  Cards. 

During  the  month  of  May  students  of  the  college  are 
obliged  to  fill  out  advance  enrollment  blanks  indicating 
the  courses  of  study  planned  for  the  coming  year.  These 
courses  must  be  approved  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  and, 
in  the  case  of  a  sophomore,  junior  or  senior,  the  approval 
of  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the  major  subject  must  also 
be  secured.  Any  changes  that  are  subsequently  made  in 
the  plans  must  be  sanctioned  by  the  Dean,  to  whom  the 
application   should   be  made   before  registration   day. 

On  registration  day  Advance  Enrollment  Cards  are  pro- 
cured by  students  from  the  Registrar  and  presented  to  the 
Bursar  with  whom  settlement  of  semester  bills  is  made. 

The  names  of  students  in  the  various  courses  are  fur- 
nished to  the  instructors  by  the  Regisrar. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
GRADUATION 


Degrees — Courses  are  offered  in  Bethany  College  leading 
to  the  degrees  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science. 

Requirement  of  Hours  for  Graduation — Candidates  for  a 
baccalaureate  degree  are  required  to  complete  124  semes- 
ter hours  of  college  work  of  which  not  to  exceed  four 
hours  may  be  offered  in  Physical  Education.  Beginning 
with  the  class  of  1933  eight  hours  of  Physical  Education 
will  be  required,  making  a  total  of  128  necessary  for  grad- 
uation. Of  these  eight  hours  four  will  be  class  room  work 
in  Health  Study.  The  remaining  four  will  be  given  for 
supervised  exercises  in  the  gymnasium  or  on  the  athletic 
field. 

Of  the  124  hours  required  at  present  the  following  are 
prescribed:

Requirement  of  Quality  Points  for  Graduation — In  addi- 
tion to  the  number  of  hours  required,  candidates  for  a 
degree  must  earn  at  least  120  quality  points  which  are 
awarded  as  follows: 

For  a  grade  of  A,  three  quality  points  for  each  hour 

of  academic  credit. 
For  a  grade  of  B,  two  quality  points  for  each  hour 

of  academic  credit. 
For  a   grade  of   C,   one   quality  point  for   each   hour 

of  academic  credit. 
For  a  grade  of  D,  no  quality  points. 
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A  grade  of  F  standing  on  the  records  at  the  time  the 
student  asks  for  a  degree  or  applies  for  a  transfer  of 
credit  will  lessen  the  number  of  the  applicant's  quality- 
points  one  for  each  hour  represented  by  the  course  in 
which  failure  is  recorded. 

No  quality  points  are  given  for  work  in  Physical  Edu- 
cation. 

RULES   GOVERNING    MAJORS   AND    MINORS 

1.  Students  are  required  to  choose  major  and  minor 
subjects  not  later  than  the  beginning  of  the  junior  year 
and  these  subjects  cannot  be  changed  after  this  time 
without  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Faculty. 

2.  Twenty-four  semester  hours  are  required  as  the 
minimum  for  a  major  and  eighteen  semester  hours  as 
the  minimum  for  a  minor.  Thirty-six  hours  of  the  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  required  for  graduation  is  the 
maximum  number  that  is  allowed  in  any  one  department. 

3.  Not  to  exceed  six  hours  of  the  twenty-four  required 
for  a  major  can  be  counted  from  another  department,  and 
this  can  be  done  only  when  the  departments  are  very 
closely  related  and  after  the  heads  of  the  departments 
concerned  as  well  as  the  President  and  the  Dean  of  the 
College  have  agreed  to  the  arrangement. 

4.  In  the  fulfillment  of  major  requirements  freshman 
courses  are  excluded  in  departments  where  it  is  possible 
to  do  so.  In  no  case  is  more  than  eight  hours  of  work 
of  freshman  rank  allowed  to  count  toward  the  major 
requirement  and  at  least  eight  hours  must  be  above 
sophomore  rank.  Heads  of  departments  are  urged  to 
so  direct  the  work  of  their  major  students  as  to  cause 
as  much  as  possible  of  the  work  to  be  done  during  the 
junior  and  senior  years.  A  large  part  should  be  taken 
during  the  senior  year. 

5.  The  major  and  minor  subjects  should  be  closely 
related  unless  the  occupation  for  which  the  student  is 
preparing  demands  another  combination.  In  any  case, 
before  selecting  a  minor,  the  head  of  the  department  in 
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which  the  major  is  being  taken  should  be  consulted  and 
the  selection  must  meet  the  approval  of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  major  and  also  of  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

6.  Not  to  exceed  eight  hours  of  work  of  freshman  rank 
is  counted  in  satisfying  the  eighteen  hour  requirement 
for  a  minor. 

7.  At  least  thirty-six  quality  points  are  required  for 
work  in  the  major  subject  and  at  least  eighteen  for  work 
in  the  minor  subject. 

COURSES     SPECIFIED     FOR     MAJORS 

Biology 

Students  majoring  in  biology  will  be  required  to  select 
either  one  or  the  other  of  the  following  sequence  of 
courses  in  the  department: 

I.     Biology  11-12,  35-36,  51-52,  and   71-72;    or 
II.     Biology  11-12,  35-36,  65,  68,  and  71-72. 
The  following  courses  are  recommended  as  electives: 
For  sequence  I,  Biology  34  and  68; 
For  sequence  II,  Biology  46. 
A  minimum  of  16  semester  hours  of  chemistry,  at  least 
four   of  which   are   organic   chemistry,   will   be   required. 
It  is  further  recommended  that  a  minor  be  selected  in  a 
laboratory  science  and  that  either  German  or  French  be 
selected  to  meet  language  requirements. 

Chemistry 

Students  majoring  in  chemistry  will  be  required  to  take 
bourses  11-12,  41-42,  53-54,  and  73-74.  Courses  71-72  are 
strongly  recommended  as  elective. s  It  is  also  recom- 
mended that  calculus  and  physics  31-32  be  taken  and 
that  a  laboratory  science  be  selected  as  a  minor.  For 
*hose  who  expect  to  do  graduate  work  in  chemistry  a 
knowledge  of  German  and  French  is  very  essential. 

Economics 

The  courses  required  for  a  major  in  economics  are 
53-54,    71-72,    and    73-74.     The    following    may   be    used    to 
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complete  the  twenty-four  hours  required,  not  to  exceed 
six  being  transferred  from  any  other  department;  history 
11-12  and  mathematics  37-38.  Students  are  strongly  urged 
to  elect  psychology  53-54. 

Education 

Of  the  twenty-four  hours  constituting  the  minimum  for 
a  major  in  education,  the  following  courses  must  be  a 
part: 

Education  41  or  42,  51-52,  71  or  72,  75-76,  and  81  or  82. 

Note:  Students  who  expect  to  teach  in  high  school 
upon  graduation  from  college  are  advised  that  it  is  im- 
portant to  have  two  fields  like  English  and  History  in 
which  they  have  sufficient  hours  to  teach.  Since  the 
subjects  to  be  taught  must  appear  on  the  face  of  the 
certificate,  it  is  better  to  take  the  major  in  such  fields 
rather  than  in  education. 

English 

The  requirements  for  a  major  in  English  are: 
Twenty-four    hours    beyond    English    11-12    to    include 
English  31-32,  and  33-34. 

French 

French  11-12  will  not  be  counted  toward  a  major  in 
French.  All  other  courses  offered  by  the  department 
will  be  .  Two  hours  of  Comparative  Literature  will  be 
required  of  students  majoring  in  French. 

German 

In  satisfying  the  twenty-four  hour  requirement  for  a 
major  in  German  any  courses  offered  by  the  department 
may  be  counted  excepting  11-12,  and  21-22.  At  least  two 
hours  in  Comparative  Literature  must  be  taken.  Students 
intending  to  teach  German  should  be  sure  to  include  course 
43-44. 
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Greek 

In  satisfying  the  twenty-four  hour  requirement  for  a 
major  in  Greek  any  Greek  course  may  be  counted  except 
21-12  and  81-82.  Two  hours  of  Comparative  Literature 
must  be  taken  by  studnts  majoring  in  this  department. 

History 

For  a  major  in  History,  courses  33-34  and  51-52  are 
required.  If  History  11-12  is  applied  on  a  History  major, 
the  minimum  number  of  hours  for  the  major  will  be 
thirty  instead  of  twenty-four,  beginning  with  the  class 
that  graduates  in  1932.  Those  who  desire  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  department  for  teachers'  positions  must 
take  courses  101-102.  Courses  in  Political  Science  apply 
on  both  major  and  minor  in  History. 

Latin 

In  satisfying  the  requirement  for  a  major  any  course 
offered  by  the  department  may  be  counted  excepting 
courses  11-12  and  13-14. 

Mathematics 

For  a  major  in  Mathematics,  courses  11-12  and  31-32 
are  required.  If  Math.  37-38  is  offered  as  part  of  a  major 
a  total  of  thirty  hours  is  required  to  complete  the  same. 

New  Testament 

For  those  who  are  majoring  in  New  Testament  courses 
numbers  31-32  are  required.  The  other  eighteen  hours 
may  be  elected  from  New  Testament  courses  numbers 
71-86.  It  is  recommended  that  students  take  at  least 
one  year  of  Old  Testament,  one  year  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion, and  Church  History  80.  Students  are  requested  to 
take  only  six  hours  of  New  Testament  before  their  junior 
year. 
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Psychology 

Students  majoring  in  Psychology  must  offer,  in  addition 
to  twenty-four  hours'  credit  in  this  department,  Biology 
11-12  which  should  be  taken  during  the  freshman  or 
sophomore  year. 

Physics 

Students  majoring  in  Physics  may  satisfy  the  twenty- 
four  hours  required  by  taking  any  of  the  courses  offered 
by  the  department.  All  students  majoring  in  this  subject 
should  take  at  least  courses  11-12  and  31-32  in  the  De- 
partment of  Mathematics. 

Religious    Education 

Besides  courses  offered  in  the  department  of  Religious 
Education,  Education  41  and  New  Testament  31-32  are 
allowed  to  count  in  satisfying  requirements  for  a  major. 
Students  majoring  in  the  department  who  are  preparing 
for  social  service  are  advised  to  take  Sociology  38  and  42 
as  electives. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 


In  numbering  of  courses  first  semester  courses  have  odd 
numbers  and  second  semester  courses  even  numbers.  A 
course  having  both  an  odd  and  even  number,  as  11-12,  runs 
continuously  throughout  the  year.  In  registering  for  the 
course,  the  odd  number  is  used  the  first  semester,  and  the 
even  the  second.  Courses  numbered  from  11  to  30  are  for 
Freshmen,  from  31  to  50  for  Sophomores  and  from  51 
upwards  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

Courses  marked  with  an  asterisk  count  for  one  hour 
less  than  the  usual  credit  when  elected  by  students  in 
their  senior  year. 

The  number  in  parenthesis  after  the  name  of  the  course 
indicates  the  credit  given  for  it  each  semester.  The  hours 
and  the  name  of  the  instructor  follow  the  description  of 
the  course. 

A  course  may  not  be  offered,  if  called  for  by  less  than 
five  students. 

One  unit  of  any  language  is  not  accepted  in  meeting 
the  requirements  for  entrance  to  this  college  unless  the 
student  continues  a  study  of  the  same  language  in  the 
college.  In  order  to  do  this  it  is  necessary  for  the 
student  to  attend  all  sessions  of  the  first  year  college 
course  as  a  visitor  the  first  semester  in  order  to  carry 
the  work  for  credit  the  second  semester. 

Students  expecting  to  do  graduate  work  in  a  university 
after  completing  a  course  in  this  institution  are  advised  to 
secure  a  reading  knowledge  of  German  and  French.

The  equivalent  of  twenty- 
seven  (27)  clock  hours  is  the  minimum  requirement  in 
teaching,  provided  that  part  of  this  time  may  be  spent 
in  charge  of  assembly  or  study  hall.  This  is  under  the 
general  directions  of  the  head  of  the  department  of  edu- 
cation and  the  special  supervision  of  appointed  critic 
teachers  who  in  all  instances  are  regular  teachers  in  the 
local  high   school. 

(c)  Conferences.  In  addition  to  a  period  each  school 
day  spent  in  observation  or  in  teaching,  two  hours  each 
week  of  the  semester  must  be  spent  in  class  conference 
at  the  college  with  the  professor  in  charge  of  this  course.

HISTORY  AND  EQUIPMENT 


ORIGIN 


Buffalo  Seminary,  the  fore-runner  of  Bethany  College, 
was  inaugurated  at  Bethany,  W.  Va.,  in  the  year  1818  in 
the  home  of  Alexander  Campbell,  commonly  known  as  the 
Mansion.  Here  Mr.  Campbell  offered  educational  advan- 
tages for  the  youth  of  the  community  as  well  as  training 
for  young  men  in  the  work  of  the  Christian  ministry. 

In  1840  Bethany  College  was  chartered  by  the  State 
of  Virginia,  through  the  efforts  of  John  C.  Campbell  of 
Wheeling,  W.  Va.  Its  first  donation  was  a  $1,000  legacy 
made  by  Philip  B.  Pendleton  of  Virginia.  The  campus 
was  donated  by  the  first  President  of  the  College,  Alexan- 
der Campbell,  who  on  his  own  responsibility  began  at 
once  the  erection  of  a  commodious  brick  building  for  the 
use  of  the  College.  The  first  session  opened  in  October, 
1841. 

LOCATION 

Bethany  College  is  situated  in  the  Pan  Handle  of  West 
Virginia,  seven  miles  southeast  of  Wellsburg,  fifteen  miles 
north  of  Wheeling,  and  forty  miles  south  of  Pittsburgh. 
Being  as  it  is,  almost  one  thousand  feet  above  sea  level 
and  surrounded  by  picturesque  and  inspiring  scenery,  the 
location  is  considered  very  attractive  and  healthful.  The 
village  in  which  the  college  is  located  is  easily  accessible, 
being  connected  with  Wellsburg  by  a  bus  line.  At  Wells- 
burg connection  is  made  with  traction  lines  for  Steuben- 
ville,  Wheeling  and  other  Ohio  River  points  and  also  with 
the  Pennsylvania  Lines  R.  R.  Brilliant,  Ohio,  just  across 
the  Ohio  River  from  Wellsburg,  is  situated  on  the  Cleve- 
land and  Pittsburgh  Railroad. 
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RECOGNITION    BY  ACCREDITING  AGENCIES 

Bethany  College  holds  membership  in  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  and  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  of  the  Southern 
States.  It  is  also  on  the  approved  list  of  the  Association 
of  American  Universities. 

BUILDINGS    AND    GROUNDS 

The  College  Campus — The  college  campus,  containing 
about  fifty  acres,  overlooks  the  beautiful  Buffalo  Creek. 
Fine  trees,  hundreds  of  shrubs,  a  well-kept  lawn,  concrete 
walks,  five  tennis  courts,  attractive  entrance  gates  give 
the  campus  a  park-like  appearance.  The  woodland  to  the 
rear  of  the  campus  affords  a  delightful  background.  These 
beautiful  surroundings  provide  a  cultural  advantage  for 
the  members  of  the  college  community. 

The  Main  College  Building — The  main  college  building 
stands  on  an  elevation  in  the  center  of  an  attractive 
campus.  It  is  an  imposing  structure  of  Gothic  architect- 
ure and  is  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
used.  It  contains  twenty-eight  rooms,  most  of  which  are 
used  as  class  rooms.  Along  the  west  side  and  running  the 
entire  length  of  the  building  is  the  Corridor,  an  open 
promenade  310  feet  in  length. 

The  E.  W.  Oglebay  Hall  of  Agriculture — This  hall  was 
donated  to  the  college  by  the  late  Earl  W.  Oglebay,  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  June  7,  1911. 
The  building  is  used  mainly  for  the  teaching  of  the 
sciences.  It  contains  chemical,  biological  and  home 
economics  laboratories,  a  chemical  supply  room,  several 
class  rooms  and  the  college  administration  offices.  The 
style  of  architecture  is  Tudor  Gothic  and  harmonizes  with 
the  Main  College  building. 

Carnegie  Library  Building — This  building  is  95  feet  wide 
and  is  constructed  of  brown  pressed  brick  with  Berea 
sandstone  trimmings.     The  interior  is  finished  with  pol- 
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ished  oak  and  presents  a  very  attractive  appearance.  On 
the  first  floor  is  a  large  social  and  banquet  room  which 
has  been  made  very  attractive  through  the  generosity  of 
the  late  Mrs.  E.  W.  Oglebay.  The  second  floor  is  given 
over  to  the  library  proper  and  contains  reading  rooms  and 
the  book  stack  room  which  is  furnished  with  steel  shelving. 
On  the  third  floor  is  a  large  reading  room  equipped  with 
shelves  for  bound  copies  of  magazines  and  journals. 
There  are  also  two  large  class  rooms  and  a  museum  on 
this  floor. 

The  Percy  B.  Cochran  Hall. — This  modern  dormitory 
was  donated  to  the  collgee  by  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Un- 
iontown,  Pa.  in  1910,  as  a  memorial  to  his  son  Percy  B. 
Cochran.  The  building  is  four  stories  high.  A  large  din- 
ing-room, together  with  kitchen  and  storage  rooms,  and 
a  reception  room  occupy  the  first  floor.  The  other  floors 
are  used  as  rooming  places  for  young  men.  The  building 
is  of  fireproof  construction  and  built  on  the  latest  im- 
proved plan.  The  second  and  third  floors  of  the  front 
wings  are  arranged  in  suites.  In  each  suite  there  is  a 
study  room  and  adjoining  the  study  room  there  are  two 
bedrooms.  The  third  floor  of  the  front  wings  and  all  floors 
of  the  rear  wing  are  arranged  in  double  and  single  rooms. 
During  the  past  year  a  considerable  sum  has  been  ex- 
pended in  modernizing  the  plumbing  and  tiling  the  showers 
and  washrooms.  The  building  throughout  is  heated  with 
steam  and  is  modern  in  its  appointments.  In  this  build- 
ing also  are  rooms  for  a  faculty  resident  who  has  direct 
supervision  over  the  building  and  the  student  residents. 

The  Irvin  Gymnasium — This  strictly  modern  gymnasium 
was  donated  by  the  Irvin  family  of  Big  Run,  Pa.  The 
building,  being  of  Gothic  architecture,  is  in  harmony  with 
the  main  college  building.  It  is  100  feet  in  length  and  52 
feet  in  width  and  is  equipped  with  swimming  pool  20x40 
feet,  shower  baths,  team  rooms,  trophy  room,  lecture  room, 
janitor's  living  room,  locker,  running  track  and  some  rooms 
used  as  offices,  in  addition  to  the  main  gymnasium  floor. 

Phillips    Hall — This    dormitory,    originally    donated    by 
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Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Sr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pennsylvania,  is 
being  completely  rebuilt.  A  splendid  and  commodious 
addition  containing  a  large  diningroom,  a  modern  kitchen, 
parlors,  recreation  room,  and  dormitory  space  is  in  process 
of  erection.  When  the  work  has  been  completed  the 
original  Phillips  Hall  will  be  fireproofed  and  thoroughly 
modernized.  The  entire  building  will  be  heated  with 
steam  and  thoroughly  adapted  to  the  needs  and  conven- 
iences of  young  ladies.  It  will  have  a  capacity  of  124  stu- 
dents. The  quarters  for  the  Dean  of  Women  will  be  in 
this  hall.  The  appointments  of  the  new  building  will  pro- 
vide a  pleasant  and  attractive  home  for  young  women  of 
the  college  student  body. 

The  Cochran  Central  Heating  Plant — The  college  came 
into  possession  of  this  building  and  its  equipment  through 
the  generosity  of  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa. 
Eight  college  buildings,  the  Bethany  Memorial  Church  and 
several  dwelling  houses  which  belong  to  the  college  are 
adequately  heated  from  this  source.  Coal,  taken  from 
grounds  owned  by  the  college,  is  delivered  by  miners 
direct  to  the  storage  room  of  the  plant  without  the  labor 
of  rehandling. 

Pendleton  Heights — A  short  distance  to  the  north  of  the 
Main  Building  on  the  campus  is  the  home  of  the  President, 
known  as  Pendleton  Heights.  This  building  was  erected 
by  W.  K.  Pendleton,  second  President  of  Bethany  College, 
and  is  admirably  suited  to  its  intended  purpose. 

Commencement  Hall — This  building  was  dedicated  June 
1st,  1924.  It  contains,  in  addition  to  the  chapel  and  com- 
mencement hall  proper,  five  class  rooms  and  the  physics 
laboratory.  The  building  is  very  attractive  and  service- 
able. 

Apartment  Houses  and  Other  Dwellings — The  college 
owns  three  apartment  houses  and  eight  other  dwellings  for 
the  use  of  married  students  and  people  connected  with  the 
college.     One  of  these  dwellings  is  situated  on  the  campus 
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and  was  formerly  ow-ned  and  occupied  by  the  late  Pro- 
fessor A.  C.  Pendleton.  One  is  used  by  one  of  the  sorori- 
ties of  the  college.  The  suites  of  the  apartment  houses 
furnish  very  satisfactory  homes  for  married  students  and 
rent  for  $180  a  year  with  heat  furnished. 

The  College  Farm  and  Farm  Buildings — Through  the 
generosity  of  E.  W.  Oglebay  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Bethany 
College  now  owns  the  Alexander  Campbell  farm  of  205 
acres.  At  Mr.  Oglebay's  expense  many  improvements 
have  been  made  on  this  farm,  including  a  large,  round 
dairy  barn  eighty-six  feet  in  diameter,  and  a  creamery 
building.  By  a  deed  bearing  date  of  April  7th,  1914,  Miss 
Margaretta  E.  Parkinson  has  given  to  the  college  the 
farm  of  261  acres  adjoining  the  college  grounds  on  the 
north.  Two  other  tracts  of  land  are  owned  by  the  college, 
making  a  total  of  535  acres. 

LIBRARY    AND    READING    ROOMS 

The  Library  and  Reading  Room  Equipment — Besides  the 
bound  magazines  and  pamphlets,  the  library  now  contains 
20,150  volumes.  Many  volumes  are  added  yearly.  These 
are  cataloged  as  promptly  as  possible  and  are  classified 
by  subjects  according  to  the  Dewey  Decimal  System  of 
Classification.  Members  of  the  faculty  and  juniors  and 
seniors  who  hold  stack  cards  are  admitted  to  the  stacks. 
For  all  others,  books  are  brought  from  the  stacks  when 
needed. 

General  Regulations — The  college  library  is  open 
throughout  the  college  year  every  week-day.  The  hours 
are  7:30  A.  M.  to  9:00  P.  M.,  lunch,  dinner  and  chapel  hours 
and  Saturday  evenings  excepted.  Students  in  every  de- 
partment are  entitled  to  the  free  use  of  the  library. 
Books  may  be  taken  out  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  unless 
they  are  on  "reserve".  Books  reserved  by  instructors  for 
class  work  cannot  be  taken  from  the  building  until  9:00 
P.  M.  and  must  be  returned  by  8:00  A.  M.  the  following 
day. 
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Special  Collections — The  library  has  been  the  recipient 

of  several  valuable  collections,  among  which  may  be  men- 

-tioned  the  following:    the  libraries  of  Alexander  Campbell, 

Dr.  Robert  Richardson,  Miss  A.  C.  Pendleton  and  Archibald 

McLean. 

Reading  Rooms — The  best  periodicals,  including  some  of 
the  leading  dailies  and  weeklies,  as  well  as  monthly  and 
quarterly  magazines  and  journals,  come  regularly  to  the 
reading  room  tables. 

LABORATORIES 

Chemical  Laboratories — All  the  second  floor  of  Oglebay 
Hall  is  used  by  the  Department  of  Chemistry  for  labora- 
tories, balance  rooms,  class  rooms  and  storage.  The 
equipment  is  modern  and  adequate  for  the  usual  college 
undergraduate  courses  in  General,  Analytical  and  Organic 
Chemistry. 

Physics  Laboratories — The  rooms  used  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physics  are  on  the  first  floor  of  Commencement 
Hall.  Modern  equipment  sufficient  for  at  least  three 
years  of  college  physics  is  in  possession  of  the  college. 

Biological  Laboratories — The  biological  laboratories  are 
situated  in  Oglebay  Hall.  These  laboratories  are  equipped 
with  compound  microscopes  and  other  apparatus  needed 
for  work  in  general  biology,  plant  morphology,  plant  physi- 
ology, plant  pathology,  general  zoology,  embryology,  his- 
tology, anatomy  and  physiology. 

Psychological  Laboratory. — The  Psychological  laboratory 
is  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  main  college  building 
in  connection  with  the  Psychology  lecture  room.  This 
laboratory  was  inaugurated  two  years  ago,  and  is  being 
built  up  rapidly  in  order  to  put  all  the  courses  of  the  de- 
partment on  a  laboratory  basis.  The  present  equipment 
is  sufficient  for  the  work  in  General  Psychology,  Elemen- 
tary Experimental  Psychology,  and  Tests  and  Measure- 
ments. 
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Home  Economics  Laboratories — The  third  floor  of 
Oglebay  Hall  is  used  by  the  Home  Economics  Department. 
The  Clothing  laboratory  is  equipped  with  treadle  and 
electric  machines,  triple  mirror,  cutting  tables  and  other 
equipment  needed  for  work  in  this  branch  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  Foods  laboratory  has  one  section  for  prepara- 
tion work,  which  is  adequately  equipped;  the  other  section 
for  serving  has  a  drop-leaf  table  and  chairs,  with  linen, 
silver  and  china  for  demonstrating  all  forms  of  table 
service. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


ENDOWMENTS 

The  M.  M.  Cochran  General  Endowment — On  January 
25,  1921,  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa.,  gave 
Bethany  $500,000  to  be  known  as  the  M.  M.  Cochran 
General  Endowment  Fund.  This  amount  was  paid  at  once 
and  has  made  possible  the  attainment  of  high  aims  in  the 
academic  work  of  the  college.  On  February  19,  1923,  Mr. 
Cochran  gave  an  additional  $300,000  to  be  known  as  the 
M.  M.  Cochran  Endowment  of  1923. 

Endowment  of  Office  and  Chair  of  President  of  Bethany 
College — Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa.,  has 
donated  to  the  college  $1*00,000  as  an  endowment  of  the 
office  and  chair  of  the  President  of  the  college. 

Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Cochran  of  Dawson,  Pa.,  has  generously 
contributed  $25,000  toward  the  endowment  of  a  chair  to 
be  known  as  the  Sarah  B.  Cochran  Chair  of  Philosophy. 

Hon.  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Sr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  has 
given  $30,000  to  endow  a  chair  in  Bethany  College  to  be 
known  as  the  Thomas  W.  Phillips  Bible  Chair. 

Herbert  Moninger  Memorial  Chair  of  Bible  School 
Pedagogy — Through  the  interest  and  generosity  of  many 
Bible  Schools,  churches,  and  individuals,  a  fund  of  $25,000 
has  been  given  to  the  college  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Moninger  Memorial  Chair  of  Bible  School  Pedagogy. 

George  T.  Oliver  Endowment — The  late  Senator  George 
T.  Oliver  of  Pennsylvania,  an  alumnus  of  the  college,  gave 
$50,000  to  the  Permanent  Endowment  Fund  to  be  used 
for  the  endowment  of  the  Chair  of  History. 
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The  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Jr.,  Endowment — T.  W.  Phillips, 
Jr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  has  generously  donated  to  the 
college  $45,000  for  endowment  purposes. 

R.  A.  Long  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  gave  $50,000  to  the 
endowment  fund  of  the  college.  This  amount  was  used 
to  endow  the  Chair  of  Mathematics. 

Other  Endowment  Monies — Other  endowment  monies 
have  been  received  recently.  One  bequest  totaling  more 
than  $30,000  has  been  added  to  the  permanent  funds  of 
the   college.     The   total   endowment   of   the   institution   is 

$1,777,000. 

STUDENT    AID    AND    SELF    HELP 

Scholarships. — A  few  friends  of  Bethany  have  endowed 
scholarships  in  the  college.  These  range  in  value  from 
$20  per  semester  to  $75  per  semester.  They  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  donors  or  their  heirs  for  assignment. 

Other  scholarships  have  been  created  by  the  Trustees 
and  are  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  administration  for 
assignment  to  worthy  young  men  and  women.  Applicants 
for  the  benefits  of  these  scholarships  must  give  evidence 
of  good  character,  unusual  high  school  records,  and  actual 
need.  Students  with  a  poor  record  will  not  receive  con- 
sideration in  awarding  these  scholarships.  Any  student 
doing  indifferent  college  work,  earning  grades  of  D  or 
lower,  or  those  found  guilty  of  misconduct  may  at  the  close 
of  any  semester  be  deprived  of  the  use  of  a  scholarship. 
Blanks  to  be  used  in  applying  for  these  scholarships  can 
be  had  by  applying  to  the  president  of  the  college. 

Phillips  Loan  Fund — Some  years  ago  the  Hon.  Thomas 
W.  Phillips  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  generously  donated  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  College  a  total  of  $10,000  to  be  loaned  to 
students.  Other  gifts  and  accrued  interest  have  increased 
this  fund  until  it  amounts  to  more  than  $12,000.  Loans 
from  this  fund  may  be  obtained  by  students  on  complying 
with  the  conditions  governing  the  same.     Approved  secu- 
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rity  is  required  of  all  those  borrowing  from  the  fund.  No 
student  is  loaned  more  than  $100  per  year.  All  notes 
bear  interest  from  date  of  maturity. 

Student  Employment — Work  on  the  college  farm  and 
other  work  about  the  college  affords  opportunities  for 
students  to  earn  money  to  meet  a  part  of  college  expenses. 
No  student,  however,  can  depend  on  earning  more  than 
enough  to  pay  board.  Applications  for  work  should  be 
made  to  the  Bursar  of  the  College  and  assignments  of 
positions  will  be  made  from  his  office.  The  application 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  deposit  of  $5.00  as  a  guarantee 
of  faithful  performance.  In  case  work  is  not  obtained 
the  deposit  will  be  refunded.  The  college  is  not  able  to 
assure  any  student  of  continuous  employment.  Appli- 
cations will  be  considered  in  the  order  that  they  are 
received. 

Student  Preaching — Ministerial  students  are  frequently 
called  to  fill  pulpits  within  easy  reach  of  Bethany.  A  num- 
ber of  our  students  preach  regularly  for  near-by  churches, 
and  thus,  in  addition  to  the  good  they  do  for  others,  earn 
funds  to  meet  their  college  expenses.  It  is  recommended 
that  no  student  below  the  junior  year  preach  oftener  than 
alternate  Sundays. 

STUDENT    ACTIVITIES 

Athletics. — Besides  the  courses  in  Physical  Education, 
which  are  required  of  all  freshmen  and  sophomores  who 
are  found  on  examination  by  a  physician  to  be  physically 
able  to  do  the  work,  Bethany  College  maintains  intramural 
athletics  and  intercollegiate  teams  in  football,  basketball, 
baseball,  tennis  and  track.  This  phase  of  physical  train- 
ing is  under  the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  Athletic  Control 
made  up  of  the  faculty  committee  on  athletics  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  college  and  four  members  of  the 
student  body.  One  of  the  four  students  must  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  senior  class,  one  of  the  junior  class,  one  of  the 
sophomore  class,  and  one  of  the  Woman's  Athletic  Asso- 
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ciation.  The  President  of  the  college  is  ex-officio  mem- 
ber of  this  Board.  The  captains  of  the  various  teams 
are  chosen  by  the  members  of  the  teams.  Student  mana- 
gers of  teams  are  chosen  by  the  Board.  The  Board  re- 
serves the  right  to  remove  any  captain  or  manager  for 
cause,  at  any  time. 

Bethany  College  is  a  member  of  the  Tri-State  Intercol- 
legiate Conference. 

Student  Board  of  Governors. — As  a  means  of  governing 
and  directing  student  interests  and  student  activities,  the 
Student  Board  of  Governors  is  maintained  by  the  student 
body  as  a  legislative  and  executive  body.  Matters  pertain- 
ing to  athletics,  debating,  student  publications,  social 
affairs,  and  general  student  interests  are  given  attention. 
The  student  fee  of  $10.00  a  semester  is  used  by  this  Board 
for  the  various  student  activities  and  organizations.  The 
Board  co-operates  with  the  college  administration  in  every 
way. 

Student  Publications. — Under  the  management  of  the 
Student  Board  of  Publication  the  students  publish  the 
Bethany  Collegian,  a  bi-weekly  newspaper,  devoted  to  the 
interests  of  the  college.  Annually  a  publication  called 
The  Bethanian  is  issued  under  the  more  direct  supervision 
of  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class.  The  student  fee  cov- 
ers the  cost  of  these  publications  and  so  every  student  is 
entitled  to  a  free  copy  of  each  issue. 

Literary  Society — There  is  in  connection  with  the  col- 
lege a  society  known  as  the  Adelphian  which  is  devoted 
to  the  cultivation  of  literary  composition  and  oratory. 
Students  of  the  College  are  urged  to  become  members  of 
this  organization. 

Debating  Contests — Each  year  teams  from  Bethany  Col- 
lege meet  teams  from  nearby  colleges.  This  intercollegiate 
debating  affords  the  best  of  opportunities  for  student 
development. 
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Christian  Association — The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  has  a  large  and 
active  membership  and  is  doing  good  work.  Lady  stu- 
dents are  urged  to  become  affiliated  with  this  organization. 

Volunteer  Mission  Band — There  is  in  the  college  a 
flourishing  Volunteer  Missionary  Band,  which  is  a  strong 
factor  in  developing  missionary  spirit. 

Ministerial  Association — This  association  is  made  up  of 
the  young  men  of  the  student  body  who  are  preparing 
for  the  work  of  the  Christian  Ministry.  This  group  of 
students  holds  a  prominent  place  in  the  life  of  the  college. 
Fortnightly  meetings  are  held,  at  which  meetings  the  vital 
problems  relating  to  the  ministry  are  discussed.  Promi- 
nent pastors,  editors,  Bible  School  workers  and  mission- 
ary leaders  are  frequent  visitors,  bringing  vital  messages 
concerning  the  present  day  tasks  of  the  church  to  the 
young  men. 

Fraternities — The  following  fraternities  are  represented 
at  Bethany:  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Kappa  Alpha,  Sigma  Nu,  Alpha 
Phi  Epsilon,  Tau  Kappa  Alpha,  Phi  Kappa  Tau,  Alpha  Xi 
Delta,  Zeta  Tau  Alpha,  Kappa  Delta,  Gamma  Chi  and 
Alpha  Pi  Alpha. 

College  Band — The  present  College  Band  has  a  member- 
ship of  thirty-two.  This  organization  furnishes  music  for 
all  outdoor  functions  of  the  college  and  gives  a  series  of 
concerts  during  the  year.  A  number  of  instruments  are 
available  for  the  use  of  band  members.  Membership  in 
this  organization  is  open  to  all  possessing  the  necessary 
qualifications. 

The  Merry  Masquers — The  "Merry  Masquers"  is  the 
dramatic  club  under  the  auspices  of  the  English  depart- 
ment. It  gives  opportunity,  not  only  for  the  exercise  of 
ingenuity  in  working  out  stage  settings,  lighting,  screen- 
ing, etc.,  but  for  self  expression  in  the  artistic  interpreta- 
tion of  the  great  characters  in  dramatic  literature.  The 
members  of  the  club  have  staged  parts  of  the  old  Miracle 
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plays,  the  "Morality  of  Everyman",  a  sixteenth  century 
"Grand  Christmas"  in  the  presence  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and 
her  court.  They  give  the  Commencement  play  each  year 
on  the  college  campus.  Such  plays  as  "Mid-Summer 
Night's  Dream",  "The  Tempest",  Milton's  "Comus",  and 
other  plays  have  been  successfully  staged  in  the  open  air. 

French  Club — A  French  Club,  organized  with  student 
officers,  is  connected  with  the  French  department  to  give 
practice  in  conversation  and  the  opportunity  to  learn  folk 
songs  and  games   of  France. 

College  Lecture  Course — Provision  is  made  by  the  col- 
lege for  a  course  of  high  class  lectures  and  entertain- 
ments each  year,  thus  giving  students  the  privilege  of 
hearing  some  of  the  very  best  platform  talent. 

College  Orchestra — This  musical  organization  at  present 
numbers  twenty-eight  pieces.  The  orchestra  furnishes 
music  for  most  of  the  indoor  college  functions  and  for  the 
Bible  School  of  the  Bethany  Memorial  Church.  A  number 
of  concerts  are  given  each  year  in  nearby  towns  and  cities. 
Membership  is  open  to  anyone  possessing  some  degree  of 
proficiency  on  orchestral  instruments. 

Current  History  Club — The  Current  History  Club  is  an 
organization  composed  of  students  and  members  of  the 
faculty,  meeting  bi-weekly  to  discuss  and  interpret  cur- 
rent trends  in  national  and  international  affairs.  The  dis- 
cussions are  informal  and  entirely  voluntary,  being  in- 
tended for  assembling  facts  and  points  of  view  to  promote 
wider  appreciation  of  world  events  rather  than  the  pre- 
sentation of  set  papers.  The  meetings  of  the  club  are 
limited  to  one  hour's  time,  and  are  open  to  members  of 
the  college  community.     The  club  has  no  dues  nor  fees. 

Home  Economics  Club — The  Home  Economics  Club  is 
an  organization  of  students  taking  work  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Home  Economics.  Talks,  playlets  and  subjects 
of  interest  to  Home  Economics  students  are  given  at  the 
monthly  meetings,  after  which  a  social  hour  is  held. 
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GENERAL     REGULATIONS 

Classification  of  Students — The  classification  of  students 

is  determined  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  according  to 

the  following  plan: — For  full  sophomore  rank  a  student 

must  have  at  least  30  hours   of  academic   credit  and   20 

quality  points,  for  full  junior  rank  at  least  60  hours  of 
academic  credit  and  50  quality  points,  and  full  senior  rank 
at  least  90  hours  of  academic  credit  and  90  quality  points. 
To  obtain  conditional  enrollment  in  any  class  a  student 
must  have  within  two  credit  hours  and,  two  quality  points 
of  the  number  required  for  full  standing,  except  in  the  case 
of  a  conditioned  sophomore  who  may  have  as  few  as  26 
hours  of  credit. 

No  student  is  considered  as  a  candidate  for  the  bacca- 
laureate degree  until  granted  senior  classification. 

Class  Attendance — Class  absences  are  classified  as  ap- 
proved or  unapproved.  Four  absences  in  a  five  hour 
course,  three  in  a  four  hour  course,  two  in  a  three  hour 
course  and  one  in  a  two  hour  course  are  allowed  each 
semester  without  penalty  in  order  to  provide  for  occasions 
when  the  student  finds  it  impossible  to  attend  class  be- 
cause of  circumstances  over  which  he  or  she  has  no  con- 
trol. Other  absences  may  or  may  not  be  approved  by  the 
Dean.  If  approved,  the  student  is  granted  the  privilege 
to  make  up  for  credit  the  work  that  was  missed.  The 
method  of  making  it  up  is  decided  by  the  instructor  in 
charge  of  the  course.  Application  for  a  permit  to  make 
up  work  will  not  be  considered  later  than  one  week  after 
the  student  returns  to  class.  Work  missed  must  be  made 
up  within  two  weeks  after  the  absence  occurs  and  failure 
to  do  so  will  result  in  a  grade  of  F  for  each  day  missed. 
In  case  of  long  illness  an  extension  of  time  may  be  granted. 

Until  absences  in  a  class  exceed  the  number  of  cuts 
allowed  permits  to  make  up  work  are  not  needed  and 
will  not  be  issued. 

Few  reasons  are  considered  sufficiently  potent  to  justify 
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the  approval  of  class  absences.     The  following  ones  will 
be  given  consideration: 

1.  Severe  illness. 

2.  Intercollegiate  contests. 

3.  Death  in  the  immediate  family. 

4.  Absences  caused  by  circumstances  over  which  the 
student  has  no  control. 

If  a  student's  unapproved  absences  in  any  class  together 
with  cuts  allowed  amount  to  double  the  number  of  allowed 
cuts,  said  student  is  liable  to  suspension  from  the  class 
and  can  only  continue  the  work  with  the  consent  of  the 
Dean. 

If  a  student's  total  number  of  unapproved  absences  in  all 
classes  together  with  cuts  allowed  amount  to  double  the 
total  number  of  allowed  cuts,  said  student  shall  be  put  on 
provisional  enrollment  for  the  remainder  of  the  semester. 

If  a  student's  unapproved  absences  together  with  the 
cuts  allowed  amount  to  one-sixth  of  the  number  of  meet- 
ings of  the  class  during  the  semester,  and  the  student 
succeeds  in  making  a  passing  grade,  one  hour  less  credit 
is  given  than  the  number  usually  allowed.  If  these 
absences  amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  meetings  of  the 
class,  a  grade  of  F  is  recorded  for  the  course. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  absences  for  any  cause, 
whether  approved  or  not,  are  to  be  counted  when  con- 
sidering the  number  of  cuts  allowed. 

Final  Examinations — All  students  are  required  to  take 
the  examinations  that  come  during  the  last  week  of  each 
semester.  Those  who  show  by  class  work  and  examina- 
tion that  they  are  entitled  to  a  grade  of  D  or  above  are 

passed. 

Special  Examinations — A  student  who  has  been  marked 
Conditioned  in  his  course  at  the  end  of  a  semester  may, 
with  the  consent  of  the  instructor,  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  take  a  second  examination  on  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$1.00.     When  a  student  is  justifiably  absent  from  a  final 
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examination  he  may  have  a  special  test  upon  the  payment 
of  a  fee  of  $2.00.  Fees  for  special  examinations  must  be 
paid  at  the  office  of  the  college  bursar  before  the  examina- 
tions are  taken.  The  bursar's  receipt  must  be  presented 
to  the  instructor  at  the  time  of  the  examination  and  de- 
livered by  the  instructor  to  the  Registrar  together  with  the 
grade  given  the  student. 

College  Entrance  Examinations — Students  desiring  ex- 
aminations for  college  entrance  will  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  them  without  charge  on  the  day  designated 
in  the  college  calendar  for  such  examinations. 

The  Grading  System — The  class  standing  of  a  student 
in  any  course  pursued  is  reported  by  the  use  of  letters. 
The  meaning  of  letters  used  may  be  given  as  follows: 

A — Excellent  or  92  to  100  per  cent.  The  letter  A  is 
used  to  denote  work  of  unusual  merit. 

B — Good  or  83  to  91  per  cent.  This  letter  is  used  to 
show  an  appreciation  and  grasp  of  the  subject  that  is 
distinctly  above  the  average  and  very  satisfactory. 

C — Average  or  74  to  82  per  cent.  This  letter  signifies 
the  grade  of  work  done  by  an  average  student.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  about  fifty  per  cent,  of  grades  given  will  be  C. 

D — Inferior  or  65  to  73  per  cent.  This  letter  denotes 
work  below  the  average.  It  shows  a  lack  of  application  or 
of  ability  to  grasp  the  subject. 

Con. — This  abbreviation  denotes  conditioned  failure. 
The  student  may  be  granted  the  privilege  of  taking  an 
examination  to  remove  the  condition  or,  in  case  of  a  con- 
tinuous course,  it  may  be  automatically  removed  by  the 
student  making  a  grade  of  C  or  better  the  following  semes- 
ter. A  condition  must  be  removed  by  the  end  of  the 
following  semester.     Failure   to  do   so  will  result  in  the 
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grade  being  changed  to  P.  Regardless  of  the  manner  of 
removing  the  condition  no  higher  grade  than  D  will  be 
allowed. 

Inc. — The  abbreviation  Inc.  denotes  incompleted  work 
as  a  result  of  sickness  or  some  other  justifiable  /eason. 
An  incomplete  must  be  removed  by  the  end  of  the  fourth 
week  of  the  following  semester,  unless  an  extension  of 
time  is  granted  by  the  Dean. 

F — Failure  or  below  65  per  cent.  The  letter  F  denotes 
work  that  is  definitely  unsatisfactory.  A  course  in  which 
a  student  has  failed  should  be  taken  over  at  the  first  oppor- 
tunity. 

Penalty  for  Failures — A  report  of  the  scholastic  stand- 
ing of  students  is  received  at  the  office  of  the  Dean  twice 
each  semester  besides  the  midsemester  and  final  semester 
reports.  For  the  year  1929-30  the  dates  of  these  reports 
will  be  Oct.  12,  Dec.  20,  March  8  and  May  10.  When  the 
examination  of  any  student's  record  shows  that  he  or 
she  is  not  doing  passing  work  in  courses  representing 
at  least  ten  hours  of  academic  credit,  said  student  is 
placed  on  probation  for  a  period  of  one  week.  If,  at  the 
end  of  the  probation  period,  the  probationer  is  still  not 
passing  in  ten  hours  of  academic  work,  he  or  she  is  pre- 
vented from  representing  the  college  in  any  intercol- 
legiate or  interscholastic  contest  and  also  from  partici- 
pating in  any  college  activities  that  necessitate  the  miss- 
ing of  classes  until  such  time  as  a  check  up  of  grades 
reveals  that  said  student  is  doing  passing  work  in  at 
least  ten  academic  hours  and  C  quality  work  in  at  least 
six  hours. 

A  student  who  fails  during  any  semester  to  pass  in  at 
least  ten  hours  of  academic  work  and  to  earn  at  least  six 
quality  points  may  secure  only  provisional  enrollment  for 
his  or  her  following  semester.  If  no  more  than  four  hours 
of  credit  are  earned  by  a  student  during  any  semester,  said 
student  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  college  except  on 
recommendation  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  faculty. 
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If  a  student  provisionally  enrolled  fails  to  pass  in  ten 
hours  of  academic  work  and  to  earn  at  least  six  quality 
points  during  a  semester,  said  student  automatically 
ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  college. 

If  a  student,  not  on  provisional  enrollment  but  who  has 
been  during  a  previous  semester  provisionally  enrolled 
because  of  unsatisfactory  work  in  this  or  any  other  in- 
stitution, fails  to  earn  during  any  succeeding  semester  of 
his  college  course  as  many  as  ten  hours  of  credit  and  six 
quality  points,  said  student  will  not  be  allowed  to  continue 
work  in  the  college  except  by  permission  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  faculty. 

No  student  provisionally  enrolled  in  the  college  as  a 
result  of  unsatisfactory  class  work  during  a  previous 
semester  in  this  or  any  other  educational  institution  is 
allowed  to  represent  the  college  in  any  intercollegiate  or 
interscholastic  contest  or  to  participate  in  college  activities 
that  necessitate  the  missing  of  classes.  These  restrictions 
may  be  removed,  if  mid-semester  grades  indicate  that  the 
student  is  doing  average  work  in  all  courses  being  carried. 

Application  for  Admission  and  Room — Each  new  student 
is  required  to  make  a  formal  application  for  admission  to 
the  college  on  a  blank  provided  for  that  purpose.  This 
should  be  filed  as  far  ahead  of  the  time  of  entrance  as 
possible.  A  room  in  either  of  the  college  dormitories  will 
not  be  reserved  in  advance  for  a  student  unless  this 
application  is  accompanied  by  a  deposit  of  ten  dollars. 
This  deposit  will  be  used  by  the  college  to  pay  for  any 
damage  that  may  be  done  to  the  room  or  its  equipment. 
In  case  the  student  retains  the  room  for  a  full  year  and 
no  damage  is  done  the  amount  deposited  will  be  returned 
at  the  end  of  the  college  year.  If  a  new  student  who 
has  made  a  deposit  for  the  reservation  of  a  room  finds 
that  it  will  be  impossible  to  enter  college  and  notifies 
the  administration  to  this  effect  at  least  three  months  be- 
fore the  date  of  registration,  the  amount  deposited  will 
be  returned. 

Plans  showing  the  arrangement  of  rooms  in  the  dormi- 
tories, together  with  a  detailed  statement  of  prices,  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Executive  Secretary  to  the  President. 
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Number  of  Hours  Allowed — A  student  must  carry  at 
least  15  credit  hours  of  academic  work  each  semester, 
unless  for  some  good  reason  the  Dean  of  the  college  allows 
a  less  number.  No  student  is  allowed  more  than  16  hours 
without  consent  of  the  Dean  unless  he  or  she  has  passed 
in  all  work  and  earned  at  least  25  quality  points  during 
the  preceding  semester.  In  no  case  will  a  student  be 
allowed  to  carry  over  18  hours  of  academic  work. 

Dropping  or  Changing  Courses — Students  are  not 
allowed  to  drop  or  change  courses  for  which  they  have 
enrolled  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  the 
Dean.  Application  to  change  or  drop  a  course  will  not 
be  considered  later  than  one  week  after  registration  day 
without  the  action  having  been  recommended  by  the 
teachers  concerned.  If  the  student  concerned  is  a  minor, 
or  if  the  proposed  change  of  courses  reduces  the  number 
of  credit  hours  being  carried  to  less  than  fifteen,  written 
consent  of  a  parent  or  guardian  may  be  required.  Any 
student  who  drops  a  course  without  first  having  obtained 
permission  to  do  so  will  forfeit  the  right  to  membership 
in  the  college. 

Penalty  for  Late  Registration — Students  in  attendance 
during  any  semester  must  register  on  the  opening  day  of 
the  following  semester,  if  they  desire  to  continue  their 
work.  Two  dollars  is  charged  for  each  day  of  delay  in 
registering  and  class  absences  will  be  counted  against  the 
student.  This  rule  does  not  relate  to  students  entering 
for  their  first  semester. 

Student  Conduct  and  Discipline — It  is  the  aim  to  have 
the  discipline  of  the  college  firm  and  reasonable,  appealing 
to  the  purest  motives  and  best  sentiments  of  the  student. 
No  rules  for  conduct  are  made  save  those  believed  to  be 
dictated  by  wisdom.  In  all  matters  pertaining  to  personal 
conduct  the  Faculty  believes  in  the  American  principle  of 
self-government,  and  confidently  relies  upon  the  manly  and 
womanly  student  for  support.  When  any  student  cannot 
be  controlled  by  the  application  of  such  principles,  or  when 
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he  becomes  so  indifferent  to  his  opportunity  as  to  fail  to 
accomplish  the  object  for  which  he  is  sent  to  college,  his 
parents  or  guardian  will  be  informed  of  the  fact  and  re- 
quested to  withdraw  the  student  from  the  college. 

Chapel  Attendance — Chapel  exercises  are  held  four  days 
a  week  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning.  Attendance  is  oblig- 
atory on  all  students. 

Religious  Life  of  the  College — It  is  the  aim  of  the  man- 
agement to  cultivate  and  develop  the  religious  nature  of 
students;  to  create  and  maintain  a  religious  sentiment  that 
shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  best  thought  of  our  Christian 
civilization.  The  Bible  is  a  recognized  text-book  in  the 
college  and  the  constant  aim  is  to  surround  the  students 
with  an  atmosphere  which  is  genuinely  Christian  without 
being  sectarian. 

Freshmen  Residence. — All  freshmen  are  required  to 
room  in  the  college  dormitories  unless  permission  is 
granted  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  faculty  for 
them  to  room  elsewhere. 

Rules   Governing    Fraternities   and    Sororities — 

I.  Students  shall  not  be  initiated  into  any  fraternity  or 
sorority  until  they  have  presented  fifteen  high  school  units 
for  entrance,  have  fifteen  semester  hours  of  resident  colle- 
giate work  credited  on  the  registrar's  books,  and  have 
earned  at  least  fourteen  resident  quality  points. 

II.  No  student  shall  room  in  a  sorority,  fraternity  or 
club  house  until  he  or  she  has  been  in  residence  at  the 
college  one  full  year,  unless  by  special  permission  of  the 
faculty. 

Reports  of  Student  Standing — At  the  end  of  each  semes- 
ter (or  oftener,  if  requested,)  a  report  is  sent  to  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  each  student,  stating  grades  and 
absences  from  recitations  and  examinations,  together  with 
such  other  information  respecting  the  student's  progress 
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and   conduct  as  may  be  deemed  proper  to   communicate, 
or  as  the  parent  or  guardian  may  especially  request. 

Changes  in  Regulations  Covering  Courses  of  Study, 
Degrees,  Discipline,  Etc. — The  college  reserves  the  right 
to  amend  the  regulations  covering  the  granting  of  degrees, 
the  course  of  study,  and  the  conduct  of  students.  Mem- 
bership in  Bethany  College  and  the  receiving  of  a  degree 
are  privileges,  not  rights. 

STUDENT   HONORS 

Class  Honors — Class  honors  are  awarded  at  the  end  of 
each  college  year  on  the  basis  of  quality  points  earned. 
The  names  of  first  and  second  honor  students  are  pub- 
lished at  Commencement  time.  Freshmen  must  earn  60 
quality  points,  sophomores  70,  juniors  75,  and  seniors  80 
during  a  year  in  order  to  be  classed  as  first  honor  students. 
In  order  to  be  classed  as  second  honor  students,  freshmen 
must  earn  50  quality  points,  sophomores  60,  juniors  65, 
and  seniors  75.  The  quality  points  are  determined  on  the 
basis  of  15  hours  academic  work. 

Graduation  Honors^ — Students  who  earn  320  quality 
points  in  four  years  or  170  during  junior  and  senior  years, 
with  no  grade  under  B,  are  graduated  with  the  honor 
Summa  Cum  Laude.  Those  who  earn  300  quality  points 
in  four  years  or  160  during  junior  and  senior  years  with 
no  grade  under  C  are  graduated  with  the  honor  Magna 
Cum  Laude.  Those  who  earn  260  quality  points  in  four 
years  or  140  during  junior  and  senior  years  with  no  grade 
under  C  are  graduated  with  the  honor  Cum  Laude. 

It  is  understood  that  a  student  must  have  been  enrolled 
in  this  college  during  his  or  her  junior  and  senior  years 
and  must  have  satisfied  the  faculty  as  to  general  merits 
as  a  participant  in  college  life  in  order  to  be  eligible  for 
graduation  honors. 

In  counting  quality  points  for  graduation  honors  the 
points  for  the  best  120  hours  in  four  years  or  the  best  60 
hours  in  two  years  are  the  ones  considered. 
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EXPENSES 

Tuition — The  tuition  each  semester  is  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  fifteen  academic  hours  or  less.  For  each  academic 
hour  in  excess  of  fifteen  an  additional  six  dollars  is 
charged  . 

Room  Rent  in  Phillips  Hall — Rooms  for  young  ladies  in 
Phillips  Hall  rent  for  $2.00  per  week  for  each  student. 
This  rate  is  on  the  supposition  that  each  room  has  two 
occupants.  For  those  choosing  to  room  alone  the  room 
rent  will  be  double  this  price.  Each  student  is  expected 
to  furnish  comforts,  blankets,  sheets,  pillow  cases,  and 
towels. 

This  building  is  being  entirely  rebuilt  and  an  entire  new 
section  is  being  added.  The  new  section  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  two  or  three  months  after  the  beginning  of  the 
college  year.  Residents  in  the  present  Phillips  Hall  will 
be  expected  to  move  into  the  new  section  as  soon  as  it  is 
ready.     A  new  scale  of  rates  will  apply  there. 

Rooms  in  the  new  section  and  in  the  entire  Hall  when 
complete  will  rent  from  $2.00  to  $3.50  per  week  for  each 
student.  Single  rooms,  double  rooms,  and  suites  will  be 
provided.  An  additional  charge  will  be  made  for  service. 
This  charge  will  be  the  same  for  all  rooms. 

Full  accommodations  can  not  be  provided  in  this  building 
during  the  year  1929-1930,  hence  it  is  important  that  those 
desiring  rooms  should  make  application  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. 

Room  Rent  in  Cochran  Hall — The  rent  for  rooms  in  this 
hall  for  young  men  ranges  from  $2.00  to  $3.50  a  week 
for  each  student.  Single  rooms,  double  rooms,  and  suites 
are  provided.  An  additional  charge  of  $1.00  per  week  is 
made  for  the  use  of  bed  linen,  care  of  the  room,  and  other 
service.     This  service  charge  is  the  same  for  all  rooms. 

Bed  linen  and  bed  spreads  are  furnished  and  laundered 
for  all  residents.  Porter  service  is  provided  for  the  entire 
building.  Young  men  rooming  in  this  hall  are  expected  to 
furnish  their  own  blankets  and  towels.  Rooms  must  be 
engaged  in  advance. 
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Plans  showing  the  arrangement  of  rooms  in  the  dormi- 
tories, together  with  a  detailed  statement  of  prices,  may 
be  obtained  from  the  Executive  Secretary  to  the  President. 

Board  in  Phillips  Hall — Board  in  this  hall  is  for  young 
ladies  only  and  the  charge  is  $5.50  per  week.  All  young 
lady  students  are  expected  to  board  here. 

Board  in  Cochran  Hall — Board  in  this  hall  is  for  young 
men  and  costs  $5.50  per  week.

Besides  the  fees  named  above  each  student  enrolled  for 
work  in  Chemistry  must  make  a  deposit  each  semester  of 
$3.00  for  Course  ^1  or  12;  $5.00  for  Course  41  or  42,  and 
$10.00  for  Course  53  or  54.  This  deposit,  less  any  charges 
that  may  be  made  for  breakage,  is  returned  to  the  student 
at  the  end  of  the  semester. 

TIME    OF    PAYMENT    OF    ACCOUNTS 


Tuition,  room  rent,  student  fee,  and  special  fees  for 
laboratory  courses  are  to  be  paid  each  semester  in  ad- 
vance. Board  bills  are  to  be  settled  at  least  each  two 
weeks  in  advance.  Every  student  using  a  scholarship 
must  present  it  or  a  copy  of  it  to  the  Bursar  at  the  time 
of  registration. 

When  tuition,  room  rent  and  fees  are  not  paid  on  regis- 
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tration  day  the  same  are  charged  with  10%  added.  In  case 
this  account  is  paid  by  the  end  of  the  two  weeks  following 
registration  day  the  10%  is  deducted. 

All  accounts  with  the  college  must  be  provided  for  by 
the  middle  of  each  semester  and  paid  in  full  before  stu- 
dents are  admitted  to  the  final  examinations  held  at  the 
close  of  each  semester. 

No  portion  of  a  student's  fee  is  returned  on  account  of 
withdrawal  from  college  unless  the  withdrawal  be  rendered 
necessary  by  ill  health.  No  allowance  is  made  on  this 
account  for  less  than  four  weeks. 


AIMS  AND  PURPOSES 


GENERAL    PURPOSE 

Bethany  College  began  as  an  institution  for  higher 
learning  with  unquestioned  standards.  The  charter 
which  was  granted  in  1840  provides  that  it  shall  be  an 
institution 

"of  learning  for  the  instruction  of  youth  in  the 
various  branches  of  science,  literature,  the  useful 
arts,  agriculture,  and  the  learned  and  foreign 
languages." 

In  recent  years  friends  of  Bethany  have  given  freely  of 
time  and  money  that  the  same  relative  standards  might 
be  maintained.  The  faculty  and  equipment  have  received 
constant  attention  with  the  idea  of  maintaining  the  very 
best  in  the  classroom,  laboratory,  library  and  about  the 
campus  that  the  lofty  and  the  genuine  might  obtain  in 
every  phase  of  college  activity. 

The  spirit  and  atmosphere  of  the  institution  are  such 
as  to  make  for  thoroughness  in  academic  procedure*  and 
at  the  same  time  tend  to  develop  that  character  which 
all  recognize  as  primary  in  Christian  education.  The 
course  of  study  is  planned  in  such  way  as  to  promote  the 
finer  appreciation  of  affairs,  things,  and  men  and  at  the 
same  time  develop  those  powers  that  enable  the  individual 
to  accurately  observe  and   think. 

The  faculty  is  ready  to  make  suggestions  for  the  benefit 
of  students  that  expect  to  pursue  training  in  professional 
schools.  In  all  about  one-half  of  the  college  course  is 
prescribed;  provisions  are  made  through  a  liberal  offering 
of  majors  and  minors  as  well  as  related  elective  courses 
for  such  choice  as  will  enable  the  students  to  prepare  for 
work  in  the  various  professional  schools.     The  following 
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statements  will  indicate  the  range  of  work  available  for 
those  who  have  a  special  interest  in  the  particular  field 
named. 

TRAINING    FOR    MINISTERIAL   AND 
MISSIONARY    STUDENTS 

For  ministerial  students  taking  the  A.B.  courses  and 
desiring  to  major  in  New  Testament  or  Religious  Educa- 
tion the  usual  standard  courses  of  study  are  provided.  This 
is  likewise  true  of  students  who  desire  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  work  on  the  mission  field,  pastoral  helpers, 
or  directors  of  Religious  Education.  Such  courses  are 
not  detailed  in  outline  in  the  catalog  but  are  available  as 
shown  in  the  regular  announcements  of  the  departments. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  aims  it  is  urged  that 
all  who  plan  to  pursue  a  course  elsewhere  leading  to  the 
B.D.  degree  be  most  careful  in  the  selection  of  their  work 
for  the  A.B.  degree.  Survey  courses  in  both  Old  and  New 
Testament  are  offered  to  undergraduates. 

TRAINING    OF    TEACHERS 

The  primary  aim  of  the  Department  of  Education  is  to 
send  forth  graduates  with  professional  enthusiasm,  knowl- 
edge of  basic  principles  of  educational  theory  and  practice, 
and  with  special  preparation  to  teach  certain  chosen  sub- 
jects embraced  in  the  secondary  school  curricula. 

Candidates  for  state  high  school  teaching  certificates 
are  privileged  to  observe  and  to  do  practice  teaching  in 
the  local  high  school.  The  excellent  high  schools  of 
Wellsburg,  Warwood,  Wheeling,  Avella,  and  Steubenville 
are  accessible  and  are  available  for  additional  observation 
in  special  subjects.  At  Avella  a  modified  Dalton  system 
is  in  use. 

State  Recognition.  The  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion of  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Ohio, 
West  Virginia  and  several  other  states  have  placed 
Bethany  College  on  the  approved  list  of  schools  for  the 
training    of    teachers.       This    means    that    graduates    of 
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Bethany  College  may  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  these 
states  without  taking  the  usual  teachers'  examination^ 
provided  they  complete  courses  that  satisfy  the  require- 
ments of  the  state  in  which  the  teaching  is  to  be  done. 

Requirements  for  a  High  School  Teacher's  Certificate. 

As  a  part  of  the  required  hours  for  graduation,  students 
of  any  department  desiring  a  high  school  certificate  upon 
graduation  must  include  the  following  work  along  educa- 
tional lines: 

Courses  repuired  by  the  laws  of  certain  states, — 
Psychology  3  hours  (Satisfied  by  Psyc.  31,  32  or  41) 
Edusational  Psychology  3  hours   (Psyc.  42). 
Principles  of  Teaching  3  hours  (Edu.  51  or  Edu.  52). 
Educational  Measurements  3  hours  (Psychology  52) 
Observation  and  Directed  Teaching  7  hours   (One  hour 

daily)  in  local  high  school  and  two  conferences  each 

week  during  a  semester. 
High  School  Management  3  hours   (Edu.  75  or  76). 
History  of  Education  3  hours   (Edu.  41). 
Special  Methods  of  Teaching  2  hours   (Methods  courses 

offered   by  different   departments). 
Introduction  to  Teaching  3  hours  (Edu.  40). 

A  few  other  courses  offered  by  the  college  may  be 
counted  in  some  states. 

Students  expecting  to  teach  are  advised  to  consult  with 
the  Dean  of  the  College  before  the  beginning  of  the  sopho- 
more year  concerning  courses  necessary  to  meet  state 
requirements. 

TRAINING    IN    MUSIC 

A  liberal  all-embracing  education  having  been  the  aim 
of  Bethany  College  from  its  very  inception,  music  has  for 
years  been  given  its  proper  place  in  the  curriculum. 

Recognizing  the  cultural  and  educative  value  of  a  course 
in  Music,  the  college  makes  the  study  of  Musical  Theory 
one  of  the  elective  courses  of  the  college  and  allows  the 
same  to  be  used  for  credit  toward  the  baccalaureate  degree. 
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A  maximum  of  eighteen  semester  hours  will  be  allowed. 
Ten  of  these  shall  be  earned  from  the  theoretical  courses 
listed  in  the  catalogue;  eight  shall  be  allowed  for  applied 
music,  by  which  is  meant  the  individual  study  of  an  in- 
strument or  the  voice  under  the  regular  teaching  staff  of 
the  music  department.  Application  for  credit  study  must 
be  made  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Credit  is  granted  only  for  instrumental  work  above  the 
intermediate  grade  except  in  voice  and  organ  where  credit 
is  allowed  for  second  year  work  and  thereafter. 

The  number  of  credit  hours  allowed  for  applied  music 
must  be  equalled  by  theory  credits  earned  previously  here 
or  at  some  other  accredited  institution,  or  pursued  during 
the  same  semester  at  the  college. 

For  one  weekly  lesson  with  five  hours  weekly  practice 
one  semester  hour  of  credit  will  be  granted;  for  two 
weekly  lessons  with  eight  hours  practice  two  hours  of 
credit  will  be  given. 

Students  of  the  Music  Department  are  required  to  pursue 
at  least  one  study  in  some  other  department  of  the  college. 

A  College  Band,  College  Orchestra  and  Choral  Perform- 
ances offer  the  student  body  a  varied  field  of  musical 
activity.  A  modern,  well  appointed  pipe  organ  is  avail- 
able for  practice  purposes.  For  terms  of  organ  rental, 
piano  rental  and  tuition  fees  consult  the  general  table  of 
expenses. 

Requirements  for  Graduation  in  Music — No  degree  is 
given  in  Music,  but  a  Diploma  of  Graduation  is  conferred 
upon  the  completion  of  the  Collegiate  Course  in  Piano,  the 
course  in  Organ  and  the  course  in  Voice,  together  with 
a  prescribed  course  in  Theory  as  follows: 

Piano  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52,  53-54,  33-34,  55-56. 
Organ  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52,  53-54. 
Voice  Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52. 

A  teacher's  certificate  is  conferred  upon  the  completion 
of  the  third  year  of  the  Collegiate  Piano  Course  and  the 
courses  in  Theory  required  for  graduation  in  Piano. 
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PRE-MEDICAL  TRAINING 

For  those  intending  to  take  up  the  study  of  medicine, 
the  college  offers  courses  which  satisfy  the  entrance  re- 
quirements of  the  best  medical  schools  of  the  country. 
Since  the  best  medical  schools  are  now  admitting  only 
those  students  who  are  graduates  of  a  standard  college  or 
university,  students  are  urgently  advised  to  complete  a 
four-year's  course,  if  at  all  possible.  The  following  out- 
line of  courses  is  suggested  for  the  first  three  years:

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PRE-LEGAL  TRAINING 

Applicants  for  admission  to  a  law  school  should  have 
completed  the  regular  college  course  and  obtained  the 
A.B.  degree;  however,  practically  all  universities  permit 
students  to  begin  the  work  in  law  when  sixty-four  hours, 
or  two  years,  of  regular  college  work  have  been  done,  pro- 
vided that  the  sixty-four  hours  include  certain  required 
pre-legal  courses.  The  requisites  are:  English,  ten  to 
twelve  hours,  including  rhetoric  and  practical  composition; 
Latin,  two  years,  at  least  to  include  Tacitus;  History,  six 
hours,  which  must  include  American  and  English  consti- 
tutional history.  Courses  strongly  recommended  are 
Psychology,  three  hours;  Logic,  three  hours;  Sociology, 
three  hours;  Economics,  six  hours;  Mathematics,  six 
hours  elementary  and  three  hours  of  Surveying;  Medieval 
History,  three  to  six  hours;  Political  Science,  six  to 
twelve  hours;  applied  Economics,  applied  Phychology, 
Criminology,  Hebraic  Law,  and  Roman  Legal  History.

TRAINING    FOR    STUDENTS    IN    BUSINESS 
ADMINISTRATION 

Students  who  expect  to  follow  business  careers  after 
leaving  college,  or  to  enter  graduate  schools  of  business 
administration,  will  have  the  broad  foundations  although 
not  the  technical  applications  by  taking  a  major  in  Econo- 
mics with  supplementary  courses  in  Mathematics  and 
Psychology.  Such  training  should  include  twenty-four  to 
thirty-six  hours  in  Economics;  six  to  fourteen  in  Mathe- 
matics; six  to  twelve  in  Psychology;  eight  to  fourteen  in 
History;  and  the  general  requirements  in  modern  languages 
and  laboratory  sciences.  In  most  universities  the  schools 
of  commerce  and  business  administration  require  an  A.B. 
degree  for  entrance,  but  the  undergraduate  work  may  be 
done  elsewhere  provided  it  contains  most  of  the  courses 
mentioned  in  this  paragraph.

TRAINING  IN   HOME   ECONOMICS 

Home  Economics,  which  is  the  study  of  the  problems 
of  the  home  and  family,  covers  a  field  of  human  activity 
rather  than  a  sharply  limited  subject  matter.  The  in- 
telligent understanding  of  these  problems  involves  a  wide 
background  in  both  the  natural  and  social  sciences. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  planned  both  for  students 
whose  interest,  immediate  or  remote,  is  in  the  administra- 
tion of  a  home  and  for  those  who  wish  a  few  courses  in 
the  field  of  home  economics  as  a  part  of  their  general 
education.  Training  is  offered  for  the  various  profes- 
sional opportunities,  such  as: 
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A.  teaching  in  the  public  schools 

B.  extension  work  with  women 

C.  nutrition  and   health  work  with   children   in  public 
schools  and  in  infant  welfare  stations. 

D.  business  positions  which  are  many  and  varied. 
The  following  courses   are   suggested   for  the   first  and

REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
ADMISSION 


Applicants  for  admission  to  Bethany  College  must  fur- 
nish evidence  of  good  character  and  be  no  less  than  sixteen 
years  of  age.  Those  coming  from  other  colleges  must 
present  evidence  of  honorable  dismissal  from  the  school 
last  attended. 

Admission  by  Certificate — Graduates  from  first  grade 
High  Schools  accredited  by  various  states  are  admitted  to 
the  college  upon  presentation  of  evidence  that  they  have 
completed  a  four  year  course  of  study  and  have  a  schol- 
astic record  that  indicates  they  are  competent  to  do  cred- 
itable college  work.  They  must  offer  not  less  than  fifteen 
units. 

Definition  of  a  Unit — In  evaluating  the  work  offered  by 
applicants  for  admission,  the  following  definition  of  a  unit 
made  by  the  National  Conference  Committee  on  standards 
of  colleges  and  secondary  schools  is  used: 

"A  unit  represents  a  year's  study  in  any  subject  in  a 
secondary  school  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of 
a  full  year's  work." 

This  definition  of  a  unit  takes  the  four-year  high  school 
course  as  a  basis  and  assumes  that  the  length  of  the  school 
year  is  from  thirty-six  to  forty  weeks,  that  a  period  is  from 
forty  to  sixty  minutes  in  length  and  that  the  study  is  pur- 
sued for  four  or  five  periods  a  week;  but  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  a  satisfactory  year's  work  cannot  be  ac- 
complished in  less  than  120  sixty-minute  hours  or  their 
equivalent.  Schools  organized  on  a  different  basis  can, 
nevertheless,  estimate  their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit. 
Two  hours  of  laboratory  are  assumed  to  be  equiva- 
lent to  one  hour  of  class  room  work.

flf  Plane  Geometry  is  not  one  of  the  prescribed  units 
offered,  it  must  be  made  up  outside  of  college  before  the 
beginning  of  the  sophomore  year  or  the  student  must  take 
freshman  mathematics  in  the  college. 

JOne  unit  of  any  language  is  not  accepted  in  meeting 
the  requirements  for  entrance  to  this  college  unless  the 
student  continues  a  study  of  the  same  language  in  the 
college.  In  order  to  do  this  it  is  necessary  for  the 
student  to  attend  all  sessions  of  the  first  year  college 
course  as  a  visitor  the  first  semester  in  order  to  carry 
the  work  for  credit  the  second  semester. 

A  student  coming  from  an  accredited  first  grade  High 
School  and  offering  at  least  15  units  for  entrance,  but  lack- 
ing one  or  more  of  the  prescribed  ones,  may  be  enrolled 
as  a  Freshman  but  said  student  will  be  required  to  elect 
in  the  college,  for  each  unit  lacking,  four  hours  of  work  in 
the  same  department,  in  addition  to  the  number  of  pre- 
scribed college  hours. 

Distribution  of  Units — The  following  subjects  are  regu- 
larly accepted  for  admission.  The  maximum  number  of 
units  usually  allowed  in  each  is  also  indicated.  In  the 
event  of  an  applicant  presenting  entrance  units  other  than 
those  prescribed  in  this  catalogue  the  power  of  evaluation 
and  final  acceptance  or  rejection  shall  rest  with  the  Dean 
of  the  College.

Admission  by  Examination — Students  who  for  a  good 
reason  have  not  been  permitted  to  complete  a  high  school 
course  of  study,  but  furnish  evidence  of  an  equivalent 
training,  may  be  admitted  to  Freshman  standing  upon 
examination  at  the  college. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing — Students  from  other 
standard  colleges  may  be  admitted  upon  presentation  of 
evidence  that  they  have  satisfied  the  entrance  require- 
ments of  this  college  and  were  in  good  and  regular  stand- 
ing in  the  institution  last  attended.  All  applications  for 
advanced  standing  must  be  accompanied  by  certificates 
stating  the  nature  and  extent  of  college  courses  completed 
and  signed  by  the  President  or  other  official  of  the  college 
where  the  work  was  done. 

In  no  case  will  a  student  be  granted  a  degree  who  has 
not  been  in  attendance  at  this  college  at  least  during  the 
senior  year. 


Admission  of  Special  Students — Mature  men  and  women 
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not  under  21  years  of  age,  who  are  not  able  to  present  15 
entrance  units,  are  admitted  to  this  college  as  special 
students  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  of  the  Southern 
States.  Such  students  are  not  regularly  classified,  are 
not  given  college  credit  for  work  done  and  are  not 
accepted  as  candidates  for  degrees.  If  at  any  time  they 
satisfy  their  entrance  deficiencies,  they  may  be  admitted 
to  Freshman  standing.  In  no  case  will  college  credit  be 
given  for  college  courses  taken  before  entrance  require- 
ments are  completed. 

Method  of  Enrollment — Students  who  plan  to  enter  the 
college  for  the  first  time  must  furnish  the  Registrar  with 
certificates  indicating  the  nature  and  extent  of  their  prepa- 
ration. These  certificates  must  be  signed  by  the  Princi- 
pal or  Superintendent  of  the  High  School  attended  and 
should  be  mailed  to  the  Registrar,  if  possible,  before  Sep- 
tember 1st.  Blank  certificates  for  this  purpose  will  be 
furnished  by  the  college,  if  desired.  Students  who  are 
granted  the  privilege  of  entering  the  college  will  be  fur- 
nished a  statement  during  the  summer  by  the  Registrar 
indicating  the  credit  given  for  previous  work.  This 
statement  is  to  be  presented  to  the  registration  committee 
on  registration  day.  This  committee  will  aid  the  stu- 
dents in  choosing  courses  of  study  and  making  out 
Enrollment  Cards. 

During  the  month  of  May  students  of  the  college  are 
obliged  to  fill  out  advance  enrollment  blanks  indicating 
the  courses  of  study  planned  for  the  coming  year.  These 
courses  must  be  approved  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  and, 
in  the  case  of  a  sophomore,  junior  or  senior,  the  approval 
of  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the  major  subject  must  also 
be  secured.  Any  changes  that  are  subsequently  made  in 
the  plans  must  be  sanctioned  by  the  Dean,  to  whom  the 
application  should   be  made   before  registration  day. 

On  registration  day  Advance  Enrollment  Cards  are  pro- 
cured by  students  from  the  Registrar  and  presented  to  the 
Bursar  with  whom  settlement  of  semester  bills  is  made. 

The  names  of  students  in  the  various  courses  are  fur- 
nished to  the  instructors  by  the  Regisrar. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
GRADUATION 


Degrees — Courses  are  offered  in  Bethany  College  leading 
to  the  degrees  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science. 

Requirement  of  Hours  for  Graduation — Candidates  for  a 
baccalaureate  degree  are  required  to  complete  124  semes- 
ter hours  of  college  work  of  which  not  to  exceed  four 
hours  may  be  offered  in  Physical  Education.  Beginning 
with  the  class  of  1932  eight  hours  of  Physical  Education 
will  be  required,  making  a  total  of  128  necessary  for  grad- 
uation. Of  these  eight  hours  four  will  be  class  room  work 
in  Health  Study.  The  remaining  four  will  be  given  for 
supervised  exercises  in  the  gymnasium  or  on  the  athletic 
field. 

Of  the  124  hours  required  at  present  the  following  are 
prescribed:

Requirement  of  Quality  Points  for  Graduation — In  addi- 
tion to  the  number  of  hours   required,   candidates  for  a  . 
degree  must  earn  at  least  120  quality  points  which  are 
awarded  as  follows: 

For  a  grade  of  A,  three  quality  points  for  each  hour 
of  academic  credit. 
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For  a  grade  of  B,  two  quality  points  for  each  hour 

of  academic  credit. 
For  a  grade  of  C,  one  quality  point  for  each  hour 

of  academic  credit. 
For  a  grade  of  D,  no  quality  points. 
A  grade  of  F  standing  on  the  records  at  the  time  the 
student  asks  for  a  degree  or  applies  for  a  transfer  of 
credit  will  lessen  the  number  of  the  applicant's  quality 
points  one  for  each  hour  represented  by  the  course  in 
which  failure  is  recorded. 

No  quality  points  are  given  for  work  in  Physical  Edu- 
cation. 

RULES   GOVERNING    MAJORS  AND   MINORS 

1.  Students  are  required  to  choose  major  and  minor 
subjects  not  later  than  the  beginning  of  the  junior  year 
and  these  subjects  cannot  be  changed  after  this  time 
without  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Faculty. 

2.  Twenty-four  semester  hours  are  required  as  the 
minimum  for  a  major  and  eighteen  semester  hours  as 
the  minimum  for  a  minor.  Thirty-six  hours  of  the  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  required  for  graduation  is  the 
maximum  number  that  is  allowed  in  any  one  department. 

3.  Not  to  exceed  six  hours  of  the  twenty-four  required 
for  a  major  can  be  counted  from  another  department,  and 
this  can  be  done  only  when  the  departments  are  very 
closely  related  and  after  the  heads  of  the  departments 
concerned  as  well  as  the  President  and  the  Dean  of  the 
College  have  agreed  to  the  arrangement. 

4.  In  the  fulfillment  of  major  requirements  freshman 
courses  are  excluded  in  departments  where  it  is  possible 
to  do  so.  In  no  case  is  more  than  eight  hours  of  work 
of  freshman  rank  allowed  to  count  toward  the  major 
requirement  and  at  least  eight  hours  must  be  above 
sophomore  rank.  Heads  of  departments  are  urged  to 
so  direct  the  work  of  their  major  students  as  to  cause 
as  much  as  possible  of  the  work  to  be  done  during  the 
junior  and  senior  years.  A  large  part  should  be  taken 
during  the  senior  year. 
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5.  The  major  and  minor  subjects  should  be  closely 
related  unless  the  occupation  for  which  the  student  is 
preparing  demands  another  combination.  In  any  case, 
before  selecting  a  minor,  the  head  of  the  department  in 
which  the  major  is  being  taken  should  be  consulted  and 
the  selection  must  meet  the  approval  of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  major  and  also  of  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

6.  Not  to  exceed  eight  hours  of  work  of  freshman  rank 
is  counted  in  satisfying  the  eighteen  hour  requirement 
for  a  minor. 

7.  At  least  twenty-four  quality  points  are  required  for 
work  in  the  major  subject  and  at  least  eighteen  for  work 
in  the  minor  subject. 

COURSES     SPECIFIED     FOR     MAJORS 

Biology 

Students  majoring  in  biology  will  be  required  to  select 
either  one  or  the  other  of  the  following  sequence  of 
courses  in  the  department: 

I.     Biology  11-12,  35-36,  51-52,  and   71-72;    or 
II.     Biology  11-12,  35-36,  65,  68,  and  71-72. 
The  following  courses  are  recommended  as  electives: 
For  sequence  I,  Biology  34  and  68; 
For  sequence  II,  Biology  46. 
A  minimum  of  16  semester  hours  of  chemistry,  at  least 
four   of  which   are   organic   chemistry,   will   be   required. 
It  is  further  recommended  that  a  minor  be  selected  in  a 
laboratory  science  and  that  either  German  or  French  be 
selected  to  meet  language  requirements. 

Chemistry 

Students  majoring  in  chemistry  will  be  required  to  take 
courses  11-12,  41-42,  53-54,  and  73.  Courses  71-72  are 
strongly  recommended  as  electives.  It  is  also  recom- 
mended that  calculus  and  physics  31-32  be  taken  and 
that  a  laboratory  science  be  selected  as  a  minor.  For 
those  who  expect  to  do  graduate  work  in  chemistry  a 
knowledge  of  German  and  French  is  very  essential. 
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Economics 

The  courses  required  for  a  major  in  economics  are 
43-44,  71-72,  and  73-74.  The  following  may  be  used  to 
complete  the  twenty-four  hours  required,  not  to  exceed 
six  being  transferred  from  any  other  department;  history 
11-12  and  mathematics  37-38.  Students  are  strongly  urged 
to  elect  psychology  53-54. 

Education 

Of  the  twenty-four  hours  constituting  the  minimum  for 
a  major  in  education,  the  following  courses  must  be  a 
part: 

Education  40  or  41,  51-52,  72,  75-76,  and  81  or  82. 

Note:  Students  who  expect  to  teach  in  high  school 
upon  graduation  from  college  are  advised  that  it  is  im- 
portant to  have  two  fields  like  English  and  History  in 
which  they  have  sufficient  hours  to  teach.  Since  the 
subjects  to  be  taught  must  appear  on  the  face  of  the 
certificate,  it  is  better  to  take  the  major  in  such  fields 
rather  than  in  education. 

English 

The  requirements  for  a  major  in  English  are: 
Twenty-four    hours    beyond    English    11-12    to    include 
English  31-32,  and   33-34. 

French 

French  11-12  will  not  be  counted  toward  a  major  in 
French.  All  other  courses  offered  by  the  department 
will  be  .  Two  hours  of  Comparative  Literature  will  be 
required  of  students  majoring  in  French. 

German 
In    satisfying   the   twenty-four   hour   requirement   for   a 
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major  in  German  any  courses  offered  by  the  department 
may  be  counted  excepting  11-12,  and  21-22.  At  least  two 
hours  in  Comparative  Literature  must  be  taken.  Students 
intending  to  teach  German  should  be  sure  to  include  course 
43-44. 

Greek 

In  satisfying  the  twenty-four  hour  requirement  for  a 
major  in  Greek  any  Greek  course  may  be  counted  except 
11-12  and  81-82.  Two  hours  of  Comparative  Literature 
must  be  taken  by  students  majoring  in  this  department. 

History 

For  a  major  in  History,  courses  33-34  and  51-52  are 
required.  If  History  11-12  is  applied  on  a  History  major, 
the  minimum  number  of  hours  for  the  major  will  be 
thirty  instead  of  twenty-four,  beginning  with  the  class 
that  graduates  in  1932.  Those  who  desire  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  department  for  teachers'  positions  must 
take  courses  101-102.  Courses  in  Political  Science  apply 
on  both  major  and  minor  in  History. 

Latin 

In  satisfying  the  requirement  for  a  major  any  course 
offered  by  the  department  may  be  counted  excepting 
courses  11-12  and  13-14. 

Mathematics 

For  a  major  in  Mathematics,  courses  11-12  and  31-32 
are  required  of  all  students.  At  least  eight  hours  must  be 
taken  from  courses  53-54,  55,  56,  57  and  Physics  51-52. 

Those  expecting  to  teach  will  find  a  minor  in  Physics 
very  helpful. 

New  Testament 

For  those  who  are  majoring  in  New  Testament  courses 
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numbers  31-32  are  required.  The  other  eighteen  hours 
may  be  elected  from  New  Testament  courses  numbers 
71-86.  It  is  recommended  that  students  take  at  least 
one  year  of  Old  Testament,  one  year  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion, and  Church  History  80.  Students  are  requested  to 
take  only  six  hours  of  New  Testament  before  their  junior 
year. 

Psychology 

Students  majoring  in  Psychology  must  offer,  in  addition 
to  twenty-four  hours'  credit  in  this  department,  Biology 
11-12  which  should  be  taken  during  the  freshman  or 
sophomore  year. 

Physics 

Students  majoring  in  Physics  may  satisfy  the  twenty- 
four  hours  required  by  taking  any  of  the  courses  offered 
by  the  department.  All  students  majoring  in  this  subject 
should  take  at  least  courses  11-12  and  31-32  in  the  De- 
partment of  Mathematics. 

Religious    Education 

Besides  courses  offered  in  the  department  of  Religious 
Education,  New  Testament  31-32  are  allowed  to  count  in 
satisfying   requirements   for   a   major. 

Home   Economics 

Students  majoring  in  Home  Economics  will  be  required 
to  take  Home  Economics  11-12,  31-32,  54,  63,  and  74. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 


In  numbering  of  courses  first  semester  courses  have  odd 
numbers  and  second  semester  courses  even  numbers.  A 
course  having  both  an  odd  and  even  number,  as  11-12,  runs 
continuously  throughout  the  year.  In  registering  for  the 
course,  the  odd  number  is  used  the  first  semester,  and  the 
even  the  second.  Courses  numbered  from  11  to  30  are  for 
Freshmen,  from  31  to  50  for  Sophomores  and  from  51 
upwards  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

Courses  marked  with  an  asterisk  count  for  one  hour 
less  than  the  usual  credit  when  elected  by  students  in 
their  senior  year. 

The  number  in  parenthesis  after  the  name  of  the  course 
indicates  the  credit  given  for  it  each  semester.  The  hours 
and  the  name  of  the  instructor  follow  the  description  of 
the  course. 

A  course  may  not  be  offered,  if  called  for  by  less  than 
five  students. 

Students  expecting  to  do  graduate  work  in  a  university 
after  completing  a  course  in  this  institution  are  advised  to 
secure  a  reading  knowledge  of  German  and  French.

HISTORY  AND  EQUIPMENT 


ORIGIN 


Buffalo  Seminary,  the  fore-runner  of  Bethany  College, 
was  inaugurated  at  Bethany,  W.  Va.,  in  the  year  1818  in 
the  home  of  Alexander  Campbell,  commonly  known  as  the 
Mansion.  Here  Mr.  Campbell  offered  educational  advan- 
tages for  the  youth  of  the  community  as  well  as  training 
for  young  men  in  the  work  of  the  Christian  ministry. 

In  1840  Bethany  College  was  chartered  by  the  State 
of  Virginia,  through  the  efforts  of  John  C.  Campbell  of 
Wheeling,  W.  Va.  Its  first  donation  was  a  $1,000  legacy 
made  by  Philip  B.  Pendleton  of  Virginia.  The  campus 
was  donated  b'y  the  first  President  of  the  College,  Alex- 
ander Campbell,  who  on  his  own  responsibility  began  at 
once  the  erection  of  a  commodious  brick  building  for  the 
use  of  the  College.  The  first  session  opened  in  October, 
1841. 

LOCATION 

Bethany  College  is  situated  in  the  Pan  Handle  of  West 
Virginia,  seven  miles  southeast  of  Wellsburg,  fifteen  miles 
north  of  Wheeling,  and  forty  miles  south  of  Pittsburgh. 
Being  as  it  is,  almost  one  thousand  feet  above  sea  level 
and  surrounded  by  picturesque  and  inspiring  scenery,  the 
location  is  considered  very  attractive  and  healthful.  The 
village  in  which  the  college  is  located  is  easily  accessible, 
being  connected  with  Wellsburg  by  a  bus  line.  At  Wells- 
burg connection  is  made  with  traction  lines  for  Steuben- 
ville,  Wheeling  and  other  Ohio  River  points  and  also  with 
the  Pennsylvania  Lines  R.  R.  Brilliant,  Ohio,  just  across 
the  Ohio  River  from  Wellsburg,  is  situated  on  the  Cleve- 
land and  Pittsburgh  Railroad. 
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RECOGNITION    BY    ACCREDITING    AGENCIES 

Bethany  College  holds  membership  in  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  It  is  also 
on  the  approved  list  of  the  Association  of  American 
Universities. 

BUILDINGS   AND    GROUNDS 

The  College  Campus — The  college  campus,  containing 
about  fifty  acres,  overlooks  the  beautiful  Buffalo  Creek. 
Fine  trees,  hundreds  of  shrubs,  a  well-kept  lawn,  concrete 
walks,  five  tennis  courts,  attractive  entrance  gates  give 
the  campus  a  park-like  appearance.  The  woodland  to  the 
rear  of  the  campus  affords  a  delightful  background.  These 
beautiful  surroundings  provide  a  cultural  advantage  for 
the  members  of  the  college  community. 

The  Main  College  Building — The  main  college  building 
stands  on  an  elevation  in  the  center  of  an  attractive 
campus.  It  is  an  imposing  structure  of  Gothic  Architec- 
ture and  is  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
used.  It  contains  twenty-eight  rooms,  most  of  which  are 
used  as  class  rooms.  Along  the  west  side  and  running  the 
entire  length  of  the  building  is  the  Corridor,  an  open 
promenade  310  feet  in  length. 

The  E.  W.  Oglebay  Hall  of  Agriculture — This  hall  was 
donated  to  the  college  by  the  late  Earl  W.  Oglebay,  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  June  7,  1911. 
The  building  is  used  mainly  for  the  teaching  of  the 
sciences.  It  contains  chemical,  biological  and  home 
economics  laboratories,  a  chemical  supply  room,  several 
class  rooms  and  the  college  administration  offices.  The 
style  of  architecture  is  Tudor  Gothic  and  harmonizes  with 
the  Main  College  building. 

Carnegie  Library  Building — This  building  is  95  feet  wide 
and  is  constructed  of  brown  pressed  brick  with  Berea 
sandstone  trimmings.  The  interior  is  finished  with  pol- 
ished oak  and  presents  a  very  attractive  appearance.    On 
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the  first  floor  is  a  large  social  and  banquet  room  which 
has  been  made  very  attractive  through  the  generosity  of 
the  late  Mrs.  E.  W.  Oglebay.  The  second  floor  is  given 
over  to  the  library  proper  and  contains  reading  rooms  and 
the  book  stack  room  which  is  furnished  with  steel  shelving. 
On  the  third  floor  is  a  large  reading  room  equipped  with 
shelves  for  bound  copies  of  magazines  and  journals. 
There  are  also  two  large  class  rooms  and  a  museum  on 
this  floor. 

The  Percy  B.  Cochran  Hall — This  modern  dormitory 
was  donated  to  the  college  by  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of 
Uniontown,  Pa.,  in  1910,  as  a  memorial  to  his  son,  Percy 
B.  Cochran.  The  building  is  four  stories  high.  A  large 
dining-room,  together  with  kitchen  and  storage  rooms,  and 
a  reception  room  occupy  the  first  floor.  The  other  floors 
are  used  as  rooming  places  for  young  men.  The  building 
is  of  fireproof  construction  and  built  on  the  latest  im- 
proved plan.  The  second  and  third  floors  of  the  front 
wings  are  arranged  in  suites.  In  each  suite  there  is  a 
study  room  and  adjoining  the  study  room  there  are  two 
bedrooms.  The  fourth  floor  of  the  front  wings  and  all 
floors  of  the  rear  wing  are  arranged  in  double  and  single 
rooms.  The  building  throughout  is  heated  with  steam  and 
is  modern  in  its  appointments.  In  this  building  also  are 
rooms  for  a  faculty  resident  who  has  direct  supervision 
over  the  building  and  the  student  residents. 

The  Irvin  Gymnasium — This  strictly  modern  gymnasium 
was  donated  by  the  Irvin  family  of  Big  Run,  Pa.  The 
building,  being  of  Gothic  architecture,  is  in  harmony  with 
the  main  college  building.  It  is  100  feet  in  length  and  52 
feet  in  width  and  is  equipped  with  swimming  pool  20x40 
feet,  shower  baths,  team  rooms,  trophy  room,  lecture  room, 
janitor's  living  room,  locker,  running  track  and  some  rooms 
used  as  offices,  in  addition  to  the  main  gymnasium  floor. 

Phillips  Hall — This  dormitory  for  women  was  originally 
donated  by  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Sr.,  of  New  Castle,  Penn- 
sylvania. During  the  past  year  and  a  half  the  structure 
has  been  entirely  rebuilt,  a  large  annex  has  been  made 
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a  part  of  the  building,  and  the  old  structure  has  been 
completely  fireproofed  and  modernized.  On  each  of  the 
dormitory  floors  are  to  be  found,  in  addition  to  the  dormi- 
tory rooms,  two  large  modern  bathrooms,  four  kitchenettes, 
telephone  booths,  and  lounging  space.  On  each  floor,  as 
well  as  in  the  lobby,  will  be  found  drinking  fountains  with 
circulating  ice-water. 

There  is  dormitory  space  in  the  building  for  112  girls. 
In  addition  there  are  quarters  in  the  building  for  the 
dean  of  women,  the  house  hostess,  the  needed  help,  and 
some  guest  rooms  for  mothers  who  may  be  visiting  their 
daughters. 

The  building  contains  two  hospital  wards — one  with 
two  beds  and  one  with  four  beds.  As  a  part  of  this  hos- 
pital unit  there  are  private  quarters  for  a  nurse,  includ- 
ing bedroom,  office,  and  bath. 

The  recreation  and  social  needs  of  young  women  are 
to  be  served  by  the  large  lobby,  some  small  loggias,  and 
a  large  recreation  room.  These  facilities  will  be  avail- 
able for  all  the  young  women  of  the  college. 

A  modern,  electrically-equipped  kitchen  and  a  commo- 
dious dining-room  that  will  accommodate  350  people  will 
enable  all  the  young  women  of  the  college  to  take  their 
meals  in  Phillips  Hall. 

Each  living  room  is  equipped  with  a  study  desk,  the 
necessary  chairs  and  beds,  and  built-in  cabinets  which 
will  provide  each  girl  with  a  chest  of  drawers  and  a 
wardrobe  with  extension  hangers.  On  the  wardrobe  door 
will  be  found  a  mirror  and  shelf  serving  as  a  dressing 
table.  These  rooms  will  range  in  rental  price  from  $2.50 
to  $4.00  per  week  for  each  student.  In  addition  a  service 
charge  of  $.50  per  week  will  apply  to  each  occupant  of 
all  rooms.  Most  of  the  rooms  are  double.  There  are  a 
few  single  rooms  on  each  floor.  Each  student  will  be 
expected  to  furnish  comforts,  blankets,   and  towels. 

The  Cochran  Central  Heating  Plant — The  college  came 
into  possession  of  this  building  and  its  equipment  through 
the  generosity  of  Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa. 
Eight  college  buildings,  the  Bethany  Memorial  Church  and 
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several  dwelling  houses  which  belong  to  the  college  are 
adequately  heated  from  this  source.  Coal,  taken  from 
grounds  owned  by  the  college,  is  delivered  by  miners 
direct  to  the  storage  room  of  the  plant  without  the  labor 
of  rehandling. 

Pendleton  Heights — A  short  distance  to  the  north  of  the 
Main  Building  on  the  campus  is  the  home  of  the  President, 
known  as  Pendleton  Heights.  This  building  was  erected 
by  W.  K.  Pendleton,  second  President  of  Bethany  College, 
and  is  admirably  suited  to  its  intended  purpose. 

Commencement  Hall — This  building  was  dedicated  June 
1st,  1924.  It  contains,  in  addition  to  the  chapel  and  com- 
mencement hall  proper,  five  class  rooms  and  the  physics 
laboratory.  The  building  is  very  attractive  and  service- 
able. 

Apartment  Houses  and  Other  Dwellings — The  college 
owns  three  apartment  houses  and  eight  other  dwellings  for 
the  use  of  married  students  and  people  connected  with  the 
college.  One  of  these  dwellings  is  situated  on  the  campus 
and  was  formerly  owned  and  occupied  by  the  late  Pro- 
fessor A.  C.  Pendleton.  One  is  used  by  one  of  the  sorori- 
ties of  the  college.  The  suites  of  the  apartment  houses 
furnish  very  satisfactory  homes  for  married  students  and 
rent  for  $180  a  year  with  heat  furnished. 

The  College  Farm  and  Farm  Buildings — Through  the 
generosity  of  E.  W.  Oglebay  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Bethany 
College  now  owns  the  Alexander  Campbell  farm  of  205 
acres.  At  Mr.  Oglebay's  expense  many  improvements 
have  been  made  on  this  farm,  including  a  large,  round 
dairy  barn  eighty-six  feet  in  diameter,  and  a  creamery 
building.  By  a  deed  bearing  date  of  April  7th,  1914,  Miss 
Margaretta  E.  Parkinson  has  given  to  the  college  the 
farm  of  261  acres  adjoining  the  college  grounds  on  the 
north.  Two  other  tracts  of  land  are  owned  by  the  college, 
making  a  total  of  535  acres. 
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The  Nature  Trail — In  1914  Miss  Margaretta  E.  Parkinson 
gave  the  college  a  tract  of  land  consisting  of  some  twenty 
acres  of  virgin  timber.  Through  this  tract  of  magnificent 
oaks,  elms,  birches  and  beeches  there  has  been  construct- 
ed a  nature  trail  together  with  several  picnic  spots  for  the 
use  of  the  students  and  friends  of  the  college.  The  trail 
follows  the  banks  of  a  ravine  which  it  crosses  in  several 
places  by  rustic  bridges.  New  species  of  trees,  shrubs  and 
wild  flowers  are  being  planted  along  the  trail  and  in  the 
woods  which  has  been  set  aside  as  a  bird  and  game  sanc- 
tuary. The  Parkinson  Oaks  and  the  trail  are  very  useful 
in  the  nature  recreation  program  of  the  college. 

LIBRARY    AND    READING    ROOMS 

The  Library  and  Reading  Room  Equipment — The  library 
contains  21,192  volumes,  exclusive  of  bound  magazines 
and  pamphlets.  The  Dewey  Decimal  System  of  Classifica- 
tion is  used.  The  dictionary  catalog  provides  the  key  to 
the  book  contents  of  the  library.  Pamphlets  and  clippings 
considered  valuable  are  placed  in  an  alphabetical  file. 
Students  are  admitted  to  the  stackroom  upon  request  if 
they  are  engaged  in  special  work. 

General  Regulations — The  library  is  open  every  week- 
day during  the  college  year  from  7:30  A.  M.  to  9  P.  M. 
except  during  chapel,  lunch  and  dinner  hours  and  Satur- 
day evenings.  Books  from  the  stacks  may  be  taken  out 
for  a  period  of  two  weeks.  Books  reserved  by  professors 
for  special  reference  work  are  placed  on  reserve  shelves 
and  can  be  taken  from  the  building  from  9  P.  M.  to  8 
A.  M.  Books  in  the  reference  collection  are  for  library 
use  only. 

Special  Collections — Several  valuable  collections  have 
been  received  by  the  library,  among  them  being  the  libra- 
ries of  Alexander  Campbell,  Dr.  Robert  Richardson,  Miss 
A.  C.  Pendleton,  Archibald  McLain,  W.  S.  Priest,  and 
Levi  Marshall.  During  the  summer  of  1929  the  medical 
library  of  Miss  Mary  I.  Nichols  was  presented  to  the 
college   library. 
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Reading  Rooms — The  reading  rooms  have  a  seating 
capacity  of  150.  A  collection  of  the  best  periodicals,  in- 
cluding daily  papers  and  weekly,  monthly  and  quarterly 
magazines  and  journals,  is  received.  Fiction  and  bound 
volumes  of  periodicals  and  files  of  unbound  periodicals 
are  on  open  stacks  in  the  upstairs  reading  room.  The 
pamphlet  and  clipping  file  is  also  kept  here. 


LABORATORIES 

Chemical  Laboratories — All  the  second  floor  of  Oglebay 
Hall  is  used  by  the  Department  of  Chemistry  for  labora- 
tories, balance  rooms,  class  rooms  and  storage.  The 
equipment  is  modern  and  adequate  for  the  usual  college 
undergraduate  courses  in  General,  Analytical  and  Organic 
Chemistry. 

Physics  Laboratories — The  rooms  used  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physics  are  on  the  first  floor  of  Commencement 
Hall.  Modern  equipment  sufficient  for  at  least  three  years 
of  college  physics  is  in  possession  of  the  college. 

Biological  Laboratories — The  biological  laboratories  are 
situated  in  Oglebay  Hall.  These  laboratories  are  equipped 
with  compound  microscopes  and  other  apparatus  needed 
for  work  in  general  biology,  plant  morphology,  plant  physi- 
ology, plant  pathology,  general  zoology,  embryology,  his- 
tology, anatomy  and  physiology. 

Psychological  Laboratory — The  Psychological  laboratory 
is  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  main  college  building 
in  connection  with  the  Psychology  lecture  room.  This 
laboratory  was  inaugurated  two  years  ago,  and  is  being 
built  up  rapidly  in  order  to  put  all  the  courses  of  the  de- 
partment on  a  laboratory  basis.  The  present  equipment 
is  sufficient  for  the  work  in  General  Psychology,  Elemen- 
tary Experimental  Psychology,  and  Tests  and  Measure- 
ments. 
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Home  Economics  Laboratories — The  third  floor  of 
Oglebay  Hall  is  used  by  the  Home  Economics  Department. 
The  Clothing  laboratory  is  equipped  with  treadle  and 
electric  machines,  triple  mirror,  cutting  tables  and  other 
equipment  needed  for  work  in  this  branch  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  Foods  laboratory  has  one  section  for  prepara- 
tion work,  which  is  adequately  equipped;  the  other  section 
for  serving  has  a  drop-leaf  table  and  chairs,  with  linen, 
silver  and  china  for  demonstrating  all  forms  of  table 
service. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


ENDOWMENTS 

The  M.  M.  Cochran  General  Endowment — On  January 
25,  1921,  Hon.  M.  M,.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa.,  gave 
Bethany  $500,000  to  be  iknown  as  the  M.  M.  Cochran 
General  Endowment  Fund.  This  amount  was  paid  at  once 
and  has  made  possible  the  attainment  of  high  aims  in  the 
academic  work  of  the  college.  On  February  19,  1923,  Mr. 
Cochran  gave  an  additional  $300,000  to  be  known  as  the 
M.  M.  Cochran  Endowment  of  1923. 

Endowment  of  Office  and  Chair  of  President  of  Bethany 
College — Hon.  M.  M.  Cochran  of  Uniontown,  Pa.,  has 
donated  to  the  college  $100,000  as  an  endowment  of  the 
office  and  chair  of  the  President  of  the  college. 

Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Cochran  of  Dawson,  Pa.,  has  generously 
contributed  $25,000  toward  the  endowment  of  a  chair  to 
be  known  as  the  Sarah  B.  Cochran  Chair  of  Philosophy. 

Hon.  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Sr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  has 
given  $30,000  to  endow  a  chair  in  Bethany  College  to  be 
known  as  the  Thomas  W.  Phillips  Bible  Chair. 

Herbert  Moninger  Memorial  Chair  of  Bible  School 
Pedagogy — Through  the  interest  and  generosity  of  many 
Bible  Schools,  churches,  and  individuals,  a  fund  of  $25,000 
has  been  given  to  the  college  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Moninger  Memorial  Chair  of  Bible  School  Pedagogy. 

George  T.  Oliver  Endowment — The  late  Senator  George 
T.  Oliver  of  Pennsylvania,  an  alumnus  of  the  college,  gave 
$50,000  to  the  Permanent  Endowment  Fund  to  be  used 
for  the  endowment  of  the  Chair  of  History. 
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The  Thomas  W.  Phillips,  Jr.,  Endowment — T.  W.  Phillips, 
Jr.,  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  has  generously  donated  to  the 
college  $45,000  for  endowment  purposes. 

R.  A.  Long  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  gave  $50,000  to  the 
endowment  fund  of  the  college.  This  amount  was  used 
to  endow  the  Chair  of  Mathematics. 

Other  Endowment  Moneys — Other  endownment  moneys 
have  been  received  recently.  One  bequest  totaling  more 
than  $30,000  has  been  added  to  the  permanent  funds  of 
the  college.  The  total  endowment  of  the  institution  is 
$1,810,800. 

STUDENT    AID    AND    SELF    HELP 

Scholarships — Some  friends  of  Bethany  have  endowed 
scholarships  in  the  college.  These  range  in  value  from 
$20  per  semester  to  $100  per  semester,  or  full  tuition. 
They  are  in  the  hands  of  the  donors  or  their  heirs  for 
assignment. 

A  limited  number  of  other  scholarships  have  been 
created  by  the  Trustees  and  are  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  administration  for  assignment  to  worthy  young 
men  and  women. 

The   following   scholarships   apply  to   tuition: 

Mary  A.  Morrison  Scholarship — A  scholarship  covering 
three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  tuition.  The  student  enjoying 
tAe  benefits  of  this  scholarship  is  to  be  named  by  the 
administration. 

Isaac  Miller  Scholarship — This  scholarship  covers  tui- 
tion, the  benefits  of  which  are  to  be  received  by  a  minis- 
terial student. 

G.  A.  Willett  Scholarship — This  scholarship  covers  tui- 
tion. The  student  receiving  the  benefits  of  the  same  is 
to  be  nominated  by  a  member  of  the  Willett  family. 
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» 

Albert  C.  Israel  Scholarship — This  scholarship  yields 
$20  per  semester  to  apply  on  tuition  of  a  descendant  of 
Albert  C.  Israel. 

Isaac  Brown  Scholarship — This  scholarship  covers  $30 
on  tuition  cost  per  semester. 

Jennie  I.  Hayes  Scholarship — One  scholarship  covering 
tuition.  To  he  awarded  for  the  purpose  of  helping  students 
who  are  preparing  for  the  mission  field  or  the  ministry. 
The  student  who  receives  the  benefit  of  this  scholarship 
is  to  be  nominated  by  the  donor. 

Ida  M.  Irvin  Scholarship — One  scholarship  covering 
tuition.  To  be  awarded  to  students  who  have  reached  the 
senior  year  in  their  college  course.  The  student  receiving 
the  benefit  of  this  scholarship  is  to  be  nominated  by  the 
donor. 

Herbert  Moninger  Scholarship — A  scholarship  endowed 
in  memory  of  Mr.  Herbert  Moninger,  a  graduate  of  the 
college.  The  annual  income  of  this  scholarship  is  to  be 
used  to  help  some  worthy  student. 

M.  M.  Cochran  Scholarships — A  number  of  scholarships 
covering  the  annual  tuition  charge.  The  students  who 
receive  the  benefits  of  these  scholarships  are  to  be  nomi- 
nated  by   the   donor. 

Phillips  Loan  Fund — Some  years  ago  the  Hon.  Thomas 
W.  Phillips  of  New  Castle,  Pa.,  generously  donated  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  College  a  total  of  $10,000  to  be  loaned  to 
students.  Other  gifts  and  accrued  interest  have  increased 
this  fund  until  it  amounts  to  more  than  $12,000.  Loans 
from  this  fund  may  be  obtained  by  students  on  complying 
with  the  conditions  governing  the  same.  Approved  secu- 
rity is  required  of  all  those  borrowing  from  the  fund.  No 
student  is  loaned  more  than  $100  per  year.  All  notes 
bear  interest  from  date  of  maturity. 
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Student  Employment — Limited  opportunities  for  stu- 
dents to  earn  money  for  college  expenses  are  afforded  by 
the  college.  Some  work  about  the  college  and  the  college 
farm  is  carried  on  by  student  help.  No  student,  however, 
can  depend  on  earning  more  than  enough  to  pay  board, 
and  the  college  will  not  undertake  to  provide  student  aid 
beyond  this  amount.  Applications  for  work  should  be 
made  to  the  Executive  Secretary  to  the  President.  Assign- 
ments of  work  will  be  made  by  a  committee  through  his 
office.  The  application  must  be  accompanied  by  a  de- 
posit of  $5.00  as  a  guarantee  of  faithful  performance.  In 
case  work  is  not  obtained  the  deposit  will  be  refunded. 
The  college  is  not  able  to  assure  any  student  of  con- 
tinuous employment.  A  careful  study  of  the  student's 
needs  and  general  welfare  will  be  made  by  the  committee 
caring  for  student  employment  as  each  application  is 
considered. 

Student  Preaching — Ministerial  students  are  frequently 
called  to  fill  pulpits  within  easy  reach  of  Bethany.  A  num- 
ber of  our  students  preach  regularly  for  near-by  churches, 
and  thus,  in  addition  to  the  good  they  do  for  others,  earn 
funds  to  meet  their  college  expenses.  It  is  recommended 
that  no  student  below  the  junior  year  preach  oftener  than 
alternate  Sundays. 

STUDENT   ACTIVITIES 

Athletics — Besides  the  courses  in  Physical  Education, 
which  are  required  of  all  freshmen  and  sophomores  who 
are  found  on  examination  by  a  physician  to  be  physically 
able  to  do  the  work,  Bethany  College  maintains  intramural 
athletics  and  intercollegiate  teams  in  football,  basketball, 
baseball,  tennis  and  track.  This  phase  of  physical  train- 
ing is  under  the  supervision  of  a  Board  of  Athletic  Control 
made  up  of  the  faculty  committee  on  athletics  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  college  and  four  members  of  the 
student  body.  One  of  the  four  students  must  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  senior  class,  one  of  the  junior  class,  one  of  the 
sophomore  class,  and  one  of  the  Woman's  Athletic  Asso- 
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ciation.  The  President  of  the  college  is  ex-officio  mem- 
ber of  this  Board.  The  captains  of  the  various  teams 
are  chosen  by  the  members  of  the  teams.  Student  mana- 
gers of  teams  are  chosen  by  the  Board.  The  Board  re- 
serves the  right  to  remove  any  captain  or  manager  for 
cause,  at  any  time. 

Bethany  College  is  a  member  of  the  Tri-State  Inter- 
collegiate Conference. 

Student  Board  of  Governors — As  a  means  of  governing 
and  directing  student  interests  and  student  activities,  the 
Student  Board  of  Governors  is  maintained  by  the  student 
body  as  a  legislative  and  executive  body.  Matters  pertain- 
ing to  athletics,  debating,  student  publications,  social 
affairs,  and  general  student  interests  are  given  attention. 
The  student  fee  of  $10.00  a  semester  is  used  by  this  Board 
for  the  various  student  activities  and  organizations.  The 
Board  co-operates  with  the  college  administration  in  every 
way. 

Student  Publications — Under  the  management  of  the 
Student  Board  of  Publication  the  students  publish  the 
Bethany  Collegian,  a  bi-weekly  newspaper,  devoted  to  the 
interests  of  the  college.  Annually  a  publication  called 
The  Bethanian  is  issued  under  the  more  direct  supervision 
of  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class.  The  student  fee  cov- 
ers the  cost  of  these  publications  and  so  every  student  is 
entitled  to  a  free  copy  of  each  issue. 

Literary  Society — There  is  in  connection  with  the  col- 
lege a  society  known  as  the  Adelphian  which  is  devoted 
to  the  cultivation  of  literary  composition  and  oratory. 
Students  of  the  College  are  urged  to  become  members  of 
this  organization. 

Debating  Contests — Each  year  teams  from  Bethany  Col- 
lege meet  teams  from  nearby  colleges.  This  intercol- 
legiate debating  affords  the  best  of  opportunities  for 
student  development. 
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Christian  Association — The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  has  a  large  and 
active  membership  and  is  doing  good  work.  Lady  students 
are  urged  to  become  affiliated  with  this  organization. 

Volunteer  Mission  Band — There  is  in  the  college  a 
flourishing  Volunteer  Missionary  Band,  which  is  a  strong 
factor  in  developing  missionary  spirit. 

Ministerial  Association — This  association  is  made  up  of 
the  young  men  of  the  student  body  who  are  preparing 
for  the  work  of  the  Christian  Ministry.  This  group  of 
students  holds  a  prominent  place  in  the  life  of  the  college. 
Fortnightly  meetings  are  held,  at  which  meetings  the  vital 
problems  relating  to  the  ministry  are  discussed.  Promi- 
nent pastors,  editors,  Bible  School  workers  and  mission- 
ary leaders  are  frequent  visitors,  bringing  vital  messages 
concerning  the  present  day  tasks  of  the  church  to  the 
young  men. 

Fraternities — The  following  fraternities  are  represented 
at  Bethany:  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Kappa  Alpha,  Sigma  Nu,  Alpha 
Phi  Epsilon,  Tau  Kappa  Alpha,  Phi  Kappa  Tau,  Alpha  Xi 
Delta,  Zeta  Tau  Alpha,  Kappa  Delta,  Gamma  Chi  and 
Alpha  Kappa  Pi. 

College  Band — The  present  College  Band  has  a  member- 
ship of  thirty-two.  This  organization  furnishes  music  for 
all  outdoor  functions  of  the  college  and  gives  a  series  of 
concerts  during  the  year.  A  number  of  instruments  are 
available  for  the  use  of  band  members.  Membership  in 
this  organization  is  open  to  all  possessing  the  necessary 
qualifications. 

The  Merry  Masquers — The  "Merry  Masquers"  is  the 
dramatic  club  under  the  auspices  of  the  English  depart- 
ment. It  gives  opportunity,  not  only  for  the  exercise  of 
ingenuity  in  working  out  stage  settings,  lighting,  screen- 
ing, etc.,  but  for  self  expression  in  the  artistic  interpreta- 
tion of  the  great  characters  in  dramatic  literature.    The 
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members  of  the  club  have  staged  parts  of  the  old  Miracle 
plays,  the  "Morality  of  Everyman",  a  sixteenth  century 
"Grand  Christmas"  in  the  presence  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and 
her  court.  They  give-  the  Commencement  play  each  year 
on  the  college  campus.  Such  plays  as  "Mid-Summer 
Night's  Dream",  "The  Tempest",  Milton's  "Comus",  and 
other  plays  have  been  successfully  staged  in  the  open  air. 

French  Club — A  French  Club,  organized  with  student 
officers,  is  connected  with  the  French  department  to  give 
practice  in  conversation  and  the  opportunity  to  learn  folk 
songs  and  games  of  France. 

College  Lecture  Course — Provision  is  made  by  the  col- 
lege for  a  course  of  high  class  lectures  and  entertain- 
ments each  year,  thus  giving  students  the  privilege  of 
hearing  some  of  the  very  best  platform  talent. 

College  Orchestra — This  musical  organization  at  present 
numbers  twenty-eight  pieces.  The  orchestra  furnishes 
music  for  most  of  the  indoor  college  functions  and  for  the 
Bible  School  of  the  Bethany  Memorial  Church.  A  number 
of  concerts  are  given  each  year  in  nearby  towns  and 
cities.  Membership  is  open  to  anyone  possessing  some 
degree  of  proficiency  on  orchestral  instruments. 

Controversy  Club — The  Controversy  Club  is  an  organi- 
zation composed  of  students  and  members  of  the 
faculty,  meeting  bi-weekly  to  discuss  and  interpret  cur- 
rent trends  in  national  and  international  affairs.  The  dis- 
cussions are  informal  and  entirely  voluntary,  being  in- 
tended for  assembling  facts  and  points  of  view  to  promote 
wider  appreciation  of  world  events  rather  than  the  pres- 
entation of  set  papers.  The  meetings  of  the  club  are 
limited  to  one  hour's  time,  and  are  open  to  members  of 
the  college  community.    The  club  has  no  dues  nor  fees. 

Home  Economics  Club — The  Home  Economics  Club  is 
an   organization   of   students   taking   work   in   the  Depart- 
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ment  of  Home  Economics.  Talks,  playlets  and  subjects 
of  interest  to  Home  Economics  students  are  given  at  the 
monthly  meetings,  after  which  a  social  hour  is  held.

GENERAL    REGULATIONS 

Classification  of  Students — The  classification  of  students 
is  determined  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  according  to 
the  following  plan: — For  full  sophomore  rank  a  student 
must  have  at  least  30  hours  of  academic  credit  and  20 
quality  points,  for  full  junior  rank  at  least  60  hours  of 
academic  credit  and  50  quality  points,  and  full  senior  rank 
at  least  90  hours  of  academic  credit  and  90  quality  points. 

To  obtain  conditional  enrollment  in  any  class  a  student 
must  have  within  two  credit  hours  and  two  quality  points 
of  the  number  required  for  full  standing,  except  in  the  case 
of  a  conditioned  sophomore  who  may  have  as  few  as  26 
hours  of  credit. 

No  student  is  considered  as  a  candidate  for  the  bacca- 
laureate degree  until  granted  senior  classification. 
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Advance  Enrollment — During  the  month  of  May  students 
of  the  college  are  obliged  to  fill  out  advance  enrollment 
blanks  indicating  the  courses  of  study  planned  for  the 
coming  year.  These  courses  must  be  approved  by  the 
Dean  of  the  College  and,  in  the  case  of  a  sophomore, 
junior  or  senior,  the  approval  of  the  teacher  in  charge  of 
the  major  subject  must  also  be  secured.  Any  changes 
that  are  subsequently  made  in  the  plans  must  be  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Dean,  to  whom  the  application  should  be 
made  before  registration  day. 

On  registration  day  Advance  Enrollment  Cards  are  pro- 
cured by  students  from  the  Registrar  and  presented  to  the 
Bursar  with  whom  settlement  of  semester  bills  is  made. 

The  names  of  students  in  the  various  courses  are  fur- 
nished to  the  instructors  by  the  Registrar. 

Class  Attendance — Class  absences  are  classified  as  ap- 
proved or  unapproved.  Four  absences  in  a  five  hour 
course,  three  in  a  four  hour  course,  two  in  a  three  hour 
course  and  one  in  a  two  hour  course  are  allowed  each 
semester  without  penalty  in  order  to  provide  for  occasions 
when  the  student  finds  it  impossible  to  attend  class  be- 
cause of  circumstances  over  which  he  or  she  has  no  con- 
trol. Other  absences  may  or  may  not  be  approved  by  the 
Dean.  If  approved,  the  student  is  granted  the  privilege 
to  make  up  for  credit  the  work  that  was  missed.  The 
method  of  making  it  up  is  decided  by  the  instructor  in 
charge  of  the  course.  Application  for  a  permit  to  make 
up  Avork  will  not  be  considered  later  than  one  week  after 
the  student  returns  to  class.  "Work  missed  must  be  made 
up  within  two  weeks  after  the  absence  occurs  and  failure 
to  do  so  will  result  in  a  grade  of  P  for  each  day  missed. 
In  case  of  long  illness  an  extension  of  time  may  be  granted. 

Until  absences  in  a  class  exceed  the  number  of  cuts 
allowed  permits  to  make  up  work  are  not  needed  and 
will  not  be  issued. 

Few  reasons  are  considered  sufficiently  potent  to  justify 
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the  approval  of  class  absences.    The  following  ones  will 
be  given  consideration: 

< 

1.  Severe  illness. 

2.  Intercollegiate  contests. 

3.  Death  in  the  immediate  family. 

4.  Absences  caused  by  circumstances  over  which  the 
student  has  no  control. 

If  a  student's  unapproved  absences  in  any  class  together 
with  cuts  allowed  amount  to  double  the  number  of  allowed 
cuts,  said  student  is  liable  to  suspension  from  the  class 
and  can  only  continue  the  work  with  the  consent  of  the 
Dean. 

If  a  student's  total  number  of  unapproved  absences  in  all 
classes  together  with  cuts  allowed  amount  to  double  the 
total  number  of  allowed  cuts,  said  student  shall  be  put  on 
provisional  enrollment  for  the  remainder  of  the  semester. 

If  a  student's  unapproved  absences  together  with  the 
cuts  allowed  amount  to  one-sixth  of  the  number  of  meet- 
ings of  the  class  during  the  semester,  and  the  student 
succeeds  in  making  a  passing  grade,  one  hour  less  credit 
is  given  than  the  number  usually  allowed.  If  these 
absences  amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  meetings  of  the 
class,  a  grade  of  F  is  recorded  for  the  course. 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  absences  for  any  cause, 
whether  approved  or  not,  are  to  be  counted  when  con- 
sidering the  number  of  cuts  allowed. 

Final  Examinations — All  students  are  required  to  take 
the  examinations  that  come  during  the  last  week  of  each 
semester.  Those  who  show  by  class  work  and  examina- 
tion that  they  are  entitled  to  a  grade  of  D  or  above  are 
passed. 

Special  Examinations — A  student  who  has  been  marked 
Conditioned  in  his  course  at  the  end  of  a  semester  may, 
with  the  consent  of  the  instructor,  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  take  a  second  examination  on  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$1.00.    When  a  student  is  justifiably  absent  from  a  final 
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examination  he  may  have  a  special  test  upon  the  payment 
of  a  fee  of  $2.00.  Fees  for  special  examinations  must  be 
paid  at  the  office  of  the  college  bursar  before  the  examina- 
tions are  taken.  The  bursar's  receipt  must  be  presented 
to  the  instructor  at  the  time  of  the  examination  and  de- 
livered by  the  instructor  to  the  Registrar  together  with 
the  grade  given  the  student. 

College  Entrance  Examinations — Students  desiring  ex- 
aminations for  college  entrance  will  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  them  without  charge  on  the  day  designated 
in  the  college  calendar  for  such  examinations. 

The  Grading  System — The  class  standing  of  a  student 
in  any  course  pursued  is  reported  by  the  use  of  letters. 
The  meaning  of  letters  used  may  be  given  as  follows: 

A — Excellent  or  92  to  100  per  cent.  The  letter  A  is 
used  to  denote  work  of  unusual  merit. 

B — Good  or  83  to  91  per  cent.  This  letter  is  used  to 
show  an  appreciation  and  grasp  of  the  subject  that  is 
distinctly  above  the  average  and  very  satisfactory. 

C — Average  or  74  to  82  per  cent.  This  letter  signifies 
the  grade  of  work  done  by  an  average  student.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  about  fifty  per  cent,  of  grades  given  will  be  C. 

D — Inferior  or  65  to  73  per  cent.  This  letter  denotes 
work  below  the  average.  It  shows  a  lack  of  application  or 
of  ability  to  grasp  the  subject. 

Con. — This  abbreviation  denotes  conditioned  failure. 
The  student  may  be  granted  the  privilege  of  taking  an 
examination  to  remove  the  condition  or,  in  case  of  a  con- 
tinuous course,  it  may  be  automatically  removed  by  the 
student  making  a  grade  of  C  or  better  the  following  semes- 
ter. A  condition  must  be  removed  by  the  end  of  the 
following  semester.  Failure  to  do  so  will  result  in  the 
grade  being  changed  to  F.  Regardless  of  the  manner  of 
removing  the  condition  no  higher  grade  than  D  will  be 
allowed. 
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Inc. — The  abbreviation  Inc.  denotes  incompleted  work 
as  a  result  of  sickness  or  some  other  justifiable  reason. 
An  incomplete  must  be  removed  by  the  end  of  the  fourth 
week  of  the  following  semester,  unless  an  extension  of 
time  is  granted  by  the  Dean. 

F — Failure  or  below  65  per  cent.  The  letter  F  denotes 
work  that  is  definitely  unsatisfactory.  A  course  in  which 
a  student  has  failed  should  be  taken  over  at  the  first  op- 
portunity. 

Penalty  for  Failure — A  report  of  the  scholastic  stand- 
ing of  students  is  received  at  the  office  of  the  Dean  twice 
each  semester  besides  the  midsemester  and  final  semester 
reports.  For  the  year  1930-31  the  dates  of  these  reports 
will  be  Oct.  11,  Dec.  19,  March  7  and  May  9.  When  the 
examination  of  any  student's  record  shows  that  he  or 
she  is  not  doing  passing  work  in  courses  representing 
at  least  ten  hours  of  academic  credit,  said  student  is 
placed  on  probation  for  a  period  of  one  week.  If,  at  the 
end  of  the  probation  period,  the  probationer  is  still  not 
passing  in  ten  hours  of  academic  work,  he  or  she  is  pre- 
vented from  representing  the  college  in  any  intercol- 
legiate or  interscholastic  contest  and  also  from  partici- 
pating in  any  college  activities  that  necessitate  the  miss- 
ing of  classes  until  such  time  as  a  check  up  of  grades 
reveals  that  said  student  is  doing  passing  work  in  at 
least  ten  academic  hours  and  C  quality  work  in  at  least 
six  hours. 

A  student  who  fails  during  any  semester  to  pass  in  at 
least  ten  hours  of  academic  work  and  to  earn  at  least  six 
quality  points  may  secure  only  provisional  enrollment  for 
his  or  her  following  semester.  If  no  more  than  four  hours 
of  credit  are  earned  by  a  student  during  any  semester,  said 
student  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  college  except  on 
recommendation  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  faculty. 
If  a  student  provisionally  enrolled  fails  to  pass  in  ten 
hours  of  academic  work  and  to  earn  at  least  six  quality 
points  during  a  semester,  said  student  automatically 
ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  college. 
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If  a  student,  not  on  provisional  enrollment  but  who  has 
been  during  a  previous  semester  provisionally  enrolled 
because  of  unsatisfactory  work  in  this  or  any  other  in- 
stitution, fails  to  earn  during  any  succeeding  semester  of 
his  college  course  as  many  as  ten  hours  of  credit  and  six 
quality  points,  said  student  will  not  be  allowed  to  continue 
work  in  the  college  except  by  permission  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  faculty. 

No  student  provisionally  enrolled  in  the  college  as  a 
result  of  unsatisfactory  class  work  during  a  previous 
semester  in  this  or  any  other  educational  institution  is 
allowed  to  represent  the  college  in  any  intercollegiate  or 
interscholastic  contest  or  to  participate  in  college  activities 
that  necessitate  the  missing  of  classes.  These  restrictions 
may  be  removed,  if  mid-semester  grades  indicate  that  the 
student  is  doing  average  work  in  all  courses  being  carried. 

Reservation  of  Dormitory  Rooms — All  rooms  in  either 
of  the  college  dormitories  must  be  engaged  in  advance. 
Blanks  asking  for  room  reservations  should  be  filed  with 
the  Executive  Secretary  to  the  President.  A  deposit  fee  of 
$10.00  payable  at  the  time  the  room  application  is  filed  is 
required.  This  $10.00  will  be  a  standing  deposit  with  the 
college  and  will  be  used  to  pay  for  any  damage  done  to  the 
room  or  its  equipment.  In  case  the  student  retains  the 
room  for  a  full  year  and  no  damage  is  done  the  amount 
deposited  will  be  returned  at  the  end  of  the  college  year. 
If  a  new  student  who  has  made  a  deposit  for  the  reserva- 
tion of  a  room  finds  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  enter 
college  and  notifies  the  administration  to  this  effect  at 
least  two  months  before  the  date  of  registration,  the 
amount  deposited  will  be  returned. 

Plans  showing  the  arrangement  of  rooms  in  the  dormi- 
tories, detailed  statement  of  prices,  and  reservation  blanks 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Executive  Secretary  to  the 
President. 

Number  of  Hours  Allowed — A  student  must  carry  at 
least   15   credit   hours   of   academic   work   each   semester, 
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unless  for  some  good  reason  the  Dean  of  the  college  allows 
a  less  number.  No  student  is  allowed  more  than  16  hours 
without  consent  of  the  Dean  unless  he  or  she  has  passed 
in  all  work  and  earned  at  least  25  quality  points  during 
the  preceding  semester.  In  no  case  will  a  student  be 
allowed  to  carry  over  18  hours  of  academic  work. 

Dropping  or  Changing  Courses — Students  are  not 
allowed  to  drop  or  change  courses  for  which  they  have 
enrolled  without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  the 
Dean.  Application  to  change  or  drop  a  course  will  not 
be  considered  later  than  one  week  after  registration  day 
without  the  action  having  been  recommended  by  the 
teachers  concerned.  If  the  student  concerned  is  a  minor, 
or  if  the  proposed  change  of  courses  reduces  the  number 
of  credit  hours  being  carried  to  less  than  fifteen,  written 
consent  of  a  parent  or  guardian  may  be  required.  Any 
student  who  drops  a  course  without  first  having  obtained 
permission  to  do  so  will  forfeit  the  right  to  membership 
in  the  college. 

Penalty  for  Late  Registration — Students  in  attendance 
during  any  semester  must  register  on  the  opening  day  of 
the  following  semester,  if  they  desire  to  continue  their 
work.  Two  dollars  is  charged  for  each  day  of  delay  in 
registering  and  class  absences  will  be  counted  against  the 
student.  This  rule  does  not  relate  to  students  entering 
for  their  first  semester. 

Student  Conduct  and  Discipline — It  is  the  aim  to  have 
the  discipline  of  the  college  firm  and  reasonable,  appealing 
to  the  purest  motives  and  best  sentiments  of  the  student. 
No  rules  for  conduct  are  made  save  those  believed  to  be 
dictated  by  wisdom.  In  all  matters  pertaining  to  personal 
conduct  the  Faculty  believes  in  the  American  principle  of 
self-government,  and  confidently  relies  upon  the  manly  and 
womanly  student  for  support.  When  any  student  cannot 
be  controlled  by  the  application  of  such  principles,  or  when 
he  becomes  so  indifferent  to  his  opportunity  as  to  fail  to 
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accomplish  the  object  for  which  he  is  sent  to  college,  his 
parents  or  guardian  will  be  informed  of  the  fact  and  re- 
quested to  withdraw  the  student  from  the  college. 

Freshmen  Residence — All  freshmen  are  required  to 
room  in  the  college  dormitories  unless  permission  is 
granted  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  faculty  for 
them  to  room  elsewhere. 

Rules  Governing   Fraternities  and   Sororities — 

I.  Students  shall  not  be  initiated  into  any  fraternity  or 
sorority  until  they  have  presented  fifteen  high  school  units 
for  entrance,  have  fifteen  semester  hours  of  resident  col- 
legiate work  credited  on  the  registrar's  books,  and  have 
earned  at  least  fourteen  resident  quality  points. 

II.  No  student  shall  room  in  a  sorority,  fraternity  or 
club  house  until  he  or  she  has  been  in  residence  at  the 
college  one  full  year,  unless  by  special  permission  of  the 
faculty. 

Reports  of  Student  Standing — At  the  end  of  each  semes- 
ter (or  oftener,  if  requested,)  a  report  is  sent  to  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  each  student,  stating  grades  and 
absences  from  recitations  and  examinations,  together  with 
such  other  information  respecting  the  student's  progress 
and  conduct  as  may  be  deemed  proper  to  communicate, 
or  as  the  parent  or  guardian  may  especially  request. 

Changes  in  Regulations  Covering  Courses  of  Study, 
Degrees,  Discipline,  etc. — The  college  reserves  the  right 
to  amend  the  regulations  covering  the  granting  of  de- 
grees, the  courses  of  study,  and  the  conduct  of  students. 
Membership  in  Bethany  College  and  the  receiving  of 
a  degree  are  privileges,  not  rights.  In  order  to  safeguard 
moral  ideals  as  well  as  ideals  of  scholarship,  the  college 
reserves  the  right  and  the  student  concedes  to  the  col- 
lege the  right  to  require  the  withdrawal  of  any  student 
failing  to  meet  the  academic  or  ethical  standards  of  the 
college. 
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STUDENT  HONORS 

Class  Honors — Class  honors  are  awarded  at  the  end  of 
each  college  year  on  the  basis  of  quality  points  earned. 
The  names  of  first  and  second  honor  students  are  pub- 
lished at  Commencement  time.  Freshmen  must  earn  60 
quality  points,  sophomores  70,  juniors  75,  and  seniors  80 
during  a  year  in  order  to  be  classed  as  first  honor  students. 
In  order  to  be  classed  as  second  honor  students,  freshmen 
must  earn  50  quality  points,  sophomores  60,  juniors  65, 
and  seniors  75.  The  quality  points  are  determined  on  the 
basis  of  15  hours  academic  work. 

Graduation  Honors — Students  who  earn  320  quality 
points  in  four  years  or  170  during  junior  and  senior  years, 
with  no  grade  under  B,  are  graduated  with  the  honor 
Summa  Cum  Laude.  Those  who  earn  300  quality  points 
in  four  years  or  160  during  junior  and  senior  years  with 
no  grade  under  C  are  graduated  with  the  honor  Magna 
Cum  Laude.  Those  who  earn  260  quality  points  in  four 
years  or  140  during  junior  and  senior  years  with  no  grade 
under  C  are  graduated  with  the  honor  Cum  Laude. 

It  is  understood  that  a  student  must  have  been  enrolled 
in  this  college  during  his  or  her  junior  and  senior  years 
and  must  have  satisfied  the  faculty  as  to  general  merits 
as  a  participant  in  college  life  in  order  to  be  eligible  for 
graduation  honors. 

In  counting  quality  points  for  graduation  honors  the 
points  for  the  best  120  hours  in  four  years  or  the  best  60 
hours  in  two  years  are  the  ones  considered. 

RELIGIOUS    LIFE 

Chapel  Attendance — Chapel  exercises  are  held  four  days 
each  week  at  10  o'clock  in  the  morning.  These  exercises 
last  for  thirty  minutes.  Attendance  is  obligatory  on  all 
students. 

The  College  Church — It  is  the  aim  of  the  administration 
to  cultivate  and  develop  the  religious  nature  of  the  stu- 
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dents;  hence,  attendance  upon  and  support  of  the  Bethany 
Memorial  Church  is  urged.  It  is  the  conviction  of  those 
responsible  for  the  direction  of  Bethany  College  that  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  should  create  and  maintain 
a  religious  sentiment  that  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the 
best  thought  of  our  Christian  civilization. 

The  Bible  is  a  recognized  textbook  in  the  college  and 
each  student  is  asked  to  pursue  this  study  for  at  least 
one  year.  The  constant  aim  is  to  surround  the  student 
with  an  atmosphere  which  is  genuinely  Christian  without 
being  sectarian.  It  is  felt  that  the  campus  spirit  as  well 
as  the  dominant  ideas  of  the  classroom  and  laboratory 
needs  to  be  Christian. 


EXPENSES 

Tuition — The  tuition  each  semester  is  one  hundred 
dollars  for  fifteen  academic  hours  or  less.  For  each 
academic  hour  in  excess  of  fifteen  an  additional  six  dol- 
lars is  charged.  No  charge  is  made  for  courses  required 
in  Physical  Education. 

Room  Rent  in  Phillips  Hall — The  rent  for  rooms  for 
young  ladies  in  Phillips  Hall  ranges  from  $2.50  to  $4.00 
a  week  for  each  student.  Single  rooms  and  double  rooms 
are  available.  A  service  charge  of  fifty  cents  per  week 
is  made  in  addition  to  the  rental.  This  covers  such  items 
as  electric  lights,  janitor  service,  use  of  kitchenettes  and 
other  special  features  in  the  Hall. 

Each  young  lady  living  in  the  Hall  is  expected  to  fur- 
nish comforts,  blankets,  sheets,  pillow  cases,  and  towels. 
The  residents  of  the  Hall  are  expected  to  care  for  their 
own  rooms.    Rooms  must  be  engaged  in  advance. 

Room  Rent  in  Cochran  Hall — The  rent  for  rooms  in  this 
Hall  for  young  men  ranges  from  $2.00  to  $3.50  a  week 
for  each  student.  Single  rooms,  double  rooms  and  suites 
are  provided.    An  additional  charge  of  $1.00  per  week  is 
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made  for  the  use  of  bed  linen,  electric  lights  and  janitor 
service.    This  service  charge  is  the  same  for  all  rooms. 

Bed  linen  and  bed  spreads  are  furnished  and  laundered 
for  all  residents.  Porter  service  is  provided  for  the  entire 
building.  Young  men  rooming  in  this  Hall  are  expected 
to  furnish  their  own  blankets  and  towels.  Rooms  must 
be  engaged  in  advance. 

Plans  showing  the  arrangement  of  rooms  in  the  college 
dormitories,  together  with  a  detailed  statement  of  prices, 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Executive  Secretary  to  the 
President. 

Board  in  Phillips  Hall — Board  in  this  Hall  is  for  young 
ladies  only  and  the  charge  is  $5.50  per  week.  All  young 
lady  students  are  expected  to  board  here. 

Board  In  Cochran  Hall — Board  in  this  Hall  is  for  young 
men  and  costs  $5.50  per  week.

Besides  the  fees  named  above  each  student  enrolled  for 
work  in  Chemistry  must  make  a  deposit  each  semester  of 
$3.00  for  Course  11  or  12;   $5.00  for  Course  41  or  42,  and 
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$10.00  for  Course  53  or  54.  This  deposit,  less  any  charges 
that  may  he  made  for  breakage,  is  returned  to  the  student 
at  the  end  of  the  semester. 

TIME   OF    PAYMENT   OF   ACCOUNTS 

Tuition,  room  rent,  student  fee,  and  special  fees  for 
laboratory  courses  are  to  be  paid  each  semester  in  ad- 
vance. Board  bills  are  to  be  settled  at  least  each  two 
weeks  in  advance.  Every  student  using  a  scholarship 
must  present  it  or  a  copy  of  it  to  the  Bursar  at  the  time 
of  registration. 

When  tuition,  room  rent  and  fees  are  not  paid  on  regis- 
tration day  the  same  are  charged  with  10%  added.  In  case 
this  account  is  paid  by  the  end  of  the  two  weeks  following 
registration  day  the  10%  is  deducted. 

All  accounts  with  the  college  must  be  provided  for  by 
the  middle  of  each  semester  and  paid  in  full  before  stu- 
dents are  admitted  to  the  final  examinations  held  at  the 
close  of  each  semester. 

No  portion  of  a  student's  fee  is  returned  on  account  of 
withdrawal  from  college  unless  the  withdrawal  be  rendered 
necessary  by  ill  health.  No  allowance  is  made  on  this 
account  for  less  than  four  weeks. 


AIMS  AND  PURPOSES 


GENERAL  PURPOSE 

Bethany  College  began  as  an  institution  for  higher 
learning  with  unquestioned  standards.  The  charter 
which  was  granted  in  1840  provides  that  it  shall  be  an 
institution 

"of  learning  for  the  instruction  of  youth  in  the 
various  branches  of  science,  literature,  the  useful 
arts,  agriculture,  and  the  learned  and  foreign 
languages." 

In  recent  years  friends  of  Bethany  have  given  freely 
of  time  and  money  that  the  same  relative  standards 
might  be  maintained.  The  faculty  and  equipment  have 
received  constant  attention  with  the  idea  of  maintaining 
the  very  best  in  the  classroom,  laboratory,  library  and 
about  the  campus  that  the  lofty  and  the  genuine  might 
obtain  in  every  phase  of  college  activity. 

The  spirit  and  program  of  the  institution  are  such  as 
to  make  for  thoroughness  in  academic  procedure  and  at 
the  same  time  tend  to  develop  that  character  which  all 
recognize  as  primary  in  Christian  education.  The  course 
of  study  is  planned  in  such  a  way  as  to  promote  the 
finer  appreciation  of  affairs,  things,  and  men  and  at  the 
same  time  develop  those  powers  that  enable  the  indi- 
vidual to  observe  and  think  accurately. 

STUDENT    GUIDANCE 

To  the  end  that  the  worthy  aims  and  purposes  which 
are  a  part  of  Bethany  College  shall  in  a  measure  charac- 
terize the  life  of  each  individual  student  a  program  of 
student  guidance  is  maintained.  An  especially  significant 
system  of  guidance  is  made  a  part  of  the  freshman  year. 
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Some  of  the  able  members  of  the  college  faculty  serve 
the  freshmen  as  personal  counselors  through  the  entire 
year  and  until  the  student  has  selected  his  or  her  major 
subject.  These  freshman  counselors,  while  ministering  to 
all  the  needs  of  the  student,  have  as  their  most  impor- 
tant function  the  interpretation  and  presentation  of  sound 
educational  objectives.  This  program  of  freshman  guid- 
ance is  under  the  direction  of  the  Director  of  Personnel. 

After  a  student  has  selected  a  major,  the  head  of  the 
department  in  which  the  major  work  is  being  done  auto- 
matically becomes  the  counselor  to  that  student.  Thus 
the  guidance  program  is  continuous  through  all  of  the 
college  years  of  each  student. 

The  statements  in  this  section  indicate  the  training 
and  range  of  work  available  for  those  who  have  special 
interest  in  the  particular  field  named.  A  schedule  of 
courses  for  all  freshmen  who  do  not  elect  to  follow  one 
of  the  courses  here  outlined  is  also  listed.

TRAINING    OF    TEACHERS 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Education 
is  to  furnish  professional  training  for  students  who  have 
chosen  teaching  as  a  vocation,  and  who  have  majored  in 
subjects  that  are  taught  in  modern  high  schools.  The 
general  requirements  for  the  freshman  year  should  be 
taken  by  prospective  teachers.  It  is  suggested  that  those 
who  plan  to  take  only  one  laboratory  science  should  elect 
Biology. 

Candidates  for  state  high  school  teaching  certificates 
are  privileged  to  observe  and  to  do  practice  teaching  in 
the  local  high  school.  The  excellent  high  schools  of 
Wellsburg,  Warwood,  Wheeling,  Avella,  and  Steubenville 
are  accessible  and  are  available  for  additional  observa- 
tion in  special  subjects.  At  Avella  a  modified  Dalton 
system  is  in  use. 

State  Recognition.  The  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion of  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Ohio, 
West  Virginia  and  several  other  states  have  placed 
Bethany  College  on  the  approved  list  of  schools  for  the 
training  of  teachers.  This  means  that  graduates  of 
Bethany  College  may  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  these 
states  without  taking  the  usual  teachers'  examination, 
provided  they  complete  courses  that  satisfy  the  require- 
ments of  the  state  in  which  the  teaching  is  to  be  done. 
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Requirements  for  a  High  School  Teacher's  Certificate: 

As  a  part  of  the  required  hours  for  graduation,  students 
of  any  department  desiring  a  high  school  certificate  upon 
graduation  should  include  the  following  work  along  edu- 
cational lines: 

Psychology  3  hours   (Satisfied  by  Psyc.  31,  32  or  41). 

Educational  Psychology  3  hours  (Psyc.  42). 

Principles  of  Teaching  3  hours  (Edu.  51  or  Edu.  52). 

Educational  Measurements  3  hours   (Psychology  52). 

Observation  and  Directed  Teaching  3  to  7  hours  (One 
hour  daily)  in  local  high  school  and  two  conferences 
each  week  during  a  semester.    (Edu.  81  or  82).

Students  expecting  to  teach  are  advised  to  consult  the 
Dean  of  the  College  and  the  head  of  the  Department  of 
Education  at  the  time  of  Advance  Enrolment  in  May  of 
Freshman  Year  concerning  courses  necessary  to  meet  re- 
quirements of  certain  states. 

TRAINING    IN     MUSIC 

A  liberal  all-embracing  education  having  been  the  aim 
of  Bethany  College  from  its  very  inception,  music  has  for 
years  been  given  its  proper  place  in  the  curriculum. 

Recognizing  the  cultural  and  educative  value  of  a  course 
in  Music,  the  college  makes  the  study  of  Musical  Theory 
one  of  the  elective  courses  of  the  college  and  allows  the 
same  to  be  used  for  credit  toward  the  baccalaureate  de- 
gree. 

A  maximum  of  eighteen  semester  hours  will  be  allowed. 
Ten  of  these  shall  be  earned  from  the  theoretical  courses 
listed  in  the  catalogue;   eight  shall  be  allowed  for  applied 
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music,  by  which  is  meant  the  individual  study  of  an  in- 
strument or  the  voice  under  the  regular  teaching  staff  of 
the  music  department.  Application  for  credit  study  must 
be  made  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Credit  is  granted  only  for  instrumental  work  above  the 
intermediate  grade  except  in  voice  and  organ  where  credit 
is  allowed  for  second  year  work  and  thereafter. 

The  number  of  credit  hours  allowed  for  applied  music 
must  be  equalled  by  theory  credits  earned  previously  here 
or  at  some  other  accredited  institution,  or  pursued  during 
the  same  semester  at  the  college. 

For  one  weekly  lesson  with  five  hours  weekly  practice 
one  semester  hour  of  credit  will  be  granted;  for  two 
weekly  lessons  with  eight  hours  practice  two  hours  of 
credit  will  be  given. 

Students  of  the  Music  Department  are  required  to  pursue 
at  least  one  study  in  some  other  department  of  the  college. 

A  College  Band,  College  Orchestra  and  Choral  Perform- 
ances offer  the  student  body  a  varied  field  of  musical 
activity.  A  modern,  well  appointed  pipe  organ  is  avail- 
able for  practice  purposes.  For  terms  of  organ  rental, 
piano  rental  and  tuition  fees  consult  the  general  table  of 
expenses. 

Requirements  for  Graduation  in  Music — No  degree  is 
given  in  Music,  but  a  Diploma  of  Graduation  is  conferred 
upon  the  completion  of  the  Collegiate  Course  in  Piano,  the 
course  in  Organ  and  the  course  in  Voice,  together  with 
a  prescribed  course  in  Theory  as  follows: 

Courses  11-12,  31-32,  51-52,  33-34. 

A  teacher's  certificate  is  conferred  upon  the  completion 
of  the  third  year  of  the  Collegiate  Piano  Course  and  the 
courses  in  Theory  required  for  graduation  in  Piano. 

PRE-MEDICAL    TRAINING 

For  those  intending  to  take  up  the  study  of  medicine, 
the  college  offers  courses  which  satisfy  the  entrance 
requirements  of  the  best  schools  of  the  country.  Since 
the   best   medical   schools   are   now   admitting   only   those 
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students  who  are  graduates  of  a  standard  college  or 
university,  students  are  urgently  advised  to  complete  a 
four-year's  course,  if  at  all  possible.  The  following  out- 
line is  suggested  for  the  first  three  years:

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PRE-LEGAL    TRAINING 

Applicants  for  admission  to  a  law  school  should  have 
completed  the  regular  college  course  and  obtained  the 
A.B.  degree;  however,  practically  all  universities  permit 
students  to  begin  the  work  in  law  when  sixty-four  hours, 
or  two  years,  of  regular  college  work  have  been  com- 
pleted; provided  that  the  sixty-four  hours  include  certain 
required  pre-legal  courses.  The  requisites  are:  English, 
ten  to  twelve  hours,  including  rhetoric  and  practical  com- 
position; Latin,  two  years,  at  least  to  include  Tacitus; 
History,  six  hours,  which  must  include  American  and 
English  constitutional  history.  Courses  strongly  recom- 
mended are  Psychology,  three  hours;  Logic,  three  hours; 
Sociology,  three  hours;  Economics,  six  hours;  Mathemat- 
ics, six  hours  elementary  and  three  hours  of  Surveying; 
Medieval  History,  three  to  six  hours;  Political  Science, 
six  to  twelve  hours;  applied  Economics,  applied  Psycholo- 
gy,  Criminology,  and   Roman   Constitutional  History.

gent    understanding    of   these    problems    involves    a    wise 
background  in  both  the  natural  and  social  sciences. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  planned  both  for  stu- 
dents whose  interest,  immediate  or  remote,  is  in  the 
administration  of  a  home  and  for  those  who  wish  instruc- 
tion in  the  field  of  home  economics  as  a  part  of  their 
general  education.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
ADMISSION 


Applicants  for  admission  to  Bethany  College  must  fur- 
nish evidence  of  good  character  and  be  no  less  than  sixteen 
years  of  age.  Those  coming  from  other  colleges  must 
present  evidence  of  honorable  dismissal  from  the  school 
last  attended. 

Admission  by  Certificate — Graduates  from  first  grade 
High  Schools  accredited  by  various  states  are  admitted  to 
the  college  upon  presentation  of  evidence  that  they  have 
completed  a  four  year  course  of  study  and  have  a  schol- 
astic record  that  indicates  they  are  competent  to  do  cred- 
itable college  work.  They  must  offer  not  less  than  fifteen 
units. 

Definition  of  a  Unit — In  evaluating  the  work  offered  by 
applicants  for  admission,  the  following  definition  of  a  unit 
made  by  the  National  Conference  Committee  on  standards 
of  colleges  and  secondary  schools  is  used: 

"A  unit  represents  a  year's  study  in  any  subject  in  a 
secondary  school  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of 
a  full  year's  work." 

This  definition  of  a  unit  takes  the  four-year  high  school 
course  as  a  basis  and  assumes  that  the  length  of  the  school 
year  is  from  thirty-six  to  forty  weeks,  that  a  period  is  from 
forty  to  sixty  minutes  in  length  and  that  the  study  is  pur- 
sued for  four  or  five  periods  a  week;  but  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  a  satisfactory  year's  work  cannot  be  ac- 
complished in  less  than  120  sixty-minute  hours  or  their 
equivalent.  Schools  organized  on  a  different  basis  can, 
nevertheless,  estimate  their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit. 
Two  hours  of  laboratory  are  assumed  to  be  equivalent  to 
one  hour  of  class-room  work.

$One  unit  of  any  language  is  not  accepted  in  meeting 
the  requirements  for  entrance  to  this  college  unless  the 
student  continues  a  study  of  the  same  language  in  the 
college.  In  order  to  do  this  it  is  necessary  for  the  student 
to  attend  all  sessions  of  the  first  year  college  course  as 
a  visitor  the  first  semester  in  order  to  carry  the  work 
for  credit  the  second  semester. 

A  student  coming  from  an  accredited  first  grade  High 
School  and  offering  at  least  15  units  for  entrance,  but  lack- 
ing one  or  more  of  the  prescribed  ones,  may  be  enrolled 
as  a  Freshman  but  said  student  will  be  required  to  com- 
plete in  the  college,  for  each  unit  lacking,  three  hours  of 
work  in  the  same  department  with  a  grade  of  at  least  C,  in 
addition  to  the  number  of  prescribed  college  hours. 

Distribution  of  Units — The  following  subjects  are  regu- 
larly accepted  for  admission.  The  maximum  number  of 
units  usually  allowed  in  each  is  also  indicated.  In  the 
event  of  an  applicant  presenting  entrance  units  other  than 
those  prescribed  in  this  catalogue  the  power  of  evaluation 
and  final  acceptance  or  rejection  shall  rest  with  the  Dean 
of  the  College.

Admission  by  Examination — Students  who  for  a  good 
reason  have  not  been  permitted  to  complete  a  high  school 
course  of  study,  but  furnish  evidence  of  an  equivalent 
training,  may  be  admitted  to  Freshman  standing  upon 
examination  at  the  college. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing — Students  from  other 
standard  colleges  may  be  admitted  upon  presentation  of 
evidence  that  they  have  satisfied  the  entrance  require- 
ments of  this  college  and  were  in  good  and  regular  stand- 
ing in  the  institution  last  attended.  All  applications  for 
advanced  standing  must  be  accompanied  by  certificates 
stating  the  nature  and  extent  of  college  courses  completed 
and  signed  by  the  President  or  other  official  of  the  college 
where  the  work  was  done. 

In  no  case  will  a  student  be  granted  a  degree  who  has 
not  been  in  attendance  at  this  college  at  least  during  the 
senior  year. 

Admission  of  Special  Students — Mature  men  and  women 
not  under  21  years  of  age,  who  are  not  able  to  present  15 
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entrance  units,  are  admitted  to  this  college  as  special 
students  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  of  the  Southern 
States.  Such  students  are  not  regularly  classified,  are  not 
given  college  credit  for  work  done  and  are  not  accepted 
as  candidates  for  degrees.  If  at  any  time  they  satisfy 
their  entrance  deficiencies,  they  may  be  admitted  to 
Freshman  standing.  In  no  case  will  college  credit  be 
given  for  college  courses  taken  before  entrance  require- 
ments, are  completed. 

Making  Application  for  Admission — Students  who  plan 
to  enter  Bethany  College  for  the  first  time  must  furnish 
the  Registrar  of  the  College  a  certificate  indicating  the 
nature  and  extent  of  preparation  and  a  formal  applica- 
tion for  admission  to  the  college.  Blanks  to  be  used  may 
be  obtained  from  the  Executive  Secretary  to  the  Presi- 
dent. The  certificate  from  the  school  last  attended  should 
be  filled  out  and  signed  by  a  responsible  officer  of  the 
school.  The  formal  application  for  admission  should  be 
filled  out  by  the  student  making  application.  It  is  impor- 
tant that  all  of  the  forms  required  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
Registrar  as  early  as  possible.  Students  who  are  granted 
the  privilege  of  entering  will  be  furnished  a  statement 
about  a  week  before  college  opens  indicating  the  credit 
given  for  previous  work.  This  statement  should  be  pre- 
sented to  the  student  counselor  on  registration  day  in 
case  the  student  is  a  freshman.  Students  above  freshman 
rank  should  consult  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

Freshman  Week — The  college  recognizes  the  need  of 
giving  its  newly  entering  students  an  introduction  to  their 
work  and  to  the  college  life  which  is  new  and  strange  to 
many  of  them.  For  this  purpose  it  is  requiring  freshmen 
to  come  to  Bethany  several  days  before  the  formal  regis- 
tration of  all  students.  This  Freshman  Week  is  devoted 
to  efforts  to  help  the  freshman  get  a  proper  adjustment. 

The  time  thus  designated  will  be  used  by  the  freshman 
for  the  following  duties: 

a.  Getting  properly  settled  in  dormitory 
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b.  Registration  and  payment  of  fees 

c.  Physical  examination 

d.  Psychological  tests 

e.  Other  tests  or  examinations  which  will  enable  the  fac- 

ulty to  place  him  in  the  classes  for  which  he  is  best 
fitted 

f.  Getting  acquainted  with  the  personnel  and  equipment 

of  the  college 

g.  Conference  with  personal  counselor  as  to  educational 

and  vocational  program 
h.  Social   and   recreational   activities,    such   as    dinners, 
hikes,  and  receptions. 

Attendance  is  required  of  all  who  will  enter  as  fresh- 
men. The  dates  for  the  session  of  1930-1931  are  September 
8th  to  10th,  1930. 

Placement  Examinations — All  freshmen  are  required  to 
take  placement  examinations  in  at  least  English  and  a 
foreign  language.  These  examinations  will  be  given 
during  Freshman  Week.  They  are  required  as  a  part  of 
the  Freshman  Guidance  program  in  order  that  failures 
due  to  misplacement  in  courses  may  be  avoided  if  possi- 
ble. The  type  of  examination  used  is  designed  to  test  the 
readiness  with  which  the  student  can  adapt  his  knowledge 
to  the  requirements  of  college  work.  The  result  of  these 
examinations  will  determine  a  student's  placement  in 
courses  and  in  sections.  In  order  to  assure  correct  place- 
ment it  is  advised  that  each  freshman  make  a  brief  re- 
view of  the  subject  during  the  week  preceding  college 
opening  with  the  object  of  freshening  his  knowledge  of 
technical  terms  and  vocabulary. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
GRADUATION 


Degrees — Courses  are  offered  in  Bethany  College  leading 
to  the  degrees  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science. 

Requirement  of  Hours  for  Graduation — Candidates  for  a 
baccalaureate  degree  are  required  to  complete  124  semes- 
ter hours  of  college  work  of  which  not  to  exceed  four 
hours  may  be  offered  in  Physical  Education.  Beginning 
with  the  class  of  1932  eight  hours  of  Physical  Education 
will  be  required,  making  a  total  of  128  necessary  for 
graduation.  Of  these  eight  hours  four  will  be  class  room 
work  in  Health  Study.  The  remaining  four  will  be  given 
for  supervised  exercises  in  the  gymnasium  or  on  the 
athletic  field.

Requirement  of  Quality  Points  for  Graduation — In  addi- 
tion to  the  number  of  hours  required,  candidates  for  a 
degree  must  earn  at  least  120  quality  points  which  are 
awarded  as  follows: 

For  a  grade  of  A,  three  quality  points  for  each  hour 
of  academic  credit. 

For  a  grade  of  B,  two  quality  points  for  each  hour 
of  academic  credit. 

For  a  grade   of   C,   one   quality   point   for   each   hour 
of  academic  credit. 

For  a  grade  of  D,  no  quality  points. 

A  grade  of  F  standing  on  the  records  at  the  time  the 
student  asks  for  a  degree  or  applies  for  a  transfer  of 
credit  will  lessen  the  number  of  the  applicant's  quality 
points  one  for  each  hour  represented  by  the  course  in 
which  failure  is  recorded. 

Beginning  with  the  graduating  class  of  1934  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-eight  quality  points  will  be  required  for 
graduation.  Of  this  number  at  least  one  hundred  and 
twenty-four  must  be  earned  on  academic  courses  and  the 
theory  courses  of  physical  education.  Other  points  may 
be  earned  for  gymnasium  or  field  work. 

RULES   GOVERNING    MAJORS   AND    MINORS 

1.  Students  are  urged  to  choose  major  and  minor  sub- 
jects during  the  freshman  year.  It  is  obligatory  that  the 
choice  be  definitely  made  at  time  of  the  advance  enroll- 
ment in  May  of  the  sophomore  year.  After  the  beginning 
of  the  junior  year  the  subjects  chosen  cannot  be  changed 
without  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Faculty. 
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2.  Twenty-four  semester  hours  are  required  as  the 
minimum  for  a  major  and  eighteen  semester  hours  as 
the  minimum  for  a  minor.  Thirty-six  hours  of  the  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  required  for  graduation  is  the 
maximum  number  that  is  allowed  in  any  one  department. 

3.  Not  to  exceed  six  hours  of  the  twenty-four  required 
for  a  major  can  he  counted  from  another  department,  and 
this  can  be  done  only  when  the  departments  are  very 
closely  related  and  after  the  heads  of  the  departments 
concerned  as  well  as  the  President  and  the  Dean  of  the 
College  have  agreed  to  the  arrangement. 

4.  In  the  fulfillment  of  major  requirements  freshman 
courses  are  excluded  in  departments  where  it  is  possible 
to  do  so.  In  no  case  is  more  than  eight  hours  of  work 
of  freshman  rank  allowed  to  count  toward  the  major 
requirement  and  at  least  eight  hours  must  be  above 
sophomore  rank.  Heads  of  departments  are  urged  to 
so  direct  the  work  of  their  major  students  as  to  cause 
as  much  as  possible  of  the  work  to  be  done  during  the 
junior  and  senior  years.  A  large  part  should  be  taken 
during  the  senior  year. 

5.  The  major  and  minor  subjects  should  be  closely 
related  unless  the  occupation  for  which  the  student  is 
preparing  demands  another  combination.  In  any  case, 
before  selecting  a  minor,  the  head  of  the  department  in 
which  the  major  is  being  taken  should  be  consulted  and 
the  selection  must  meet  the  approval  of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  major  and  also  of  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

6.  Not  to  exceed  eight  hours  of  work  of  freshman  rank 
is  counted  in  satisfying  the  eighteen  hour  requirement 
for  a  minor. 

7.  At  least  twenty-four  quality  points  are  required  for 
work  in  the  major  subject  and  at  least  eighteen  for  work 
in  the  minor  subject. 
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COURSES     SPECIFIED     FOR     MAJORS 
Biology 

Students  majoring  in  biology  will  be  required  to  select 
either  one  or  the  other  of  the  following  sequence  of 
courses  in  the  department: 

I.     Biology  11-12,  35-36,  51-52,  and  71-72;   or 
II.     Biology  11-12,  35-36,  65,  68,  and  71-72. 
The  following  courses  are  recommended  as  electives: 
For  sequence  I,  Biology  34  and  68; 
For  sequence  II,  Biology  46. 
A  minimum  of  16  semester  hours  of  chemistry,  at  least 
four   of   which   are   organic    chemistry,   will   be   required. 
It  is  further  recommended  that  a  minor  be  selected  in  a 
laboratory  science  and  that  either  German  or  French  be 
selected  to  meet  language  requirements. 

Chemistry 

Students  majoring  in  chemistry  will  be  required  to  take 
courses  11-12,  41-42,  53-54,  and  73.  Courses  71-72  are 
strongly  recommended  as  electives.  It  is  also  recom- 
mended that  calculus  and  physics  11-12  be  taken  and 
that  a  laboratory  science  be  selected  as  a  minor.  For 
those  who  expect  to  do  graduate  work  in  chemistry  a 
knowledge  of  German  and  French  is  very  essential. 

Christian    Literature 

Students  majoring  in  Christian  Literature  are  required 
to  take  the  following  courses:  New  Testament  31-32, 
79-80  or  81-82,  Old  Testament  35-36,  Religious  Education 
35-36,  Church  History  79-80,  and  Homiletics  61-62  and 
63-64.  The  remaining  hours  may  be  chosen  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  head  of  the  department  where  his  chief 
interests  lie. 

Economics 

The  courses  required  for  a  major  in  Economics  are 
43-44,  71-72  or  73-74,  and  102-103.  Mathematics  37-38, 
Geography  31-32,  and  Sociology  32,  35,  and  36  are  recom- 
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mended,  and  will  apply  on  the  major.    Psychology   53-54 
is  a  desirable  elective. 

For  a  major  in  Sociology,  the  student  should  consult 
with  members  of  the  department. 

Education 

Of  the  twenty-four  hours  constituting  the  minimum  for 
a  major  in  education,  the  following  courses  must  be  a 
part: 

Education  40  or  41,  51-52,  72,  75-76,  and  81  or  82. 

Note:  Students  who  expect  to  teach  in  high  school 
upon  graduation  from  college  are  advised  that  it  is  im- 
portant to  have  two  fields  like  English  and  History  in 
which  they  have  sufficient  hours  to  teach.  Since  the 
subjects  to  be  taught  must  appear  on  the  face  of  the 
certificate,  it  is  better  to  take  the  major  in  such  fields 
rather  than  in  education. 

English 

The  requirements  for  a  major  in  English  are: 
Twenty-four    hours    beyond    English    11-12    to    include 

English    31-32,    and    33-34.     Some    work    in     Comparative 

Literature    is   recommended. 

French 

All  courses  in  the  department  except  11-12  can  be  used 
to  satisfy  the  requirements  for  a  major.  French  61-62  is 
especially  required.  Two  hours  of  Comparative  Literature 
is  required  in  addition  to  the  requirements  of  the  depart- 
ment. Those  who  desire  the  recommendation  of  the  de- 
partment for  teaching  positions  must  take  French  102. 

German 

In  satisfying  the  twenty-four  hour  requirement  for  a 
major  in  German  any  courses  offered  by  the  department 
may    be    counted    excepting    German    11-12    and    German 
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21-22.  At  least  two  hours  in  Comparative  Literature  must 
be  taken  in  addition  to  the  requirements  in  the  depart- 
ment. Students  intending  to  teach  German  must  take 
German  43-44. 

Greek 

In  satisfying  the  twenty-four  hour  requirement  for  a 
major  in  Greek  any  Greek  course  may  be  counted  except 
11-12  and  81-82.  Two  hours  of  Comparative  Literature 
must  be  taken  by  students  majoring  in  this  department. 

History 

For  a  major  in  History,  courses  33-34  or  55-56,  51-52 
and  111-112  are  required.  All  other  courses  given  in  the 
department  except  11-12  may  be  applied.  Those  who 
desire  the  recommendation  of  the  department  for  teach- 
ers' positions  must  take  101-102.  Courses  in  Political 
Science  apply  on  both  major  and  minor  in  History.  A 
reading  knowledge  of  French  and  German  is  strongly 
urged  for  students  majoring  in  History. 

Latin 

In  satisfying  the  requirement  for  a  major  any  course 
offered  by  the  department  may  be  counted  excepting 
courses  11-12  and  13-14. 


Mathematics 

Students  majoring  in  Mathematics  will  be  required  to 
take  courses  11-12  and  31-32.  Courses  53-54  and  55-56  are 
strongly  recommended.  In  arranging  his  work  it  is 
especially  desirable  that  the  student  plan  to  take  two 
courses  in  the  department  in  the  Senior  year.  Courses 
offered  in  alternate  years  are  planned  to  make  this  pos- 
sible. Students  expecting  to  teach  the  subject  should 
take  course  66. 
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Psychology 

Students  majoring  in  Psychology  must  offer,  in  addition 
to  twenty-four  hours'  credit  in  this  department,  Biology 
11-12  which  should  be  taken  during  the  freshman  or 
sophomore  year. 

Physics 

Students  majoring  in  Physics  may  satisfy  the  twenty- 
four  hours  required  by  taking  any  of  the  courses  offered 
by  the  department.  All  students  majoring  in  this  subject 
should  take  at  least  courses  11-12  and  31-32  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mathematics. 

Religious   Education 

Besides  courses  offered  in  the  department  of  Religious 
Education,  New  Testament  31-32  are  allowed  to  count  in 
satisfying  requirements  for  a  major. 

Home   Economics 

Students  majoring  in  Home  Economics  who  expect  to 
teach  should  elect  courses  in  Chemistry,  Bacteriology, 
Economics  and  Physiology.  In  the  field  of  languages, 
French  is  preferable. 

For  a  major  in  Home  Economics,  the  following  courses 
are  required:  41,  42,  54,  64,  and  for  teachers  73.  All 
courses  in  the  department  may  be  counted  toward  a 
major. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 


In  numbering  of  courses  first  semester  courses  have  odd 
numbers  and  second  semester  courses  even  numbers.  A 
course  having  both  an  odd  and  even  number,  as  11-12,  runs 
continuously  throughout  the  year.  In  registering  for  the 
course,  the  odd  number  is  used  the  first  semester,  and  the 
even  the  second.  Courses  numbered  from  11  to  30  are  for 
Freshmen,  from  31  to  50  for  Sophomores  and  from  51 
upwards  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

Courses  marked  with  an  asterisk  count  for  one  hour 
less  than  the  usual  credit  when  elected  by  students  in 
their  senior  year. 

The  number  in  parenthesis  after  the  name  of  the  course 
indicates  the  credit  given  for  it  each  semester.  The  hours 
and  the  name  of  the  instructor  follow  the  description  of 
the  course. 

A  course  may  not  be  offered,  if  called  for  by  less  than 
five  students. 

Students  expecting  to  do  graduate  work  in  a  university 
after  completing  a  course  in  this  institution  are  advised 
to  secure  a  reading  knowledge  of  German  and  French.

Qualitative  analysis  com- 
prises a  large  part  of  the  experimental  work  of  the  second 
semester.  Students  who  have  offered  a  course  in  high 
school  chemistry  for  college  admission  and  present  satis- 
factory evidence  of  superior  qualifications  are  assigned 
supplementary  work  in  the  library,  and  laboratory  work 
of  an  advanced  character.
